But  Henry  did  not 
think  fit  to  run  the  Risk  of  having  a  Parliament  Icfs  fr- 
vourable  than  that  whi^k  had  fo  heartily  efpoufed  his  Caufc. 
He  was  contented,  therefore,  with  empowering  the  fameJfte- 
frcfentatives  to  make,  with  the  Houfeof  Lords,  a  new  Par- 
liament under  his  Authority.     I  fHall  hot  take  upon  me  to 
decide  whether  this  Proceeding  was  not  fomewhat  irregu- 
lar, or  whether  it  was  authorifed  by  any  former  Precedent, 
Be  this  as  it  will,  after  a  few  Days  Interruption,  the  fame 
Parliament  met  again  on  the  (fth  of  Otlobery   as  if  it  had 
been  called  by  the  new  King. 
7hi  Earl         Mean  Time  Edmund  Mortimer  Earl  of  Marchy  confi- 
i>/March    dering  that  it  would  be  no  Icfs  dangerous  than  fruitlcfs,  at 
WiKTOcre.  ^"^^^  ^  Junfture,  to  aflert  his  juft  Right  to  the  Crown, 
•  ^'  retired  to  his  Lordfliip  of  TVigmore,  near  the  Borders  of 

iVa'es.     The  more  incontertable  his  Claim  was,    the  more 
Reafon  he  had  to  dread  the   new  King's  Jealoufy.    So 
that  givinr>  way  to  the  Torrent  which  he  could  notftem, 
he  refolved  to  live  in  Retirement,  without  (howing  the 
leaft  Signs  of  Ambition,  or  the  leaftUncafinefs  at  the  In- 
juftice  done  him.     He  had  no  other  way  left  to  fecure  his 
Quiet,  and  even  his  Life,  againft  the  Sulpicions  of  a  Prince 
whofe  Interefl  it  was  to  deflroy  him.    There  was  but  too 
jjreat  Probability  that  the  new  King  would  lay  hold  on  the 
hrft  Occafion  that  offered,   to  free  himfelf  from  thcUn- 
cafinefs  which  fuch  a  Rival  might  create  in  him. 
rhf  Arch-       The  Parliament  being  aflembled,    in  the  manner  above 
^fn^  ^%.   '^^"^'o^^^'   Tfjomas  yirundel  Archbiihop   of  Canterhitrj 
pJhlmert  ^^^^  » long  Speed)  tending  to  infpirc  a  high  Opinion  of 
inFrsufeof  the  Advantages  which  the  late  Revolution  was  to  procure 
the  mvt      the  Kingdom.     He  enlarged  chiefly  on  the  Irregularities  of 
•^*    .     the  late  Reign,  and  affured,  that  the  new  Sovereign  propo- 
led  to  govern  after  a  vtiy  different  manner,   and  to  prt- 
ferve  to  All  their  Rights  and  Liberties.      This  Prelate  had 
been  b^nifhed  the  Realm  in  the  late  Reign,  and  Ro^erWd' 
Jen^  who  had  been  appointed  in  his  Room,  had  ailed  hither- 
to ns  Archbiihop,     But  as  Arundel  had  not  been  canom^ 
rn//;' depofed,  the  Parliament  in  their  firft  SeJJton  had  or- 
dered 
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dcmlthat  he  (hould  refume  Wn  Dignity^  efpecialty  as-tlie  o-  ^^99^ 
tW  had  not  yet  obtained  the  Pope's  Confirmation.  The 
Archbiftiop's  Speech9  and  fbme  preliminary  Formalities^, 
V(re  the  only  Things  remarkable  in  the  fird  SeJJlon  of  the 
new  Parliament,  which  was  adjourned  to  the  i4rhof  Off^- 
Arr.  This  Adjournment  was  neceffary  in  order  to  prepare 
forthe  Coronatio»y  which  was  to  be  on  the  1 3  th« 

During  this   Interval  the   King  filled    ftveral  Poft.s  ThtKmg 
which  were  either  vacant,  or  pofTefTed  by  Perfons  he  did  ^^^^f^^'^M^ 
pot  like.     Henry  Percy  Earl  of  NorthnmberUnd,  and  Ralph  ^^i'^Jj)]^, 
TVift/ii  Earl  of  iVefimorelandy  hd  given  too  great  Marks  of  EArhof 
th^ir  Zeal  for  the  Kmg,  by  joiMng  him  at  Ravenfpttr  pre-  Norrhum- 
femly  after  his  Landing,  not  to  have  a  (hare  in  his  Favours.  ^^^'^^"^ 
Hewrj  willing  to  fliow  his  Gratitude,  conferred  on  the  Firft  j^pj 
the  Office  oXHigh  Coftjtable^  and  on  the  other  that  of  Earl-  ha.  Pub, 
MarpaL    A  few  Days  after  he  gave  a  Grant  to  the  Earl  ^'''-  89, 
of  Northnmberland  of  the  IJk  of  Man,  fituated  between  ^°»  ^^^ 
Scotland  and  Ireland,  with  the  Privilege  of  carrying  at  the 
Coronation*  the  Sword  called  Lancajlery  on  the  King's  left     - 
Hand  *•  This  was  tjae  fame  Sword  the  King  had  on  whtn 
he  landed  at  Ravenfpnr. 

After  Henry  had  thus  requited  the  Obligations  he  lay  ThomasAi 
under  to  thelc  two  Lordf,  whom  he  looked  upon  as  ^h^^w^tfV 
firmeft  Friends  to  his  Interefl  and  Perfon,  he  made  Thomas  steward.  ' 
ff  Lancajier  his  fecond  Son  High-Steward.    It  was  abfo-      ibid, 
lutely  neceffary  to  fill  this  Poft  before  the  Coronation,  be- 
caufe  to  the  HigbSteward^s  Court  all  mufl  apply  who  have 
any  Service  to  do  in  that  Ceremony,  in  order  to  be  main- 
tained in  their  Rights*     But  as  the  Prince  was  but  tea 
Years  old,  the  Kiiig  gave  him  for  Deputy  Thomas  Percy 
Earl  of  iVarceficr,  Brother  to  the  Earl  o£ Northumberland, 

On  the  i}th  of  OSober^  Edward  the  ConfeJfar^sDzyy  TheKHuih 
Henry  was  crowned  with  all  the  ulual  Formalities,  being  cr^mud 
then  thirty  three  Years  of  Age.    He  was  anointed  with  a  «»^f"j«^- 
certain  Oil  which  was  pretended  to  be  brought  by  the  Blef*  ^^f^aor^* 
fed  Virgin  to  St.  Thomas  of  Canterbtsry  whilfl  he  was  in  mry  OiL 
France.    The  Vial  which  held  this  precioUs  Oil  was  fallea 

*  He  was  to  hold  At  IJleof  Man  by  that  Office. 
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139^^  into  the  Hands  of  an  Hcrmite  who  prefcnted  it  to  Henrj 
Duke  oi  Lancitjier  Grandfon  of  Henrj  III,  with  this 
Prophecy,  That  the  Kings  which  pou/d  be  anointed  TVith 
that  Jacrcd  Oil,  JJwuld  be  true  ChampiGPti  of  the  Chkrch, 
The  Dtfke  of  Ln-ricajlcr  give  it  afterwards  to  the  famous 
Prince  of  iVaUsy  Son  of  Edward  III,  who  was  refblved  to 
be  anointed  with  it  when  he  fliould  be  crowned.  After 
the  Death  of  that  Prince,  the  f/W  which  was  of  Stone, 
having  on  the  Top  a  Gold-Eagle  fet  with  Diamonds,  was 
laid  up  among  the  Jewels  wirhout  any  one's  minding  it. 
Jiichardll  h;3  Son  having  found  it  fome  time  before  his 
laft  Voyage  to  Ireland,  d,/: -ned  to  be  crowned  again  en 
purpofe  to  be  anointed  with  me  Holy  Oil  in  the  P^taL  But 
the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  oppofed  it,  by  reprelenting 
X  to  him  that  the  Z^nElion  cf  Kmgs  ought  not  to  be  repeated. 

At  length  the  yid  wjs  come  to  the  Hands  of  Henrj^  who 
cither  out  of  D;*v^tion,  or  becaufeit  came  from  the  Duke 
of  Lancajier  his  Grandfather  by  the  Mother's  Side,  was 
pleafed  to  be  anointed  v/ith  it  at  his  Coronation.  But  if 
we  examine  the  Ivcirns  of  that  P;ince,  and  leveral  of 
his  Succelfors  who  were  anointed  with  the  Cane  0;1,  we 
Ihall  not  find  that  the  good  Hermite's  Prophecy  was  ever 
accomphfhcd. 
Henry  rr-  I  have  cl:ady  rcm.r<ed,  in  the  Reign  of  Richard  lly 
/«/^^'V;''  that  when,  after  the  depofing  of  that  Prince,  Henry  chmcd 
tr^otnT  ^^^  Crown,  he  afFcaed  to ^ make  uf^  of  obfcure'Expreffi- 
thefeotlc.  ons.  His  Aim  Was  to  make  the  People  believe,  that  there 
was  fome  Foundation  in  the  Right  he  pretended  to  derive 
from  the  old  Hi^ufe  of  Lancajler^  of  which  he  was  Heir 
by  his  Mother.  But  this  Pretext  which  might  then  have 
fome  EfFe<5l:  upon  fuch  as  were  willing  to  fliut  their  Eyes, 
was  too  grofs  to  deceive  any  longer.  It  was  therefore  ne- 
cefTary  for  the  new  King  to  find  out  fome  phufible  Title 
yrhich  might  juttify  the  Nation's  Choice  of  him.  There 
was  none  more  lawful  than  the  Service  he  had  lately  done 
x\\t  State,  But  he  judged  ir  dangerous  to  build  his  Right 
upon  fuch  a  Foundation.  When  the  Eufincls  was  to  re- 
ceive ti\e  Crown,  he  was  very  willing  to  ov/n  the  Parlia- 
pent's  Power  to  confer  it  on  him.     Bur  when  once  it  waJ 

pljced 
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placed  on  his  Head,  he  was  afraid  that  from  that  Prindplc      13^9; 
it  would  be  inferred,  tha»-  they  who  had  given  him  the 
Crown,  .had  a  Power  tc  t  i.eit  away.     So  that  he  was  on 
thisOccafion  at  r.  g^ut  Lofs.     It  was  requifite  »That  the 
People  ftiould  bt  iatisfied  that  the  Parliament  had'^awfully 
depofed  Richard^  and  that  their  Authority  was   fuperioiir 
to  the  King's.     On  the  other  Hand,  there  was  a  Necefliry 
of  letting  them  kftow,  that  in  placing  Hc?try  on  the  Throne, 
the  very  fame  Parliament  had  not  afted  by  way  of  Autho- 
rity, and  that  they  could  not  difpenfe  with  owning  him 
for  King,     In  a  Word,  there  was  occafion  to  acknowledge 
in  the  Parliament  an  unlimitted  Power  with  refpeft  to  ^/ri- 
^r^*s  Depofing,  and  to  decline  their  Authority  in  the  late 
Eledion.     Theft  two  Things  ftcmed  inconliftcnt.     But 
when  a  Man  has  Power  on  his  Side,  he  does  not  trouble 
himfelf  io  much   about  finding  good  Reafons,  as  about 
blinding  the  Eyes  of  the  Publick  with  Appearances.  Hemjy  TheKjmU 
perfwaded  that  at  this  JunSurc,  no  one  would  have  the  ProcUma- 
Boldnefs  to  contradift   him,   rcfolved  to  let  his  Subjefts  tiont4>Jhow 
know  that  he  did  not  intend  to  derive  his  Right  from  their  ^Jl^q^^^ 
bare  Confent.     On  his  Coronation- Day  he  publiftied  a 
ProcUmatiortj  declaring  that  he  had  mounted  the  Throne, 
Brjiy  By  Right  of  Conqueft  :     Secondly^  By  Virtue  of 
RUhard^s  Refignation  to  him,    and  his  having  appointed 
him  for  Succeflbr :  Lafilj^  as  he  was  the  next  Male-Heir 
of  the  late  King.     By  this  means  he  excluded  the  only 
lawful  Title  he  had,  namely,  the  general  Confent  of  the 
People,  in  order  to  build  his  Claim  upon  three  Foundati- 
ons, the  Weaknefs  of  which  was  vifible  to  all.   In  the  firft 
Place,   how  could  he  pretend  to  a  Right  of  Conqueft  i 
He  entered  the  Kingdom  but  with  fourfcore  Men,  whoiti 
^11  Appearance  were  for  the  mod  Part  EngUJh.     Befides  his 
having  fo  good  Succefs  was  entirely  owing  to  the  Concur- 
rence of  all  England^  and  confequently  he  could  not  fay  he 
hadconquered  the  Kingdom.  In  the  next  Place,  it  was  not 
true  that  Richard  had  refigned  the  Crown  to  him.     We 
took  notice  in  the  Reign  of  that  Prince,  that  Henry  him- 
felf as.  well  as  his  Friends  did  not  think  it  proper.     He  was 
only  obliged  to  make  an  abfihtc  B^eHgn^tion}  leaft  it  flioiild 

appea?      ^ 
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tl99.  appear  too  much  conftrained*  in  Cafe  he  did  it  in  favour  of 
a  Prince  to  whom  he  was  then  adually  a  Prifbner.  More- 
over, fuppoHng  Richard  had  appointed  Heury  for  his  Sac* 
celTor,  how  could  a  King^  depoled  on  the  Score  of  Tyran- 
ny and  Inability*  be  allowed  a  Right  to  chufe  the  Perfba 
who  (hould  fucceed  him»  efpecially  as  the  Nomination  was 
contrary  to  the  Laws  of  the  Land.  Laftly^  It  was  fiiU  lefs 
true  that  Henry  was  the  next  Heir  of  Richarit  unlefs  the 
SaUckz  La:^  had  taken  Place  in  England  as  well  as  in  Franoty 
and  the  Defcendants  of  the  Women  were  debarred  the  Sue- 
ceflion.  It  is  true  indeed,  that  in  the  third  Title  alledged 
by  the  King*  there  was  a  Sort  of  E^Mivocation  capable  of 
deceiving.  He  was  Cou(in«Germanofche  late  King*  and 
confequently  a  nearer  Relation  than  the  Earl  of  Marchp 
who  was  one  Degree  farther  removed.  But  it  did  not  fol* 
low  by  any  means  that  he  was  the  ne)ct  Heir,  fincc  with 
refpe4  to  the  Succedion,  it  was  to  the  lineal  Defcent  that 
Regard  was  to  be  had,  and  not  to  the  neareil  of  Km.  Thus 
after  the  Death  of  Edward  III  it  was  Richard  his  Grand- 
fbn  that  fucceeded  him,  though  he  was  one  Degree  farther 
removed  than  his  Uncles.  Again*  fuppoHng  that  this  Rule 
had  not  been  inviolably  kept  to,  Henry  could  not  fay  he 
was  the  neareft  Relation  of  Richard.  He  was  firfi  CoMpn  : 
But  theDukeof  Tl^ri^  who  was  VncU^  had  no  lefs  Right 
than  he.  So  that  on  which  fide  foever  they  viewed  the 
pretended  Title  of  Henry^  it  could  not  but  appear  ill- 
grounded.  The  only  Claim  he  could  have  produced  with 
any  Colour,  was  the  Confent  of  the  People.  But  he  wouU 
not  make  ufe  of  that  for  the  Reafons  above-mentioned. 
ACt  Pub.  T^^  ^^  ^^y  ^^  ^*"B  iffued  his  Proclamation^  he  cre- 
VllL  91*  ated  Henry  his  eldeft.Son,  aged  thirteen  Years,  Dnks  of 
Cornwall  Prince  of  Wales^  znd  Earl  of  Chejler*  But  he  ad- 
ded not  to  thefe  Titles  that  of  Duke  of  jiquitain^  as  fome 
pretend. 
3*e  farUa*  The  Solemnity  of  the  Coronation  being  overs  the  Parli- 
^'«'  ament  met  next  Day  being  the  14th  of  October.  The  Im- 
•*'''*  portance  of  the  jiBs  which  were  pafled  this  SeJJtoni  obliges 
me  to  give  a  particular  Account  of  them>  it  being  abfolutely. 
pecefTary  for  the  Sequel  of  this  Hiftory.

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In  the  firft  Place*  was  pafled  an  j4S  rf  Indemnity^  to  ^199- 
fcrecn  thofe  who  during  the  late  Troubles  had  taken  up  '^fj^^*^ 
Arms  in  Defence  of  the  Kingt ,  thej$  Duke  of  Lancafier. 
Thisv^  was  abfohitely  neccffary,  fince  the  Laws  condemn** 
ed  without  DiftinfHon  thofe  chat  oppoPed  the  Covernmenc 
eftabliflied,  the  which  was  precifely  the  Cafe  of  fuch  as 
had  aQifted  the  King,  and  ot  the  King  himfelf. 

After  this  Ail  was  pafTed,  the  Parliament  examined  what-  ihePMrliM* 
ever  had  hem  done  in  the  late  Rcign>  to  firetch  the  Prn'^r  '^^.^  '*7 
gative-Rojialhcyond  its  due  Bounds,    They  applied  them-  J^i,^ 
ftlves  chiefly  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  Parliament  begun  at  rfthefor. 
Wefiminfier  in  1397*   and  continued  on  at  Sbrewsburj  in  nurwi. 
1398.    An  the  A  As  paiTed,  as  well  with  regard  to  the  three 
Lords  unjuftly  condemned,  as  to  the  exorbitant  Privileges 
granted  to  the  King)  being  lb  manifeflly  deftrudlive  of  che 
Nation's  Liberties,  were  unanimoufly  repealed.     At  the 
fame  Time  were  revived  and  confirmed  the  Statmts  of  the 
Parliament  of  1388,  which  the  Shrewsbury  Parliament  had 
annulled.    It  was  thought  hkewife  abfolutely  necefTary  to 
pafs  a  particular  j4S  againft  the  Pope's  Bull  which  ratified 
tht Statutes oi  ShrcwsbHTj.    This  BulU  whereby  Richard 
II  pretended  to  give  the  greater  Force  to  jiUs  of  Parlia* 
mint,    was  founded  on  a  Principle  too  oppoiite  to  the 
Rights  of  the  People  to  be  fuffered  to  fubfift.  And  indeed 
the  Pope's  Power  to  confirm  ji£ls  of  Parliament  could  not 
be  acknowledged,  without  afcribing  to  him  a  Right  of  So* 
vereignty  upon  Ef^and.    For  this  Reafbn  the  Parliament 
dechred  in  the^^  that  the  Kingdom  of  England  was  in- 
dependent of  all  Foreign  Powers,  particularly  of  the  Court 
of  Rtmse^  and  that  the  Pope  had  no  Right  to  interpofe  in 
the  Civil  Government  of  tne  Realm. 

The  Shrewsbury  Parliament  having  defigned  to  extend 
the  Royal  Authority  as  much  as  poflible,  had  in  fuch  a  mao- 
ner  multiplied  the  Cafes  oiHigh-TreaJouy  that  none,  but  fuch 
as  acknowledged  in  the^  Sovereign  an  unlimitted  Power, 
could  poflibly  avoid  incurring  the  Guilt  of  Treafon.  To 
redrefs  fo  dangerous  a  Grievance,  which  tended  to  the  mak- 
ing the  King  abfolute  Mafter  of  the  Lives  and  Fortunes  of 
his  Subie&Si  the  Parliament  revived  a  Smntti  made  to  that 
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Pnrpofe  in  the  Reign  of  Edward  III,  nnd  confined  ^rw^J- 
nahle  Offences  ro  the  Articles  mentioned  in  th:ir  uicl. 
ftichard*i  After  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  the  People  were»  by 
"^^Av^^  theft  ASs,  put  upon  the  fame  Foot  rhey  itood  before 
fitesar'in-  ^'^^  Incfoachmcnrs  of  Richard^  the  Authors  and  Advifers 
ifuired  Mf'  of  thcfe  Ufurpations  were  inquired  afur.  When  King 
^^^'  iR/c/?4r^ apprehended  the  Duke  oi GloHceJler^  and  the  Earls 

of  TVarwickjiVid  ArunMy  he  was  not  inverted  with  thatab- 
folute  Power,  which  the  Shrewsbury  Parhament  lo  liberally 
conferred  upon  him  afterwards:  So  that  he  faw  himfelf  ob- 
liged to  proceed  according  ro  Law,  in  order  to  get  thefe 
three  Lords  condemned.  To  that  End  he  ordered  it  lb, 
that  John  Holland  Earl  of  Huntington j  his  Half- Brother} 
Tijomas  Holland  Earl  of  Kent^  his  Nephew  ;  Edward  Ezxl 
of  Albemarle^  his  Coulin,  Son  of  the  Duke  of  T^rk,; 
John  Beaufort  Earl  of  Sommerfety  Son  of  the  Duke  of 
Lancajier  by  his  third  Wife  ;  and  the  LordThomas  Spencet 
were  the  Accufcrs  of  the  three  imprifbned  Lords*  The 
Earl  of  Salisburjj  and  the  Lord  Morlej,  were  reported  to 
be  the  chief  Contrivers  of  this  Plot.  Afrer  Condemna- 
tion, Richard  diflribured  the  Eftates  of  the  three  Lords 
among  the  Managers  and  Evidences.  Moreover^  he  made 
the  Earl  of  jiloemarle  a  Duke ;  and  conferred  the  Title 
of  Duke  of  Exeter  on  the  Earl  of  Huntington ;  of  Dukf 
of  Surrey  on  the  Earl  of  Kent ;  of  Duke  of  Sommerfet  on 
the  Earl  of  Sommerfet  \  of  Earl  of  Gloucefler  on  Thomai 
Spencer. 

As  it  was  puWickly  known  that  the  three  Lords  had  been 
unjuftly  opprefled  by  the  late  King,  the  Parliament  thought 
itneceflary  to  puniili  the  Authors  and  Jnftrumentsof  their 
Ruin.  To  that  Purpofe,  after  having  rcvcrfed  the  Sen- 
tence againft  the  Earls  of  jirtindel  and  Warwick^  as  diredly 
contrary  to  the  Pardon  which  had  been  granted  them,  it 
was  rcfolved  that  the  Managers  fhould  be  deprived  both  of 
their  Titles,  and  of  the  Eftates  diftribured  among  them* 
As  to  their  own  Lands,  it  was  left  to  the  King's  Breaft 
either  to  continue  them  in  PofTiffion,  or  to  turn  them  out 
as  he  thought  In.  Henrj^  willing  to  ihow  his  Clemency 
in  the  Beginning  of  his  Reign*  not  only  left  them  their 
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tLfhtts,  but  likewife  reftored  rhem  to  the  Hcwkts  tlicy  *3>fi 
hid  been  deprived  of.  Moreover,  be  made  the  Duke  of 
Exettr,  his  Half-Brother,  Govcrnour  of  CaUis.  The 
Earl  of  S^ti^Mfj  and  the  Lord  Morlejy  the  hated  Minify 
ters  of  Richardy  and  principal  Authors  of  the  OpprelTion 
praS^ifed  u|>on  the  Duke  of  GUucefier  and  the  other  twd 
Lords,  came  off  with  a  (hort  Imprifonment,  though  xhi 
People  loudly  called  for  theif  Deaths^  As  the  Friends  o£ 
thefe  Lords  had  alledged  in  their  Excufe,  that  Richard  had 
cbrnpelled  them  to  ad^  the  Parliament  took  occafion  frond 
thence  to  pais  an  Jl3j  whereby  it  was  eiladed.  That  foi' 
the  future,  Camfalfion  (hould  be  no  legal  Excufe  to  juftify 
Adions  contrary  to  Law. 

This  Affair  being  bver,  the  Parliament  prevailed  with  g^^jI 
the  King  to  grant  ^  general  Pardim^  in  which  however  tMrMi 
itrere  excepted  the  Murderers  of  the  Duke  of  CloteceJIeri 
One  of  the  Villains  being  apprehended  and  convi(^ed  was 
hanged  at  Lmtdon^  and  his  Head  fetit  to  Calais,  to  be  fixt 
bti  one  of  the  Gates. 

Though  the  Injuftice  done  to  the  Earl  bf  March  was  ma-*  7^  sitcckfi* 
nifeft,  yet  it  might  in  Ibme  meafure  be  vamilhed  over  with  fimfeHltd 
the  Pretetice  of  rewarding /ftjwy  for  the  figilal  Service  he  *J|   ''^ 
had  done  the  State.    If  this  Reward  had  been  limited  td  ^^'^^^ 
his  Perfon,  perhaps  it  would  not  have  feemed  very  flrange^     * 
that  in  fo  extraordinary  a  Cafe  the  La>i>s  (hould  be  fiiper* 
ieded  in  favour  of  a  Prince  who  had  io  freely  expofed  htm« 
&lf  for  the  fake  of  the  Publick.    But  at  fuch  [iinduresi 
k  is  very  difficult  to  keep  within  the  Bounds  of  Equity^ 
The  Parliacoent  not  content  with  having  given  to  Henry 
the  Crbwn  taken  from  Richard^  would  moreover  fecure  it 
to  his  KTue.     To  that  End  an  Ad  was  paflfed.  fettling  thtf 
Succeffion  dd  the  Houfe  of  Lancafier :  Firft  on  the  PetfoH 
of  the  Prince  of  tfalesi  the  King's  eldeft  Son  and  hiS 
Heirs*  then  od  his  three  Brothers  and  their  IflTue. 

A  Very  important  Affair  flill  remained,  about  l^rhlch  iifeithi 
the  King  Was  deiirotts  to  Sid vife  with  his  ParHament  beforfe  J^^/^-j'*  ^ 
the  Houfcs  broke  tip.     The  Cemmoni,  ftot  fetisfied  with  »*#/«  i$ 
the  bare  depofing  of  J^ichardy  after  a  very  irregtilar  Man*  btitmelbitb 
Her*   would  have  him  tried  in  Form,  and  had  petitioned  R"<J^^^ 
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>399  the  King  to  that  EfFed.  It  was,  thereforcy  to  know  what 
was  to  be  done  with  Richard,  that  the  King  wanted  to  hare 
the  Advice  of  the  two  H^ufes.  The  Archbifhop  of  Gw • 
terhurj,,  who  was  commitfioncd  in  this  Affair,  having 
firft  cxaded  an  Oath  of  Secrecy  from  all  the  Members^ 
propofed  the  Qiieftion  to  them.  It  may  well  be  thought 
that  Richard  had  not  many  Friends  in  the  HpHfe^  and  that 
if  Any  approved  not  of  the  Proceedings  againft  him,  they 
h^d  not  courage  enough  to  venture  to  fpeak  in  his  Defence. 
There  was  one  however  bold  enough  to  fay  publickly  what 
others  only  thought.  This  was  Thomas  Merkl  Bilhop 
of  Carlifle^  who  without  regarding  the  Motives  which 
might  induce  him,  as  well  as  the  xt^oiRicharcts  Friends,  to 
keep  Silence,  made  a  long  Speech  on  this  Subjeft;  wherein 
he  alledged  every  Thing  that  could  with  any  Plaufiblenefs 
be  laid  in  Behalf  of  the  King  depofed,  and  againft  the  King 
on  the  Throne. 
Vn  Bi/bdp  ^^^  Biftiop  undertook  to  prove  three  Things.  Firft, 
#/GariiQc'i  That  there  was  no  Authority  which  could  lawfully  depoTe 
speech  in  a  King  q(  England.  Secondly,  That  the  Offences  Richard 
Ui'^/  was  accufed  of,  dcferved  not  that  he  ftiould  be  depoted, 
and  beHdes,  they  were  not  proved.  Thirdly,  That  the 
Crown  had  been  unjuftly  adjudged  to  the  Duke  of  £m- 
cajler. 

He  enlarged  very  much  on  the  firft  Head,  ftiowingthc 
wide  Difference  between  the  feveral  Kinds  of  Government 
cftabliflied  in  the  World.  He  confeffed  that  in  Some  the 
prince  or  Head  might  be  depofed,  becaufe  the  fupreme 
Authority  was  not  lodged  in  his  Perfon,  but  the  People  or 
Nobks  had  a  Share  in  it.  Of  this  Sort  he  reckoned  the  Re^ 
fublioksy  the  ancient  Government  of  Rome^  the  Empire  of 
Germany^  the  Kingdoms  of  Sweedland  and  Denmarl^  the 
Earldom  of  Flanders^  and  Ibme  other  States*  But  he  main- 
tained, that  it  was  otherwife  in  the  Governments  where 
the  fupreme  j4tsthority  was  in  the  fingle  Perfon  of  the  So-» 
vereign.  In  this  CUfs  he  ranked  the  Kingdom  of  Ifrael 
among  the  ytntientsy  with  the  three  firft  Empires ;  and  a- 
irong  the  Moderns,  England,  France,  Spain,  ScotUmd^ 
^lujcovj,  Tmkj*  Ftrfia,  and  in  general  aQ  the  Kingdoms 
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of  Afid  and  Afriau  With  regard  to  thefe  he  alledgedf  139^ 
that  notwichftanding  the  Vices  of  a  Sovereign  (hould  be 
nor  only  detrimentat  but  even  intolerable  to  tiis  Subjeds* 
he  could  not  be  lawfully  depofed  by  any  Means  whatever : 
That  F^rce  could  not  be  made  ufe  oU  without  incurring 
the  Crime  of  Rebellion  and  Treafon^  and  much  lefs  ^- 
tbmtjj  fince  there  was  not  in  the  State  any  lawful  Autho- 
rity but  what  was  derived  from  him.  He  produced  upon 
this  Head*  Arguments  and  Precedents  from  the  Helj^ 
Serif  tures  and  frafane  u^rhorst  which  cannot  be  repeated 
without  running  out  to  too  great  a  length. 

Upon  the  fecond  Article,  he  boldly  afTertcd,  That  the 
Crimes  for  which  Richard  was  depofed^  were  either  falfe 
or  aggravated:  That  indeed,  he  might  be  guilty  of  fome 
Bmours  or  Omiffions^  but  his  Faults  could  not  to  be  ftiled 
Tyranny :  That  if  thofe  he  had  committed  afforded  a  jud 
Occafion  to  depoie  him,  we  ihould  fee  in  the  World 
oothing  but  Sovereigns  treated  as  Tyrants^  and  depofed  by 
their  Siibjeds:  That  the  levying  a  Subfidjy  tbecondemning 
•  Rebel  J  inaWord>  whatever  was  not  to  the  good  liking 
of  the  People,  would  furnifli  a  Handle  to  dethrone  the  mbft 
lawful  Prince.  He  pafled  over  the  more  (lightly  the  Proofs 
of  this  fecond  Headj  as  the  Parliament  trfelf  feemed  tohavQ 
ctUed  in  queftion  the  Truth  of  the  Crimes  alledged  againft 
Riehard,  feeing  there  had  been  no  Step  taken  to  prove  them 
in  a  legal  Manner.  By  the  way,  it  is  very  likely  that  it  was 
for  fear  of  this  Reproach,  that  the  Commons  wanted 
to  proceed  againft  the  depofed  King  in  Form*  Upon  the 
Tiiird  Artick  the  Biihop  maintained,  that  even-fuppofing 
Richard  guilty,  and  granting  the  Nation  had  Authority  to 
depofe  him,  there  was  not  the  leaft  Cok)ur  of  Juftice  to 
give  the  Crown  to  the  Duke  of  Lancajler.  That  if  the 
Chike  was  the  true  Heir  o£  Richard,  as  he  pretended,  he 
muft  wait  bis  Death  before  he  claimed  the  Inheritance. 
But  that  no  body  was  ignorant,  there  was  a  nearer  Heir* 
whofe  Father  had  been  declared  Sstccejfor  of  Richard  by  jilt 
of  Parliament.  A^  for  Henry's  pretended  Right  from  Ed^ 
mmnd  Crestcbbael^  Sod  of  Henry  III,  the  Biihop  difdained 
10  confider  it,  amrming  he  was  very  certain  that  People  of 
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13^?  Sefite  were  aihaiD$4  of  a  Right  built  upon  fb  ilender  9 
foundation. 

After  this  the  Orator  went  on  to  examine  the  othv 
two  Titles  contained  in  the  King's  Procldmation^  namelj^ 
C(wqHefi^  and  Richard's  Rcfignation.  To  the  firft  he  iaid» 
That  a  Swbjeft  could  never  pretend  a  Right  ^f  Cctttjuefi  a* 
gainft  his  Sovereign,  fince  the  ViSory  it  felf  was  highan4 
.  heinous  Treafon.  As  for  the  Refignmon,  he  faid  it  was 
not  only  extorted  by  Force,  but  that  fuppofingit  voba- 
tary,  it  could  be  of  no  Validity  ;  That  iq  the  State  Richard 
was  then  in,  it  was  not  in  his  Power  to  make  a  valid  h6t : 
That  befides,  the  Laws  not  allowing  the  King  the  Liberty 
of  alienating  th^  Jewels  of  the  Crown,  much  more  tied 
him  up  doubtlefs  Jrom  giving  away  the  Crown  it  felf  {4). 
Then  he  fpake  of  the  general  Confenc  of  the  People, 
though  Henrj  had  not  thought  proper  to  infift  uppn  it ; 
that  the  Kingdom  of  £»^/W  having  never  been  El^Siyt^ 
}t  was  ridiculous  to  afcribe  to  the  People  the  Power  of  diC- 
pofing  of  the  Crown.  Laftly,  he  replied  to  the  Objedion 
which  might  be  urged  from  the  depofii^  of  Edward  II, 
That  wile  Men  muft  live  according  to  Law^  and  not  be 
guided  by  Examples  and  Precedents :  That  however  the 
Example  of  Edward  II,  would  be  of  no  more  Force  than 
that  of  a  Prince  poifonedor  afiaflinated  by  his  Subjc<9:s  s 
Bat  thit  even  in  dcpofing  of  Edward  II,  Care  wa^  takea 
10  prelerve  the  Rights  of  the  lawful  Succcffbr, 

What  the  Bifhop  had  hitherto  iaid,  might  pafs  for 
Reafont  taqueftion  whether  Richard  II  could  be  lawfully 
depofed.  Atmoft,  it  might  becon(idered  as  the  private 
Ppinion  of  the  Speaker,  But  towards  the  Clofe  of  h» 
Speech,  he  launched  out  ftrangely  againfl  Henry ^  and  fell 
into  a  PaflioD,  which  took  off  very  much  from  thr  Reafons 
he  had  alledged.  He  faid,  that  it  was  to  he  fe^^rtd  that  the 
People  of  England^ovAA  foon  find  themselves  iq  the  Cafe 
pf  itSfop!%  Frogs  i  and  boldly  added,  that  as  long  as  Richard 
was  alive,  the  Englijb  could  not  with  Juftice  own  any 
Sovereign  but  him.    In  fine:|  he  maintained  that  t^e  Per<P 
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torn  vfaom  they  called  King^  had  committed  much  mora  ijjf. 
heinous  Crimes  than  thofe  for  which  Richdrd  wasdepoied : 
Tfait  he  had  entered  the  Kingdom  again  contrary  to  his 
Oatfa»  after  having  been  baniihed,  and  without  being  le- 
gally recalled  :  That  not  content  with  difturbing  the  Quiqe 
of  the  Land  by  an  unjuft  and  impious  Infurredion  againft 
.  his  Sovereign^  he  had  moreover  dilpoflliTed  him  :  That  be 
had  alfo  demanded  Judgment  againft  him,  without  offerii^ 
to  prove  the  Impeachment,  or  permitting  the  Party  acculed 
to  ipake  his  Defence^  contrary  to  the  exprefs  Laws  of  the 
Realm.  He  concluded  with  faying*  That  if  the  Wroi^g 
done  Richard  was  not  capable  of  moving  the  Hearts  of  the 
EngUjb$  at  leafl  their  common  and  manifeft  Dangers  ought 
to  Aop  the  Courfe  of  theie  violent  Proceedings. 

This  Speech  had  not  the  £fFed  the  Speaker  expeded.  It  The  Bi/hf 
-was  fo  unieafonables  thajt  fuppofing  the  Majoritji  had  bem  imfrifmU. 
of  his  Mind)  it  was  impoffible  to  go  from  what  had  befa 
done.  But  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Mimhers  perfifted  in 
the  fame  Maxims  they  had  followed  when  Richard  was  tie* 
pofed.  AccoidiQgly  the  Biihop  reaped  no  other  Fruit  iroiii 
his  Harangue>  tfaaD  to  be  confined  in  the  Abby  of  Sr.  ^« 
IwUi  from  whence  however  he  was  Aiortly  after  relealcd 
^tbouc  any  farther  Punifhment. 

•    The  Bifhop  of  CarUJUs  Opinion  having  been  ooaiu*  TxtrtmM' 
ntoQ^y  lejededf  the  Parliament  came>  with  regard  to  O'^*"** 
Jlichai^  to  a  Refolution  fo  very  extraordinary,  that  there  R^ha^ 
is  Qxnc  Et^foB  to  fufped  that  Hiftory  is  defedive  in  this 
lHace«    Hoiwever>  all  the  Hiftorians  agree*  that  it  was  re- 
folved  Rifh^  (hould  be  kept  in  Confinement  during  Life»  ^^ 

and  maintained  Uke  a  great  Prince :  but  in  cafe  any  Auempts 
were  made  for  his  Deliverance*  Richard  himfelf  ihould  be 
put  to  Death  tfaf  fuft.  If  this  be  truet  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  he  was  really  condemned  to  die*  feeing  his  Life  was  not 
granted  him»  but  pn  a  Condition  which  was  not  in  his 
Power.  Befides*  f uch  a  Condition  cannot  be  annexed  to 
ffac  Sentence  of  a  CrjmiQ^l^  ^t  on  Suppofi^OQ  that  he  is 
^eady  cojpdemned) 
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I  %99'        nris  not  my  BuHnefs  to  determine  to  what  Point  the  A 
i^tmttfkson  tJ^Qrity  of  the  Parliament  may  Ktf»  ^vrpn^li^/^  wirK  r^tvA 
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the  King's  Perfon.  I  ftiall 
iecond  Inftance  of  a  King 
being  heard  in  his  Defence*  and  without  fo  much  as  obiecf 
ving  the  ufual  Formalities  prefcribed  by  the  Law  in  tbfj 
Trial  of  the  mcaneft  Subjed.  The  Parliament  which  dfr 
pofed  Edivard  II,  was  fatisfied  with  decreeing  that  he  (houlii 
be  kept  in  fafe  Cuftody  during  Life.  But  this  Parliaioeai 
to  Richard's  Dcpofing  adds  the  Sentence  of  Death  :  for  09 
otherwife  can  we  con(ider  the  Condition  upon  which  hii 
Life  is  granted  him.  Let  us  farther  remark*  that  one  of 
the  chief  Articles  of  Impeachment  againft  that  Princet  wai 
his  putting  to  Death  the  Duke  of  GhMefterf  his  UiKk^ 
without  a  previous  Trial.  And  yet  this  fame  Parhaaaeot 
condemns  himunheard>  upon  his  bare  Con fediouf  wheoi 
Priloner  ;  tut  that  he  v/asguiltj  of  the  farticmlar  Crimas  UU 
to  his  Charge^  bur^  that  he  was  unworthy  towemr  the  Crowk 
They  are  not  content  with  ftrippios  him  of  his  Royalty^ 
^t  order  that  he  fliall  be  imprifonedfor  Life*  What  do  I 
fay  \  They  really  condemn  him  to  die»  fince  in  feemingio 
granrhim  his  Life,  they  add  a  Condition  which  in  all  like* 
lihood  would  quickly  make  him  lofe  it«  If  in  peruficg 
the  Keign  of  Richard  11,  a  Man  cannot  help  detefting  the 
Principles  of  the  Shrewshury  Parliament*  which  tend^  to 
make  the  Live?,  Honours  and  Fortunes  of  the  Subje&sde* 
pendon  the  King's  Will,  what  ought  he  to  think  of  thi( 
nere?  By  the  contrary  Extreme,  they  put  the  Life  and 
Honourof  the  King  himfelf  in  the  Hands  of  his  Subje^ 
and  refule  the  Sovereign  a  Privilege,  which  there  is  not  aD 
jE'if^///&'Subjeft  but  what  has  a  juft  Right  to  demand.  The 
Examples  which  thefe  two  Parliaments  have affor<|ed,  are  « 
dear  Evidence  that  the  Ettglijh  Cotsftitmio/s  <an  never 
pretend  to  that  Degree  of  Perfeftion  which  fotxi^i  woaU 
fkin  afcribe  to  it,  till  the  Bounds  of  the  Prerogative  Roj4^ 
and  of  the  Privileges  of  the  Parliamem,  are  predfely  marl(od 
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Wbilft  die  72t/f  Honfes  aded  in  Concert  and  with  equal     1 399- 
Ardour^  for  the  Intereft  of  the  Prince  they  had  placed  on  ^'  ^"^ 
rtie  Throne>  the  Convocathn  was  fitting  in  St.   Paf$C%  culgy^flus 
Church.    As  the  King  nghiYy  judged^  that  in  order  to  frmBm. 
fappcrthimfclf  in  the  Throne,  it  was  abfolutely  neceflary 
to  make  the  Clergy  his  Friends,  he  fent  to  them  the  Earls 
fi  N^rtbmnterUnd  md  Wtfimor eland,  to  afTure  them  of  his 
Protection.    The  Earls  being  admitted  into  the  Aflemblyt 
faid,  they  were  come  from  the  King,  not  to  demand  Mercy> 
IS  was  cuftomary  in  the  late  Reign,  but  to  acquaint  the 
Ckrgj  of  the  King's  Refolution  to  maintain  them  in  their 
frivileges  and  Immunities.     They  added;  they  had  Orders  Hefnrnifei 
to  aflore  the  OmvocMion  that  the  King  was  ready  to  join  to  txtirfste 
with  them  in  whatever  Means  (hould  be  judged  proper  to  ^*^^d* 
etttrpate  Herefj^  and  puni(h  obftinate  Hereticki*  They  coa* 
duded,  with  dcfiring  the  Clergj  to  put  up  their  Prayers  to 
Heaven  for  the  Welfare  of  the  King  and  Kingdom.    No** 
tiring  was  more  capable  of  gaining  the  Hearts  of  the  Ec^ 
defiafiicksi  than  what  the  King  promifed  them  with  regard 
u^Herefj.    The  Number  of  the  Lollards  which  daily  in- 
creafed,  gave  the  Cler^  jull  Room  to  fear,  that  in  the  End 
iReformation  might  be  fet  on  foot,  which  could  not  but 
be  very  detrimental  to  their  Temporal  Intereft s.     Accord* 
B)gty,  the  Aflfur^nces  the  King  gave  the  ConvocatioH  were 
reserved  with  great  SatisfaSion  and  Thankf  ulneis. 

Some  Days  after  the  Parliament  having  finifhed  the  main  lieParlia^ 
Afiirs  to  the  SatisfaAion  of  the  King*  and  in  appearance  memdif^ 
to*  the  good  Liking  of  the  whole  Kingdom,  was  oifFolved  Z^'^'^- 
•ccordtDg  to  Cuftom.    Prorogations  wer^  not  then  fo  fre« 
qoent  as  they  have  been  fioce. 

During  the  whole  Sejfions^  Henry  had  not  much  minded  AmbM^ 
foreign  AfFairs.    Domejlicl^  Matters  feemed  to  him  oi^^ir^ 
greater  Moment,  fince  the  Bufinefs  was  to  fettle  a  RevgUtF^  CmtT 
ihm  which  had  procured  him  the  Crown.    As  ibon  as  he 
§bQtid  himfelf  at  Leifure  from  thefe  firft  CoQcenis»  he 
didoght  of  Means  to  juftify  before  the  other  Sovereign^ 
tlie  Alterations  which  had  lately  been  made  in  England* 
The  Depofing  a  King  being  a  Thmg  hateful  in  its  felf,  and 
which  fcoaeQ  tp  affed  all  Pnoccsi  it  was  no  eafy  Task  to 
>^     "*  "   ,  perfuade 
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'I9^-     perfuide  them  that  a  Nation  (hould  have  iufficienc  Rea« 
fon  to  make  u(e  of  fo  violent  a  Remedy  to  free  themfelves 
from  Tyranny.    Upon  this  Account^  Henry  difpatched 
Ambaflado^s  to  all  the  princq>al  CoUrrs  of  Enrop^y  to  en« 
deavour  to  put  a  good  Face  on  the  depoOng  of  Richmrii 
and  his  own  Promotion.   He  was  chiefly  concerned  to  keep 
fair  with  the  Court  of  fr^w^,  as  the  only  one  whofe  Re« 
fentment  he  had  Reafon  ro  dread.     He  was  not  ignoraet 
that  Charles  VI  had  formed  a  Dcfign  to  revenge  the  In- 
jury done  his  Son-in-liw,   and  that  his  Diftemper,    intd 
which  he  relapfed  upon  hearing  the  News    had  hindered 
him  from  inftantly  breaking  the  Truce  of  28  Years  which 
PhfoMs     ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^^^  Efigland.  Hemj  pitched  upon,  for  Am- 
totht  Court  bafTadorSy  the  Biihop  of  Durham  ^  and  Earl  of  WorceftcTf 
•/^France,  who  had  Inftruftions  to  propoft  a  perpetual  League  and 
vm^"^8  Alliance  between  the  two  Crowns*    Moreover,  he  ordered 
*  '^  '  them  to  make  Overtures  lor  a  double  Marriage.      The 
Firft  which  he  had  projcded*  was  between  Henry  his  eldeft 
Son  and  one  of  the  French  King's  Daughters,  or  of  fome  one 
I     of  bis  Uncles :   The  Second  between  his  own  Daughter 
aiKJ  one  of  the  fame  King's  SonSi  or  of  fome  one  of  his 
neareft  Relations.    The  Ambaffsdors  met  with  a  cold  Re- 
ception in  France ;  but  as  they  had  Orders  not  to  obftrud 
their  Negotiation  on  the  Score  of  Ceremony,  they  waited 
with  Patieiice  till  the  firft  Heat  of  the  French  was  over. 
Aiffeftm       As  for  the  Reft  of  the  Courts  of  Enrope^  Henry  h^d  no 
efthtoiker  occafioQ  to  proceed  (b  circumfpeAly.    The  Emperor W%i- 
^^^^^**      ceJUus  who  was  ftill  alive,  was  a  Prince  that  had  ftupified 
himfelf  with  Drinking,   and  who  like  the  other  Gemum 
Princes  little  regarded  what  pafTed  in  EngUnd.    As  for  the 
Kings  of  CdflUe  and  Pertrngnl^  they  were  rather  Gainers 
than  Loofers  by  the  Revclmhnt  which  had  advanced  tbek 
Brother-in-law  to  the  Throne.    So  that  they  readily  ap* 
proved  of  it,  or  at  leaft  feemed  to  do  fo. 
Tin  Gaf-         B^^  another  Affair  of  greater  Importance  created  the  ne^ 
Cons  reaJf  King  a  deal  of  Uneafinefs*    Gmienne  was  upon  the  PcMnt 
i#  rrMdf.    of  revolting.    Already  the  Gafc^s  publickly  talked  of  put- 
ting themfelves  under  the  Dominion  of  France*    It  was  the 
City  ^  B$firdieitM.  Xichar^s  Birth*  Phcei  that  ftirred  u^ 
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efae  whole  Province,  out  of  Affedion  for  that  imhappy      *3^$^' 
Princes  whofe  Misfortunes  they  kmenied.    On  the  och<r 
Side,  the  Court  of  Fr4«ff,  watchful  to  take  the  Advantage 
of  thefe  Difpofitions,  had  fent  the  Duke  of  Boarkom  into 
Ciu&9me»  to  foment  thefe  Difcontents.    The  famous  A- 
iirt  KnoUst  GoTcrnour  of  that  Province*  who  was  no  left 
to  be  commended  for  his  Prudence  than  for  his  Valours 
had  a  hard  Task  to  curb  the  rebellious  Spirit  which  had 
feized  the  Gafc^ns.  And  perhaps  he  would  never  have  com- 
pafled  it*  had  he  not  been  fpeeddy  affiled  by  the  Eatl  of 
Wwctfier^  who  being  on  an  Embafly  at  Parhy  flew  to  bis 
Aid.    The  Moders^ion  and  prudent  Conduft  of  thefe  two  They  «r« 
Lordss  brought  about  what  Force  would  hardly  hare  ac-  ^tt^^fi^ 
comp]ifhed>  and  at  length  they  had  the  Satisfadjon  of  fee*

Himry  bad  alfb  upon  his  Hands  another  Affair  which  The  Scott 
gave  him  no  lefsDifturbance.  As  he  was  very  fenflbk^  that  ^^^t^^^^' 
amidfl  all  the  Acclamations  he  was  flattered  wirb,  it  could        ^'  - 
not  be  but  that  the  late  Revolutim  had  bred  many  Male* 
Cmiifns,  it  was  his  Intereft  to  keep  Peace  with  his  Nei^h-  . 
hours.    Accordingly  this  was  what  he  had  purpofed  to  do* 
leaft  a  Foreign  War  employing  his  Forces  Abroad^  he  (hould 
be  left  unprovided  in  Cafe  any  fudden  Inforredioo  fhould 
happen  at  Home*    Befide$>  a  War  wouM  have  obliged  hkn 
to  aemand  Succours  of  the  Parliaments  which  he  was  wil- 
ling  toavoid>  tiH  his  Governmeot  was  better  eftabhihed. 
Thefe  Confiderations  made  him  extremely  forry  to  heat 
that  the  Scots  had  broke  the  Truce^  and  taken  WerkrCdftU. 
He  thought  beft,  however,  to  take  no  notice  of  this  Inlulr, 
tin  it  fhould  be  more  in  his  Power  to  revenge  if.     But  leaft 
his  doing  fo  (hould  give  the  King  of  Scptlsmd  Encourage- 
ment to  go  on,  he  fent  Embaffadors  tohimto  demand  Sacis- 
fadionfor  this  Outrage.

gUp^f  he  made  ufe  of  this  Pretext  ro  demand  that  the  Truce  y^//"^* 
might  be  confirmed  by  mutually  repairing  the  Damages        '  **^* 
the  two  Nations  had  done  one  another.     When  Robert 
broke  the  Trucf ,  he  imagined  France  would  take  his  Parr, 
and  that  the  depofing  of  Richard  would  ftir  up  in  England

A  alegm'  tage.     But  having  found  that  Frdnce  lay  Hill,   and  that 
ution,         there  was  not  the  leaft  Profped  of  Troubles  in  EngUmd^ 
he  did  not  think  fit  to  pti(h  his  Enterprize  any  further.    So 
that  without  much  Sollicitation,  he  agreed  to  aNegocta- 
tion  between  Henry  and  Him. 
HfniT/w'i      Matters  being  thus  in  a  fair  way  Abroad,  flSrwy  chiefly 
togJntht   applied  himfelf  to  what  might  contribute  to  the  iupport- 
Veopie*s      ing  him  in  the  Throne.    Two  Things  were  abfolutely  ne- 
jiffcaions.   ceffary  to  that  End.    Firft,   to  prclerve  the  Good- Will 
which  the  People  had  hitherto  exprefled  for  him.    Second* 
Ivt  to  guard  Richard  fb  firidly  that  it  fhould  be  impoffible 
for  him  to  make  his  Efcape.    As  to  the  Firft,  he  a£FeAed  to 
make  himfelf  .'popular,  by  (howing  upon  all  Occafioos  his 
Deteftation  of  tne  Tyrannical  Government  of  his  Prede- 
ceffori  and  his  having  more  at  Heart  the  People's  Interefts 
H/  Barns    ^^^^  ^^^  own.    With  this  View  it  was,  that  he  ordered  all 
the  Bonds    the  Blo^l^Nbtesp  which  Richard  hzd  extorted  from  the  la- 
Richard      habitants   of  London,    and  of  the  ftventecn  condemned 
hadextorh  (j^^^f^^^^  ^q  ^^  brought  into  Oianccrj  and  publickly  burnt. 
Thefe  Blank-Bonds  which  were  called  Ragmans,  had  been 
filled  up,  not  only  with  the  Sums  Richard\i2id  been  pkafed 
to  exad  from  fiich  as  had  figned  them,  but  moreover  with 
an  Obligation  to  obferve,  under  certain  Penalties,  the  SU' 
tmes  of  Shrewsbury  and  whatever  had  been  done  by  Vir- 
tue of  them.     In  burning  thefe  Bondsy  Henry^s  Intent  was 
to  infinuate  to  the  People  that  he  defigned  not  to  take  the 
Advantage  of  thefe  extorted  Engagements,  much  lefs  to 
pradife  the  like  Methods  to  fill  his  Coffers. 
Richard  is       As  for  the  depofed  King,  he  did  not  think  proper  to 
Jhut  up  in  keep  him  any  longer  in  the  Tower  of  London,  for  fear  he 
Ponifiafl-  (hQuid  ftir  upCompafEon  in  the  Hearts  of  the  Citizens, 
but  ordered  hira  to  be  conduced  to  the  Caflle  of  Leeds 
in  the  County  of  Kent.    Some  Time  after,  fearing  ftill  that 
Richard^s  being  fb  nigh  London  would  give  too  frequent 
Occafjon  to  talk  of  him,  he  caufed  him  to  be  fhut  up  in  Pons'- 
fraS'Caftle  in  the  North. 
DtAsi^flf         '^^^^  ^^^^  ^"  November,    John  the  Valiant y  Duke  of 
tioe  DuLoJ  ^rftagno,  departed  this  Life  in  his  Capital  City.    His  firfl 
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Wife  wall  Daughter  of  Edu/4rd  llh  by  whom  he  had  no     '3^- 
Ifiiie«     By  his  fecood,    Joati  of  NavMrCf    he  left  two 
Sons,  of  whom  Johm  the  eldeft  (ucceeded  hiiSt  under  the 
Giiardianftiip  ot  the  Duke  of   Burgffmfy  and  Olivtr  de 
CUfim. 

In  this  manner  pafled  over  the  three  firft  Months  of  the 
Reign  of  i^w^,  in  a  deceitful  Calm»  which  was  followed 
by  violent  Storms.  It  was  neceflary  to  enlarge  a  little  on 
the  firft  Events  of  this  Reign>  becau(e  they  ferve  for 
Hxindation  €0  all  the  reft. 

The  Year  1400  wasuftieredin  by  aConfpiracy  againft     1400. 
the  King,   from  which  he  was  not  delivered  but  by  a  ^^"fpi^^^r 
ibrt  of  Miracle.      Hiftorians  fomewhat  differ  about  the  ^''J^f* 
firft  Amhor  of  this  Plot,  which  was  commonly  afcribed 
to  the  Abbot  oiW^mitifier.    However  it  is  more  likely, 
thit  the  Abbot  was  only  the  Agent  of  the  Lords  Confpi- 
rators,  and  lent'  them  his  Houfe  to  meet  in,  ,  Perhaps  he 
was  madeufeof  to  found  the  Inclinations  of  feveral  Per- 
ibns»  according  as  he  was  direded  by  fuch  as  were  more 
powerful  than  he.    Be  this  as  it  will,  it  is  agreed  that  his 
Houfe  was  the  Place  where  the  Plot  was  formed,  in  which 
were  principally  Concerned,  the  Dukes  of  AlhemarUy  Star-  chi^fCtm* 
reymd  Exeter^  the  Ezrh  o(  Glocefter  ^nd  Salisl^ury,  the  Bi-^'"^*^*^'- 
fhop  of  Cdrl^j  and  Sir  Thomas  Blmmt.    All  thefe  Lords 
had  been  in  great  Favour  with  Richard  II,  and  they  were 
the  fame  Perfons  to  whom  the  King  had  left  their  Honours 
and  Efiates  taken  from  them  by  the  Parliament.     Among 
thefe  €k>nfpirators,  JohnHollastd  Dnke  of  Exster  was  his 
Half-Brother,  and  Edward  de  Langltj  Duke  of  jiWemarle 
his'Firft-Coufin.     Notwithftanding  thefe  Ties  of  Bloody 
and  the  Favours  they  had  all  received  from  the  King,  they 
refolved  to  affaflinatehim  and  reftore  Richard  to  theThrone. 
The  Affedion  this  unfortunate  Prince  had  fhown  them, 
the  Defire  of  revenging  the  Difgrace  they  had  lately  fufFer* 
ed,  and  of  which  they  looked  upon  the  King  as  the  prin- 
cipal Author,  and  petiiaps  the  Fear  that  the  Pardon  which 
had  been  granted  them,  was  not  fincere,  concurred  to  in-  ^ 
ipire  them  with  this  furious  Refolution.  They  had  drawn  ^  f7et!Lur 
mvoxhtPiotoMAiamOin  aDomeftick  of  Richants,  vrho  fir  R\c\^. 
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^4^0.  referobkd  his  Matter  fo  exadly  thtc  imny  might  be  de- 
ceived. The  Refulc  of  their  Debates  was»  that  the  Duke 
of  Exetir  aod  John  MomMCmte  Earl  of  SdiAnrj  fliookl 
pretend  to  challenge  one  another  at  a  Twrwammt  to  be 
xield  at  Oxfordy  and  (hould  defire  the  King  to  Honour  the 
Tottrmamem  with  his  Prefence,  and  that,  whilft  he  (hoold 
be  intent  upon  the  Sight,  an  Opportunity  (hould  be  taken 
to  murder  him.  To  the  End  each  Man  might  know  what 
Fsn  he  was  to  aft  in  this  Tragedj^  they  took  Care  to  fo 
down  all  Particulars  in  Writing.  Th»  they  tniilcrflidd 
fix  Copies  fiened  with  their  Names,  and  fealed  with  their 
Seals,  of  which  each  of  the  principal  Parties  took  one. 
Purfuant  to  their  Plot«  the  Duke  ol  Extur  waked  upon 
the  King  at  ffim^vrj  and  made  him  the  Requcft  agreed  up* 
en.  The  King  not  miftrufting  a  Half-Brother,  to  wfaom 
he  had  juft  given  fuch  (ignal  Marks  of  his  Favour  and 
Good- Will,  promiied  to  be  at  Oxfrrd  on  the  Day  appoint* 
ed.  Thus  the  Confpirators,  pleafed  with  thb  firft  Sttccefi 
of  their  Undertaking,  went  and  prepared  for  the  patting  k 
in  Execution. 
The  Cmfft.  Under  Colour  of  the  Pomp  and  Magnificence  ufual  up^ 
TMyisMf  on  fuch  Occafions,  the  Lords  Confpirators  came  to  Ojt- 
€Qv$rtd.     p^j^  ^jjj^  ^  numerous  Train  of  armed  Dome(Ucks»  aod 

Abundance  of  other  Attendants,  who  made  as  if  they  were 
come  purely  out  of  Curiofity.  The  Duke  of  Abemmrk 
was  the  only  Perfon  that  failed  to  be  at  the  Rendes- 
vous.  He  had  a  Mind  firft  to  vifit  the  Duke  of  Twk^  his 
Father,  then  at  his  Seat  at  LamgUj^  not  to  communicate  the 
Plot  to  him,  but  about  fome  other  Bufinefs  he  had  wteh 
him.  Whilft  they  were  at  Dinner,  the  Duke  of  Vfrh^  fee*' 
ing  a  Paper  in  his  Son's  Bofom,  asked  him  what  it  was* 
The  Son  confounded  at  this  unexpeded  Queftion,  replied^ 
but  with  a  vifible  Concern,  tha^  the  Paper  contained  no* 
thing  of  Moment*  But  whether  the  old  Duke  had  re« 
ceived  fome  Hints  of  the  Confpiracy^  or  whether  his  Son** 
Confufion  infpired  him  with  the  Curiofity,  he  fnatdsed 
it  out  of  his  Bofom.  This  Paper  was  one  of  the  fiat  Co- 
pics  which  the  Confpirarors  had  figned.  His  Surprize  was 
ea^ceeding  great  at  feeing  all  the  Particulars  of  the  Mot*  He 
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rqmMched  his  Son  with  ic  the  more  juftly»  as,  befides  1400. 
the  Blackoefi  of  theCrimei  be  had  not  (crupied  to  expofe 
the  Life  of  bti  own  Father*  who  was  Security  for  bis  ffx)d 
Behaviour.  But  his  Reproaches  betng  unapable  of  r&- 
ncdying  the  Eyilt  he  refolved  to  prevent  it  by  acquaint*- 
ing  the  King  with  what  was  come  to  his  Knowledge.  To 
that  Eady  he  ordered  his  Hories  to  be  iidled  immediately^ 
mkh  Defigo  to  go  himfelf  to  H^tm^r  aod  carry  the  Paper 
to  the  King.  The  young  Duke  knowing  he  ihouU  be 
oadooe  paft  Rede«iptiQn<  if  the  King  was  infermed  0^  the 
Coefpiracy  by  aoy  but  bimfelfa  reiolved  to  be  befoi«-hand 
with  bis  Fatner*  As  he  was  better  able  than  the  okl 
Duke  to  undergo  the  Fatigue  of'  Ridmg,  }tt  took  a  By« 
Road  and  came  full  fpeed  to  fVmdJur.  Upon  his  Arrival 
be  afi  himMf  at  the  King's  Feet>  and  difcoverrd  to  him 
dM  whole  Plot.  Hmn  was  (0  far  from  imagining,  that  the 
Duke  oi  ExetMr  and  me  reft  of  the  Confpiraton,  had  coa« 
ipired  to  take  away  his  Life^  that  he  believed  at  firft  that 
tne  Duke  of  Memirk  had  invented  the  whole  Matter  oa 
Porpofe  to  ruin  them*  He  told  him  if  the  Thing  was  true» 
he  very  readily  pardoned  him  upon  his  being  forry  for  it ; 
bat  m  Cak  it  was  a  malicious  Accufation*  he  flioukl  find 
BO  Favour.  The  Duke  of  7#ri^  coming  very  fbon  after, 
put  him  out  of  all  doubt,  by  giving  faim  the  Paper  he  had 
taken  irom  his  Son.  After  io  convincing  a  Proof,  the 
Kkig  being  no  longer  able  to  queftion  the  Truth,  broke 
off  bis  Journey  to  Oxfrrdy  where  he  was  to  henextDay^ 
Mcaa  whife  he  refolved  to  flay  at  fKmJ/ir»  to  fee  what 
Cottrfe  the  CQnfpirators  would  take  when  they  ftioukl  per- 
ceive they  had  miffed  rhetr  Aim* 

AH  this  while,  the  Loids  were  estremdy  uneafy  at  Ox^  rhtConffi- 
Jmrd  diQttt  the  Duke  of  j^ewutrle's  not  being  yet  come«  ^^'^y  '? 
They  hadaheady  fcnt  to  his  Houfc  to  know  the  Rcafon  ^^^'^^9- 
of  his  Sitay ;  and  Word  was  fent  back  chat  he  was  fee  out 
for  Oxftrif  but  was  gone  by  the  Way  oilMgln  with  de-^ 
fjgfl  to  vHft  the  Duke  his  Father.    This  Vifit  having  be- 
gmi  to  give  them  fame  Suif  icion>  their  Trouble  increafed 
upon  hearing  that  the  King  defigned  not  to  come  to  Ox« 
ffri^  and  bad  (ten  the  Dukes  of  Tirr^  and  jilbcmarU.  Then,

them,        •    The  Readineis  wherewith  the  People  ran  to  lift  under  the 
The  People    Banner  of  the  pretended  King,  plainly  ihowed  that  all  had 
^t!nd!^I   "°^  approved  of  the  depofing  of  RicharJj  though  the  Par- 
xin^^         liament  aded  in  the  Name  o?  the  whole  Nation.    Where- 
fore, there  is  nothing  we  may  be  more  eafily  miftaken  int 
than  in  judging  of  the  Sentiments  of  the  People,  by  thole 
of  their  Refrejentaiives.    The  Reafbn  is,  becaufe  the  Re^^ 
frefintatives  debating  upon  Matters  laid  before  them,  with- 
out having  any  Inftrudion  from  thofe  they  reprefent,  their 
Eefohes  annot   be   coniidered  but  as  Private  Opinimfi, 
though  they  are  of  Force  to  bind  the  People.    Upon  this 
Account  it  is,  that  the  People  fbmetimes  appeal  to  Anns 
from  the  DeciHons  of  Parliaments,  when  they  are  thought 
too  prejudicial  to  the  Welfare  of  the  Nation.    Of  this  we 
have  many  Inftances,  but  particularly  in  the  Keignof  £fey» 
ry  IV.     Although  Richard  had  been  depofed  b^  the  Par- 
liament, it  appeared  upon  feveral  Occa(ions>  that  the  Peo- 
ple had  acquiefced  to  the  Sentence  purely  by  Confirainr, 
fince^  not  only  at  the  Time  we^re  fpeaking  of,  but  upon 
other  Occaflohs,  they  were  always  ready  to  run  after  any 
Counterfeit  Richard  that  was  prelented  to  them. 

In  a  very  (hort  Time,  the  Lords  Confpirators  law  them- 
felves  at  the 'Head  of  fo  formidable  an  Army>  that  they 
thought  it  in  their  Power  to  go  and  feize  upon  the  King  at 
Windfor.  It  is  faid  that  in  two  or  three  Days  their  Army 
conHfted  of  forty  Thoufand  Men.  With  tnefe  numerous 
Troops  they  began  their  March  towards  Windfort  which 
lies  not  above  thirty  Miles  from  Oxferdy  and  came  there 
at  Break  of  Day,  in  great  Expedation  of  furprizing  the 
king.  And  indeed,  Henry  not  imagining  they  could  po(^ 
£bly  be  fo  foon  in  a  Condition  to  execute  (uch  an  Enter- 
prize,  bad  ftaid  at  JVindfor  till  that  very  Night,  and  was 
Qot  gone  but  a  few  Hours  before  tbev  came.    His  going 


awa^ 
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away  having  frdftrated  their  Defign,  they  were  in  very      14^. 
great  Perplexity.    Some  were  for  marching  direSIy  to. 
lAnioHj  before  the  King  (hould  have  time  to  fecure  the 
City.    Others  affirmed,  that  their  BuHnefs  was  to  go  to 
P^ntfrMRt  to  free  Richard,  and  (et  him  at  their  Head.  This 
Diverfity  of  Opinions  made  them  lofe  in  Debates  the  Time 
they  (hould  have  fpent  in  Ading.    So  that  the  Kiog  had 
Leifure  to  provide  for  his  Defence,  and  draw  together  an 
Army  of  Twenty  Thou(and  Men.  As  he  did  not  queflion 
but  the  Male-Contents  would  take  the  Road  to  LondoHy 
he  went  and  expeded  them  upon  Houftflo'W'Heathy  in  hopes 
that  his  Army  would  daily  increafe.    Whatever  might  be  TbeKht^'s 
the  Iflue,  he  was  refolved,  though  much  inferiour  in  Num-  Rifousion 
bers,  to  haiard  a  Battle.    This  Refolution  infpired  his  ^f  ^^^"f «- 
Troops  with  Courage,  and  made  them  imagine  tne  Male-  ^^"^  '"** 
Contents  were  not  fo  ftrong  as  they  were  reported  to  be. 
It  was  likewife  the  Caufe,  that  many  feeing  the  King  march 
unconcerned  to  meet  the  Enemy,  came  and  joined  him  in 
order  to  (how  their  Diligence :  The  which  doubtlefs  they 
would  not  have  done>  had  he  fliown  on  this  Occafion 
the  leaft  Signs  of  Fear  or  Diffidence.    At  fuch  Jun6^ures 
the  Majority  of  the  People,  without  confidering  Right  or 
JufticC)  generally  declare  for  that  Side  which  is  like  to  be 
uppermoft. 

Mean  while  the  Confpirators  feeing  the  King  in  a  Coft-  T^fC^fifpi- 
didon  to  withfhnd  them,durft  not  cope  with  him.  Whether  ^J^^^!!//?/ 
it  proceeded  from  their  little  Capacity,  or  whether  from  the 
Fear  of  being  defertedby  their  Army,  they  minded  nothing 
but  how  to  avoid  a  Battle.    Inftead  of  marching  towards  and  rttin, 
Lmdm  to  meet  the  King,  they  took  the  Road  to  Readings 
and  encamped  near  Cokbrook^  where  the  young  Queen  IJin^ 
kills  lay.    ^  Here  it  was  they  refolved  to  put  an  end  to

Thus  the  Lords  perceiving  it  ouc 
of  their  Power  to  execute  their  Defign  parted^  the  better 
to  provide  for  their  Safety.    But  they  had  the  Misfortune  iheifttr 
to  DC  taken,  and  fliortly  after  loft  their  Heads  on  the  ScaP'  ]^^]r^ 
foM.  AUudlin  was  alfo  apprehended  as  he  was  endeavouring  IJ^n  und 
to  efcape  into  SaaUndj  and  condemned  to  be  hanged.  The  extcused. 
Abboc  of  WeRminfier  making  off  likewife,   was  rei;fed 
with  fb  terribK  a  Fright,  that  he  /ell  into  a  Fit  of  the  jlpo^ 
fltxj  and  died.     As  for  the  Biihop  of  Carlip^  he  was  taken  jhe  Bifljcp 
alfo  and  fentenced  to  Death.    But  though  on  the  Score  9f  of  Carliflc 
his  Cluirdiier  the  King  had  pardoned  him,  yet  he  was  not  ii'^^^^j^Q^^ 
in  a  State  to  enjoy  the  Benefit,  when  the  News  of  his  Par-  pub.  Vlll! 
don  was  brought  him.     The  Terror  of  the  Puniftiment  he  165-. 
was  to  undergo,  had  made  fuch  an  ImpreQion  upon  him, 
that  it  caufed  his  Death,  at  the  very  Time  that  Mcrcj  was 
mfluencing  the  King  to  Ipare  his  Life. 

.  In   all   likelihood,  the  ill   Succefi  of  this  Enterprize  T^h*^^ 
ij^aftened  Richard's  End.    There  is  fome  Diverfity  among  ^['^j^II. 
Hiftorians  about  the  Manner  of  his  Death,  but  they  all 
agree  he  did  hot  die  a  natural  Death.    Some  afErm>  he  was 
iurved  to  Death.  Others  pretending  to  be  better  informed, 
relate  his   Death  with  thefe  Circumftances.    After  the 
Troubles  above-mentioned  were  appeafed,  by  the  Death  of 
the  principal  Confpirators,  one  Sir  Thomm  Pyers  came  to 
tomfr^j  attefided  by  eight  Men;    The  lame  Day  he  ar- 
rived, Richard  perceived  at  Dinner  that  the  Viduals  were 
iiot  tafted  as  ufuah    He  asked  the  Reafon  of  it  of  the 
Perfbn  whole  Bufinefs  it  was,  and  upon  his  telling  him  that 
Tjers  had  brought  an  Order  from  the  King  tb  the  contrary, 
he  rook  up  a  Knife  and  firuck  him  on  the  Face  with  it* 
i^i  coming  in,   with  his  eight  Attendants  at  the  Noife> 
fiicbari  found  he  was  a  dead  Man,  and  rcfolving  to  fell  his 
Life  at  a  dear  Rate,  he  fnatched  from  6ne  of  them  a  Battle- 
Ax,  with  which  he  defended  himfelf  fo  bravely,  that  he 
flew  four  of  them.     But  at  length,  ftanding  accident!/ 
near  Pjers  who  was  got  upon  a  Chair,  the  Villaip  difcharged 
V  o  I.  Vt  D  upoa 
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uoo.     upon  his  Head  a  Blow  with  a  Club*  which  laid  him  dead 
at  his  Feet  *• 

Thus  died  this  unfortunate  Prince,  Thirty-three  Years 
old,  of  which  he  had  fat  Twenty-two  on  the  Throne  * '  • 
A  melancholy  Reward  for  the  many  fignal  Services  the 
Prince  his  Father  had  done  England!  He  was  carried  to 
London  in  a  CofSn  with  his  Face  uncovered,  that  every 
one  might  view  it.  His  Funeral  was  folemnized  at  St. 
FMV%y  at  which  the  King  was  pleafed  to  be  prefent.  This 
done,  he  was  carried  to  Langley  Church,  ana  interred  with-* 
out  any  Ceremony.  Henn  V.  ordered  his  Body  to  be 
removed  to  Wejlminjler-jibbj^  and  laid  among  his  Ancet 
tors.  Theugh  it  was  reported  all  over  the  Kingdom  that 
he  had  been  murdered,  yet  no  Inquiry  was  made  into  the 
Matter.  The  which  confirmed  the  People  in  their  Belief, 
that  the  King  was  not  innocent.  The  Truth  is,  if  Richard 
died  of  a  natural  Death,  it  would  have  been  neceifary  to 
undeceive  the  Publick.  But  in  cafe  he  loft  his  Life  by  vio- 
lent Means,  it  was  a  hard  Matter  for  any  one  to  make  ufe 
of  them  without  the  King's  Knowledge. 

Notwithftanding  Richard  had  not  been  beloved  whilft 
he  fat  on  the  Throne,  his  Misfortunes  failed  not  to  excite 
the  Compaflion  of  the  very  People  that  had  been  fo  ready 
to  delert  him.  It  is  peculiar  to  Misfortunes,  efpecially  of 
Princes,  generally  to  change  Hatred  into  Pity.  Of  this 
we  (hall  lee  in  the  Sequel  of  this  very  Reign  fcvcral  In- 
ftances.

But  the  French  Hiftorians  take  no  Notice  of  the  Court  of       *  **^* 
Framce's  ftirring  much  in  that  Affair.    It  is  true,  we  have 
in  the  ColUSion  of  Publick^jiasy  fcveral  of  flenrj\  Orders 
relating  to  the  Preparations  carrying  on  in  France^  with  de« 
fign  to  invade  England;  But  that  might  bean  Effed  of 
Hemrf\  Policy,  to  Lt  the  World  fee  the  Neceffity  of 
Richard's  Death.    And  indeed,  ^the  Truce  of  Tv/cnty"  Tmnvah, 
eight  Years  between  the  two  Crowns  was  confirmed  in  P'"a°^cf«i. 
Maj  this  very  Year,  and  all  the  pretended  Arguments  oi^^^  ' 
France  ended  in  a  Negotiation  to  draw  from  England  Queen 
IfiAelUy  with  whom  Richard  had  not  confummated  his 
Marriage.    It  was  not  without  Reafon  that  Henry  endea- 
voured to  maintain  the  Truce  with  France.    He  had  a 
Quarrel  with  the  Kxn^of Scotlandy  which  would  not  fufFer 
him  to  carry  his  Forces  out  of  the  Kingdom.    The  Occa^- 
fion  of  the  Rupture  between  thefe  two  Princes  was  this : 

Robert  Stuart,    King  of  Scotlandj  the  Third  of  that  Theduft 
Name>  wasdefirousto  match  Prince  D^tz/W  his  eldeft  Son,  *>'''^'^*'' 
with  a  Daughter  of  George  Dunbar^  Earl  of  March.   The  jf^  J  ^^^' 
Eari  taking  this  Alliance  t%  a  very  great  Honour,  joyfully 
received  the  Propofal,  and  even  paid  before-hand  part  of  the 
Marriage  Portion.    However,  fhortly  after,  by  Intrigues 
needlefs  to  be  mentioned  here.  Prince  David  married  a 
Daughter  of  Archibald,  Earl  of  Dcwglafs.    Dunbar  was 
extremely  vexed  at  this  Affront,  to  which  the  King  added 
another  Caufe  of  Difcontent,  by  refufing  or  delaying  to 
refund  the  Money  he  had  received.    The  Defire  of  Re- 
venge, and  making  the  King  fendble  that  he  deferved  a 
better  Treatment,  infpired  the  Earl  with  a  Refolution  to^ 
go  over  to  the  King  of  Englandy  and  do  all  the  Mifchief 
poflibk  to  his  Enemies.     To  that  End,  he  imparted  his 
DeCgn  to  the  Earl  of  Northnmberlandy  Governour  of  the 
Northern  Counties,  who  prefently  after  fent  him  a  Safe* 
ConduS  from  the  King  his  Maftcr*    Upon  the  Receit 
whereof  he  repaired  to  Henrjy  and  had  feveral  Conferences 
with  him.

1401.  On  the  2ifl  of  January  1401,  Hemry  affembled  a  Par- 
Stnutrs  in  liamcnt,  at  which  there  were  feveral  Statutes  made  with  re- 
Church^     lation  to  the  Church.    The  firft  confirmed  the  ASh  paiTed 
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in  the  Reigns  of  Edward  HI  and  Richard  IL  againll  fuch     1401. 
IS  filed  for  Prwifions  in  the  Court  of  Rome^  or  carried  to 
the  EccUJUfticd  CpUrts  Caufes  belonging  to  the  Cognizance 
df  the  Gvil  J^^s.    This  was  the  old  Quarrel  with  the 
Court  of  Rome*    What  rigorous  Proceedings  foever  were 
tffed  to  flop  the  Courfe  df  thefe  Abufes,  they  had  been  in- 
effedual,  becaufe  it  was  the  Interefl  of  too  many  People  to 
countenance  the  pretended  Prerogativer  of  the  Pope.     But 
however  this  Parliament  having  confidered  that  the  Pope 
ftill  went  on  to  engrofs  the  ColUtions  of  all  the  ChMrch^ 
Priftrmems  of  the  Kingdom»   and  that  the  Ecclefiaflical 
Comrts  were  continually  encroaching  upon  the  Civil  ones* 
came  to  a  Refolution  at  length  to  oppofe  thofe  Things 
effedually.    To  that  Purpole  were  revived  the  old  Sta*  sutuuiof 
tmes  of  Pravi/ors  in  the  Reigns  of  Edward  III  and  Rich-  Pr^emu- 
ard  II,  commonly  known  by  the  Name  of  the  Statute  of  ^^^^' 
Prammnirc.    As  thb  Term  often  occurs  in  the  Englifl} 
Hiilory,  it  will  not  be  improper  to  explain  ir.     By  Pra-  Erp//V*#/«i 
miPiire  then  is  meant,  either  the  Static  it  felf,  or  the  Pc-  %^\^l 
nabj  annexed  to  it.    Former  Parliaments  ading  from  the 
fame  Motive  as  this,  had  ordained  PuniHiments  againfl  the 
Prwifirst  that  is>  againft  fuch  as  fought  after  BhIIs,  called 
Pmifianes  or  Gratia  ExpeSatira^  from  the  Court  of  Rome. 
iot Benefices  either  vacant  or  that  fliould  be  fo.    The  fame 
Punifhments  were  ordained  againft  thofe  that  carried  to  the 
Court  Ecclefidfiical  wh%t  belonged  to  the  Civil.  When  any 
Perfbn  incurred  the  Guilt  of  this  fort  of  Crime,  a  TVrit  or 
O^  was  ifllied  againft  him,  beginning  with  thefe  Words, 
Pramunire  faciaSf  whereby  he  was  commanded  to  appear  in 
the  King's  Court.    Hence  the  Statute  as  well  as  the  Penal^ 
tj  annexed  were  called  Pramunire  *•    This  Penalty  confi fl- 
ed in  Forfeiture  of  Lands,    and  Imprifonment  during  the 
King's  Pleafure.    In  Proccfs  of  Time  feveral  other  Of- 
fences of  a  like  Nature  with  tHofe  that  were  the  firft  Caufe 
of  the  Staiurof  were  made  hable  to  the  fame  Penalty.     So 
that  all  the  Statutes  of  Pramunire  are  only  Enlargements  of

1491.  tliole  that  weri  made  in  the  Reigns  of  Eebvdrdlll  and 
Richard  II.  In  general^  the  Prdmmmte  chiefly  regards

The  Cler^  were  all  along  fo  intent  upon  favottring  the 
Pretenfions  of  the  {Court  of  Rome^  that  the  Pains  tormer 
Parliaments  had  been  at  to  remedy  this  Abufep  were  to' 
little  Purpofe.  The  Statute  I  have  juft  fpoken  of  had 
fcarce  any  better  Effed.  The  Attempt  made  laft  Year  ta 
dethrone  the  King>  having  given  him  Cau(e  to  fear  the 
like  Confpiracies  tor  the  future»  he  had  refolved  to  keep 
fair  with  the  CUrn%  that  they  might  be  attached  to  his  Ia« 
tereft.

«t  the  Breach  of  \t,  as  much  zs,  or  more  than  any  of  his 
PredecelTors.  But  this  was  not  the  only  Thing  be  did  to 
gain  the  Affecflion  of  the  Oergj*  His  Condeicenfion  for 
chem  in  another  Article,  of  no  lefs  Importance^  drew  up- 
on him  the  BleffiMffs  of  the  Eeclefiaftickf,  and  caufed  him  to 
be  looked  on  by  the  whole  Body>  as  a  Prince  exceeding 
zealous  for  the  Church* 

Since  Wickliffit^  publi(hed  his  Opinions  about  the 
aiH^fi  End  of  the  Reign  of  Edward  III,  his  Do3riue  had  gained 
Hercticks.  fo  much  Ground,  that  the  Clergj  were  in  continual  Appre- 
henfions  of  its  getting  uppermoft.  I  have  already  related 
that  in  the  Reign  of  Richard  II.  the  Bifhops  had  obtained^ 
a  general  Licenfe  to  imprifbn  Hcrtticki  without  being  o« 
bliged  to  have  a  particular  Order  from  the  Court,  but  that 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  had  caufed  it  to  be  revoked.

How  reludant  foever  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
might  be  to  perfecute  the  Lollards^  the  Credit  of  the 
Court  and  Cabals  of  the  Clcriy,  obtained  at  length  an  ^S

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for  the  burning  of  ob^inate  Hereticks.     This  Stdtme  was      Hoj^-^ 
no  fooner  pafled,  but  the  EccUjiaftical  Conn  immediately  ^^^^/'^ 
condemned  one  W$ll$4m  Sawtre  ^  a  LolUrdt    who  being  a^.  Pub. 
delivered  over  to  the  fecmlar  Powers  was  burnt  ahve  by  VIII.  178. 
Virtue  of  the  King's  Writ  ^'  direfted  to  the  A'lajor  oi  Loh" 
dam.    This  Man  was  the  frrft  who  fuffcred  Death  in  Eng- 
hmd  iot  the  fake  of  Religion.     During  this  Stjfion  feveral 
ASs  were  tikewife  pafled  concerning  the  Difputes  between 
the  Es^lijb  and  the  Court  of  Rome,  of  which  I  (ball  have 
Occaton  to  fpeak  in  another  Phce.  .  . 

Since  the  Truce  with  Frdnce  had  been  confirmed,  Charles  ^'^^^^^^ 
VI,  or  rather  the  Duke  of  Orleans  his  Brother,  and  the  ftndingtack 
Dukes  of  Berri  and  Burgundj  his  Uncles,  who  governed  Richard'i 
in  his  Name,  had  often  demanded  the  young  Queen  Ifa-  ^'^?^.\ 
belU  Widow  of  Rkhard  II.    He»rji  had  deferred  giving  a      ^'g^^' 
pofitive  Anfwer ;  not  but  that  the  Demand  was  very  juft : 
But  two  Reafons  made  him  defirous  of  keeping  that  Prtn- 
CC&  if  poflible.    Firft,  as  he  could  not  help  being  appre- 
henfiveof  a  War  with  FroMcey  he  was  willing  to  make  a 
finn  and  lafting  Peace  with  Charles  VI,  to  which  he  be- 
lieved the  Marriage  of  IfabelU  with  the  Prince  his  Son 
would  mightily  contribute.    With  this  View  it  was,  that  Henry  it^ 
before  he  returned  a  pofitive  Anfwer  to  the  Court  o(Fra$icep  ^^^^  l^a- 
lie  had  frequently  propofcd  this  Match,    But  neither  the  j^lj\^^ 
Brother  nor  Uncles  of  Charles  would  ever  confent  to  it,  ' 

not  being  able  to  think  of  marrying  the  young  Queen  10  9  ^"t**^m 
Prince  whofe  Father  was  looked  upon  by  all  the  World  as 
the  Murderer  of  her  fir  ft  Husband.  They  alledged  how« 
ever  another  Rea(bn  for  declining  it,  namely,  That  her 
Father  not  being  in  a  Condition  to  manage  his  Affairs^ 
they  durft  not  treat  of  his  Daughter's  Marriage  without  his 
Conient.  A  iecond  Reafon  why  Hemry  put  off  fending 
back  Ifabella,  was  his  being  very  fenfible  that  the  Refticu- 
tion  of  the  Money  Richard  had  already  received  with  her 
would  be  demanded.  However,  as  he  had  no  plaufible  Hefend$ 
Pretext  to  detain  her,  he  confented  at  laft  to  reftore  her  ^^r  l^^ck.

The  Princefs's  Portion  was  forty  Thoufand  Pounds  iStrr- 
ling.    At  the  fame  Time,  a  Treatv  of  perpetual  Alliance 
was  made  between  the  Emperor  ^tidHenrj. 
rht  King's       Since  the  Revolt  of  the  Weljb  broke  out,    Henry  had 
i£,xp^Mon   made  no  Preparations  to  reduce  them  to  Obedience.  Mean 
^T^ '^'  while  G/(p»^r  taking  Advantage  of  his  Negligence,  con- 
^^    *       tinued  to  ravage  the  Counties  bordering  upon  Wales.    Far 
from  dreading  the  King's  juft  Indignation,   he  fiudied  to 
provoke  him  by  continual  Infults,    Henry*s  Indolence  (ap- 
peared ftrange  to  abundance  of  People,  becaule  they  were 
ignorant  of  the  Reafon  of  it.

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The  King*s  Return  to  his  Metropolis  was  immediately      H^r.

■  the  Means  of  an  Iron  Inllrument  with  three  fftarp  Spiles  thtKm^ 
placed  in  his  Bed.    Had  he  lain  down  upon  them,  they  difcovereJ. 
ibuft  inevitably  have  run  through  his  Body ;  but  by  good 
Fortunc,he  perceived  them  juft  as  he  was  going  to  lye  down. 

What  Inquiry  foever  was  made^  there  was  no  poffibility  of 
diicovering  the  Author  of  this  traiterous  Attempt. 

It  was  this  and  not  the  laft  Year,  as  fome  affirm,   that  Bemhof 
Edmund  Dukc  of  Tork^  the  King's  Uncle,  died.     He  left  the  tuketf 
two  Sons,    EdmunA  Duke  of  Memarky   who  took  the  J^'^^j^^y 
Titk  of  Duke  of  Torl^i    and  Richard  Earl  of  Cambridge,  typhis  Son. 
I  (hall  have  frequent  Occafion  hereafter  to  fpeak  of  the 
Defcendants  of  the  younger,  who  by  his  Marriage  with  a 
Sifler  of  the  Earl  of  Marah^  acquired  to  his  Iffue  the  Right 
to  the  Crown,  which  cauled  fuch  terrible  Commotions  ifi 
the  Kingdom. 

In  the  Beginnirig  of  the  next  Year,  the  King  by  his     '^^y  j 
folc  Authority,  and  without  the  Aid  <i{  the  Parliament,  fo^tl^Mar^ 
laid   a  Tax  for  the  Marriage-Dowry  of  his  Daughter*  rmgtofth% 
Though  in  fo  doing  he  had  aded  by  Virtue  of  an  antient  icm^'j 
Privilege  of  the  Kings  on  the  like  Occafions,  the  People  ^'^^^^^ 
however  appeared  diffatisfied  at  it.  There  were  not  wanting  *  ^.^* 
in  the  Kingdom  liich  as  laid  hold  of  every  Thing  to  find 
Fault  with  his  Conduft.  About  the  Middle  of  the  Year  he 
had  Reafbn  to  perceive  that  there  was  itill  a  dangerous 
Fennent  among  his  Subjeds,  and  that  if  the  Male-Contents 
lat  quiet,  it  was  only  in  Expedation  of  a  favourable  Op^ 
portunity  to  rife.    On  a  fudden,  when  he  leaft  thought  of  AKumour\ 
it,  a  Rumour  was  fpread  over  all  England^  that  Richard  ^l^^flli^^ 
Was  alive,  and  had  levied  an  Army  m  Scotland^    in  or-  */;^'^, 
der  to  come  and  drive  out  the  Uiurper.    It  was  a  plain      ibid. 
Cafe  that  the  People  wifhed  the  News  true,  fince  it  met  P-  **^ 
withfo  much  Credit  from  all  Hands.    At  the  fame  Time,  wrumgs  4* 
on  Chnrch-Doors  and  in  other  publick  Places,  Papers  were  gtimfi  tk% 

■  polled  up  containing  outragious  Inveftives  againft  the  King.  ^-'"Jf' 
The  Authors  of  thefe  Papers  aflerted  among  other  Things, 
that  the  Crimes  for  which  Richard  was  depofed,  were  no- 
thing in  Comparilbn  of  the  nrr4«f«/c4/  Proceedings  of  Hen^-

^^y^^j  provoked  at  this  Audacioufnefs,  that  he  fwore  he  would 
thors.  "      never  pardon  fuch  as  were  found  guilty.    Sir  RogarOa^ 
rendorty  narural  Son  of  Edward  the  renowned  Prince  of 
Wd'cs,  fell  the  firft  Sacrifice  to  his  Vengeance,  being  fcn- 
tenced  to  dye  the  ignominious  Death  of  a  Traitor.    Eight 
Monks  guilty  of  the  lame  Crime  were  hanged  with  hun* 
Walter  Baldoct  Prior  of  Lamte  underwent  the  fame  Fatc^ 
with  a  Francijcan  Dodor  in  Divimtj^  who  was  hanged  in 
his  Friar* s  Habits  to  the  great  Mortification  pf  the  FrMOr* 
nitj  ^.    Many  more  were  apprehended,   upon  finding  a« 
mong  the  Papers  of  a  certain  Prieft,  a  Lifl  of  the  Names  of 
thofe  that  had  declared  Richard  was  living.

""'^z  N^"*  The  Firft  was  between  Philippa  his  fecond  Daughter,  and 
varrc.  *"    ^^^  ^'"8  °f  Denmark*  who  was  yet   a  Miaar^   under 
Aet.  Pub.   the  Guardianfhip  of  Queen  Margaret  his  Mother.    The 
VIII.  161,  Second,  was  between  the  Prince  of  Wdes^  and  a  Sifter  of 
*^''  £r/<r*s.     And  the  Third  was  his  own,  with  jQanua  of  iVii- 

varre  Widow  of  the  Duke  of  Bretagne.  Of  thefe  three

judicial CO  the  French  Inrereft.  This  was  the  Ke;i^oci  that 
the  Duke  of  BmgHnijj  Guardian  of  the  young  Princes, 
took  them  from  the  Dutcheis  their  Motheo  and  carried 
them  to  Pariu  where  they  were  brought  up«  By  this 
Means  the  Court  of  France  took  upon  them  to  manage  the 
Affairs  of  Bretagftes,  during  the  Non-Age  of  the  young 
Duke.  If  ic  be  true  that  Henrj  had  any  Eye  upon  Bre^ 
tugmy  he  not  only  mi0ed  his  Aim,  but  drew  upon  him- 
fifffrelh  Enemies.

advanced  towards  Wales.    Upon  his  Approach,  GUndour 
retired  to  the  Mountains  o(SnowJan,  where  he  knew  there 
was  no  attacking  him.

vanced  as  far  as  N^wcsfiU.    The  Earl  of  NmrthumberUnd^  t-  ^7:^ 
General  of  the  North,  was  not  at  firft  in  a  Readinefs  to 
repulfe  the  Invaiion.    But  having  drawn  together  a  great  jire  defeat- 
Body  of  Troops,  whilft  they  were  continuing  their  Ra-  j^-^^^'Nis- 
vages,  he  went  and  expeded  them  at  Nisbet^  where  he  at-  ^^^  ^ 
tacked  and  defeated  them»   carrying  off  all  their  Booty.    '  ^^  * 
The  Scotch  General  loft  his  Life  in  the  Adion.

Thefe  Troops  were  properly  but  the  Vanguard  of  aii 
Another      Army  >^hich  the  Earl  of  Dowglas  was  leading  forward 
tktScois.    ^^^^  3"  Speed,  in  order  to  make  a  more  confiderable  Puft. 
Upon  News  of  Hepborne*s  Defeat,  he  haftened  into£ji^- 
Und^'\t\i  Defign  to  fight  the  Earl  of  l^orthumberUniy 
who  finding  he  was  not  ftrong  enough  to  hazard  a  Battle, 
.  was  fain  to  retire  and  leave  the  Borders  expoftd  to  his  Ra* 
vages.    Mean  while  he  laboured  without  ceafing  to  aug- 
ment his  Army ;  and  as  foofi  as  he  was  in  a  Condition  to 
face  him,  he  marched  in  queft  of  him,  attended  by  Htttrf 
Hotffur  his  Son,   who  was  reckoned  the  braveft  Man  in 
England.    The  two  Armies  meeting  at  Halldown-HilU  a 
bloody  Battle  enfued,  wherein  the  Englijh  were'  entirely 
viftorious.      The  Scotch  General   loft  an  Eye,  and  was 
f.  291.       taken  Prifoner,  together  with  the  Earl  of  Fife  Nephew  of 
the  King  of  Scotland,  the  Earls  of  ^ngus^  AthoL  iW!w»- 
teithi  and  a  vaft  Number  of  other  Officers  of  Diftindion. 
According  to  the  EngUfb  Hiftorians,  this  Battle  was  fought 
in  Jt^lj^  about  a  Month  after  the  former.    Bftchanan  pla- 
ces it  among  the  Occurrences  of  the  Year  140 1,  but  in 
this  we  may  be  fure  he  is  miftaken. 
7*rFr<;nch      During  the  whole  Sdmmer  the  Ambaffadors  of  Tranct 
^wiEnglifli  and  England  continued  at  Lelingham,  ort  Account  of  the 
^^'^'7r7r  ^^^^^  which  had  been  violated,  particularfy  in   Gmietmi. 
Tr^^aking     The  French  Hiftorians  caft  the  Blame  upon  England^  and 
the  Truce,    the  Englijh  upon  France;    but  we  are  not  obliged  to  be- 
lieve either  of  them  on  their  bare  Word.    In  Caies  of  this 
Nature,  the  Hiftorians  of  both  Nations  feldom  failof  con- 
tradiding  one  another,  and  upbraiding  each  other  with  Par* 
tiality.    Their  Honour  it  feems,  is  at  Stake  in  maintafar- 
ing  upon  all  Occafions  the  Faith  and  Truth  of  their  re- 
fpedive  Sovereigns.     Be  this  as  it  will*  in  the  Situation  the 
two  Kings  had  for  fome  Time  been  in,  it  could  be  to  nci- 
ther's  Advantage  to  renew  the  War.  Henry  thought  Pranct 
alone  was  the  Place  from  whence  the  ffil/h  and  the  Male- 
Contents  in  England  could  procure  any  Aid,  the  which  he 
believed  he  (houTd  prevent  by  Means  of  the  Truce  j  but  in 
that  he  was  miftaken.    On  the  other  Side,  King  Charles's 
Diftemperj  the  Divilions  then  in  his  Co  urt  and  Council,

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gave  the  French  no  Room  to  expe6t  any  great  Succefs  of     1402. 
dieir  Arms.    So  that  the  Truce  was  again  confirmed  with- 
(Kit  examining  too  RriAly  which  Side  broke  it  firft. 

This  Affair  being   fettled,    the  French    Ambafladojrs  ^'^''^^^^ 
brought  another  upon  the  Board,  by  demanding  the  Reftir  f  f^jjf. 
tution  of  what  King  Richard  had  received  with  his  Queen^  Towon. 
Henrjy  who  forefaw  this  Demand,  had  given  Inftrudions  ^^  Pub. 
beforehand  to  his  AmbalTadors  what  Anfwcr  they  /hould  ^^^''  *3»t 
make.     They  pretended  to  be  furprifed  at  the  Propofal, 
and  (aid  they  had  no  Orders  about  that  Matter.    However*  ^«  Englfn^ 
they  added  as  out  of  their  own  Heads,   that  they  did  not  ^V-^^^' 
queftioo  but  in  Order  to  keep  up  a  good  Underftanding  ^j^lng^ 
between  the  two  Crowns,  their  Matter  would  agree  to  de- johnVK^a- 
dud  that  Sum  out  of  the  Million  and  half  of  Crowns,  A^* 
which  were  ftill  due  to  England  for  the  Ranfom  of  King 
Jehn.    This  PretenHon  did  not  a  little  Surprize  the  FrenSj 
Plenipotentiaries,   who  having  no  Inftrudions  upon  that 
Head,  deferred  their  Anfwer  till  they  fhould  know  their 
Matter's  Pleafure. 

The  Parliament  having  met  in  OSohery  granted  the  King  Tin  Farlia^ 
a  SuhJuLjj  and  then  confirmed  divers  Statmes  made  in  the  ^*^^  ^^^^* 
Reign  of  Edward  III,  in  Favour  of  the  Clergj.  The 
Sepim  ended  with  a  Petition  to  the  King,  recommending 
to  him  the  Concerns  of  the  Scotch  Earl  of  March,  who 
had  done  the  State  confiderable  Service  fince  his  putting 
bimfelf  under  the  Protedion  of  England. 

The  new  Queen  being  arrived  in  England,  in  Fehrnarj     140  ^ 
140},  the  King  went  and  received  her  at  It^nchefier,  where  The^utat 
the  Marriage  was  confummated*    After  which  ftie  was  fo-  *"'*'*'• 
kmnly  crowned  at  London. 

Whilft  the  Court  was  wholly  taken  up  in  Entertainments  i^-'e French 
and  Diverfions,   the  King  received  Intelligence  that  the  ^t\^  ^ 
French  were  gomg  to  make  a  Deicent  m  the  IJle  of  Wight ^  thildcot 
under  the  Condud  of  ykleran  Eirl  of  St.  Panl,   of  the  Wighu 
Houle  of  Lffxemtnrg.    This  Earl  having  married  a  Half- 
Sifter  of  Richard  II,  pretended  to  ad  in  his  own  Name, 
to  revenge  the  Death  of  the  King  his  Brother-  in-law.   The 
Court  of  France  connived  at  the  Undertaking,  and  even 
furnifbed  the  Earl  with  Troops,  as  if  the  Truce  were  not

but  brnely  with  the  Earlof  St.  PmuI.    After  phmderine 
fome  Villages,  he  found  himlelf  cooftrained  to  re^iinbarK 
in  a  diihoQourabie  Manner,  though  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Ifle  had  received  no  Succours.    Hemj  complained  to  the 
Couri  of  frmta  of  this  Invafion.     fiut  he  could  get  no 
other  Anfwer  than  that  it  was  the  King  of  FrMce*%  Inten- 
tion to  keep  the  Truce.  Had  he  not  been  bent  upon  avoid- 
ing a  Rupture*  the  Earl  of  Pduti  Attempt  would  have  af^ 
Henry        forded  hioi  a  very  good  Handle  to  renew  the  War.     But 
tMkesnon§'  35  he  was  fenfibk  that  the  Kingdom  abounded  with  Male- 
ace  of  It.    Contents,  he  would  not  give  Frtime  an  Opportunity  o» 
penly  toiupport  them.    On  the  contrary,  bv  keeping  up 
the  Truce  wii;h  that  Crown,  he  deiigsed  to  deprive  them 
of  the  Profped  of  being  luccoured.    So  that  taking  no 
further  notice  of  the  Infulr,  he  was  contented  with  obiaio- 
ing  of  the  Court  of  Frame  a  frefh  Confirmatioa  of  the 
Truce. 
jijiBuheof     They  who  governed  for  King  Charles  were  not  ignorant 
^€hallmts   ^^  fi^^^f^  Difpofiiions,   the  which  made  them  have  the 
^iw/"^''   lefi  Regard  for  nirn*    This  very  Year  the  Duke  of  Orkmn 
p^et.  Pub.  lent  him  a  Challenge  to  fight,   either  in  fingle  Combat, 
VIII.  310,  Qj.  ^itjj  g  hundred  Knights  on  each  Side.    The  Reafen  of 
^^  '  this  Challenge  is  no  where  mentioned  in  the£«^///ib  Hiftory, 

and  the  French  aUedge  no  better  for  it  than  the  Duke  of 
Orleans's  eameft  Defire  to  revenge  the  Death  of  Richard  II. 
It  is  very  likely  .that  it  was  only  a  Whim  of  the  young 
Duke's  to  ngnalize  himfelf  by  fending  a  Challenge  fo  a 
King  of  England  ;  but  the  Anfwer  he  received  was  not 
very  agreeable  to  him.  Henry  gave  him  to  underftand  that 
there  was  a  wide  Difiance  between  a  King  and  any  Perfon 
whatever  that  was  but  a  Subjed-,  and  therefore  he  could 
•  not  accept  his  Challenge  ,*  but  that  they  might  happen  to 
meet  in  a  Place  where  both  attended  with  a  more  numer« 
ous  Train  than  what  he  propofed,  they  might  meafui^ 
Swords  with  one  another.  This  Anfwer  drew  from  the 
Duke  of  Orleans  a  Reply  full  of  Invedive$>  calling  him 
Traitor^  Vfnrper,  Murderer  of  his  King.  Hemj  lent  him 
another  Anfwer  no  lefs  abufivsj  v^herein  after  giving  him

the  Lii  in  Form,  he  charged  him  with  having  made  ufe  of    Ho)* 
Smrterj  to  throw  his  Father  into  the  DiAemper  he  was 
Ciottbled  with.   Mean  while  he  fent  to  know  of  the  French  Henry 
Ambaffadors,    ftiU  with  his  at  Lclinghamy   whether  this  ^^^^^'^^^^^ 
Challenge  had  the  Approbation  of  the  King  their  Mafter  ;  receives  no 
if  (q»  he  looked  on  it  as  an  open  Declaration  of  War.   But  SMisj^ion^ 
though  the  Ambafladors  were  frequently  called  upon  to 
return  a  pofirive  Anlwer^  there  was  no  poflibility  of  get- 
ting them  to  ipeak  plainly.    They  only  affirmed  that  their 
Mailer  had  not  broke  the  Truce>  neither  did  he  intend  to 
break  it  for  the  Time  to  come«    In  fine,   as  the  Engli(b 
prefled  them  for  an  Anfwer  from  thofe  that  governed 
in  Charleses  Name  during  his  Illnefsi  they  plainly  told 
them»  that  whether  the  King  continued  out  of  Order^  or 
whether  he  recovered  his  Health,  they  were  to  expcft  no 
other  Reply.    Henry  conftruing  this  Silence  a$  a  difavow-* 
ingf  or  rather  thinking  fit  to  take  no  notice  of  it}  for  Rea- 
fons  ahpeady  mentioned^  took  up  with  this  flight  Satisfac- 
tion* 

Daring  the  Congrefs,  the  French  Ambaffadors  moved  Debate^ 
again  the  Bufinefs  of  IfsbelUs  Portion*     On  the  other  «^^«/  ^^a- 
Side,  the  Engli/b  Plenipotentiaries  demanded  the  Refiduc  ^.^^^**'^*^* 
of  King  ^^^Ws  Ranibm>  and  endeavoured  toihiftoff  the  ' 
Demand  of  the  French^  by  alledging  that  as  their  Maftec 
leceived  not  IfdhelU's  Dowry,  he  was  not  obliged  to  re- 

gjr  it*  But  this  gave  their  Adverfaries  Room  to  retort  in 
eirTum,  though  with  no  better  Reafon,  that  neither  had 
their  Mafler  entered  into  an  Engagement  with  Henry  con-« 
oeming  King  John*s  Ranfom.  However, '  as  Henry  de-* 
Itaanded  not  the  Arrears  of  the  Ranfom,  but  in  order  to 
tfcz^  paying  back  the  Dowry^  he  had  his  Ends,  and  the 
Bunnefs  flopped  there. 

Whilft  the  Ambaffadors  of  the  two  Crowns  were  em-  ^iAml 
ployed  in  cavilling  with  one  another,    Matters  of  much  ^  z'^^^"^^* 
greater  Moment  for  Henry  were  paffing  in  England.     No-    '"f^  ^? 
thing  lets  was  at  Stake  tnan /his  Crown.    From  the  Be-  ; 
ginning  of  his  Reign,  to  the  Vidory  over  the  Scoss  at  Ha-  bcrland 
Uiofwn-Hill^  no  Lord  was  in  greater  Favour  with  the  King 
than  the  Earl  of  NerthmnberUnd.    As  it  was  properly  by 
Vol.  V.  •F  :fa« 
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i4®3-  theHeadtnefs  wherewith  the  Earl  joined  Hemj  upon  hk 
landing  in  Englandj  that  his  Affairs  bad  fo  good  an  liTue* 
the  King  had  all  along  retained  a  very  grateful  Senfe  o{  it^ 
The  Government  of  the  Northern  Counties,  the  Poft  of 
High^Coufiablct  the  Grant  of  the  IJleof  Ahm^  andfeveral 
other  Favours^  were  plain  Indications  of  his  Efteem  for 
the  Earl,  who  on  his  Part  had  always  appeared  very  zealous 
for  his  Service.  The  laft  Year  he  had  gained  over  the  Sc&ts 
two  Battles,  the  latter  of  which  had  difabled  them  from 
giving  his  Mafter  any  frefh  Difturbance*  This  was  a 
fjgnal  Piece  of  Service,  but  over  and  above  the  Favours  be 
bad  received,  the  King  had  taken  care  to  reward  him  with 
the  Grant  of  certain  Lands.  Nothing  therefore  feemed 
capable  of  breaking  the  Harmony  between  the  Services  of 
the  Earl  and  the/itfi>4^/^  Retttrnsoi  the  King*  And  yet 
.  .  a  Point  of  Intereit  let  them  fo  at  Variance,  that  tbefe  hap- 
py Difpofitions  were  altered  on  a  fudden.  The  Occafioa 
of  their  Difference  was  this. 

I  obferved  before,  that  the  Earl  of  Northnmherland  bad 
in  the  Battle  of  Halidoivn  taken  feveral  Prifoners  of  great 
Quality  ;  the  King  being  of  Opinion  that  thefe  Prifoners 
belonged  to  him,  thought  it  not  fit  to  leave  them  in  the 
E^irl's  Difpofal.  Perhaps  his  Defign  was  to  raife  a  large 
Sum  by  their  Ranfom,  or  elfe  by  their  Means  to  procurean 
advantagious  Peace  with  Scptland.  Be  that  as  it  will,  im- 
mediately after  the  Battle,  he  fent  an  exprefs  Order  to  the 
Earl  to  releafe  none  of  bis  Prifoners.  This  Order  was 
quickly  followed  by  another, enjoining  him  to  deliver  them 
into  his  Hands.  The  Earl  having  flattered  bimfelf  with 
having  the  Benefit  of  their  Ranfom,  forthwith  repaired  to 
Court,  andrequefted  the  King  to  let  him  have  the  Difpo- 
fal of  them  :  but  he  had  the  Mortification  to  meet  a  De- 
nial. He  exclaimed  againfl  the  Injuflice  that  was  done  him, 
and  fpake  to  the  King  in  fomewhat  a  too  haughty  Manner* 
The  Reproaches  which  fell  from  him  on  this  Occafion 

J>ut  Henry  io  out  of  Humour  with  him,  that  he  no  longer 
ooked  upon  him  with  the  lame  Eye  he  ufed  to  do.  This 
Coolnefs  was  carried  fo  far,  that  when  the  Earl  would  have 
fpoke  with  the  King,  he  was  denied  Admittance  into  his 

Prcfence. 
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Prefence.    This  Alteration  could  not  but  cxalperate  the      Hoj* 
Earl,  who  thought  that  his  Servkts  defervcd  quite  another 
Treatment.     As  he  was  naturally  of  a  very  haughty  Tem- 
perj  he  could  not  bear  this  Slight  without  feeking  Occafton 
to  be  revenged.    He  had,  as  one  may  fay,  placed  the  King  Th§^Mrlef 
an  the  Throne,  and  he  imagined  himfeU  powerful  enough  Northum. 
to  pull  him  down  again.    This  was  the  Refult  of  feveral  ^^^^^  ^^ 
Conferences  he  held  with  Hettry  Hofffur  his  Son,  the  Earl  duLLmg 
of  fPlnrcefier  his  Brother,  and  fome  other  Lords.    Their  ^fth$  King, 
Aim  was  to  fet  the  Crown  on  the  Head  of  Edward  Mor^ 
timers  Earl  of  March,  ftill  a  Prifoner  in  Ff^ales;  not  out  of 
AfitAion  for  that  Prince,  but  becaufe  there  was  no  other 
plaufiUe  Pretence  to  gain  the  People  to  their  Side.    Purfu-  Leagues 
ant  to  this  Relblution,  they  difpatched  fecret  Agents  to  vith  Glen- 
Ghid^tfr  and  Murtimer^  to  perfuade  them  to  come  into  their  ^"*"  ?"^ 
Plot.    Glendonr  promifed  to  employ  alt  his  Forces  to  make  ^°^^''^^- 
it  (ucceed.    As  for  the  Earl  or  AUrch,  he  very  readily 
knt  his  Name  towards  executing  a  Projed  which  ten- 
ded to  the  placing  him  on  the  Throne.    But  that  all  Three  T^rms  ef 
might  find  their  Account  in  ir,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Earl  ^^^'^ 
of  Adarch  fliouldbeputin  Poffeflion  of  the  Kingdom;  that  ^''^*'' 
the  Earl  of  JVarthumhrla^d  (hould  hold  all  the  Country 
lying  N&tth  of  the  Trent  j  on  Condition  of  doing  Homage 
to  the  Crown,  and  that  Glendattr  ihould  have  all  the  C^hh* 
tits  Weft  of  the  Severn.     The  Projeft  being  thus  formed^ 
the  Earl  of  Nerthumberland  made  believe  for  fbme  time 
that  he  had  forgot  the  Reafon  of  Difguft  the  King  had 
given  him.    He  even  canoe  to  Court,  where  he  took  Oc-  the  Ear!  tf 
cafion  to  repreftnt  to  the  King,  that  the  Earl  of  March  Northum- 
having  loft  his  Liberty  in  his  Service,  it  was  but  reafonable  ^^^^^"^'^^ 
he  (hould  pay  his  Ranfom  to  GlendoHr*    This  Remon*  King  to  re- 
ilraoce  was  taken  very  ill.    Hemywzs  too  well  pleafed  with  deem  Mot* 
the  Earl's  being  in  the  Hands  of  the  TPelJb,  and  unable,  as  ^'*^^- 
he  imagined,  ro  hurt  him,  to  be  willing  to  contribute  to 
his  Deliverance.    He  replied,  therefore,  with  fome  Signs  '^^^  ^"»^ 
of  Anger,  that  the  Earl  having  marched  againft  the  Rebels  ^^'*/"» 
of  his  own  Accord,  and  with  thefole  View  of  faving  his. 
Lands  from  Plunder,  it  was  his  Bufinefs  to  get  out  of  Pri- 
fon  as  well  as  he  could  :  That  for  his  Patt^  he  did  not  think 
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himfelf  obliged  to  lee  to  procure  his  Liberty*  much  kis 
to  pay  his  Ranfom.  The  Earl  was  not  at  all  furprifed  at  a 
Denial  which  he  expeded.  His  Intent  was  only  to  make 
appear  the  Hard-heartednefs  of  the  King  to  the  Earl  of 
Marchj  and  to  iniinuate  from  thence,  that  he  muft  needs 
be  convinced  of  the  Juftice  of  the  Prilbner's  Title  to  the 
Crown,  lince  he  dreaded  to  fee  him  at  Liberty,  This  De« 
nial  having  made  no  Alteration  in  the  Scheme  of  the  Con* 
federates,  the  Earl  of  NorthmnberUnd  retired  into  the 
Nortby  where  he  privately  made  fure  of  fome  Troops  who 
were  to  be  in  Arms  upon  the  firfl  Notice.  Then  he  fet- 
tled a  Correfpondence  with  fome  Scotch  Lords>  who  en* 
gaged  toafTift  him.  He  likewife  gave  leveral  Scoicb  Prifo« 
ners  their  Liberty,  upon  their  promising  to  levy  Troops  for 
his  Service.  At  the  fame  Time  Glenaaur  was  making  ex- 
traordinary Preparations,^  which  coming  to  the  King's 
Bars^  obliged  him  to  be  upon  his  Guard,  though  he  knew 
not  for  what  they  were  intended.   * 

As  foon  as  the  Confederates  were  ready,  the  Three 
Percies  (uddenly  appeared  in  Arms  in  the  North.  Shortly 
after,  the  Earl  of  Northtimbcrland  falling  ill,  his  Brother 
and  Son  mar(;hed  with  the  Troops  that  were  under  his  Com- 
mand to  join  the  Wel[hi  who  were  advanced  as  far  as  Sbr^ 
fiure.  Upon  the  two  Armies  joining  the  Male- Contents,  they 
publifhed  a  Manifefioy  fetting  forth,  that  the  King  treatra 
his  Subjeds  ina  tyrannical  and  intolerable  Manner;  thst 
none  but  the  CUrgj  had  accefs  to  him ;  and  that  the  greateft 
Lords  could  not  be  admitted  into  his  Prefence,  unlefs  intro- 
duced by  fome  Biftiop :  That  moreover,  he  converted  to 
his  own  ufe  xYit  Sttbfidies  granted  by  the  Parliament  for  th^ 
Occafions  of  the  Publick.  They  likewife  fpread  a  Ru- 
mour of  Richard  II.  being  alive,  and  that  he  was  at  Obr/?fr 
^ith  a  Body  of  Troops  ready  to  join  them. 

Henrj,  who  had  received  no  Intelligence  of  their  De? 
fipns,  was  extremely  furprifed  at  the  News  of  this  Re* 
bellion.  But  as  he  had  luckily  ah  Army  in  a  Readinefs  de- 
figned  againft  the  J^//??,  he  was  not  at  a  Lofs  what  to  do* 
However,  zs  he  was  apprehenfive  that  the  Rebels  Maniftfi^ 
jnjght  have  an  ill  Effed  among  the  People,  he  believed  he

might  Boaket  by  an  Anfwer  which  he  pubUihed  by  way 
of  ProclammiM.    He  cleared  himfelf  from  the  two  main 
Articles  of  the  MamftfiQ ;  firft  by  denying  that  he  had  . . 
ever  refufcd  to  admit  into  his  Prefence  the  very  meaneft  of  *  j 
his  SubjedSf  much  lefs  any  of  the  Nobiiityj  to  which  he    > 
took  bis  whole  Court  to  witnefs.    As  for  the  SubfiMes 
granted  by  Parliament,  he  affirmed,  that  the  greatefl  Pare 
of  the  Money  had  been  paid  on  account  of  the  War  with 
Siotlamd^  to  the  Earl  of  NenhmmberloHd  himlelf,   as  he 
could  make  appear  by  his  own  Receipts. 

After  he  had  publiihed  this  Anfwer,  he  marched  towards  TheSattU 
th(  Rebels*  who  were  encamped  at  Shrewshnrj.    When  ^  shrcwf- 
the  two  Armies  were  juft  ready  to  engage*  he  feemed  to   "'^^' 
dread  the  IfTue.    His  Uneafinefs  caufed  him  to  offer  fuch 
advantagious  Terms  to  the  Male-Contents,   that  Henry 
Percy  being  mored  by  them,  defired  the  Earl  of  IVorceJler 
faisXJocIe  to  go  to  the  King,  and  endeavour  to  procure  an 
Accominodation.    'Tis  laid,  that  in  the  Conference  with 
this  Earl,  the  King  made  fuch  Condefcenfions  in  favour 
of  the  MaIe*Contents,  that  they  would  have  had  reafbn  to 
be  fatisfied  with  them*  had  not  the  Earl  of  Worcejler  given 
tbnn  to  underfland  there  was  no  Hopes.  Be  this  as  it  will, 
the  Negetimien  coming  to  nothinp,  the  Fight  begun.  The 
King  at  firft  had  fb  much  the  worft  on  ir,  that  he  was  very 
like  to  be  entirely  defeated.    He  had  his  Horfe  killed  under 
him>  and  th^  Pripce  of  JVales  ]\\%  Son  was  wounded  in  th^ 
Face.     But  he  fo  dextroufly  managed  his  Body  ofReferve^ 
that  by  their  Help  he  regained  the  Ground  Ke  had  loft, 
and  infpired  his  Troops  with  frefti  Courage.     From  that 
Moment  the  Battle  was  entirely  changed  to  the  Difad  vantage 
of  the  Male-Contents.    The  King's  lad  Charge  having 
put  their  Army  in  diforder,  they  were  fo  briskly  puihedl 
that  Htmj  obtained  a  complete  Viftory.    Young  Percy  was  Hotfpur  U 
ilain,  ana  buried  after  the  Battle  with  the  King's  Lea ve. -'^*"^* 
but  afterwards,  altering  his  Mind>  the  King  ordered  him 
to  be  taken  op,  and  his  Body  to  be  cut  in  Quarters,  and 
fixed  ixi  Poles  in  the  High- ways.    The  Earl  of  Wor*  A<a.  Pu*^; 
i»       r  '  cefier^^^^*'^^^- 
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«4^3-     €t^er  being  taken  Prifoner  was  beheaded)  and  his  Head  let 
up  over  London  Bridge  *. 
iht  TArlof     In  the  mean  time  the  Earl  of  Northumb^land  being  re- 
Northum-  covered  of  his  Illnefs,   was  advancing  with  a  Body  of 

^ithJraws  '^''^^P^  '"  ^^^'  ^^  rcinfofce  the  Army  of  the  Male-Con- 
S0  the        tents,  and  to  take  upon  him  the  Command.    But  hearing 
^orrh.      by  the  way  of  his  Son's  and  Brother's  Misfortune,  he  dif^ 
mifled  his  Troops,  not  daring  to  keep  the  Field  with  io 
fmall   a  Number  of  Forces   before  a  viAorious  Army. 
Mean  while  the  King  was  on  the  March  towards  the  Nbrtbp 
well  knowing  the  Center  of  the  Rebellion  was  there,  by 
reafon  of  the  Earl  of  Ncrthumt^fand^s  great  Intereft  in 
Henry       thofe  Parts.    Uppn  his  coming  to  Tcnrk^^  he  took  all  imagi-» 
iomesto      nable  Precaution  to  fecure  the  Fidelity  of  the  Nmrtberm 
y^^^'       Counties,  as  well  by  the  Oath  he  reauired  of  the  Inhabit 
tants,  as  by  other  ways  which  he  judged  proper.    When 
he  thought  he  had  taken  pretty  f ure  Meafures  to  prevent 
an  Infurreftion,  he  fummoned  the  Earl  of  Nortbumberlamd 
to  appear  before  him.    He  promifed  a  Pardon  in  cafe  he 
obeyed  without  dehy ;  but  threatned  him  with  utter  Ruin* 
if  he  refufed  the  Favour  oflFered  him.    The  Earl,  having 
no  way  to  extricate  hiniifelf  out  of  the  ill  State  he  was  io» 
chofe  rather  to  caft  himfelf  upon  the  King's  Mercy  thaa 
He  pMrdsns  ^^  condemned  to  perpetual  Baniftiment.    So  without  He- 
the  EarlQf  fitation  he  repaired  to  Torl^  and  threw  himfelf  at  the  King's 
Korthum-  Feet,  who  punftually  kept  his  word  with  him.    He  even 
bcrland.     jgf^  hj^^  g]\  hjj  Eftate,  except  the  Ip  cf  Mm^  which  he 
had  given  him  in  the  Beginning  of  his  Reign.    Thb  was 
a  very  flight  Punifliment  for  ib  great  a  Crime.     But  appt« 
rently  Henrj  hot  being  able  to  forget  the  Services  the  Earl 
had  done  him,  thought  he  flill  owed  him  this  Acknow- 
ledgment :  Befides,  the  Criminal  had  been  already  fufici^p 
encTy  punifhed  in  the  peath  of  his  Son  and  Brother*

Year>  was  to  beiiege  Calais.    It  is  obfervable*  that  not- 
withftanding  the  Truce  which  the  two  Crowns  confirmed 
aknoft  every  Year,  France  never  Ibiled  to  ftiow  her  Readi- 
nefs  to  take  all  Advantages  which  the  Troubles  in  England 
during  this  Reign  might  afford  her.     They  who  were  ac 
the  Helm  during  King  Charleses  lUnefs,  and  particularly 
the  Duke  of  Orleans^  the  King's  Brother,  never  looked 
upon  themfelves  bound  by  any  Treaties  they  made  with 
Htnrj.     This  might  be  made  appear  with  the  utmoft  Evi- 
dence.    But  as  Henrj  always  got  clear  of  the  Troubles 
which  were  raifed  in  his  Kingdom,  the  Court  of  Fra^e 
could  only  difcover  frequently  their  ill  Intentions,  without 
reaping  any  Benefit.    In  all  Appearance,  Henrfs  late  Vic-  y^£^  p  l 
tory  over  the  Rebels  fruftrated  the  Projcfts  the  French  viii.  32^. 
Court  had  formed  againft  him.    However,  not  to  fuffer  Tht  Bre- 
him  to  enjoy  perfeft  Tranquillity,  as  th^  French  Minifters  tains  w^ir* 
managed  the  Affairs  of  Bretagne  during  the  Duke's  Mi-  *  ^'Z^^- 
nority>  they  fet  the  BretMms  upon  making  a  Defcent  on 
the  We^em  Coafts  of  England,  where  they  committed  great 
Ravages.    This  Invafion,  for  which  the  Bretains  could 
not  alledge  the  leaft  Reaibn,  nettled  the  King  exceedingly* 
Neverthelefs,  as  he  was  willing  to  avoid  coming  to  a  down* 
right  ^zr/Tf'ixhBretagne^  in  hopes  of  gaining  one  Day  the 
young  Duke  to  his  Interefts,  he  thought  it  his  beft  way 
to  hide  his  Rcfentment.    This  was  the  Reafon  he  was  fa- 
tisfied  with  Ibme  flight  Excufes  which  the  Regency  of 
Bretagne  made  him»  by  difclaiming  the  Perfons  concerned 
in  the  Defcent,  as  having  afted  without  Orders  from  the 
Government.

It 
is  a  Queftion  however  whether  the  King's  Command  was 
fo  exprefs  as  is  affirmed  ^.  The  Breach  Ricbdrd  II  had 
made  in  the  Nation's  Liberties  by  the  like  Method)  and 
the  Puniihment  which  followed,  were  ftill  too  frefii  for 
Henry  to  imitate  fo  publickly  his  Example,  and  expofe  him- 
fclf  to  the  fame  Danger  in  the  prefent  Jundure.  It  cannot 
be  denied  however  but  the  Court  upon  this  Occafion 
ftrove  to  get  fuch  Reprefentatives  cholen  as  were  not  too 
much  prepoflefled  in  Favour  of  the  C/^r^,  forReafonswc 
(hall  fee  preiently.  Be  this  as  it  will,  the  King  having  re- 
prefehted  to  the  Parliament  thus  compoled,  the  great  Want 
he  had  of  an  extraordinary  Aid,  the  Commens  went  in  a 
Body  and  prefented  to  him  a  Rennonftrance,  wherein  they 
told  him,  that  without  burdening  his  People  he  might 
£upply  his  Occafions,  by  feizing  the  Revenues  of  the  C&- 
r;.  They  fet  forth.  That  the  Clergy  were  pofleffed  of  the 
Third  Part  of  the  Lands  of  the  Kingdom,  and  that  not  do« 
ing  the  King  any  per/onal  Service,  it  was  but  juft  the^ 
fliould  contribute  out  of  their  Revenues  towards  the  prel- 
fing  Neceffities  of  the  pHttick*  That  it  was  evident  the 
Riches  of  the  Ecclefia(iicks  made  them  negligent  in  their 
Duty,  and  that  the  lelTtning  of  their  exceffive  Incomes 
would  be  a  double  Advantage  for  the  State  and  for  the 
Chfirch.

fare of  the  State  ;   and  that  there  was  no  expeding  God 
would  afford  his  ProteAion  to  the  Kingdom,  if  the  Prayers 
of  the  Chftrch  were  fo  little  valued.

That  he  had  unjuftjy  put  to  Death  feveral  Perfons 
of  Quality,  who  were  guihy  of  no  other  Crime  than  en- 
deavouring to  redrefs  the  Male- Adminiftration  of  the  Go- 
vernment, and  that  contrary  to  Law,  he  had  imprifbned 
the  Bifhops  by  his  fole  Authority.

VII.  That  at  a  Parliament  held  at  Jf^nchefiery  he  had 
given  hb  Affent  to  a  wy  pernicious  Statute  againil  the 
Ra99ym  Churchy  and  the  Authority  conferred  upon  St.  Peter 
and  his  SuccefTors :  That  therefore  Simonj^  Perjurjy  and 
other  Diforden  had  crept  in  among  the  Clergy  as  well  as  Nb- 
bUitjj  who  fold  the  vacant  Benefices  to  Perfons  unqualified 
to  ferve  the  Cure.  '" 

VIII.  That  notwithflanding  the  frequent  Inftanccs  of 
feveral  Lords  of  h\%  Council,  he  had  refufed  to  pay  the  Earl 
of  March's  RaBfbm>  and  (h  if  ted  off  his  j\x{t  Petition  9  by 
falfelv  charging  that  Prince  with  having  voluntarily  yielded 
himfelf  a  Prifoner  to  the  JVeiJh. 

IX.  That  upon  all  thefe  Accounts  chey  had  taken  up 
Arms,  with  defign  to  free  the  Nation  from  the  Oppoiiti-

TWEarUf  ^°™^  ^^^^  before  the  King^had  ItitelUgericeof  thfe  Rc- 
Weftinor-  belUofi,  he  had  ordered  a  Body  of  Troop j  to  march  into 
land  fetx.es  the  Northj  Under  the  Command  of  Raljij  Ntvil  Earl  of 
'f*^  T^"^^'  /^^iw^^r/^w^j/,  to  Tiiake  Hcadag^inll  the  .J^tfa,  who  feepied 
iilacyby'  wilHngto  reciew  the  War.  The  Earl  was  already7Qft'i>y 
iraud.  Tprki  ^J*"  ^  Yit^id  the'Newis  of  the  Infurredion.  The 
Superiority  of  the  Troops  of  the  Rebels  not  perimtting 
him  to  advance  any  farther,  for' fear  of  engaging  iqr  an  uti- 
ccjuaP Fight,  he  thought -Ms  better  way  would  be  toufe 
Policy.  To  that  End,  he  difpatdied  atfufty  Meffenger 
to  the  Archbifhop  of  Tir^^and  the  Earl-Marfhal,  to  tell 
them  fromhimi  that  confi'derinjg  their  great  Prudence  and 
Zeal^  for  the  publick  Good,'  hedid  not  queflicn  but, 
weighty  Reafofls  had  induced  them  to  take  up^  Arms,  and 
defired  them  to  impart  them  to  him.  The  Confederates, 
thinking  him  ali^ady  (haken  in  his  Loyalty,  fent  htm  word 
that  they  had  no  other  JntemiOd  than  to  procure  the  Good 
of  the  Kingdom,  and  intreated  him  to  come  and  join  with 
them  in  the  Defence  of  the  Publick.  This  An(WCT  made 
him  judge  that  it  wouki  mot  be  impodibk  to  over-reach 
Perfons  who  thought  him  capable  of  taking -fp  readily  their 
p4rt;  To  keep 'them  in  this  Beliefs  he  told  them  by  the 
fame  Melfenger,  that  he  was  not  lo  blind  but  he  could  fee 
the  Injuries  which  wert  done  the  Nation:  Howtver,  he 
Was  afraid  that  they  had  been  toohafty  in  their Proceedirigs : 
That  before  all  things  they  fhouW  have  taken  care  to  n7ake 
fure  of  the  Concurrence  of  all  the  principal  Lords,  or  at 
lead  of  the  greateft  Part :  That  as  for  himfelf,  lie  could 
ndt  communicate  to  thcrii  all  Ws  Thoughts  by  a  Third 
Perfon  ;  but  if  they  wouW  agree  to  an  Interview,  he 
would  more.freely  open  his  Mitid  to  them.  The  Arch- 
bWh^pof  TorkjiO  longer  doubting  bcft  the  ESrlwas  pri- 
vately of  the  fame  Sentiments  with  the  Confederates,  pref- 
Icd  the  Earl-Marfha]  to  go  whh  him  to  the  Interview,  and 
notwithflanding  his  back wardneTs,  found  Means  to  pcrfuade 
him  to  it  at  lafl^    The  Pbce  afligned  for  the  Gortference 

being 
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being  ill  an  oMn  Plain,  and  the  Guards  having  advahced  at     140^* 
an  equal  Diftance  on  both  SideSi  the  three  Lords  began  to 
confer  together i    The  Earl  of  WiJhMfriland  protefted  that 
he  had  no  lefs  at  Heart  than  thev  themfelves^  the  Welfare 
and  Profperity  of  the  State,  ana  that  he  approved  of  the 
Articles  of  the  Af^fijhj  except  a  few  things  which  be 
wiftied   they  would  alter.    Then  he  propofed   certain 
Means  to  put  their  Defign  in  Execution,  which  to  rhem 
appeared  very  judicious^  and  fully  convinced  them  of  his 
Sincerity.    As  foon  as  he  foiuid  he  had  gained  their  Confi- 
dence>  he  ordered  ibme  Wine  to  be  broughtt  and  they  all 
three  drank  together.    A 11  the  while  he  af^ded  to  take  one^ 
then  another  by  the  Hand^  and  to  give  them  Marks  of  a 
fincere  Conefpondence.    Finally*  to  ihow  how  much  he 
confided  in  them,  he  commanded  his  Guards  to  withdraw, 
which  they  did  immediately.

both  condemned  to  lofe  their  Heads.    The  Archbifliop  ^^^  ^^^ 
fiiflered  Death  with  a  great  deal  of  Courage,  and  was  ho-*  pn/cnors 
tioured  by  the  People  for  a  Martyr,  till  the  King,  by  his  tehadtj. 
Authority,  put  a  flop  to  their  Superftition*     From  Poni-  ^^^'  ^^^' 
froR  theKing  went  to Torl^  the  Inhabitants  whereof  he        '  ^^  ' 
punilhed  ftverely*    Then  advancing  toward  the  Ncrth  Qth,rtords 
]Q  order  ro  betiege  the  Caftle  of  Berwick^  he  took  on  the  txtcuttd* 
tload  the  Lord  Haftrngs  and  Falconhrid^e^  who  met  with 
the  fame  Fate  as  the  Archbifliop  and  Earl-Marflhial.     Upon

7*e  French      Though  Hiftorians  for  the  moft  Part  afcribe  the  Rift  of 
UnJ  in       this  Coafpiracy  to  the  King's  threatning  the  CUrgif  and 
Waks.       N^iUtj^  upon  their  refufing  the  Aid  he  demanded  of 
them,  yet  it  appears  that  it  had  been  formed  before  that 
Time.     Whilft  Htnrj  was  ftill  in  the  Norths  the  Marfhal 
d$  Montmorency  arrived  in  Wales  with  a  Fleet  of  a  Hundred 
and  Forty  Sail,  onboard  (»f  which  he  bad  embarked  Twelve 
Thou  (and  Men.    As  (bon  as  he  was  landed  he  went  and 
joined  Glend&urj  and  marched  both  together^  and  took 
CarmarthcHy  Worceftety  and  (evera)  other  Places  thereabouts, 
where  they  met  with  a  great  Booty.    Mezerni^  who  places 
this  Event  in  the  laft  Year,  lays,  that  the  Earl  of  JkUtrch^ 
of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbony  caufed  the  Undertaking  to  raif- 
carry  by  his  too  long  Delays.    This  makes  appear,  that 
the  Court  of  France  thought  that  their  Army  would  be 
able  to  land  in  iVaUs  juft  at  the  time  the  Archbifliop  of 
Torkis  Plot  was  to  break  out.

But  as  there  were 
not  two  Defcents  in  the  fame  Year,  and  in  the  fame  Country, 
it  mav  be  prefumed  that  HnngervilU  made  the  Defcent  un- 
der the  Direi^ron  of  the  Marjbd. 

Henr^ 
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Htwrj  had  no  fooner  finiih'd  his  Affairs  in  the  Norths     Hor- 
but  he  marched  towards  Walts^    in  order  to  defend  the  ^'  ^^ 
Borders  againft  the  French.    But  he  was  ih  retarded  by  ^^Unn. 
the  Badne^  of  the  Weather,  that  they  had  time  enough  to 
]t-imbark>  leaving  CUndomrto  come  off  as  well  as  he  could. 
However  the  King  could  do  Nothing  agsinft  the  fVelJb^ 
though  deprived  of  the  Afliftanceof  their  Friends^as  well 
becaufe  the  Seafon  was  too  far  advanced,  as  becaufe  in  hid 
March  he  had  loft  great  Part  of  hb  Baggage. 

One  would  think  that  after  (o  manifeft  a  Breach  of  the  ihtVitnA 
Truce,  iht  French  had  no  Mind  to  keep  any  Meafures  with  ^^^l^ 
Hemjy  but  deflgn'd  openly  to  renew  the  War.    But  that  y^7A. 
was  not  their  Intention.    As  the  Confpiracy  in  Engldnd 
had  not  fiicceeded  as  they  wilhed,  they  did  not  think  proper 
fo  cany  the  Rupture  any  farther.    Mean  while  to  join  In- 
fiilt  with  Outrage,  at  the  fame  time  that  they  had  juft  fent 
a  powerful  Aid  to  the  Weljh  Rebels,  and  their  Forces  had  ' 

juft  taken  feveral  Towns,  and  ravaged  Counties  in  England^ 
jthey  fent  ^oxdioHenry,  thattheir  Intent  was  always  to  keep 
the  Truce ;  as  H  bare  Words  were  more  proper  to  (how  the 
Sincerity  of  their  Intentions  than  Fads  diredly  oppo- 
fite.    This  Behaviour  was  entirely  grounded  upon  the  vain 
Pretence  of  the  private  Quarrel  the  Duke  of  OrUam  pre* 
tended  to  have  with  Hemy  for  the  Murder  of  Richard  lU 
wherein  he  believed  or  feigned  to  believe,  he  might  make 
ufe  of  the  Forces  of  France^  which  he  had  the  Difpofal  of 
without  any  Violation  of  the  Truce  between  the  two 
Crowns.    So  that  all  the  Complaints  which  Henry  could 
make  upon  this  Score  were  to  no  Purpofe.    Since  m  order 
to  have  Juftice  done  him,  he  could  apply  to  none  but  the 
Duke  of  Orleans  himfelf>  who  was  the  principal  Author  of 
aH  thele  Breaches.    The  Court  of  France  was  fo  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  Temper*  Chara&er,  and  Politicks  of 
Hetrrj^  that  they  were  not  afraid  to  infult  him  upon  all  Oc- 
cafion5>  during  ahnoft  the  whole  Courfe  of  his  Reign.

The  Firft  is  the  Example  of  King  Stefhim  140^, 
Son  of  a  Daughter  of  Willidm  tbi  C9ftq$tirar»  to  which  may 
be  added  at  the  fame  time,  that  of  AiMilda^  Daughter  of 
Hemrj  I,  who  difputed  the  Crown  with  Stefhen.  The  fe« 
cond  Inlhinpe  p  that  of  Henrj  II»  Son  of  Matilda^  who 
was  acknowkdged  for  King  without  OppoficioHf  Thefe 
two  Pftfedems  teemed  to  efiablifti  the  Ricnt  of  the  Femala 
beyond  all  Difpute :  And  yet  they  had  their  Obje<5tions. 
It  might  bealledged  that  Stefhen  afceoded  the.  Throne 
purdy  by  the  Calais  of  fome  of  the  Ndbilityt  and  that 
Hittrj  II,  received  not  his  Crown  but  by  Virtue  of  a 
Treaty  which  he  extorted  from  his  Predeceffor  by  Force 
of  Anns*  It  m^ht  moreover  be  objeded ,  that  as  there  waf 
ao  exptefs  Law  upon  this  Head,  two  Examples  ever 
fincetJheBeginnmgof  the  Monarchy  could  not  have  the 
Force  of  a  Law,  efpecially  confidering  the  Circumftances 
they  were  attended  with*  Thus  the  ^ghtof  the  Women 
and  their  Iffiie  might  at  lead  be  liable  to  fome  Dilpute. 

When  Hcnrj  IV  mounted  the  Throne,  he  pretended 
to  be  the  next  Heit  to  Richard  lU  ihowing  by  that  he 
Bade  no  Account  of  the  Right  of  the  Earl  of  March  who 
was  defcended  of  the  Femak<rLine.  And  indeed,  foppo-^ 
fing  the  Invalidity  of  the  Women's  Right,  it  could  not  be 
denied  that  Henrj  was  nearer  than  the  Earl  of  March  who 
was  fet  up  againft  him.  But  this  pretended  I/tvaliJitj  was 
a  Queftion  that  had  not  been  decided*  Mean  while  the 
People  were  generaUy  of  Opinion  that  the  Women  had  1 
Right  to  the  Succeffion,  (ince,  without  its  being  neceflary 
to  alledge  Examples  or  Precedents  in'  their  Favour,  it  was 
enough  that  there  was  no  Law  to  exclude  them.  Upon 
this  Foundation  the  late  Rebellion  was  rais'd,  as  appearea  by 
the  Aiassififi^  of  the  Rebels.  It  is  therefore  very  likely 
that  in  order  to  take  away  this  Pretext  from  the  Male-con- 
tents, ffewy  would  have  decided  this  Matter  by  an  j^d 
which,  in  excluding  the  Women  and  their  liTue,  feem'd 
to  infinuate  that  theprefent  King  hadafcended  the  Throne 
purfuant  to  the  Cuftoms  and  Laws  of  the  Realm.

^^'        He  coukl  not  be  at  reft  on  account  of  the  former,  whofe 
Valour,  Abilities,  revengeful  Temper  W(sre  no  kfs  known 
to  him  than  his  great  Intereft  in  the  Nerth.    As  it  was  to 
be  fear'd,  that  being  fo  near  thofe  Parts  he  would  contrive 
fome  dangerous  Plot,  Henrj  believed  he  ought  to  fpare  no 
Pains  to  make  himfelf  eary»  by  fecuring  his  Perfon.    To 
that  End  he  fentanOflFerto  certain  Scotch  Ijcxis^  whoft 
Rebtions  and  Friends  were  Prifbners  in  EnglanUy  to  fet  them 
at  Liberty  without  Ranfbm,  provided  they  would  deliver 
Tht  VMrl     up  the  Earl  of  NorthumberlandzTiii  the  Lord  BarMf.  This

thefe  twoTords  at  hi$  HoufV,  he  acquainted  them  with  it  | 
whereupon  they  retired  into  Waksy  under  the  Protedioii 
pf  GkndoHT^    Some  time  after,  the  Scotch  Lord$>   vexed 
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ai  liavjDg  mifled  their  Aim,  killed  the  Lord  Fkfhming  who  1405. 
was  the  Caufe  that  their  Friends  were  ftill  detained  in  Pri* 
fim.  Afterwards  his  Son  having  revenged  his  Death  upon 
fome  of  the  Murderers,  this  Q^rrel,  joined  to  feveral  other 
Occafions  of  Dif cord  which  reigned  among  the  Great  Men»  ' 
mder  the  Government  of  a  very  weak  Prince,  railed  a- 
bundance  of  Commotions  in  Scotland. 

Robert  III>  of  the  Houfeof  the  Stuart  $  who  fat  then  on  jiffninf 
the  Throne  c^  Scotland^  was  a  Prince  freer  from  Vices  than  Scotland, 
endowed  with  good  Qialities.    His  eafy  Nature,  or  weak 
Capacity,  had  given  an  Opportunity  to  ^a^rrf  his  Brother 
Duke  ofjUbitffj,  to  get  into  his  Hands  by  Degrees  the  Go- 
of the  Kingdom,  whilftheleft  the  King  his  Brother  \\t^ 
tie  more  than  the  external  Badges  of  Royalty.

To 
compals  his  Ends  it  was  neceffary  to  remove  the  Obftruc* 
tkms  which  he  would  infallibly  meet  with  in  the  execu- 
tion of  his  Defigns  from  the  Princes  David  and  James  his 
Nephews,   the  King's  Sons.    An  Opportunity  offered 
veiy  quickly  to  get  rid  of  theeldeft.    Tne  young  Prince 
having  committed  fbme  Outrage^  Complaints  whereof  were 
brongnt  to  the  King,  the  Duke  of  jilbatn  procured  an 
Order  from  the  King  his  Brother,  to  keep  David  in  Con* 
finement,  till  the  Heat  of  his  Pafllon  (hould  be  fomewhat 
abated.    He  executed  this  Order  with  fuch  Rigour,  that 
liaving  (hut  up  the  Prince  in  a  clofe  Prifon,  he  caufed  him 
to  be  fbrved  to  Death.    How  careful  (bever  he  might  be 
to  conceal  this  barbarous  Aflion,  Robert  was  informed  of 
it :  but  being  too  weak  and  his  Brother  too  potent,  he  durft         \ 
not  attempt  to  be  revenged.    The  only  Remedy  he  could 
»ply  to  his  Grief  was  to  put  James  his  lecond,  now  be-  ^^'^^^ 
ctme  his  eldeft  Son,  out  of  the  Reach  of  the  Snares  of  his  j^J^"^^''^^ 
treacherous  Brother.    With  this  View  he  refolved  to  have  Ttwnof 
fcim  educated  at  the  Court  of  France^  that  he  might  (end  London.

ccfy  and  accordingly  put  him  on  board  a  Ship  in  order  to  go       '  ^^'

jytiub^     Henry  returned  him  no  other  Anfwer  but  a  forry  Jeft,  teU* 
Ting  Ro-    ing  him»  there  was  no  Occafion  to  go  to  Paris  to  learn 
^^^         JFrettchj  he  (hould  be  taught  it  at  LtuUn.    The  King  of 
ScotUnd  died  three  days  after  he  had  received  this  bad  Newsj 
and  the  Duke  of  Alb^mj  took  upon  him  the  Adminiftratioa 
of  Affairs  during  the  Imprifonment  of  the  young  Prince^ 
to  whom  the  Crown  was  devolved.

rates,  who  took  four  of  his  Ships,  that  he  was  in  himlelf 
very  narrowly  efcaping.    There  was  no  Queftion  but  f bme 
Treachery  lurked  under  this  Accident  ,*  but  it  was  impol- 
fible  to  find  it  out. 

The  famous  Robert  KJtoUeSj  who  had  fignalizcd  himfelf  C)i?*/A  9f 
in  an  extraordinary  Manner  in  the  Wars  with  France  in  ^^\\\^ 
the  Reign  of  Edward  III,  died  this  Year  in  a  very  ad- 
vanced Age.  Though  born  of  mean  Parentage,  be  had 
raiied  himfelf  by  his  Merit,  and  gained  a  Reputation  equal 
to  that  of  the  mofl  iliuftrious  Warriors.  In  the  Begin- 
ning of  this  Reign,  he  was  Senefchal  of  Guienne  ;  but  be- 
ing at  length  weary  of  a  Life  of  too  much  Hurry  and 
Adion,  he  retired  to  his  Eftate  in  Kent.  There  he  ended 
his  Days,  after  having  acquired  a  ftill  more  folid  Glory  by 
many  Afts  of  fietjy  Charity,  Mnnijicence^.  tome  of  which 
are  ftill  in  Being  at  this  Day  *. 

Hewrj  being  fenfible  how  ill-affefted  his  Subjeds  were  ^^y%«'  ^ 
to  him,  flood  fo  in  Awe  of  them,  that  ever  fince  his  Ac-  TpJnG^u 
ceflion  to  the  Crown,  he  had  not  dared  to  fend  any  Troops  ennc  4»i" 
into  Cjiv/tfwir  for  fear  of  weakening  himfelf  at  Home.  Mean  Calais. 
while  the  French  taking  Advantage  of  his  Negligence,  be- 
came Matters  from  Time  to  Time  of  feveral  Places  in  that 
Province,  by  bribing  the  Govemours.    They  followed  in 
this  ;the  Maxim  introduced  during  the  War  between  £^- 
ward  III  and  Philip  de  ralois^  that  Truces  were  Tradings

Htmrj  could  not  be  fure  of  enjoying  any  Tranquillity  ^'^"^fi"^- 
as  long  as  France  was  free  from  Troubles.    From  thence  j^oubUsm 
proceeded  the  Kife  of  all  the  Commotions,  as  well  of  his  France  «/ 
own  Subjefis  as  of  the  JVelJb  and  Scotch.    The  War  which  "^^JJ^i'^*' 
btckt  out  in  that  Kingdom  between  the  Houfes  of  Orleans  '*  ^^^^^' 
and  Betrgnndyj  turned  greatly  to  the  Advantage  of  £^/m^. 
la  the  mft  Place,  Oifiile  and  ScoiUnd  the  more  readily  con- 
cluded a  Truce  with  Hemy,    Then  the  fFUJb  receiving 
no  further  Aid  from  thence>  found  at  length  that  their  pre- 
tended Prince  was  very  far  from  being  able  to  perform  what 
he  had  promifed  them,  and  began  by  degrees  to  defert  him. 
Laftly,  Hemy  had  this  private  Advantage  by  it,  that  he  Henry  ^#- 
became  more  abfolute  at  Home,  (ince  he  had  nothing  to  gias  L 
fear  from  his  Enemies  Abroad*    Though  he  had  caufed  ^^^^k  '^^ 
Richard  to  be  depofed^  for  aiming  at  arbitrary  Power  con-  ^,.  '^* 
trary  to  the  Laws,  yet  he  hinafelf  made  fomc  Steps,  which  ment^jpri^ 
pltmly  (bowed  he  would  not  have  been  fbrry  to  have  it  in  vUe^es. 
his  Power  to  govern  with  an  abfolute  Authority.    This 
was  chiefly  manifeft  in  the  Eledions  of  Member t  of  Par- 
liament :  By  the  Diredion  of  the  Court,  certain  Artifi- 
ces were  pra&ifed,  as  rendered  the  Freedom  of  Voting  of 
no  Efied,  feeing  the  Sheriffs  took  the  Liberty  to  return 
fuch  RefteftntMives  as  had  not  a  Majority  of  Fbtes.    This 
is  a  Thing  of  fo  fatal  a  Confequence,  that  one  may  ven- 
ture to  affirm,  the  Liberty  of  the  EngUJh  will  no  longer 
have  a  Being,  than  whilft  the  Privilege  of  freely  eleding 
their  Refrefintatives  in  Parliament  ihnds  in  violated.  If  once 
the  Sovereign  comes  to  chufe   what  Reprefentatives  he 

Ekafes^  the  Bounds  of  the  Rejal  Antherity  will  in  the  end 
e  fo  vafUy  enlarged,  that  nothing  but  the  mere  Shadow  of 
Liberty  will  remain.  Of  this  we  have  feen  a  remarkable 
Inftance  in  the  Keign  of  Richard  IL  And  it  may  farther 
be  affirmed,  that  all  the  Kings  of  England  which  have  en- 
joyed a  more  abfolute  Power  than  the  reft,  got  it  by  this 
Way,  I  mean,  by  procuring  fuch  Perfons  to  be  eleded  as 
were  devoted  to  them.  When  a  Parliament  is  made  up  of 
fuch  Members  it  is  no  longer  the  King  that  is  charged

If  the  Parliament  which  firft  propofed  the  leffening  the 
Revenues  of  the  Clergjj  was  ftiled  the  unlearned,  it  may 
l^ell  befuppofed,  this  met  with  no  better  ^ppeliation.  The 
Name  of  Lollard  and  Heretical  was  plentifully  bellowed, 
and  the  Clergy  confidered  the  Petition  as  tending  to  cut  up 
Religion  by  the  Roots.  This  they  endeavoured  to  infinu- 
ate  ro  the  King  with  all  the  aggravating  Circumftances 
which  Parties  concerned  are  capable  of  difplayingon  iiich 
an  Occadon.  It  is  hard  to  know  whether  the  King  was 
of  their  Mind  ;  buthowever,  he  declared  that  he  had  the 
Intereft  of  the  Church  no  lefs  at  Heart  than  the  Clergy 
themfelves.  After  the  Death  of  th3  Earl  of  Northum^ 
herUndi  there  was  never  a  Lord  in  the  Kingdom  which 
could  give  him  any  Uneafinefs ;  and  though  the  People 
were  not  over-pleafed,  Henry  was  very  lenfible  that  of 
themfelves  they  would  never  be  induced  to  rebel  unlefs 
Ipurred  on  by  others  t  So  that  his  BuHnefs  was  to  keep 
nir  with  the  Clergy,  who  alone  had  it  in  their  Power  tofiir 
up  the  People^  elpecially  upon  fo  plaufible  a  Pretence  as 
the  ftripping  the  Church  of  her  Lands*  For  this  Realbn,  The  King 
he  anfwcrea  the  Commons  fomewhat  ftarply,  that  he  neither  ^^i'^^  ^^f 
could  nor  would  confcnf  to  their  Petitions,  and  exprefsly  ^^^  ^'^"*- 
forbid  them  to  meddle  any  more  with  the  CWr/7'5  Con- 
cerns.

Henry  apprehenfive  of  being  involved  in  the  like  Troubles 
as  Henrj  1 1,  was  liable  to,  refufed  to  give  his  Affent  to 
lYiiiBilL  On  the  contrary,  heafFefted  to  Ihow  an  extra- 
ordinary Zeal  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Churchy  and  to  take 
fuch  Steps  as  he  thought  moft  agreeable  to  the  Clergj.  The' 
it  cannot  be  doubted  but  that  tfickjiff^s  Doftrine  was  the 
realCaufe  of  the  Motions  made  by  the  Houfeof  Commons, 
yet  the  King  was  pleafed  to  let  them  fee  how  far  he  was 
from  countenancing  them,  by  figning  a  Warrant  for  the 
burning  of  one  Thomas  Badbj.  The  Prince  of  JVales  had 
a  mind  to  be  prefent  at  the  Execution*  and,  as  the  poor 
Wretch  gave  feniible  Srgnsof  the  Torture  he  endured,  or- 
dered the  Fire  to  be  removed,  and  made  him  a  Promife  of  a 
Penfion  for  Life,  provided  he  would  recant.  But  Badby 
being  come  to  himfelf,  refufed  to  comply  with  this  Offeri 
and  fuffered  Death  with  an  heroick  Courage.

This  Year  RBbcrt  de  HumphnvilU.Yxct'KAmxzX  offj^^'f^

Thefe  Negotiations  need  not  to  have  any  thing  more 
faid  about  them,  becaufe  we  have  already  feentheOccaHon 
of  them.  But  the  Negotiation  this  Year  with  the  Duke 
of  BmrgHndjy  requires  a  little  more  indfling  upon.  To 
that  end  it  will  be  neceOary  to  explain  as  briefly  as  po{Iible> 
how  Matters  then  ftood  in  France,  on  which  depends  a  good 
Part  of  theOccurrenccs  of  his  and  the  two  followingReigns. 

We  have  feen  how  John  Duke  of  Enrgnndj  arfaffinared  4^^'  ^ 
the  Duke  of  Orleans^  Brother  of  King  Charles  VI,  and  ^'*""- 
that  he  avowed  the  Faft,  and  had  Credit  enough  to  procure 
a  Pardon.  After  which,  he  went  into  his  Dominions  in 
f lander s^  with  defign  to  re  (lore  to  the  Biflioprick  of 
Uege^  the  Brother  of  his  Dutchefs,  whom  the  People  of 
Uege  had  expelled.  Whilft  he  was  making  Preparations 
for  this  War,  the  Dutchefs  of  Orleans  in  Company  with 
her  three  Sons,  of  whom  Charles  the  Eldeft  was  not  above 
fifteen  Years  old,  came  and  cafting  her  felf  at  the  Feet  of  the 
King  her  Brother-in-Law,  demanded  Juftice  for  the  Death 
of  her  Husband.    Though  the  Duke  of  Burgundj  had

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14.11.  obtained  a  P4r<i(?if,  his  A^verfaries  raking  advantage  of  his 
Abfence,  had  Inrereft  enough  to  have  it  revoked^  and  to 
caufe  him  to  be  pronounced  Enemy  of  the  State.  He 
was  then  marching  to  tlie  Relief  of  Mafirichty  w&ere  the 
Men  of  Liegiheld  their  Bilhop  befieged.  Upon  his  Ap- 
proachi  they  quitted  the  Si^e:  but  being  afterwards  in- 
formed that  the  Duke  had  but  (ixteen  Thouiand  Men» 
they  refolved  to  go  and  attack  him.  Though  their  Army 
was  three  times  as  ftrong  as  the  Duke's,  they  were  put  to 
Rout  with  the  Lofs  of  thirty  Thoufand  Men.  The 
Duke's  ViAory  alarmed  his  Enemies  in  Fram:e  to  fuch  a 
Degree,  that  not  thinking  thcmfelves  lafc  at  PariSf  where 
the  Duke  had  many  Friends^  they  retired  to  Tct^rSf  and 
took  the  King  along  with  them.  The  vidorious  Duke 
preparing  his  Affairs  in  France  to  the  War  againft  the  Men 
of  Lie^e,  who  were  pretty  wellhumUed,  put  himlelf  im- 
mediately at  the  Head  of  Four  Thoufand  Horfey  and  came 
to  Paris  were  he  was  received  in  Triumph.  Upon  his 
Arrival,  he  got  the  People  of  Paris  to  fend  Deputies  to 
the  King,  praying  him  to  return  to  the  City.  Charles, 
who  was  then  in  one  of  his  latervals^  thought  it  not  proper 
in  the  prefcnt  Jun(flure  to  efpoufe  the  Side  of  the  Ene* 
mies  of  the  Duke  of  Burgundy.  He  repaired  to  Paris  as 
he  was  defirtd,  and  forthwith  put  feveral  conHderable  Per- 
fons  upon  moking  up  Matters  between  the  Dake  of  £«r- 
gundj^  and  the  Sons  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans^  the  which 
was  brought  aboutt  though  with  much  Difficulty.  The 
purcheft  of  Orleans  died  with  Grief,  to  fee  the  Murderer 
of  her  Husband  triumphant;  and  the  young  Duke  of 
Orleansy  who  was  then  but  in  his  fixteenth  Year,  found 
himfelf  obliged  to  be  reconciled  with  his  moft  mortal  Foe. 
from  thenceforward^  the  Duke  of  Btirgunij  held  the 
Reins  of  the  Government,  the  King,  who  relapfed  often 
into  his  Fits  of  Madnefs,  being  too  weak  to  be  at  the  Helm 
himfelf.

ter advanced  near  Paris^  The  Duke,  having  the  King  in 
his  Power,  oppofed  them  with  equal  Forces  wtuch  made 
them  fenfible  that  the  Execution  of  their  Defigns  depend** 
ed  on  a  Battle*  the  IfTue  whereof  could  not  but  be  doubt- 
fuL  In  all  appearance*  Frana  it  felf  would  be  ruined  by 
a  Battle  which  would  be  deflrudive  to  the  Kingdom  on 
which  fide  foever  Vidory  inclined*  unlefs  Means  were 
found  to  accommodate  Matters  between  the.  contending 
Parties.

The  Dukes  of  fi^m,  Or/r^w, 
for  Aid.       bourbon,  j^Unfmj  the  Earl  of  Armagnac  and  the  Lord  Jt 
jHhret,  Heads  of  one  of  the  Faflions,  finding  they  were 
unable  to  witbfland  the  Duke  of  Bnrgundj^  who  had  the 
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King  and  all  the  Royal  Family  in  his  Power^  came  to  a  h"  ^« 
Rjefolution  to  ftrcngthen  therofdves  with  the  AQiftance  of 
the  King  of  Bn^ni.  But  as  they  were  not  ignorant 
that  xttitOKiktoiBwrgundj  had  been  before-hand  with  them^ 
b  making  an  Alliance  with  Hcnrj^  they  thought  it  neceflary 
to  break  that  Alliance^  by  offering  fuch  Terms  as  were 
apable  of  making  Htnrj  fall  from  the  Ingagements  he  had 
cnteied  into  with  their  Enemy.  To  that  End  they  met 
at  Bcfirges  where  they  agreed  upon  the  0£Fer$  they  {hould 
ooake  him,  which  done,  they  fent  Deputies  to  treat  with 
him. 

Hitherto  the  Duke  of  B$irgundj  had  fliifted  off*  Hcnry*s  rh?  Duke

the  better  Terms  from  the  OrleAms-FaSHon  with  whom 
he  defigned  to  make  an  Alliance.    And  indeed  the  De« 
puties  having  Notice  of  this  Negotiation,  infifted  no  far* 
ther  upon  any  Article^  but  concluded  the  Treaty  juft  as 
Hiriryj  would  haveit)  on  the  iZihoi  Mdj  1412.

II.  To  conquer  for  him  what  remained  of  theft  two  j.  738. 
Provinces  in  the  Hands  of  the  French^  and  to  reftore  to  him 
Cuienne  and  its  jhpurtenAncUs,  in  the  fame  State  and  Ex- 
tent as  his  Predeceuors  had  formerly  enjoyed  it. 

III.  The  King  allowed,  that  the  Duke  of  Bcrrj  ftiould 
hxAdPoi^oH  for  his  Life,  or  Condition  he  did  him  Hom- 
age and  delivered  up  Poitiersy  Niort  and  LufignAn :  As  for 
the  Reft  of  the  fortified  Towns  in  that  Province,  hefhould 
place  fuch  Governours  in  them  as  would,  bind  themfelves 
by  Oath  to  give  them  up  after  his  Dffath  to  the  King 
of  England.

The  King  was  bound  on  his  Part,  to  lend  the 
Princes  an  Aid  of  a  Thoufand  Men  at  Arms^  and  three 
Thoufand  Archers,  who  were  to  go  to  Blids  where  they 
fhould  be  received  by  the  Princes  and  paid  in  Hand  accor- 
ding to  the  Pay  agreed  upon.

^i!!dd^^    Turn.    The  Duke  of  Burgundy  improving  the  Advan- 

'  *       tages  he  had  over  his  Enemies,  kept  them  clofe  befieged  in 

BourgiSy  and   had   brought  the    King  along   with  him. 

Though  the  Befieged  made  a  vigorous  Defenfe  in  Hopes 

of  the  Succours  which  were  coming  from  England^   they 

would  have  found  it  perhaps  a  hard  Matter  to  hoU  our,  if 

the  Duke  of  Burgundy  had  not  thought  proper  to  make  an 

Offer  of  Peace.    He  was  s(fraid  of  the  Arrival  of  the  Eng^ 

lijb  Troops,  and  the  Confederates  had  reafon  to  apprehend 

they  would  not  come  foon  enough.    Thefe  different  Fear3 

having  rendered  both  Sides  more  tradable,  the  Peace  ten^ 

dered  by  the  Duke  of  5«r^i»»^  was  accepted  without  He* 

fitation,  and  at  the  fame  time  proclaimed. 

InthemeanTimetheDukeof  C/^r^nr^  having  landed  in 
Normandy,  was  advancing  towards  Blois  with  all  podible 
Expedition,  without  committing  any  Hoflilities  upon  the 
Countries  he  marched  through.  But  when  he  was  infora>- 
ed  that  the  Confederates  had  concluded  a  Peace,  he  con- 
(idered  France  as  an  Enemy's  Country,  and  made  great  Ra* 
Vages  as  he  paiFed  along.    It  was  the  Bufmefs  of  the  Duke 

of 
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of  Orleans  Head  of  the  Fadion  which  had  drawn  hm  into     H'^* 
Fr4MC0^  CO  fee  to  make  him  Satisfadion.    But  as  he  had  no 
Money  to  pay  what  was  already  become  due  to  the  Eng* 
Ifjb,  DC  was  forced  to  give  him  the  Earl  of  j^onlime  his 
Brother  in  Hoftage.    On  the  oth^r  hand,  the  Duke  of 
CUtrtitce^  finding  him(elf  in  the  Midft  of  an  Enemy's  Coun«^ 
try  with  a  fmall  Number  of  Troops*  and  not  without  ap« 
prehenfioQ  that  the  two  Parries  would  join  agaihft  him, 
did  Dpt  think  fit  to  ftand  ofiF.    He  only  ftipulated  that  he  Hi  retins 
<bou)d  have  leave  to  lead  his  Troops  into  OuienHej  where '"'*^"*". 
they  ferved  to  recover  fome  Plac«s  by  the  Help  of  the  Earl  ^^^* 
of  ^magMC  and  the  Lord  ^  jilbrtt^  who  were  not  pleafcd 
with  the  Peace. 

This  Afiair  being  over,  Henrj  enjoyed  a  profound  Tran-  Henry #«3 
qtdllity.    He  had  nothing  to  fear  from  France y  which  by  j^^^f*^. 
inteftine  Divifions  was  become  unable  to  hurt  him.    The^*^. 
ff^ljb  fought  only  to  make  Peace ;  and  the  Regent  of  Scot^        ^ 
iMmk  content  with  feeing  the  King  his  Nephew  in  the  Hands 
of  the  EngUjhj    minded  only  his  own  private  Concerns. 
Id  fine^  t£  Male^'contents  which  might  be  left  in  Englami 
being  no  longer  fupported  by  foreign  Princes^  fat  down  in 
quiet,    Henry  maqe  a  good  \J(t  of  theft  peaceable  Times, 
in  wiping  out  the  ill  tmpreflions  which  his  Severity   and 
Proceedings  with  refpeA  to  the  Parliament,  had  made  in  the 
Minds  of  his  Subjeds.    He  affeded  Popularity,  and  eo« 
deavoured  by  all  Sorts  of  Means  to  convince  the  World* 
he  thought  of  nothing  lefs  than  the  ftretching  the  Pn^ 
TogMtive  Royal*    His  Endeavours  were  crowned  with  fuch 
Succefsy  that  in  fpite  of  the  Rigor  he  had  exerciftd  upon 
bis  Enemies,  and  the  many  Rebuffs  he  had  given  the  Hon/i 
0f  ComnMUt  he  was  deemed  a  Prince  of  Generof]ry>  Mild-^ 
nefs,  and  Moderation*    What  was  heretofore  confidered  as 
an  Effeft  of  his  cruel  and  revengeful  Temper,  was  now 
very  readily  attributed  to  pure  Necelltty  and  the  Circum- 
fiances  of  his  Affairs.  It<wasdoubtlefsthe  latter  Behaviour 
of  this  Prince  which  made  Hiftorians  give  him  fuch  Com- 
mendations,  as  we  6nd  no  Grounds  for  in  the  former 
Adionsof  his  Life.    This  Inflance  (hows  how  eafy  it  is 
for  a  Sovereign  to  efface  the  hard  Thoughts  his  Subjcds 
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(hall  have  entertained  of  bxm»  provided  he  has  Score  or 
Good*Fortune  enoagh  to  perfwade  the  WorU  he  fin-^ 
cerely  intends  to  reform  his  Condud. 

Whilft  Henry  was  endeavouring  to  regain  his  Keputati- 
on,  which  had  been  fome  what  iuBied  nnce  his  Acceffion 
to  the  Throne,  the  Prince  of  IVsUs  was  entirely  deftroy- 
ing  His,  by  dailv  abandoning  himietf  to  Rjot  and  Debau« 
cher^.  Though  he  was  lutuiaRy  of  a  Great  and  Generous 
Spirit^  be  fuflPered  himfeUF  to  be  corrupted  by  Perfons  who» 
to  ferye  their  own  Ends^  flattered  his  vicious  PaflrooSy  and 
diverted  binr  from  the  Paths  erf"  Virtue,  His  Court  was 
the  Receptacle  of  Libertines^  Dehjbees  Bnfflwesj  PMrM/Stes 
and  others  of  tlielike  Stamp.  Nothing  was  talked  of  but 
the  riotous  and  extravagant  Pranks  of  the  Prince  or  his 
Companions.  Such  a  Behaviour  in  a  Prince  who  was  one 
Day  to  fit  on  the  Throne,  made  People  very  thoughtful^ 
who  could  not  help  dreading  the  Confequences.  How- 
ever, in  the  midft  of  thefe  Apprehenfions,  a  Ray  of  Hope 
was  feen  to  ihine,  in  an  Inftance  of  Moderation  given  by 
the  Prince,  when  there  was  the  leaft  Profped  of  any  fuch 
thing.  One  of  his  Favorite-Companions  having  been  ar- 
raigned for  Jr/^jn  before  the  Chief^Jnfikej  he  refblved  to 
be  prefent  at  the  TriaU  with  defign  to  over-awe  thejudgc. 
But  his  Preience  not  having  prevented  the  Criminal  from 
being  condemned,  he  was  io  tranfported  with  Paflion  that 
he  flruck  tte  fudge  over  the  Face.  The  Chief- Jmfiice 
thus  affronted,  weighing  the  Confequences  of  fuch  an  Ac- 
tion, without  regarding  the  Quality  of  the  Offenjler,  com- 
manded him  to  be  arrefled  on  the  Spot  and  committed  to 
Prifon.  Then  was  ftcn,  contrary  to  the  Expeftations  o£ 
All,  the  Prince  quiet  as  a  Lamb,  fubmitting  without  the 
leaft  Murmur  to  the  Judge's  Sentence,  and  fuffering  him* 
ielf  to  be  led  to  Prifon  without  Refiftance,  like  a  mere  pri- 
vate Perfon. 

The  Courage  of  the  Judge  and  the  Modefty  of  the 
Prince  were  equally  pleaCng  to  the  King.  Neverthelefs 
Henri »  wJio  was  exceffively  jealous  of  his  Crown,  could

Soon  after  the  King  recovering  his  Senfes,  and  miffing  the 
Crown,  asked  what  was  become  of  it.    Being  told  thq 
Prince  had  taken  it,  he  lent  for  him,  and  asked  him  wbe* 
ther  he  had  a  Mind  to  rob  him  of  his  Royalty  even  be- 
iore  his  Death.

ceived a  Sufpicion  of  his  eldeft.  Be  this  as  it  will,  the 
Prince  made  Anfw^er,  that  being  his  lawful  Heir^  he  would 
c^eavour  to  keep  the  Crown  by  the  fame  Methods  be  had 
himfelf  preferved  tt  during  his  Life.  As  for  the  Duke  of  . 
iUarimcej  if  he  behaved  as  he  ought,  he  ihoutd  always  find 
IP  him  a  kind  Brother ;  biit  if  he  pretended  to  do  other* 
wife*  he  knew  how  to  make  him  return  to  his  Duty.  The

Hiftorians  for  the  moft  Part  have  endeavoured  to  give  chMruBtr 
ff  this  Prince  an  Idea  which  in  my  Opinion  fuits  not  with  ^Henry 
Ibim.  They  Ipeak  with  Praife  of  his  Aiildnefsy  Clememy,  ^^• 
Cenerqfitjj  f^alour^  and  abundance  of  other  good  Qualities* 
which  fhine  brighter  in  their  Writings  than  in  his  jUiionSm 
If  he  had  gained  fome  Reputation  whilft  a  private  Per- 
fon>  it  does  not  appear  that  he  did  any  Thing  to  increafe 
or  maintain  ir,  after  he  came  to  the  Throne.  His  diflin- 
guiftiihg  Charafter  was  an  extreme  Jealoufy  for  the  Crown 
y^hich  he  had  acquired  by  Ways  not  approved  of  by  all 
the  World,  and  for  the  Prefervation  whereof  he  had  (bed 
^  Torrent  of  noble  Blood.  The  Death  of  Richard  II  will 
be  an  indelible  Stain  to  his  Memory,  fuppofing  the  Ufurp* 
igg  th^  Throne  could  be  juftified.  In  fliort,  he  perform- 
ed nothing  remarkable  which  can  afford  proper  Matter  fot 
Paneg]^rick.  His  Expeditions  into  Scotldnd  ^^nd  Wales  have 
nothing  in  them  which  can  redound  to  his  Honour.  If 
be  happily  got  clear  of  all  the  Confpiracies  which  were 
formed  againft  him>  it  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  Major  of 
GrcKcefiery  the  Sheriff^  of  Torkfhire,  and  the  Earl  of  Wefi^

The  Battfe  of 5i&rnir/^«r|r  ivhttein  he  vanquifli- 
ed  young  Percys  is  the  only  notable  Adkm  in  his  whole 
Reign.  His  continual  Fears  of  Inflirredions,  cattfed  htm 
to  let  flip  feveral  Opportunities  of  humbling  France^  and 
recovering  the  Provinces  his  Predeceflbn  had  loft.  He  e-. 
ven  ru£Fered  many  Infults  from  the  French^  Sc$tSy  Wclfi, 
and  Bretains,  without  ftiowing  much  Refentment.  la 
Bnc,  he  employed  all  his  Thoughts  in  prelerving  his  Crowds 
and  avoidmg  all  Occafions  which  might  put  it  in  any 
Hazard.  ThisfrfuUfa  PcUcj  ought  to  be  the  chiefs  if  not 
the  fble  Theme  of  his  Commendation,  as  it  was  the  (ble 
Mociveof  his  Adions,  wherein  nothing  appears  to  render 
him  eminent.  Though  he  had  caufed  Richard  II  to  be  de* 
pofed  for  ufurping  an  abiblute  Power,  he  plainly  (howed 
by  his  Condud,  that  he  had  not  (6  great  an  Averfion  for 
that  Crime  as  he  pretended  when  it  was  his  Intereft  to  dis- 
play it  in  its  blackeft  Colours.  It  is  true*  towards  the  lat- 
ter End  of  his  Life,  he  feemed  to  have  formed  a  Refoluti- 
on  to  follow  Maxims  more  conformable  to  the  Nation's 
Libertiiu  But  God  was  not  pleafed  to  allow  him  much 
Time  to  (how  the  Effefts  of  this  good  Refolution. 

When  I  confider  the  exceflive  Commendations  beftowed 
upon  this  Prince,  I  cannot  forbear  (urpe6ling>  that  the 
Glory  of  having  been  the  firft  Bmmer  pf  Hereticks»  and  the 
Proteftion  he  afforded  the  Clergy  againft  the  Attempts  of 
the  Houfe  vf  Commons^  were  the  main  Springs  of  all  thefe 
Praifes.  It  is  well  known,  the  Ecclefiapcks  are  as  zealous 
in  praifing  their  Abettors,  as  they  are  in  blackening  fuch 
as  are  not  in  their  Interefts. 
Terf§ns  H  Dudng  this  Reign  the  famous  Robert  KnoUes^  William

William  of  *  ^^  called  from  Iftckham  in  Hamffljire^  where  he  was  bom  in 
Wickbaiii  ^?*^  His  Father's  Name  vrz&Jchn  Perrot.  After  he  had  been  bred 
'  at  H^mchfter  and  Oxford,  he  returned  to  his  Patron  NichoUt  H^dsl^ 
who  had  been  at  the  Charge  of  hit  Education.  He  afterwards  be- 
came knox^n  to  Edward  III,  and  faring  a  Genius  for  Archite^hire, 
he  was  made  Surveyor  of  the  King's  Buildings.  His  Diredl:ioa  for  re- 
building PVmdfoT'CMe  gave  great  SatisfaSiori)  and  occaiioned  his 
PromotioYi  at  Court,  where  hepafled  through  the  Offices  of  $ecmMrjit

Monmouth. 

£  N'R  r  IV  not  having  had  the  Good- 
FoRuae  to  be  beloved  by  the  EMglifb^ 
his  Death  was  hoc  much  r^retted^ 
The  Clerff  alone  lamented  hJi  Lofi,  be- 
caufe  in  his  Reign  they  had  met  with 
great  Favour  and  Protedion.  But  the 
reft  of  the  People  eafily  forgot  a  Prince, 
who  after  his  coming  to  the  Crown  bad 
done  nothing  memorable,  and  had^Aied  moreof  hisSub- 
jeds  Blood  tbm  of  the  Enemies  of  the  Stute.  The  vcnr 
Peace  the  £ffg£fjEr  enjoyed  during  the  whole  Courte  of  hu 
Reign,  was  not  grateful  to  them.  War  would  have 
leemed  to  them  more  beneficial,  feeing  a  fairer  Opportuni- 
ty to  recover  what  they  had  lofl  iu  France,  had  never  of- 
fered. So  that  in  Hopes  that  the  Prince  his  Son  would 
give  new  Life  to  the  Glory  of  the  EniUjb  Name,  which

feemed  as  it  were  buried  in  Oblivion  ever  fince  the  Reign  1413* 
of  EdmsBrdlfiy  they  joy  fully  beheld  him  fucceeding  a  Fa- 
ther from  wbcxn  there  was  no  room  to  expeft  any  great 
Matttny  fappofing  bis  Reign  had  been  bhger.  At  the  prc-» 
fent  Jundure^  EngUmd  flood  in  need  of  an  adivc  and  War« 
like  Ajog,  whaknew  how  to  take  Advantage  of  the  Conw 
motions  in  Fr4w#.  On  the  other  Hands  War  was  become 
necefiary  to  difpel  the  ill  Humours  fpread  ever  the  King<* 
dom  in  the  fate  Reign. 

Himj  rfAhimfmh.  (o  called  from  the  Place  of  his  Birth,  Edttcatim 
wft  cKaaiy  of  the  Temper  the  Effgli/b  wifticd  him.    He  ^/ "«"'/ 
was  naturally  of  an  elevated  and  enterprising  G$mm.    For 
which  Reaion  the  King  his  Father  had  always  kept  him  at 
adiftance  from  Afiairsy   his  elevation  of  Mind  being  but 
too  apt  to  breed  Sufpicion  in  a  Prince  fo  miftruftful  as  he. 
He  had  been  a  Student  in  j2f^M's- College  in  Oxford,  un- 
der the  Tuition  of  the  Biftiop  of  iVimhifier  his  Uncle> 
Chancettor  of  that  Vmvirjitj.    Here  it  was  that  in  his  ten- 
der Years  the  Principles  of  Honour  and  yirtfu  were  fo  care- 
fully imprinted  in  his  Mind,  that  they  could  never  after  be 
etfaced.    In  his  very  Youth  he  fhowed  a  ftrong  Inclination  Hit  warVko 
for  War.  The  which  increafing  with  his  Years,  the  King  ^'^^'wiww. 
his  Father  thought  proper  to  incfulge  it.   At  eighteen  Years 
of  Age»  he  commanded  an  Army  againft  the  lUiJb,  and  gave 
them  two  Overthrows.    But  his  Vidories  were  of  infinite 
Prejudice  to  him.  The  King  his  Father  exceffively  jealous  of  Jenloufyif 
his  Authority,  and  dreading  the  Confequences  c^  fo  noble  Henry  ly. 
a  fetdng  out,  considered  his  Son's  Reputation  as  likely  one  ^<*^^^fi^** 
Day  to  become  deflrudive  of  his  Quiet.    Tlie  Tiioughts     '' 
of  this  making  him  uneafy,  he  removed  him  from  ^11  War- 
Mcc,  as  he  had  done  from  all  Ci  W  Employ  men  rs»  for  fear 
it  (hould  be  out  of  his  Power  to  check  bis  Flight  when 
once  he  ihould  take  Wing.    Reduced  to  a  State  of  Idle- 
nefiy  the  Prince  naturally  adive,  fought  how  to  empby 
himtelf.     Unluckily  for  him,  by  the  Infligation  of  lome 
about  him,  and  perhaps  by  the  Direftion  of  the  King  his  ^^*^/ 
Father,  he  ran  into  diflionourable  Courfes,  and  abandoned  TviUCo:^' 
bimfelf  to  Exceflcs,  very  unbecoming  his  Birth  and  iniuri-yii.

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1413*     ous  to  his  Reputation  ^*    In  fpite  of  afl  this,  hisgocx) 

Ditpofition  failed  not  to  break  out  upon  certain  OccaGooltf 

The  Moderation  he  ftiowed  in  fufferitig  himfelf  to  be  led 

(o  Pri(bn  by  Order  of  the  Judge  whom  he  had  afiFrontedf 

was  a  clear  Evidence  that  Seed  of  Vittuc  were  not  whdly 

deftroyedin  his  Mind  by  fenfiial  Pleafures.    Accordingly 

the  King  his  Father,  who  was  not  ignorant  of  his  Taknts^ 

was  afraid  of  him,  though  one  would  think  that  a  Prince 

drowned  as  it  were  in  Pleafures,  (hould  not  give  him  much 

3*f  veepU    xjneafincfs.    However,  the  People  were  not  prejudiced  a- 

VwdOPMrn  gainfl  him.    It  is  true,  the  ExceflTes  he  was  guilty  of  ndw 

pj  htm.       and  then,  might  give  them  room  to  fear  they  ibould  one 

Day  be  unhappy  under  his  Government.    But  upon  cer* 

tain  Occafions  they  beheld  in  him  Tokens  of  Gcnerofityt 

Virtue,  Greatnefs  of  Soul,  which  afforded  them  the  Pnit 

pe<fi  of  a  happy  Change  in  his  Perfon. 

Immediately  after  the  Deaih  of  the  King  bis  f^ather>  the 
Prince  was  proclaimed  King,    by  the  Name  of  Hemy  tbt 
Fifth.    So  far  was  any  one  from  the  Thoughts  of  difput- 
ing  the  Crown  with  him,  that  they  who  had  been  the  moft 
againft  the  Advancement  of  the  Houfe  of  Lancaftery  were 
the  firft  to  pay  their  Duty  to  him.     The  Earl  of  March 
.himfelf  relying  on  his  GeneroHty,  came  of  his  own  accord 
•  and  put  himl'eif  into  his  Hands,  to  the  end  he  might  give 
him  a  convincing  Proof  of  his  fincere  Intention  not  to  di- 
fturb  him  in  the  Poffelfion  of  the  Throne.    In  fine,  fuch 
Confidence  did  the  Englifb  place  in  him,  that  contrary  to 
Cuflom,  they  offered  to  take  the  Oath  of  y4//ff#4»r^  before 
ever  he  was  crowned.  But  he  declined  in  a  modefl  and  oblig- 
ing manner  the  receiving  that  Teflimony  of  their  Efleem. 
He  told  them  it  was  not  reafonable  that  they  (houki  fwear 
:  to   be  faithful  to  him,  before  he  himfelf  had  taken  a  fo« 
lemn  Oarh  to  govern  them  with  Equity  and  according  to 
Law*    This  Moderation,  which  charmed  aH  the  World, 
quite  effaced  the  difadvantagious  Impreflions  that  his  for-

The  Ceremony  of  his  Coronation  being  performed  on  ^^  "  , 
the  9th  of  ./^t'l,  he  granted  that  very  Day  a  general  Par-  ^^  p^^ 
don  for  all  CrimeS)    except  Murders  and  Rapes.     His  ix.  i. 
firft  Proceedings  plainly  ihowed  the  Uprightnefs  of  his 
Imentioas,  and  the  Refolution  he  had  taken  worthily  to  ^^  ^'fi^if- 
fill  the  Throne  to  which  he  was  raifed.     Before  he  applied  q^^I^^ 
himfelf  to  the  Affairs  of  the  Stat<,  he  called  before  him  004!     ' 
aHhis  old  Companions,  and  having  exhorted  them  to  leave 
off  that  ill  Courfe  of  Life  they  had  led  with  him,  he  made 
them  handfome  Prefents.    But  at  the  fame  Time,  ftriAIy 
charged  tliem,  upon  Pain  of  incurring  his  Difpleafure,  not 
to  piefanie  to  come  to  Court.    The  Aftoniftiment  of  thefc 
People,  who  expeded  quite  other  Things,  was  as  great  ai 
the  Admiration  of  the  Witnefles  of  a  Reformation  which 
flffiirded  fo  good  a  Profped. 

After  the  King  had  given  this  firft  Proof  of  his  Wif*  He  chufes  s 
doTOf  he  continued,  without  ceafing,  to  give  many  others  duntU. 
which  could  admit  of  no  doubt.  In  the  firft  Place,  he 
Ottde  choice  for  his  C^iMpci/j  of  Perfoosof  tbegreateft  Gra«* 
vity»  Abilities,  and  Repute  among  his  Subjeds.  Then 
he  turned  out  fome  of  the  Judges,  and  put  fuch  in  their 
Room,  as  to  the  Knowledge  of  the  Law  joined  a  perfed 
Imigriij.  He  did  the  fame  with  regard  to  inferior  Ma- 
giftrates.  and  took  particular  Care  to  fill  the  vacant  Bcttefices 
with  none  but  Perfons  of  Ibund  Principles*  and  known 


Nothing  remained  to  confirm  the  good  Opinion  all  had  ^^fp^^'i 
coocetved  of  him,  but  to  (how  his  Martial  Virtues,  and  hisFitty. 
give  fome  Proofs  of  his  Piety.   |As  to  the  firft,  he  made 
appear  during  the  whole  Courfe  of  his  Reign,   that  he 
gave  Phce  to  none  of  his  PredecefTorSi  as  we  (hall  have  ' 
raibd  to  be  convinced  hereafter.    As  to  his  Piety,  it  was 
HOC  long  before  be  became  famous  by  two  fignal  Inftances. 
Indeed  the  firft  might  be  very  ambiguous ;  but  it  was  looked 
upon  tbim  as  a  moft  certain  Sign,  and  the  beft  Proof  of  the 
iincere  Intentions  of  a  Prince  to  promote  the  Glory  of

He  ordered  the  Body  of  that  Prince  to  be  reoxyved 
v/cnmin*  ^^^  ^]^^  Abbey  of  L^ky^  where  he  was  buried  in  on  uih 
decent  Manner,  to  nifmin^er-jikhy^  and  kid  near  jtm  of 
Luxembmrgh  bis  Qpeen.    After  he  had  perforated  thif 
Duty,  he  founded  three  ReligUus  Homfes  clofe  by  Skem^ 
where  the  Soul  of  Ricluird  was  to  be  prayed  for  Night  and 
Day. 
His  kmJ        ^^^  Parliament  having  been  cJkd  fome  tine  befote»  mei 
f!irltMmenr  on  the  I  $th  of  iMcy,  very  well  inclined  to  the  new  King;  fe- 
veral  Sttumes  were  enaded,  tending  to  the  Prefervacioa  of 
the  publick  Peace,  and  of  the  Ri^s  and  Pripikgn  of  the 
Pe<K>le.    Hemj  freely  gave  fats  Aflent  to  all  thefe  ASh^  vaA 
particularly  to  an  ji^  to  prevent  Abates  in  tKe  Eleftioos 
of  Members  of  Parliament.    The  Con^ud  of  Rkbmrd  lU 
and  (bme  Attempts  of  the  late  Kii^  in  that  Matw*  ren- 
dered this  ji£i  ablolately  neceflary.

In 
Wftorj.      order  to  give  a  juft  Idea  of  the  Motives  which  induced 
Henry  to  carry  his  Army  into  Fnmctt  it  will  be  neccflary 
to  fet  before  the  Reader  the  Sfate  that  Kingdom  was  i&m 
in :  Without  this,  it  would  be  difficult  fully  to  under* 
fland  the  Sequel. 
jipiy^  W^J     CW/^/  VI,  afflifted  with  a  Diftemper  which  rendere4 
France,      him  for  the  greateft  Part  of  his  Time  uncapable  of  govern- 
ing, had  three  Sons«  namely*  lAwht  John  and  Charlei^ 
The  eldeft  which  bore  the  Title  of  Ddufhin^  and  Duke 
of  Gnicnnc,  was  a  Prince  of  an  indificrent  CharaAer.    At 
Sixteen  Years  of  Age  he  had  already  taken  to  a  debauched 
Life ,'  and  moreover,  was  flrongly  poflefled  with  Notions 
that  led  him  to  drbkrary  Power,  iand  hurried  htm  into  many 
Extravagancies.    The  Favourites  he  had  about  him  induL- 
ced  him  in  this  Courfe  of  Life,  and  couki  not  bear  that 
he  (hould  be  told  of  a  Reformation)  by  which  they  would 
have  been  fo  great  Lolers.    On  the  contrary,  to  prevent 
the  Execution  of  a  certain  Projed  which  he  had  formed 
for  the  better  governing  the  Kingdom,  and  which  had 
received  the  Approbation  of  an  Alfembly  of  the  chief 
Men,  they  infpired  their  young  Matter  with  a  Deiire  to 
hold  the  Reins  of  the  Government  himfelf,  during  the 
King  his  Father's  Diftemper.    They  intimated  to  him, 
that  the  Duke  of  BHrgundj  had  no  manner  of  Right  to  Iciae 
the  Adminiftraiion  o?  AnFairs,  and  that  no  body  had  any 
claim  to  it,  in  Prejudice  of  the  King's  eldefl  Son,  (ince 
he  had  exceeded  the  Time  fixed  by  the  Ordinance  of  Cbdrla 
V.  for  the  King's  being  of  ^r.    Upon  this  Foundation 
they  advtfed  him  to  endeavour  to  thrufl  out  the  Duke  of 
BurgfMdjj  by  feizing  the  Bafiilc^  in  order  to  hinder  the 
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fmjums  fromaffifting  him.  This  Projed  was  executed  1413* 
Ihorcly  after,  by  Means  of  the  Goveroour  of  that  For- 
xsd[s9  whom  the  DMtfhin  had  gained  to  his  Interefts. 
But  he  bad  not  reafon  long  to  rejoice  at  the  Succefs  of  his 
Enterprife.  Upon  the  firft  Kumou;  of  it  in  Parisy  tlie 
Citizens  privately  flirred  up  by  the  Duke  of  BHrgundj, 
took  Arms  to  the  Number  of  Ten  or  Twelve  Thoufand 
Men.  One  Part  went  and  inverted  the  BafiiU,  the  other  Aa.  Pub. 
under  the  Condud  of  a  Surgeon  called  John  dc  Troje^  lX.j-i.&.c. 
came  before  the  DMnphin*s  Palace»  who  not  expeding  tnis 
Infurredion^  had  no  other  Remedy  but  to  appear  at  the 
Window,  in  order  to  try  toappeafe  them :  But  nothing 
was  able  to  ftop  their  Carreer*  After  having  broke  open  the 
Doors  of  the  Palace^  they  ruihed  into  the  Apartments  and 
canied  oflF  above  Twenty  Perfbns  whom  they  accufed 
of  corrupting  the  Prince,  and  threw  them  into  Prifon.  On 
the  other  Hand»  the  Governour  of  the  Baftik^  beingfcized 
with  Fear,  delivered  tip  theFortrefs  to  the  Duke  of  Bur-^ 
gmuhi  who  in  ipite  of  the  Dauf bin's  Efforts,  continued 
Mauer  of  the  Government.  In  the  midft  of  thefe 
Troubles  which  happened  in  March  i^i^.  Henry  IV  died 
in  EngUndymd  Henry  V  his  Son  afcended  the  Throne. 

*  Whilft the  new  King  was  bufied  in  fettling  his  Affairs  at 
Home,  the  Troubles  broke  out  afrefh  in  France.  At  the 
Eod  of  jipril  the  Seditious  took  it  in  their  Heads  to  wear 
white  Hooks  as  a  Badge  of  Diftindion.  John  de  Troje^  at 
the  Head  of  an  armed  Moh^  brought  one  to  the  Dauphin 
.whodurftnotrefufe  it.  The  King  himfelf  happening  to 
be  m  the  Street  as  he  was  going  to  the  Church  of  Noire-- 
Borne,  was  obliged  by  the  i^rir//0/v/ to  take  a  TVhit^Hood. 
But  their  Infolence  did  not  ftop  Here.  Two  Days  sfcer, 
their  Leader  came  to  the  Pabce  of  St.  Paul  where  the  King 
.lay.  There,  in  Prefence  of  the  whole  Court,  he  under- 
.took  to  juftify  the  Imprifonment  of  the  Dauphins  Offi^  ers, 
.and added,  there  were  ftill  at  Court  a  great  Miny  more  tliac 
.equally  delerved  to  be  punifhed.     At  the  Time  Time,  wirh- 

•  out  vouchfafing  to  hearken  to  the  Intreatiesof  the  Dauphin 
or  of  the  King  himfelf,  he  laid  Hands  upon  a  <»reat  Ninnber 
of  Lords  and  Ladies  and  carried  them  to  Prilcn.    Leivis  of 

Bavtiria^ 
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^i).     Bavaria  himfelf^  the  Queen's  Brdtber,    was  not  fparecf« 
The  King  not  being  able  to  withftand  the  Torrent*  was 
fain  to  confent  that  fome  of  the  Prifoners  (hould  be  pit>fe* 
cuted>  and  to  go  to  P^r//  mth  ^  ff%ite-HboJ  oq»  in  order 
to  inroll  certain  EdiSs  which  the  Seditious  had  demanded. 
The  Dauphin  finding  himfelf  thus  checked  by  the  F^- 
thuSf  or  rather  by  the  Duke  o^Burffunij  his  Fatner*in*hw> 
by  whom  they  were  privately  guided*  could  not  think  of 
remaining  in  a  Situation  fo  oppolite  to  his  Temper*  with* 
out  making  fome  Attempt  to  get  out  of  it.    The  Headf 
of  the  OrkanS'FaEHou,   who  had  been  forced  to  fign  a 
Treaty  whereby  they  were  obliged  to  be  at  a  Diftancefrom 
Paris  and  the  Court,  were  the  only  Perfons  he  could  expedt 
any  Afliftance  from.    He  contrived  therefore  a  ftcret  Ne- 
gotiation with  them  *  and  the  better  to  hide  his  0ef]gn,  he 
went  and  conferred  with  them  in  Perfbn*  under  Colour  (^ 
bringing  about  an  Accommodation  between  the  two  Parties^ 
concerning  fome  Breaches  of  the  Peace  of  Bourses.    After 
he  had  made  a  Combination  with  them*  he  managed  it  (b 
that  a  Peace  was  confirmed,  and  by  the  new  Treaty  which 
Was  figned  at  Poutoi/e^  the  Orleaus  Party  were  allowed  to 
go  to  Paris  and  pay  their  Re(be£ts  to  the  King. 
the  Duke       Mean  while,  the  Duke  ot  Burgundj  judging  by  what 
d  ^w^/i>r  the  Daufhin  had  already  done,  what  he  was  to  exped  from 
Jg^nto     hi'^'  ^^^  n\itn  a  Refblution  to  make  fure  of  Help  in  cafe 
Henry.      of  Nccd.    With  this  View,  in  the  Month  of  yune  he  had 
A^,  Pub.    fent,  as  Earl  of  Flandersy  an  Embaflfy  to  England,  where^ 
^^  *7-     of  Ralphs  Provoft  of  St.  Donas  of  Bruges  was  Chief,  un- 
der Pretence  of  renewing  the  Treaty  of  Commerce  between 
the  Englijh  and  Flemings.    But  in  reality  it  was  to  pro- 
Jul7,^34».  pofean  Alliance  with  He^irj.    This  appears  by  a  Commtf^ 
fion  which  the  King  gave  at  the  fame  time  to  the  Bifliop 
of  St.  David's  and  the  Earl  of  TVarwck^  to  conclude  a  per- 
fonal  Alliance  between  him  and  the  Duke  of  Burgssudf. 
There  is  hardly  any  Room  to  doubt  but  from  that  time 
the  Duke  had  formed  a  Defign  to  make  a  League  with  the 
King  of  England.    We  (hall  fee  hereafter  much  plainer 
Proofs  of  this  Matter.     However  this  Defign  was  not  fo 
fpeedily  executed.    Apparently  the  Duke  had  no  other

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Intent  than  to  fecure  the  Affiftance  of  the  EngU^y  in  cafe     141  ^ 
be  (hould  be  hard  put  to  it>  as  he  had  done  in  the  Reign  of 
HmryVf.  Otherwife  he  thought  there  would  benoOc* 
afion  to  prefs  the  Condufion  or  that  A  fFair. 

Whatever  her  Thoughts  might  be,  Henry  did  not  think  Hcrry^«/r 
fit  to  let  flip  {o  fair  an  Opportunity  of  keeping  up  in  France  ^  ^i^f^ 
Commotions  of  which  he  might  rake  Advantage.    To  Aa.  Fub. 
that  End  hefent  quickly  after  Ambafladors  to  Paris.  Their  1X<  %i*&e* 
publick  Inftrudions  were  to  call  upon  the  Court  of  France 
toobfervcthe  Twenty-eight  Years  Truce  better  than  had 
hitherto  been  done.    Sccendljy  to  confirm  that  fame  Truce 
or  make  a  new  One.    Laftlj^  they  had  Power  to  decide  all 
Differences  between  England  and  France.    In  all  likelihood^ 
one  of  the  King's  Motives^  in  fending  this  Embifly ,  was^ 
to  get  perfeft  Information  of  tbePoftUre  of  Affairs  in  that 
Kingdom.    But  his  chief  Aim  was  to  conclude  with  the 
Duke  of  Sair^JKff^  the  Alliance  that  Prince  hadpropofed  to 
him.    This  evidently  appears  by  a  fourth  Commifiion  em- 

Siwering  them  to  fign  an  Alliance  between  him  and  the 
ukey  and  between  their  refpedive  Dominions.  It  is  not 
therefore  to  be  queflioned  but  the  Provoft  of  St.  Donas 
laid  the  Foundation  of  this  Negotiation  in  bis  firft  Journey 
to  Lnsdan.    This  was  tranfadeu  in  yulj  141 ;  • 

The  next  Month  brought  with  it  a  great  Turn  in  the  Anvw  r#- 
A£Fairs  of  Fra$ice  much  to  Hcnrf%  Advantage.    The  Or-  solution  m 
teams  PzTtjf  at  the  Head  of  which  were  the  Duke  of  Or-  %^^^L 
learns  the  King's  Nephew ;  the  Duke  of  Berry  his  Un- 
de;   the  Duke  of  Bourbony  the  Duke  cX  Alen[ony  the 
Earls  of  Eu  and  Vendome^  were  come  near  Paris^  purfuanc 
to  the  Liberty  given  them.    At  the  fame  Time ,  the 
DoMfhbs^  by  his  Intrigues^  had  gained  to  his    Side  vait 
Numbers  ot  the  Citizens^  who  promited  to  fland  by  him. 
Whereupon  he  ordered  his  Friends  to  take  up  Arms,  and 
fcoured  about  the  Streets  of  Paris  at  the  Head  of  Thirty- 
thouilmd  Men.    The  Confternation  of  the  oppofite  Party 
wa$  fo  great*  that  they  quitted  the  Lonvre^  the  Town^ 
ifymfi»  and  the  Bafiiky  which  they  were  in  PofleQion  of, 
witbqut  offering  to  make  the  leafl  Refiftance.    The  Duke  '^'  ^"^'^ 
qC  Bstrgsstsdy  perceiving  it  was  not  in  his  Power  to  ftop  the  ^ v  ult^^ 
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Torrenti  and  dreading  moreover  the  Arrival  of  the  OrlennS'- 
Party,  who  were  not  far  off,  chofc  to  retire  into  FUm^ 
derj. 

No  fboner  was  he  withdrawn,  but  the  Orkums^FaSim 
became  uppermoft  at  Court,  without  the  Ddtffhin*s  reap- 
ing any  Benefit  by  it.  The  King,  being  then  in  one  of 
his  Intervah,  took  the  Government  into  his  own  Hands9 
and  entertained  Co  (Irong  an  Affedion  for  the  Duke  of  Or^- 
leans  his  Nephew,  that  he  fufFered  himfelf  to  be  wholly 
guided  by  his  Counfels.  The  young  Duke  improving 
this  Advantage,  caufed  divers  EJiUs  to  be  publifbed  a- 
gainft  the  Duke  of  Bmrgmtdj^  and  the  Authors  of  the 
former  Sedition  to  be  profecuted,  feveral  of  whom  were 
executed. 

Shortly  after  the  Ambaffadors  of  Vrance  and  EngUuU 
meeting  at  Lelingham  in  Picdrdj  to  negotiate  a  PeacCf 
•  forthwith  agreed  that  the  Truce  mould  be  inviolably  kept 
till  the  I  ft  of  June  next  enfuing.  During  the  Negotia- 
tion, the  Englijh  AmbafTadors  gave  to  underftand«  that 
the  King  their  Mafter  expeded  that  Frame  fhould  reftore 
whatever  had  been  taken  from  England  fince  the  Treaty  of 
Brctignj.  This  was  in  effed  the  Ground  of  the  War 
which  was  all  along  kept  on  foot  ever  (ince  the  Violation  of 
that  Treaty  ;  and  this  Demand  had  nothing  in  it  to  be  won- 
dered at.  However,  the  Court  of  France  having  been  in 
hopes  that  after  the  Death  of  Edward  III,  the  Kings  of 
England  would  think  nomoreof  afTerting  their  Pretenuons^ 
was  extremely  allarmed  at  this  Declaration.  The  Fofture 
of  Aii^irs  made  them  juftly  apprehenfive  of  the  Wars 
breaking  out  anew :  So  that  without  Lofs  of  Time  were 
difpatched  to  Landon  the  ArchbiAiop  of  Bonrgesj  the  Con- 
fiable  D*  jilbret^  and  Coly  one  of  the  King's  Secretaries) 
under  Pretence  of  endeavouring  to  make  Peace,  but  in  re- 
ality to  found  Henrys  Intentions.  Thefe  Ambafladors 
arrived  at  Londen  in  CfSohr,  and  could  obtain  no  more  than 
the  prolonging  of  the  Truce  for  as  much  time  longer  as 
they  (hould  (lux»k  proper.

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Whilft  they  were  io  EngUnd^  the  Court  of  Frdnce  con-     j4«  3- 
tinued  the  Profecutions  againft  the  Duke  of  Burgundji  and  ^'-f'J^ 
his  Adherents,  many  of  whom  fufFered  under  the  Hands  ^j^H  ^ 
of  the   Executioner.  *Lewh  oi  Anjouy   King  oX  Sicilj»  gahfi  th% 
who  had  with  him  a  Daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Burgundy^  ^«*^  ^ 
betrothed  to  his  eldeft  Son,  reproachfuDy  fenc  her  back  to  ^"^8"°^y- 
her  Father.    Shortly  after,  he  gave  one  of  his  Daughters  h*  givn 
in  Marriage  to  Charki  Earl  of  7ontleH^  third  Son  of  the  ^"  D««x*-1 
King,  who  was  not  yet  full  thirteen  Years  old.    Nothing  Charles 
could  prove  more  fatal  to  France  than  this  Match.    The  th^riswuf 
young  Prince  havii^  efpoufed  the  Interefts  and  Padions  oith%  King. 
the  King  his  Father-in-law,  became  fworn  Enemy  to  the 
Duke  of  BurgHmij^    At  the  fame  Time  he  ftirred  up  againft 
himfcif  the  Hatred  of  that  Duke,  who  though  in  Exile, 
had  ftill  a  powerful  Party  in  the  Kingdom.    This  mutual 
Animoficy,  which  continually  increafed,  was  the  OccaGon 
of  many  Calamities  to  ir4irctf. 

In  the  mean  Time,    the  Dauphin  x^ctxwmg  no  Benefit  d^X)^]^^^ 
from  the  late  Revolution  at  Court,  could  not  behold  with-  Burgundy 
out  extreme  Regret  the  Duke  of  Orleans  at  the  Head  of^J^'^'' 
Afiairs,  whilft  he  himfelf  was  without  Credit,  and  like  ^iuhl^^^ 
Prifoner  in  the  Lottvre,  where  he  was  narrowly  watched,  pbin,  vi&a 
This  Conftraint  being  infupportable  to  a  Prince  of  his  Cha-  ^ttpsojit^ 
rader,  he  readily  liftcned  to  theOflFer  the  Duke  of  Bur* 
gtend^i  made  him*  of  aflifting  him  to  the  utmoftof  hisPow* 
er«  m  order  to  place  him  in  the  Poft  which  his  Birth  en? 
titled  him  to.   They  entered  ^therefore  into  a  fort  of  League 
to  drive  the  Duke  of  Orleans  from  Court.    The  Duke  of  Heap^  -j 
Burgundy  having  thus  made  fure  of  the  Dauphiuj  approach-  fj'^y^' 
td  Paris  at  the  Head  of  an  Army,  pretending  his  Defign   ""■ 
v/as  to  free  the  Dauphin  his  Son-in-law  from  Captivity. 
He  verily  believed  that  Paris  would  declare  in  his  Favour  : 
but  Things  were  fo  well  fettled  there  that  no  Body  ftirred. 
During  tnefe  Tranfadions,  the  King,  who  for  fome  time  ^^  jp^/^ 
had  been  in  one  of  his  Fits  of  Phreniie,  being  come  again  a^amft 
to  bis  right  Senfes,  publi(hed  againft  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  ^''^. 
a  tbondering  Edid,  ftiling  him  Traitor  and  Enemy  of  the 
State.    This  Edift,  joined  to  the  little  Profpeft  of  Paris  ^^  ^^^^^^^ 
declaring  for  him,  cauf{pd  the  Duke  to  return  into  Flanders.

could  not  doubt  but  thefe  Attempts  were  the  Fruits  of  the 
J>QStrin€  of  the  Lolhrds.  In  all  Appearances  this  was  not 
one  of  the  lead  Caufes  of  the  Hatred  they  bore  thele  pre- 
tended Hereticks*  It  was  likewife  for  this  Realbnt  chac  in 
the  late  Cowvocation  they  had  refolved  to  u(e  the  moft  vi- 
olent Means  to  extirpate  a  Herejfi  to  them  To  detefiable. 
OlJcafilc^  a  Man  of  a  good  Family  and  extraordinary  Me- 
rit *s  was  deftined  to  1^  the  firft  ViAim,  for  a  Terror  to 
the  whole  Sell.  But  by  very  |ood  Luck  he  had  efcaped 
but  of  the  Hands  of  his  Enemies.  It  was  not  without 
great  Grief  that  the  Archbifhop  had  heard  the  Kin^  fay, 
he  did  not  by  any  Means  approve  of  rigorous  Metboos. 
He  even  (howed  plainly  enough  that  it  was  his  real  Opini- 
pa»  fince  after  the  efcape  of  OldcaRUf  he  took  no  Care  to 
have  him  purfued  and  apprehendea  again.  It  was  evidentt 
that  as  long  as  the  King  was  thus  inclined  to'Gentlenefs  an^ 
^loderation,  the  Clergy  wouM  hardly  be  able  to  have  their 
Defireupon  the  Heretkks.  So  that  it  was  their'  Interef( 
that  the  King  (hould  have  other  Sentiments  more  agree- 
able to  the  cruel  Zeal  ^hmmth  EcelefiMfi$cl(s  zve  generally 
animated.  Nothing  was  more  conducive  to  that  Ena, 
than  to  make  him  believe  that  the  Lollards  had  a  Defigh 
iipon  his  Perfon,  and  were  forming  Confpiracies  to  over- 
turn the  State,  Accordingly  to  this  the  Clergy  applied 
Thi  Lol-  themfelves  without  Lofs  of  Time.  The  late  Proclamatiom 
hrds^re    againft  their  aflembling  together,    quickly  fumi(bed  them

idl  poGTible  Secrecy.    As  they  durft  not  meet  together  in 
Hoafes,    for  fear  of  being  difcoverec))    they  commonly 
pitched  upon  fome  unfrequented  Place  in  the  Country  to 
worihip  God  in  after  their  Manner.    Some  of  them  hav- 
ing reiolved  to  aifeipble  without  one  of  the  Gates  of  Z>»- 
Jgtty  in  a  Place  called  St.  Giles's  Fields^  which  was  then 
covered  with  BufheSf  were  betrayed  by  falfe  Brethren,  as 
it  often  happens  on  fuch  OccaGgns.     This  Difcovery 
afforded  their  Enemies  the  Opportunity  they  were  fo  ea- 
gerly in  purfiiit  of.    The  King  was  then  at  EhhMm,   a- 
oout  fevenMiles  from  tomtom^  wnere  he  defigned  to  keep  his 
CbrifimMs.  He  was  yery  far  from  expedHng  any  fuch  Thing  ^  ,^ 
IS  a  Confpiracy  againft  his  Perfon,  when  all  on  a  fuddeut  i.<  toU 
towards  Night  he  was  told»  that  Qldcsftle  was  in  St.  Giks*%  xoooo  tf 
with  twenty  Thoufand'z^/M.     It  was  further  faid,2jJ'*J^ 
that  their  JDefign  wa;  to  kill  the  King,  the  Princes  his^^^^^ 
Brothers,  and  all  the  Lords  Sfirittsat  and  Temporal  who 
were  hot  their  Friends.    Certainly  it  was  very  unlikely 
that  twenty  Thoufand  Men  (boiild  have  been  able  to  come 
tt^ether  at  the  very  Gates  of  London^  without  any  Bodv's 
liaving  any  notice  of  it.    It  was  ftill  more  improbable  that 
(Hdc4^h»  an  old  experienced  Warrior,  fhould  make  choice  of 
St.  6iUs*s  Fields^  overgrown  as  they  were  witli  Bufhes  and 
Shrabs>  for  the  Rendezvous  of  his  Troops.    Neverthelefs  sg  OeUevoi 
ithe  News  was  backed  with  fo  many  Circum(lances»  that  a. 
the  King  could  not  help  giving  Credit  to  the  Keporr.  He 
immedtatdy  drew  together  what  armed  Men  he  could>  and 

Eve  Orders  that  the  Gates  of  Lopulon  Hiould  be  kept  (hur, 
,  \  the  M(A  (hould  ^6  out  and  aflift  the  Rebels.    As  he  Hegon  $0 
was  naturally  yery  bold  and  couragious,  he  refolved  to  ar- 4.v4fit 
tack  them  before  they  (houki  have  taken  all  their  Meafures.  ^^^^^ 
He  arrived  upon  the  Place  about  Mid-i^ight,    and  finding 
^ot  fourfcofi^  or  a  hundred  Perfons,  fell  upon  them. 
'  There  were  about  a  Score  killed,  and  Sixty  taken.    Un- 
happily foir  thenv  they  ha<)  brought  Arms  with  them  for 
their  Defence,  in  Cafe  they  were  fet  upon  by  their  Perfe-

But  that  Fourfcore  or  a  Hundred  Men* 
among  whom  there  was  not  a  fingle  Perfon  of  any  Kank,

It  would  not  be  very 
firange  that  the  King  fhould  have  pardoned  Criminals  that 
confeiTed  themfelves  Guilty  :  but  it  is  unufual  with  Sove- 
reigns to  forgive  fuch  a  Crime  in  obflinate  Offenders,  who 
render  themfelves  unworthy  of  a  Pardon*  by  denying  what 
their  Somatco  (ufpoCts  they  have  been  convided  of.    I 
add  further,  that  Clemency  was  not  Hfnrj's  favourite  Vir- 
tue ;  on  the  contrary  he  leaned  very  much  to  the  Side  of 
Severity,  as  will  appear  by  feverd  Inftances  in  his  Reign. 
What  likelihood  then  was  there  that  he  ihould  be  pleafed 
to  pardon  Perfons  convided  of  having  intended  to  murder 
hiro>  together  with  all  the  Royal  Family  and  great  Men  of 
the  Kingdom,  at  the  very  Time  they  obflinately  perfifted 
in  denying  the  Faft  for  which  they  were  condemned,  had 
he  really  believed  them  guilty  ?    Laftly,  the  Principles  of 
the  Lollards  were  venr  far  from  allowmg  fuch  Barbarities. 
It  is  therefore  more  than  probable,  that  this  Impeachment 
was  forged>  in  order  to  render  the  Lollards  odious  to  the 
Kings  to  the  End  his  Licenfe  mi^ht  be  obtained  for  their 
PerUcution,  and  that  the  King  himfelf  was  convinced  of 
its  Falfehood,  after  bisfirfl:  Prejudice  came  to  be  removed.

The 
V^iox  Ambaffadors  were  impowercd  to  promift  in  the  King's 
'*  Name,  that  he  would  not  engage  in  any  other  Marriage-

that  Term  if  they  thought  proper.

Thele  Ambaffadors  entered  immediately  into  a  Confe-

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ed  at  firft  the  whole  Kingdom  of  France  for  their  Maften  241^. 
by  Virtue  of  his  Kighty  as  Heir  of  Edward  III.  Bur  af- 
ter a  (hort  Paufe^  they  added)  chac  being  very  fenfible 
their  Demand  might  caufe  Ibme  Difgufl,  they  would 
nuke  another^  with  a  Protefiation  however  that  it  ihould  be 
without  any  Prejudice  to  the  Right  of  their  Sovereign. 
Then  they  limited  their  Deimnds  to  the  following  Ar-^ 
ticks  :

LaiUy,  That  all  thofe  Countries  ftiould  be  made 
over  to  the  King  of  England  in  fall  Sovereignty,  to  hold 
them  as  Neighbour^  and  not  as  Vaffad  of  the  Crown  of 
Tramce.  ' 

Before  an  Anfwer  was  returned  to  thefe  Demands,  the 
Duke  of  Berry  earneflly  prefTed  the  AmbafTadors  to  begin 
with  the  Negotiation  of  the  Marriage»  affirming  it  was  the 
proper  Means  to  iettle  a  fblid  and  lafting  Peace  between  the 
two  Kingdoms,  He .  even  tendered  a  very  confiderable 
Dowry  for  the  Princefs  Catharine  ;  but  the  EngUJb  Ani* 
bafladors  would  confider  the  Match  only  as  an  Appendix, 
and  not  as  the  Foundation  of  the  Peace.  For  this  Reafon, 
they  infilled  upon  fetthng  the  Terms  of  the  Peace  firft,  be- 
fore the  Marriage  (hould  be  meddled  with.  In  fine,  after 
many  Dilputes  on  botj)  Sides,  the  Englifi  AmbafTadors 
brought  down  their  Demands  to  the  three  following  Ar* 
tides^  to  which  they  required  a  pofitive  Anfwer,  before 
any  other  Affairs  ihould  be  taken  in  Hand.

As  for  the  Matchf  they  roundly  affirmed*  that  the  King 
their  M  after  would  never  marry  the  Princefs  C4rA4r/«f,  un- 
lefs  he  fliould  be  fure  of  a  firm  and  lafting  Peace  with  King 
Charku  That  befidesf  as  the  Offers  hitherto  made  him 
were  very  inconfiderable,  they  had  no  PoTver  to  treat  about 
that  Matter.  That  therefore  it  would  not  only  be  to  no 
Purpoft  to  talk  of  the  Marriage ;  but  moreover  they  durft 
not  meddle  with  that  Point  before  the  reft  of  the  Articles 
were  all  agreed  upon.  They  added  however,  that  in  hopes 
more  reafonable  0£Fers  would  be  made>  they  were  willing 
to  rpeak  their  Thoughts,  that  no  lefs  could  be  offered  with 
the  Princefs  than  two  Millions  of  Gold- Crowns. 

Some  Days  after  the  Duke  of  Beny  delivered  them  a 
.Writing,  containing  tht  Offers  France  vrss  willing  to  make 
in  order  to  attain  to  a  Peace»  with  the  Anfwers  to  their 
Demands^  namely  ; 

I.  That  the  King  of  France  offered  j4gemis,  Bafadols^ 
jiucb  in  part,  PerigorJ,  Efcarre,  Oleron,  Bigorre,  Saiu^ 
tonge  beyond  the  c£arentej  Quercj^  (Montatiban  excepted) 
with  all  the  Country  between  the  Tarn  and  the  Aoeirom^ 
jdngotemois  and  Rovergne. 

II.  That  the  King  could  not  difpofe  of  Pro*uence,  fincc 
it  was  not  in  his  Poffeffion,  and  fince  he  had  not  contri- 
buted to  the  putting  it  in  the  Fhnds  of  the  preftnt  Pof- 
feflors. 

III.  That  feeing  for  the  fake  of  Peace  he  wa$  willing 
to  give  up  ib  rtany  fine  and  rich  Provinces  which  he  law- 
fully held*  the  King  of  £«r£/4«^  ought  CO  be  contented  with 
th^feOff"cr$.

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IV.  As  for  the  Match,  that  although  the  Dowj  of  a     HH- 
Daughter  of  Fr4nc$  was  fixed  to  a  much  lefs  Sum  than  he 
Jiad  already  ofFered*  he  would  on  the  Score  of  Peace,  raif e 
it  to  fix  Hundred  Thoufand  Crowns. 

Thefc  Demands  and  Anfwers  were  the  SubjeA  of  feveral 
Conferences,  which  laftcd  manyDays>  but  of  which  it 
would  be  tedious  to  relate  the  Particulars.  It  will  be  fuf- 
ficient  to  obferve,  that  the  AmbafTadors  q(  England  reduced 
at  length  all  their  Demands  to  the  Truufof  Bretignj^  and 
to  a  Million  of  Crowns  for  the  Princefs's  Portion.  But 
^thtFreneh  ftill  thought  that  Sum  exorbitant,  thtEngliJh 
gave  to  underftand,  they  could  lower  it,  on  Condition, 
that  in  Cafe  two  Sons  Ihould  come  of  this  Marriage,  the 
youngeft  ihould  have  Montrevil  and  Ponfhieu  in  full  Sove- 
reignty. But  the  French  returned  no  Aofwer  to  this,  and 
the  Conferences  ended  Aiarch  15  th,  14 14. 

Whilft  this  A£Fair  was  negotiating  at /'4rii,  the  Enemies  UeVuhe 
of  the  Duke  of  Bargundj  continued  to  ftir  up  King  Charles  ^/Burgun- 
againft  him,  infomucb  as  looking  upon  him  as  an  Enemy  ^Y ''  ^^''^'^ 
to  his  Ptfrlbn  and  Government,  he  refolved  to  make  ^^^'L^il^^ 
upon  him«    To  that  end,  having  determined  to  command  Mczerai. 
his  Army  in  Pcrfon,  he  went  and  took  the  Oriflamb  [or  Charles 
Royal  Standard  of  France]  at  Sr.  Denis ;    after  which  he  "'^'''-f: 
became  Matter  of  Soiffons  and  Campiegney  which  the  Duke^*'"^*''"' 
had  leized.    The  Duke  of  Burgundy  was  then  little  able  to 
withftand  him,  becaufe  the  Flemings  refuled  to  ferve  him 
againft  France  :    The  which  gave  the  Duke  of  Bourbon  alfo 
in  Opportunity  of  taking  Bapaume.   They  did  not  intend  ^„^yf^//, 
to  ftop  there  ;   but  luckily  for  him,  the  King  was  kiztd  tr,ocnei^ 
with  a  frelh  Fit  of  Lunacy.    This  Accident  afforded  the  his  Fits.

The  Projed  the  Commons  had 
formed  in  the  bre  Reign  againft  thcEfclefiafticks,  had  twice 
mifcarried  by  the  exceeding  Forwardnefs  Wickliff^s  Follow- 
ers had  ihown  in  that  Bufinefs.  The  CUrgj  taking  Ad- 
vantage of  their  Animofity»  had  given  the  late  King  to 
underflaod)  that,  a  Motion  of  that  Nature  could  not  but 
cooie  from  the  Horcticks  with  whom  the  Hoftfe  of  Commons 
abounded^  and  that  it  was  with  the  Downfall  of  the  Clcrgj 
that  the  Deftri^dion  qf  the  Catholicj^  Religion  was  to  be- 
gin. For  this  Reafon,  Henry  IV  had  ftrongly  oppofedit* 
and  with  that  Haughtlnefs  as  gave  great  Offence  to  the 
Commons.  Wherefore»  though  the  Members  that  were  no 
Friends  to  TVickUffs  DoSrine  joined  in  the  Projeft,  yet 
they  had  nqt  been  able  to  hinder  the  too  great  Zeal  of  the 
Lollards  from  laying  an  infurmounrable  Obftacle  in  i^s 
Way.

It  was  maintained,  that  the  Revenues  of  ^t  Church  would 
be  much  better  laid  out  in  providing  for  fuch  a  Number 
of  Nobles^  Collegesj  and  Hojpitah,     This  was  a  flunning 
Blow  to  the  C/rrf7,  and  the  more  becaufe  after  the  ^ff  late- 
ly paflfed,  and  which  was  ^StmWy  put  in  Execution,  there 
was  not  the  lead  Room  left  to  reprefent  the  Commons  as 
Heretical  or  Abettors  of  Herefj.

(ible.    After  divers  Debates  upon  a  Matter  of  that  Impor« 

tance 
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n&ce  to  theiB)  they  came  to  thefe  two  Refolutiohs.    The     1414. 
Firft  was,  to  give  up  foroc  Part  of  their  Lands  to  the  King^  ^%  ^^^^ 
in  order  to  five  the  reft.    The  Second,  to  divert  the  King's  ZlJ^^''"^ 
Thoaghts  from  A£Fairs  at  Home*  by  engaging  him  in  a 
foreign  War,  which  might  wholly  engrofs  hun.    The  frc-^ 
quent  fending  Ambafladors  from  Paris  to  LondoHi  and  from 
LomJon  to  PariSi  making  them  conclude  that  the  King  was 
mediating  fome  Enterprize  ajgainft  France^  they  refolved  to 
ftir  him  up  to  the  utmoft  oftheir  Power,  to  carry  War  in- 
to that  Kingdom.    Purfuant  to  thefe  Schemes,  the  Arch- 
bifliop  of  CamerbMrjy  who  undertook  to,  be  the  Spokefman, 
told  him,    «<  That  the  Motion  of  the  Houfi  tf  Commansp 
**  which  feemed  advantagious  to  the  State,   was  not  fo  in 
•*  reality  :    That  in  Cafe  their  Projeft  was  executed,  the 
<<  0fttrch*s  Revenues  would  be  put  to  Uies  which  the 
^  King  in  particular  would  reap  no  Benefit  from,  but  on 
^  the  contrary,  might  in  Time  be  extremely  prejudicial  to 
<<  the  Sovereign :  That  by  augmenting  the  Number  and 
<'  Riches  of  the  Nihility j  as  was  intended,  at  the  fame 
*^  Time  would  be  enlarged  a  Power  which  ever  fince  the 
<<  Foundation  of  the  Monarchy,   had  all  abng  oppofed 
^  the  Sovereigns,  and  even  hurled  fome  of  them  down  the 
<^  Precipice  :  Thai  the  Founding  of  Hofpitals  would  ferve 
<<  only  to  encotirage  People  in  Sloth  and  Idlenels,  when 
<  *  they  (hould  fee  fo  many  Honfis  ready  to  receive  them> 
<<  without  being  obliged  to  work  ;    but  that  the  CUrgj» 
<<  more  fincerely  affeded  to  the  King  than  the  Honfe  of 
^  Cammwty  were  very  willing  to  give  him  upon  this  Oc« 
<«  caiion  a  fenfible  Proof  of  their  Zeal  and  AfFedion  for 
«*  his  Perlbn,  by  delivering  up  the  Alien  Prioriesy  which  Thty  offer 
«  being  in  Number  one  Hundred  and  Ten,  were  poflefled  '^^  ^^s 
•<  of  Lands  which  would  confiderably  incrcafe  the  Re-  [f'fhi\\Ln 
<«  venue  of  the  Crown :  That  ail  the  Eftates  of  thefe  Hoh^  Priories. 
•'  Jes  would  be  entirely  his  ,•  whereas  if  the  rtojeft  of  the 
<«  Commons  took  Effed,  he  would  be  no  Gainer  by  it.  " 
Whether  the  King  fuffered  himfelfto  be  pcrfwaded  hy  He  accept s 
thefe  Arguments,  or  whether  he  thought  it  was  always  the  of^^fofir. 
beft  way  to  take  what  the  Clerff  offered  of  their  own  Ac-  fj^'^g^' 
cordi  he  accepted  of  the  PropolaL    Whereupon  the  Lands

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1414.     of  tbefe  Primes  wert  giten  failh  by  j0  rf  Pitrluamem^ 
without  the  Clergy's  oppoCng  it. 

Mean  while  the  Clern  being  appreheAfive  that  Iboner  or 
later  the  King  would  nave  a  mind  to  what  the  C^mmMS 
had  offi^red  him>  (erioufly  thought  of  putting  in  Execu-^ 
tion  the  other  Part  of  tneir  Scheme.  To  that  purpofe 
the  ArchbiHiop  took  upon  him  to  endeavour  to  induce.the 
King  to  make  War  upon  FrMce.  The  King's  warlike 
Temper,  his  ftirring  of  late  with  regard  to  the  AflFairs  of 
JFroftce,  and  the  univerfal  Defire  of  the  whole  Kiogdomi 
put  him  in  Hopes  that  his  Defign  woukl  be  crowned  with 
Succefs.  Having  therefore  prepared  a  Speech  proper  to 
produce  that  Effed,  he  took  occafion  to  (peak  it  in  Parli^ 
amenta  before  the  King  himfelf. 

He  began  with  iofinuating  Praifes  of  the  King's  Virtnest 
laying,  he  was  worthy  to  wear  not  the  Crown  of  EmgUmd 
only^  but  that  of  the  whole  Work!.  Then  addreffing  hioH 
felf  to  the  King>  he  reprefented  to  him,  <<  That  it  by  no 
^^  Means  redounded  to  his  Glory,  to  leave  the  King  oiFnuuM 
*<  in  the  peaceable  Enjoyment  oiNormandjy  Afijett,  Tpterauh 
<^  Maine,  and  Part  of  Guienne^  aQ  thefe  Provinces  having 
•'  been  wreftcd  from  the  Kings  of  EngUttd  by^'pure  Vio* 
<<  lence,  and  on  frivolous  Pretences.  That  it  was  not  only 
<<  to  thefe  Countries  that  he  had  an  indifputable  Right*  bat 
<'  might  alfo  very  juftly  lay  Claim  to  the  whole  lOngdom 
««  of  Frattce,  as  Heir  and  Succeifor  of  Eiivurdlll.  Then 
<<  he  urged  at  length  the  Reafbns  which  have  been  related 
<'  upon  this  Point,  in  the  Reign  of  Eiwurd.  He  talked 
*<  of  the  SaUcI^  Law  as  a  Chimera  built  upon  no  good  Foun* 
<^  dation,  and  which,  being  repugnant  to  the  Law  of  iVk* 
<<  jiere,  couM  not  be  admitted,  luppofing  it  was  as  real  as 
«<  it  was  imaginary.  He  ailerted,  that  Pepin  the  Sbmft^ 
*<  who  difpoffeflTed  theLine  ofAieroveuh  claimed  the  Crown 
<<  as  Hen:  to  B/fri&#7^4>  Daughter  o(  Clothaire  I;  and  that 
'<  Hngh  Capet  founded  his  Title  upon  his  being  defcended 
'^  from  a  Daughter  of  Lewis  le  Dehnnaire.  He  added, 
<'  that  thefe  Claims,  which  would  have  been  ridiculous*  if 
<<  the  Saiick^  Law  had  been  in  force  ever  fince  Phafamm$d» 
**  were  clear  Evidences  that  it  was  then  unknown.    That

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**  bcfides,  filch  a  Law  would  be  contrary  to  the  Law  of     H»f- 

*'  God  himftlf,  whodifpofed  in  quite  another  Manner  of  N""^^->7- 

"  the  Inheritance  of  Zelophehad^  in  favour  of  his  Daugh- 

'*  rers.    That  the  famous  French  Civilians  had  confeiled, 

*^  ihitxht Salick^Ld'w  wasa  Contradiftion  both  to  the  Law  ' 

**  of  (j^^and  Nature  (a).     In  fine,  that  the  glorious  Suc- 

•*  cefs  with  which  God  had  crowned  the  Arms  of  Edward 

**  III,  plainly  (howed  that  God  approved  not  of  that  prc- 

"  tended  Law.     That  if  afterwards  he  permitted  that  Mo-* 

^'  narch  and  the  Ffince  of  Wales  hi$  Son  to  end  their 

'*  Days  before  they  Were  able  to  repair  the  LolTes  they 

"  liad  fuflained  in  Franc^^  nothing  can  be  inferred  from 

**  thence  againft  the  Joilice  of  their  Claims.    That  by  his

**  a  Prince  endowed  with  fo  many  excellent  Qualities, 

^^  the  relinquiihing  of  thefe  jufl  Pretenfions  would  be  run- 

*'  nmg  counter  to  all  the  Rules  of  Prudence  and  Politick?. 

*'  That  moreover,  the  Pofture  of  Affairs  in  France  pre- 

^^  Tented  an  Opportunity  which  in  yain  would  be  fought 

**  hereafter.    Finally,  he  exhorted  the  King  to  exercife  the 

"  Talents  Heaven  had  bleffed  him  with,  and  not  to  remain 

^  in  an  ignoble  State  of  Inaftiviry,  but  prepare,  without 

^^  dreading  the  Difficulties*  for  fo  juft  and  glorious  a  Coo- 

"  queft,  which  would  render  him  the  greareft  Potentate  in 

"  Euroft.     He  clofed  his  Speech  with  faying,  that  if  the 

'*  King  would  be  pleafed  to  take  in  hand  fo  noble  an  Un« 

'*  dertaking,  the  Clergy  would  give  him  a  larger  Suhjidj  than 

*^  they  had  ever  granted  to  any  of  his  Anceftor^^  and  that

Mod  Hiflorians  pretend  that  this  Speech  had  fuch  a  lud- 
dcn  and  wonderful  EfiFedt,  that  Henrj  immediately  relblved 
to  profecute  his  Claim  to  the  Crown  of  France  :  But  th^ 
Negotiations  which  had  been  fet  on  foot  before  upon  this 
Head)  and  of  which  I  have  given  an  Account,  plainly 
make  appear,  that  this  B^efolution  was  already  taken,  and 
that  the  Bufinefs  at  prefent  was  to  get  the  Parliament  to  fall 
,.   ^^     into   the  (ame  Sentiments.    To   this  the  Archbiftiop's 
mgainii       Speech  perhaps  greatly  contributed ;  At  lead,  it  is  certaia 
France  r#-  that  the  Commoni  before  they  broke  up  approved  of  the 
^^^^'%T'^  Defign,  and  granted  the  King  a  ^Jiii^  of  Three  Hundred 
ifan/eVrhi  Tboufaud  Marks  to  begin  with.    There  is  fome  likelihood 
fjnj.         that  upon  this  OccaHon  the  Archbilhop  afted  b  Concert 
with  tne  King,  either  to  found  the  Mind  of  the  CommcMS^ 
or  to  ftir  them  up  to  a  War.

On  the  other 
Hand)  as  there  had  not  been  for  a  good  while  any  confide* 
rable  Alteration  in  EngUndy  befides  the  Acceflion  of  a  new 
King  to  the  Crown  >  the  Court  of  France  could  not  be- 
lieve that  the  EngUJh  were  in  a  Condition  to  fupport  the 
War  they  fb  loadly  threatned.    So  that  the  fole  View  of 
the  trench  was  to  amufe  Henry  till  Time  fhould  caufe  fome 
Turn  in  the  Affairs  of  either  Kingdom.

But  granting 
his  Capacity  had  been  greater,  what  could  he  have  done, 
hemmed  in  as  he  was  by  two  Fadions  which  divided  the 
Kingdom^  and  whereof'^  neither  was  really  attached  to  his 
Interefis  i  Befides,  neither  the  Danphin  nor  the  Orleans* 
FaSion  could  be  perfuaded,  that  after  anIntermifEon  of  two 
^I^ole  Reigns,  the  King  of  England  would  even  think  in 
cood  earneft  of  afTerting  his  Ri^t  to  the  Crown  of  France. 
we  find  in  the  EngHjb  Hiflory,  that  after  Henry  had  fent  r^e  t)m* 
the  firfl  Time  to  demand  the  Crown  of  France,   the  pbin'j 
DoHphUh  in  Derifion  of  his  Youth,  fent  him  for  a  Prefent  ^^^if 
a  Tun  of  Tennu-Balls.    His  Intent  no  doubt  was  to  let  Henry' 
him  know  that  he  thought  him  fitter  to  play  at  Tennis  than 
manage  Arms  * :  But  it  was  not  long  before  he  was  of  ano- 
ther Opinion.    Such  was  the  Difpofition  of  the  Coutt  of

They 
fures.  were  fenfible  at  length  chat  Henry  was  in  good  Earneft,  and 
it  was  not  without  fbme  Confunon,  that  they  perceived  he 
had  made  ufe,  to  over-reach  thcrh,  of  the  fame  Means  they 
had  praftiftd  ihemfelves  to  amufe  him.  The  Negotiations 
about  the  Marriage,  and  the  frequent  prolonging  the  In- 
gagement  he  had  voluntarily  entered  into,  were  only  a  De- 
coy he  ufed  to  hinder  France  from  being  provided  for  her 
Defenfe.  This  is  what  plainly  enough  appears  by  the  Par- 
liament's Relblve.

Before  the  meeting  of 
the  Parliament  of  Leicefler,  Henry  had  not,  as  one  may 
fay,  demanded  the  whole  Kngdora  of  France  but  by  the 
By,  and  to  ferve  as  a  Foundation  for  his  other  PretenHons.

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plaia  Evidences  enough  chat  thefe  Goings  and.  Comings  14.14, 
were  not  purely  to  prolong  a  Truce  of  Commerce*  wherein 
there  w^  no  great  Difficulty.  Bciides»  the  Difcovery  wt 
ihall  fee  hereafter,  will  make  appear  what  was  then  in  the 
Duke  of  BurgHndfs  Head.  The  gaining  of  that  Prince  to 
his  Intere(ls  was  a  material  Point  lo  Henrj.  A  iairer  Op* 
portunity  could  not  offer>  (ince  it  was  at  a  Time  when  the

Buc  he  boggledj  it  feems^  at  making  fo  extraordinary  a  Step*

The  fame  Prelate  being  returned  to  EngUmd  a  few  Days  be- 
fore the  Expiration  of  the  Truce,  added  fomething  more 
to  the  former  Offers ;  but  it  was  to  no  purpofe.

The  Areh'  The  Archciftiop  demanded  his  Anfwer  in  writing,  and  the

totbeKmg.kM  to  reproaching  the  King,    that  not  content  With  a

.  too  :  but  he  would  find  it  a  more  difficult  Task  than  he 
imagined. 
Henry  /•»-      Every  Thing  being  ready,  Henry  ordered  all  his  Troop$ 
hArks  his     to  repair  forthwith  to  Southampton,  where  they  were  to 
jyocps,  and  embark,  he  himfelf  going  before  to  manage  Matters  as  the 
7hSeeo'     Troops  and  Tranf  pores  arrived.    Whilfl  he  was  thus  bufied 
tiatknwlth  in  the  Imbarkation,  hegavefrefh  Powers  to  Philip  Morgan^ 
the  D«*^o/ to  conclude  a  Treaty  of  Alliance  with  the  Duke  of  Bar- 
Burgundy.  ^^.

gati^the  7»^j  or  the  Beginning  of  Augu^.  Thegreateft  Part  of 
t^'mg  difco-  nis  Troops  were  already  embarked,  when  notice  was  given 
vsred.  him  of  a  Conlpiracy  againfl  his  Perfbn,  formed  by  fuch 
as  he  thought  he  had  the  leaft  Reafbn  to  fufpeft.  If  we 
may  believe  the  Englijh  Hiflorians,  the  Court  of  France 
dreading  the  Iflue  of  the  War,  had  employed  vaft  Sums  of 
Money  to  bribe  fome  Perfbns  to  kill  the  King.  They  made 
thefe  Sums  amount  to  a  Million  of  French  Livres,  the 
which  is  not  to  be  thought  flrange,  confidering  the  Qua- 
lity of  (he  Perfons  concerned  in  the  Plot ;  namely,  Richard 
Earl  of  Cambridge^  Brother  of  the  Duke  of  Tork^;  Henrj 
Scroop  Lord  Treafurcr,  who  commonly  lay  in  the  fame

the  Earl  of  Cambridge's  Confeflion,  extant  in  the  ColleC'  Aa.Pab. 
tiof$  of  Pmhlick^jiUs,  contains  nothing  like  it.     It  appears  ^^'  ^°°* 
only)  that  th^y  had  confpired  to  fet  the  Earl  of  Adarch  at 
their  Head>  and  condud  him  where  they  hoped  they  (hould 
be  able  to  raife  an  Army,  by  making  ufe  of  the  Name  of 
Ricbardll.  as  if  he  were  ftjll  livings    That  if  they  could 
not  deceive  the  People  by  that  Means  which  had  already 
been  fo  often  pradiled,  their  Intent  was  to  pubhih  zAda^ 
mfefig  in  the  y^ame  of  the  Earl  of  Marchy  inviting  the 
People  to  reftore  that  Prince  to  his  Rights  which  wercu- 
fiu-ped  by  the  Houfe  of  Lancafier.     As  they  could  not 
make  ufe  of  the  Earl  of  March's  Name,  without  having 
him  in  their  Power,  or  at  leafl  of  their  Side,  they  could 
not  help  letting  him  into  the  Plot.

Tranfport  Ships,  on  Board  of  which  he  had  embarked  Six 
Thoyfind  Men  at  Arms,  and  Twenty  Tbouland  Archers» 
making  in  all  an  Army  o{  about  Fifty  Thoufand  Men.  He 
was  attended  by  the  Earls  of  Dorfet^  Kcnty  Cornwall  Ss- 
lisburjy  Huntington^  befides  a  great  Number  of  other  No- 
ZanJstit  .   blemen.     On  the  ziftof  ^ngt^  he  landed  his  Troops  at 
Hivrc  dc    Jfavre  de  Grace  in  Normandy^  and  wicbout  Lofs  of  Timf 
^^'*^^*       marched  towards  Harfleur»  about  nine  Miles  oft.     That 
Place  was  flrong  and  well-ftored.     Juft  before  Four  Hun- 
dred Men  at  Arms  had  been  ient  thither,  belides  abundance 
of  Gentlemen  of  the  Neighbourhood,  who  came  of  their 
T^hes  Har-  ^^"  Accord.  The  Garrifon  made  a  vigorous  Defenfe^  b\xt 
fieur,  find  howevcT,  in  a  little  Time  they  were  fain  to  capitulate^  and 
ftc^ieiit     promife  to  furrender  the  Pbce  unlcfs  relieved  within  three 
rcith  E«g-   Day5,    xhe  Term  being  expired^  and  no  Relief  corner 
'^*  •  Hcnrf  took  Poflcflion  of  the  Town>  and  expelling  tbc 

Inhabitants,  planted  an  Ef^Ufit  Colonj  in  their  Rooid,  as 
Zdivard  tit.  had  formerly  done  at  CaUh. 

This  Place  being  of  the  utmoft  Importance,  Hcnrj  would 
not  depart  from  thence  till  it  was  entirely  repaired  and  pu^ 
Kei.  Pub.  in  a  good  State  of  Defenfe.  Whilft  he  was  employed  ijk 
IX.  3 1 3*  this  work>  he  fent  a  written  Challenge  to  the  Dat^hiuy  of-r 
fering  to  decide  all  their  Pifferences  by  a  (ingle  Combat  be-^. 
cween  them  Two.  In  the  King's  Notion  the  whole  Kii^« 
dom  of  France  was  at  Stake  in  thefe  Difputes.  If  he  <u« 
rcifled^iimfelf  to  the  Daufhin,  it  was  on  accpuoc  of  the 
King  his  Father's  Diftemper,  which  rendered  him  uncapa* 
^le  of  ;(ccepTing  fuch  a  Challenge*    But  as  it  was  not  in 
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AeDm^hm's  Power  to  hazard  in  a  (inokCombac  the  Crown  H^T* 
^Fnmct,  which  was  not  in  his  Poffeffion  yttyHenrj  offered* 
io  cafe  he  ihould  come  off  Conqueror,  ro  let  King  ChsrUs 
cojoy  it  during  his  Life.  Moreover,  he  ptotefted  that  this 
Propofal  came  wholly  from  himfelf*  without  his  Couocih 
or  any  of  the  Royal  Family  having  any  Hand  in  it ;  and 
therefore  be  pretenoed  it  could  bring  no  Prejudice  to  his  own 
or  his  Sacceflbrs  Rights.  This  Challenge  was  dated  at  his 
Town  of /br/Zriirs  September  i6thr  141 5.  It  does  not 
appear  that  the  DuMfhin  fent  any  Anfwer  to  it.  The  Truth 
is  the  Offer  was  too  difadvantagious  on  his  Side,  iince  he 
voaid  have  hazarded  a  Crown  which  his  Father  was  in  ac* 
toal  Pofleffion  df,  and  which  he  was  naturally  one  Day  to 
inherit ;  whereas  Henry  would  have  run  the  Risk  of  bare 
Kreteofioos  only. 

The  taking  of  Hurpnr  might  have  made  Hemj  reft  fa-  Jllstt^u  if 
titfed  with  the  Succefs  of  his  firft  Campaign,  which  he  had  ^'  ^"&**^ 
begun  a  little  too  late,  had  not  the  ill  State  of  his  Army    ^^* 
given  him  a  great  deal  of  Vexation.    The  Tlnx,  which  was 
Sotamongft  his  Troops,  had  made  and  flill  did  make  (uch 
Ravage*  that  not  above  the  fourth  Part  oi  his  Army  were 
io  a  Condition  to  bear  Arms.    This  Difiemper  had  not 
fnzed  the  common  Soldiers  only,  but  the  molt  conHdera- 
bk  Officers  themfelves  were  not  free  from  it.    The  Bifliop 
of  Nmukh  and  the  Earl  of  Sttffolk^^txt  already  dead  of  it. 
The  Duke  of  CUteme  the  King's  Brother,  the  Earl  of 
Aruitdel^  and  leveral  other  Officers  of  Diflindion  had  been 
fodaogeroufly  ill  of  it,  that  they  were  obliged  to  return 
to  EngUnit  in  hopes  of  being  cured  there. 

At  the  fame  Time  Htnrj  learned  from  all  Hands  that  T^^^rttizh 
AcFrcMcb  were  drawing  togaher  their  Forces  with  all  fpecd  ^^'^^t\ 
iQ  order  to  give  him  Battle.    Till  the  taking  of  HarflcMr  niy. 
the  Court  of  Trance  it  (cems  would  not  believe  the  King  of 
Engldnd  intended  to  wage  War  in  good  earneft,  and  ac-- 
coidingly  had  made  no  Preparations  for  a  Defence.    But 
rftcrthe  Lofs  of  lb  important  a  Place,  King  Chdrles*s  Coun-  ^ 

citealily  perceived  it  was  neceflary  to  aflemble  all  the  Forces 
of  the  Kingdom,  in  order  to  put  a  Stop  to  the  Progni^  of 
^  Enemy,  who  began  to  be  vet  y  formidable.    The  great 
y  o  L-  V.  "  Q.  Arma- 
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Armament  France  wa$  preparing,  the  ill  State  of  the  £^ 
gUfo  Army,  and  the  Approach  of  Winter,  obliged  Hemrj  to 
think  of  recreating.  He  might  it  feems  have  re^^embarked 
at  Harflenr.  But  whether  he  thought  that  wouki  look 
too  much  like  running  away,  or  whether  he  forefaw  not  all 
the  Obftacles  he  afterwards  encountered,  or  for  fome  other 
unknown  Reafon«  he  came  to  a^Kefolutioo  to  retire  by 
Land  to  Calais. 

The  March  he  undertook  was  difficult,  at  a  Seafon^rfaen 
the  Kains  began  to  make  the  Roads  very  bad.  But  it  be- 
came much  more  io  by  Accidents  which  he  did  not  ex- 
ped*  The  French  havmg  forefeen,  or  been  informed  of 
his  Defign,  ha  J  broke  down  in  all  hafte  the  Bridges,  and 
fj>oiled  the  Caufey's  which  were  in  his  Rout,  and  deftroy- 
cd,  or  removed  into  the  fortified  Towns,  the  ProTifions 
atid  Forrage  that  he  might  have  met  with  in  the  Country. 
Oil  the  other  Hand,  the  Conftable  D'  jllheh  with  a  Body 
of  Troops  which  he  had  drawn  together,  whilft  the  reu 
were  getting  ready,  continually  harrafled  the  Engliflf,  and 
conftrained  them  to  march  clote  together,  and  to  be  always 
upon  their  Guard.  All  thefe  Difficulties  hindered  them 
from  going  forward  fo  fpecdily  as  would  have  been  necef? 
fary  in  order  to  get  out  of  thfe  ill  Pafs  they  were  in. 

Amid  ft  all  thefe  Rubs  in  his  Way,  Henrjfm^chcd  along 
th^  S^mnUi  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  pafs  that  River  at  the 
Ford  of  BlanqHetaquey  as  Edward  III  had  'done  the  Day  be- 
fore the  Battle  otCrecy.  But  when  he  came  there,  he  found 
that  Pafs  rendered  imprafticable  by  being  drove  full  of  (harp 
Stakes,  and  defended  moreover  by  a  Body  of  Troops  poft- 
ed  on  the  other  Side.  He  was  extremely  concerned  to  find 
he  could  not  put  his  Projeft  in  Execution.  He  lay  under 
a  Neceffity  however,  either  of  paffing  the  Somme^  or  rc- 
iblving  to  return  to  Harfieur  through  the  very  fame  Diffi- 
culties he  had  already  been  expofed  to,  and  without  know- 
ing  when  he  came  there,  how  to  maintain  his  Army.  In 
this  Extremity  he  determined  to  march  along  the  River  to 
its  very  Fountain-head,  though  by  fo  doing,  he  went  very 
far  out  of  his  Way :    As  he  advanced,   he  every  where 

found 
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found  the  Bridges  broken  down,  and  the  Fords  guarded  by     M^i'* 
Troops^  intrenched  on  the  other  Side. 

As  in  the  prefentCafe,  there  was  no  Remedy  but  Patir  Tin  Army 
coce^  Hcftry  took  all  poffible  Care  to  infpire  his  Troops Z'^/'^^*^* 
with  it,  by  bearing  his  Ihare  of  the  Wants  and  Hardfliips  MMrch, 
they  laboured  under.    It  is  eafy  to  judge,  that  theft  Hard- 
fliips were  by  no  means  proper  to  ftop  the  Courfe  of  the 
Diftemper  they  were  aflBifted  with,   but  on  the  contrary, 
great  Numbers  fell  ill  iu  the  March.    In  fine,  to  compile 
his  Misfortunej  ^^r/s^r;  had  Advice  that  the  Kinc^of /V^irc^ 
Was  come  to  Roany  and  had  lent  to  the  ConfiaSu  fourteen  French 
Thoufand  Men  at  Arms^  with  all  the  Princes  and  great  Army  rt- 
Lords  of  the  Kingdom,  except  the  Dukes  of  Berry  and  '"M^rf* 
Burffindy.    The  DMHphin  was  very  defirous  of  command-^ 
ing  the  Army ;    but  the  King  would  not  give  him  leave^ 
The  Confiablcf  who  had  alfo  drawn  together  abundance  of 
other  Troops,  having  received  fo  ftrong  a  Reinforcement, 
called  a  Council  of  War,  wherein  it  was  unanimoofly  re- 
iolvcd  to  give  the  Eft^lijb  Battle.     But  as  the  French  Gene- 
rals thought  themfefves  fure  of  Viftory,  confidering  the 
Superiority  of  their  Numbers,  they  juoged  it  beft,  inftead 
of  continuing  to  guard  the  Sommty  to  Yet  the  EngUfb  Ar-  j^^-^^^w 
ray  pafs  over,  and  to  go  and  port  thcmfelves  in  the  wa/  txfeatht 
to  C-if/4//.    Th^s  Relolution  being  taken,  they  went  and  ^"R^*^  '^ 
expefted  their  Enemies  in  the  Earldom  of  St.PW,  to  thej^'^'^'^ 
^nd  they  might  draw  them  over  the  Sommty  into  a  plac;e        ! 
where  they  Ihould  not  be  able  to  make  a  Retreat. 

It  is  certain  that  by  pafTing  the  River,    Henry  run  into 
manifeft  Danger,  fince  he  had  no  other  Coutife  to  take  but 
to  conquer  or  dye.    It  is  true  he  might  have  turned  back  tq 
B^rfiemr  ;  but  I  cannot  tell  whether  that  was  !cf$  hazard- 
ous, confidering  the  Difficulties  he  mull  have  encountered, 
and  which  he  had  not  without  infinite  Pain  and  Trouble 
furmounted.

The  Day  before  the 
Fight,  Htwn  having  fent  David  Gam,  a  fyelfb  Captain,  to 
view  the  Poiture  of  the  Enemy,  this  brave  Officer  brought 
back  Word,  that  there  were  enough  to  kill,  enough  to 
take  Prifoners,  and  enough  to  run  away.    This  couragious 
Afliirance  pkafed  the  King  mightily,  as  it  was  a  good  Sign 
thathisMen  were  firmly  rcfolved  to  do  their  Duty.  Mean  Grmtdif" 
while  the  French  were  making  merry  in  their  Camp,  hold-  ^/'^^^I'J^l^ 
ing  thcmfelves  fure  of  Viflory,  by  Reafon  of  their  Num-  ^^^l^J, 
hm.   McKerai  owns,  that  they  were  four  Times  as  many 
as  the  Engliffj.    Monjlnlet  fays  fix  Times.   This  Diverfity 
aay  partly  proceed  itomMe^raCs  reckoning  all  the  Sol-^ 
dicrs,  fick  and  well,   in  the  EngUp  Army,  and  from  the 
othef*s  meaning  only  fuch  as  were  in  a  Condition  to  fight. 
The  EngUjb  Writers  make  the  Difference  between  the  two 
Armies  much  greater,   affirming  the  French  amounted  to 
one  Hundred  and  fifty  Thoufand,  and  the  EngUfb  but  to 
nbeThoufand.     Be  this  as  it  will>  it  is  certain  the  Supefi-^ 
ority  of  the  French  was  vaftly  greats    But  what  Odds  foc- 
w  there  was  between  the  two  Armies,  as  to  Number, 
there  was  another  and  no  lefs  confiderable  Difparity  with 
regard  to  ftie  diffirrent  State  they  were  in.     The  EngUJhp 
troubled  for  the  moft  Part  with  a  FluXf    which  had  lluck 
clofe  to  them  ever  fince  their  Departure  (xomHarflenry  were 
xnorcover  harraffed  with  a  long  march  of  a  Month,  in  very 
had  Weather  and  through  an  Enemies  Country.    They 
had  all  along  been  in  Want  of  Provifions,    and  would 
doubtlefs  have  been  all  ftarved  to  Death,   if  the  exaft  Dif- 
tifline,  which  the  King  caufed  to  be  obferved  had  nor  en- 
pged  the  Country  People  to  fupply  them  with  Vi duals, 
tor  the  fake  of  felling  them  at  an  extravagant  Rate.    The  confidence 
Trench  oa  the  contrary  were  frefh  and  healthy,  abounding  pf  the 
B^ith  plenty  of  Provifions,  and  labouring  under  no  Incon-  ^J^en-^- 
rcniency.    If  we  may  believe  the  Englijh  Hiftorians,  fo 
confident  of  Succefs  were  the  French  Leaders,  that  they 
fot  to  the  King  xq  know  what  he  intend^  to  giv«  for 
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Hiy-     his  Ranfom,  when  he  Ihould  be  in  their  Hands*    Henr^ 
defpifing  this  Bravado^  replied^  as  fome  tell  us.  That  it 
would  quickly  be  known>  whole  BuHnefs  it  was  to  com* 
pound  for  the  Ranfonis. 
7he  two         On  the  2  5  th  of  OSober%  the  Day  appointed  for  the  Bat- 
jirmies  are  tkj  the  iwo  Armies  were  drawn  up  in  Battalia  at  Break  of 
f»TW  Day.    The  Conftable  D*  j4lln'ct  committed  on  this  Occa- 
Bfjt'^      ^^"  ^"  unpardonable  Blunder,  in  chufing  for  the  Field  of 
Blunder  of  Rattle  a  narrow  Piece  of  Ground,  flanked  on  one  Side 
^heCovftii'  by  a  Rivulet,    and  on  the  other  by  a  large  Wood.    By 
^^'  which  Means  he  loft  all  the  Advantage  which  the  Superio- 

riryof  Numbers,  and  efpecially  mHorfe,  could  give  him. 
Ic  is  mod  certain  that  this  General  ought  to  have  pofted 
himfelf  in  a  large  and  open  Place,  where  he  might  have  had 
It  in  his  Power  to  furround  the  EngUfhy  who  were  but  a 
Handful  of  Men  in  comparifon  of  his  Army.     But  by 
drawing  up  his  Troops  in  Battalia    upon  fuch  a  narrow 
Piece  of  Ground,    he  was  forced  to  make  his  Front  no 
larger  than  that  of  the  Enemy,  and  fo  deprived  himfelf  of 
a  very  manifeft  Advantage.     Neither  can  it  be  faid,  that 
the  Choice  of  the  Field  of  Battle  was  not  entirely  in  his 
Breaft.     Seeing  tht  EngUjh  were  marching  for  Calais^    ic 
was  in  his  Power  to  plant  himfelf  in  fbme  fpacious  Plaini 
capable  of  containing  his  whole  Army,  and  where  he  might 
have  had  room  to  fight  all  at  ^once.    So  that  one  cannot 
enough  wonder  at  his  Blindnefs,  which  can  be  afcribed  to 
nothing  but  his  Prefumption.    His  Defign,  it  feems,  was 
to  dam  up  that  narrow  PaHage,  to  the  end  the  EngUpj  might 
not  be  able  to  proceed,  not  conHderiog  that  this  Precaution 
could  not  be  ot  any  Advantage  but  to  the  weaker  Side.     I 
have  dwelt  a  little  upon  this  falfe Step,  becaufe  in  all  likeli- 
hood it  was  the  principal  Caufe  of   the  bad  Succefs  the 
French  had  in  this  Day*s  ASion.     The  Conjlablcy  blinded 
by  the  Number  of  his  Troops,  drew  them  up,*  as  I  (aid, 
on  this  narrow  Ground,  but  fb  clo'e  together,  that  it  was 
eai'y  to  forefee  Confufion  and  Diforder  would  enfue  during 
the  Battle.     He  divided  his  Army  into  three  Bodies ;  the 
Firftof  which  he  commanded  himfelf,  and  with  bin:^  were 
|he  Dukes  of  Orleans^  and  Bqnrhn*  the  Earls  of  Bti^j  ^c^ 
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WlmpTf  Ricbimoniy  the  famous  Mar(halB«iVi:/^4iir/ Grand  Ma-     141/. 
ilerof  the  Crofs-Bow  Men,  the  LotADatt^ier  Admiral  of 
Fratuey  the  .Daupbid  of  Auvergmej  and  feveral  other  Offi- 
cers of  the  greateft  Diftindion*     AU  thefe  Prkices  and 
I^ords  thought  themfelves  happy  in  being  in  the  iirft  Line, 
perfwaded  as  they  were9  that  there  woi&  be  nothing  left 
for  the  other  two  to  do.    The  Duke  o^Alenfin  command- 
ed the  Second  Body,  with  the  Duke  of  fi^r,  the  Earls  of 
Fdmdemonty  Nevtrs^  SsUffeiy  R»mfsy  and  GroMd^Prt.     Ac 
the  Head  of  the  Third  Line^  were  the  Earls  of  Afi^rk, 
DamfmartiH,  Fattquettterg  and  the  Lord  Je  Ldmr^u 
'   Whilft  the  French  were  drawing  up  in  Battle-array,  Hett*  Precaution 
fj  detached  a  Body  of  four  Hundred  Spcar-Men,  to  go  ^J'^Aj^J* 
and  poft  therofelves  out  of  Sight  of  the  Enemy,  behind  thtBm^. 
the  Wood  on  the  Left-hand  of  the  Field  of  Battle.    He 
kxiged  moreover  two  Hundred  Archers  in  a  low  Meadow- 
Ground  covered  with  ibme  Buniet  on  the  Right.    In 
drawing  up  his  Army,  he  could  make  but  two  Lines  by 
Reafon  of  the  fmall  N  umber  of  his  Troops.    Edward  Duke 
of  Tork^  commanded  the  Firft,  attended  by  the  Lords  Btau- 
m&fU,  fVillomghh  and  Stanhope  *.    The  King  put  himfelf 
at  the  Head  of  tne  Second,  with  a  Gold  Crown  on  his  Hel- 
inety  which  ferved  for  a  Creji^  and  near  him  was  the  Stand- 
ard of  EngUnd.    In  this  Poftufc  be  expeded  the  Trench  to 
come  and  attack  him.    In  the  mean  Time  he  went  through 
all  the  RankS)  exhorting  his  Troops  not  to  be  afraid  of  a 
Multitude  of  raw  and  undifciplined  Soldiers.    He  repre^ 
iented  to  them^  fthat  the  obtaining  of  Viftories  depended 
not  on  Numbers,  but  on  Bravery,  and  above  all  on  the  Af^ 
fiftance  of  Godwin  whom  he  admontihed  them  to  pkce  their 
whole  Truft.    Perceiving  that  the  French  kept  their  Stand- 
ing,  he  fent  for  fome  of  nis  principal  Qificers»  and  faid  to 
them  with  a  chearful  Countenance,  Mj  Friends^  Since  thtj 
wHl  me  beginy  it  is  cnr  Bnjinefs  to  open  a  Pfffage  mth  onr 
Swords.    Let  hs  charge  them  in  the  Name  of  the  ever  blejfed

*  There  was  no  Lord  Stanhfe  then,  Sir  Philif  Stanbofi  not  be- 
ing created  B^ron  of  sMforJ,  till  the  i^th  of  Kint^  y.*mej,  and  af[t*r- 
wardf  in  the  f4th  of  Charles  I.  Earl  of  Chijhrficld.  InftcaJ  of  SSAn- 
bofe  here,  S^ffJ^  and  others  tti^fAnhcfe, 
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i4if'  Trinity.  Having  faidthefeWordSf  he  gave  the  Signal  lor 
7l^Eng!i(h  Baccfe.  Inuncdiaceiy  the  Sddiers  of  the  foremoft  Ranks 
^m  ih9  having  removed  the  Stakes  which  they  bad  iec  up  befeie 
-^'^  them  to  lefift  the  Fury  of  the  Cuvdrj^  the  whole  Anny, 
ihouting  as  ufual*  put  themfelves  in  Motion.  Having 
moved  forward  a  little*  they  made  a  Haic»  expeding  the 
Enemy  to  come  on ;  but  finding  the  French  ftirred  Qot» 
they  cotftinued  their  March  in  good  Order.  As  fixMi  as 
they  came  within  Bow-Shot,  the  foremoft  Ranks  pitched 
the  Stakes  ^9  interweaving  them  one  among  another,  and 
bending  them  a  httle  towards  the  Enemy.  At  the  (aoie 
Time  a  Body  of  chofen  Archers  advancing  fome  Paces,  be* 
gan  at  a  fmall  Diftance  to  let  fly  upon  the  Enemy  a  Shower 
of  Arrows  three  Foot  k>ng,  which  being  (hot  by  Men  of 
Dexterity  and  Vigour,  did  the  greater  Execution  among  the 
Trench,  as  they  ftood  extremely  cbfe  together  and  had  fcarce 
room  to  move.  The  French  Cavalry  advancing  at  length 
to  replu(e  the  Archers,  thefe  laft  nimbly  retreated  behind 
the  Stakes  with  a  wonderful Difcipline,  in  which  the  King 
had  exercifed  them  himfelr  for  fome  Days*  Mean  while 
the  two  Hundred  Bow-Men  who  lay  concealed  in  the  Mea* 
dow,  riling  up  on  a  fudden*  let  fly  their  Arrows  among 
the  Cavdlrj^  who  were  put  in  a  Diforder  fo  much  the  great- 
er, as  the  Horfes  (unk  up  to  their  Knees  in  the  Ground 
Mondxclct  foftened  by  the  Rains.  The  Englijh  feeing  them  in  Con- 
fufion,  threw  away  their  Bows,  and  fell  upon  their  £ne« 
mies  Sword  in  Hand.  It  is  affirmed,  that  the  Engl$(h»  for  the 
moft  Part,  were  fain  to  fight  quite  naked  from  the  Wafte 
downwards^  by  Keafon  of  their  Diflemper.  However  as 
the  firft  Line  of  the  French  confided  of  all  the  beft  Troops 
in  their  Army,  this  Charge^  as  vigorous  as  it  was,  was  re- 
pulfed  with  fome  Lofs  on  the  Side  of  the  EngUJb.  But 
that  was  not  capable  of  diiheartening  Men  that  were  deter* 
mined  to  conquer  or  dye.  After  they  had  taken  Breath 
a  little,  they  charged  again  with  fuch  Refblution,  that  it 
was  not  polTible  for  their  Enemies  to  (land  the  Shock*

^  Thev  were  (ludd^  wr  h  Iron  at  both  Ends,  and  about  fix  Foot 
loog.    Thefe  were  let  vp  by  the  Dke^ioo  of  the  Duke  of  T^rk* 
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This  fccohd  Atttsrct  ^as  fo  much  the  more  difficult  toht      H»f« 
repitlfed,  as   at  the  fame  Time  the  French  felt  themfelves 
flnrlced  by  thfe  Engbflj  fjorfe^  who*  had  lain  in  Ambulh  be- 
htnd  the  Wood.     Theh  it  was  that  Difordcr  was  every  ihtfir^ 
where  fpread  among  the  Troo^i  fo  vigoroufly  prcfled  by  ^''^^O^ 
their  Enenfiiesj  who  flew  without  Mercy  all  that<came  in  ,j^"^^^ 
their  Way.

.  Mean  ^hife;  Ifenry  having  advanced  with  bis  fecond 
Line,  as  the  fitft  ^gained  Ground,  ftood  ready  t6  fupporc 
hbMeti  who  would  have  been  in  Danger  of,  being  put  to 
the  Rout;  in  Caf<^  her  had  been  at  top  great  a  Diftance. 
WMlft  tkc  firft  Body  after  having  fo  bravely  fought,  were 
fiMng^of  to'thc  Right  and  Left,  in  order  to  make  Way  for 
the  King,'  and  to  go  and  rally  in  his  Rear,  Henrj  alighting  . 
from  his  Horfe,  prefenred  hrmfelf  to  the  Enemy  with  an 
nndtfunted  Countensince.    The  Duke  of  ^/ir«/^»,  Princeof 
the  Blood^Royal  of  France,  advanced  at  the  Head  of  his 
Body  with  gteat  Intrepidlry,  not  queftioning  but  he  (hould 
be  able  by  H^  Gdndndf  ahd  Valour  to  wipe  out  the  Dil- 
grace  his  Countrymen  had  julV  received.     He  had  detached 
eighteen  rdblute  Fellows,  with  Orders  tokeepclofe  ro  the 
King  of  EftgUnd,  and  never  leave  him  till  they  had  either 
flain  or  taken  hiril  Prifbner.     Henrj/  for  his  P.5rt  marching  Henry 
on  with  a  Fiercenefs  heightened  by  the  Succefs  of  his  fore-  -fi^^^'  ^^ 
moft  Troops,  charged  the  fecond  Line  with  a  Valour  e-  ^>^'/^^^J 
qual'to  that  of  the  moft  renowned  Heroes  in  Hiftory.    He  Troop. 
fought  on  Foot  at  thieHead  of  his  Men,  rufhing  among  his 
Enemies,  as  if  he  had  forgot  that  the  Fate  of  his  Ar*iiy  de- 
pended upon  his  Life. 

Mean  Time  the  eighteen  Cavaliers  who  had  undertaken  to  ue  is  eypo- 
difpatch  him,  having  opened  their  Way  to  him,  one  ol  / ''-'^^s^'f^' 
them  gave  him  fuch  i  Blow  with  a  Battle- Ax  on  the  Heid,  ^'^^^^'^^ 
that  it  ftunned  him  for  awhile,  though  the  Goodnefsof 
his  Helmet,  had  retifted  its  Violence.    At  the  fame  Ti^ne, 
V  o  L.  V.  TL  '     the 
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141  f.     the  reft  were  ftriving  with  all  their  Power  to  come  at  him. 
In  all  appearance,  he  would  hardly  have  cfcapcd  the  Fury 
of  thefe  DffpfrdJoesy  had  not  David  Gam  the  brave  ff^cljb 
Captain,  with  two  other  Officers  of  the  fame  Nation,  faved 
his  Life  at  the  Expence  of  their  own.    The  King,  who 
had  recovered  his  Senfes,  leeing  them  extended  at  his  Feet 
and  ft  ill  alive,  knighted  them  alUhrcc,  being  unable,  in  the 
Condition  they  were  in,  to  reward  their  Loyalty  any  other 
way.

JmJcou'   mated  by  the  Danger  he  had  run,  gave  fignal  Proofs  of  I 
rage.  Valour,  and  drew  upon  him  the  braveft  of  the  Enemies* 

The  Duke  of  GUucefter  his  Brother  who  fought  by  his 
Side,  being  knocked  down  with  the  Blow  ofaClub,he  co- 
vered him  a  good  while  with  his  own  Body  to  prevent  bis 
H«  is  knock'  being  killed  outright.    By  this  bold  Aftion,  be  broughc 
$iJownon  himtelf  into  fuch  Danger,  that  at  length  he  received  on  his 
t.u  Knees,    j^^^j  ^  gj^^  ^j^j^jj  ^^j^  j^jj^  f^n  ^  ^jj  Knecs,    But  his 

Guard,  immediately  advancing,  repulfed  the  Enenay,  and 
gave  him  Time  to  rife  again.    The  Hazard  the  King  was 
cxpofed  to,  and  the  Wonders  he  performed,  infpired  bis 
Tl^fFrcmh  Troops  with  a  fort  of  Fury.    On  afudden,  as  it  were  by 
Mfe  fut  in    Confcnt,   the  EngUfh  Soldiers  incouraging  one  aoother, 
diforder.      ^^^^  headlong  upon  their  Enemies,  and  by  this  violent  and 
unexpefted  Attack,  put  theta  in  fuch  Dilorder,  that  their 
Leaders  could  never  repair  it.    Henpj  improving  this  Ad- 
vantage, preffed  them  vigoroufly  in  order  to  hinder  them 
from  recovering  out  of  their  Surprize,  being  well  aware  that 
this  was  the  lucky  Moment  on  which  the  Viftory  was  to 
depend.      Their  Diforder  increafing   more  and  more  by 
Reafbn  of  their  great  Numbers  and  want  of  Room^  they 
began  at  length  to  retreat  as  they  fought,  and  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner as  plainly  fhowed  they  would  quickly  take  to  their 
Heels. 

The  Duke  of  AUnfon  enraged  to  fee  the  Battle  loft  by 
the  Flight  of  the  lecond  Lme,  and  delpairing  that  the  Third 
would  be  able  to  renew  the  Fight,  genercufl/  refolved  to 

die 
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die  faooourably,  ntcber  than  turn  his  Back  and  live  to  be  a     H^f- 
Witneft  of  his  Country's  Difgrace.    Regardlefs  of  a  Life 
he  was  determined  to  ]oie>  he  took  with  him  a  Imall  Num« 
ber  of  brave  and  refolute   Perfons,   and  furioufly  making 
Way  with  his  Sword  through  the  EngUjh  Troops,  he  every 
where  foqght  the  King  of  England,  in  hopes  of  revenging 
by  one  fingle  Stroke^  the  Lois  Frdnce  had  that  Day  fuftain- 
cd.     It  was  no  hard  JVlatter  to  find  Hpnrj^  who  thought  of 
nothing  lefs  than  concealing  himfelf.    The  Moment  the  Alenfon 
Duke  Taw  him^  he  ran  at  him,  and  crying  aloud  that  he  ghes  the 
was  the  Duke  of  jilenfon^  difcharged  on  his  Head  a  Blow  ^i'^i  «/*- 
with  fuch  Violence,  that  it  carried  off  one  half  of  the  Gold  ''""''  ^''"' ' 
Crown  on  the  Top  of  his  Helmet.    Henry  not  having  been 
aUe  to  pary  the  Blow,  was  not  flow  to  revenge  it.    In  re-  pf/fj^jf^cks 
cum,  he  ftruck  the  Duke  to  the  Ground,  and  with  repeat*  him  down. 
ed  Bk>ws  flew  two  of  his  brave  Attendants,    In  an  Inftant, 
the  Duke  was  iurrounded  by  a  Crowd  of  Enemies  who 
pat  an  End  to  his  Life^  maugre  all  the  Endeavours  of  the 
King  to  (ave  him.    The  Death  of  the  Duke  of  j^lenfon  hav- 
ing quite  bereaved  bis  Troops  of  all  Courage,  they  openly 
took  to  Flight. 

The  third  Line  of  the  French  being  ftill  frefti  and  in  The  third 
good  Order,   might  have  renewed  the  Battle  :     But  their  L*neofth9 
Hearts  failing  at  the  Sight  of  the  Slaughter  which  had  been  f/,^"^^;^: 
nsade  and  was  ftill  makings  it  was  not  in  the  Power  of  the  out  Mj' 
Leaders  to  bring  them  to  charge.    So  that  finding  them-  w^,  * 
mves  reduced  to  ^  Neceflity  of  retreating  without  fight- 
ing, they  left  the  Run-aways  of  the  lecond  Line  expoied 
to  the  Fury  of  their  Purfiiers,  who  were  clofe  at  their  Heels. 
Then  it  was  that  the  EngUfh  having  nothing  to  do  but  to 
kill  and  take  Prifoners,  exercifed  ftVj  or  Cr«<?//jf,  according 
as  every  one  was  naturally  inclined.     As  it  was  impoflihle 
for  the  French  in  the  Dilbrder  they  were  in  to  rally,  and 
as  their  Numbers  were  an  Obftade  to  their  Flight,  they 
vohintarily  offered  themfelves  to  Death  or  Captivity,   as 
their  vidorious  Enemies  pleafed.    Mean  while  the  Troops 
that  had  retreated  without  fighting,  were  ftill  in  Sight  ti 
lonie  Diftance,  and  feemed  refolved  to  ftand  their  Ground 
fgainft  Enemies  harrafled  with  fo  long  a  Battle*    However 
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H^f'     the  Kii>g  perceiving  they  were  flill  more  numerous  than  bi^ 
Army,  lent  them  word  by  a  Herald,  that  unlefs  they  im- 
mediately marched  off  they  were  to  cxpeft  no   Quarter. 
This  bold  Meflagc  had  the  EfFed  he  esEpedec).    Whether 
their  Troops  were  not  fully  relblved  what  Courle  they 
fhould  take,  or  whether  they  were  apprehenfive  of  falling 
into  the  Hands  of  an  implacable  Enemy,  in  cafe  they  (hould 
make  an  Attempt  and  not  fucceed,  they  retreated  and  left 
Henrj  Mafterof  the  Field  of  Battle. 
Tiit  Occ.yfi^     Finding  himl'elf  thus  fure  of  the  Vidory,  he  thought 
Kit'1%1-  ^^^^^  nothing  more  to  do,  when  on  a  fudden  word  was 
//>/.!// //;^  brought  him,  that  the  Enemies  were  in  his  Rear,  and  had 
Vnfi^mrs.    already  plundered  his  Camp.     Surprised  at  this  unexpeded 
Accident,  he  haflily  ran  to  the  Top  of  a  little  Hillock  be- 
tween the  Army  and  the  Camp,  to  take  a  View  of  thefe 
new  Enemies.    He  beheld  indeed  great  Diforder  among  his 
Baggage,  and  faw  the  Troops  which  he  had  left  to  guard 
the  Camp,  difperfed  about  tke  Field,  and  endeavouring  to 
fave  themfelves  by  Flight*    This  Sight  caufing  him  to 
imagine  that  the  Enemies  had  rallied  in  order  to  renew  the 
Fight,  he  gave  Order  that  the  Prifonep  fbould  be  all  (lain, 
except  only  fome  of  the  greatcft  Note.    This  Order  being 
forthwith  put  in  Execution,  he  rallied  his  Troops^  and 
marched  dircdiy  to  the  Enemies,  who  took  care  not  to  flay 
his  Coming.     They  were  a  Company   of  Runaways, 
headed  by  Robert  de  Bournonville,  who  retiring  beiimej  out 
of  the  Battle,  and  knowing  tiie  EngUjh  Camp  was  but 
weakly  guarded,  went  and  pillaged  it  whilfl  the  two  Ar* 
raies  were  engaged.    The  Duke  of  BHtgundj  would  have 
feverely  punilhed  the  Captain  of  thefe  Plunderers  who

cufed  by  the  ImpolTibiliry  of  the  Englijb  being  able  to  guard 
iheir  Pri Toners,  and  by  the  juft  Fears  the  King  might  be  in,

Nothing  more  oppofing  the  King's  viftorious  Arms,  his  Henry  re- 
firft  Care  was  to  return  God  Thanks  for  (b  fignal  a  Vidory  ff*rm  Cod 
which  he  had  fo  little  reafon  to  expeft,  and  publickly  to  ac-  V^^'yf'j  ^^ 
knowledge  that  it  was  entirely  owing  to  the  AflTilLnce  of   "  '^  ^'^' 
his  All-powerful  Arm.     After  having  performed  this  juft 
Duty»  he  lent  for  a  French  Herald  which  was  in  the  Army, 
and  required  him  to  declare  to  whom  the  Vidory  was  to  be 
afcribed.     The   Herald  anfwered,  that  the  Viftory  was 
his  beyond  all  Difpute.    Then  the  King  asked  him  the 
Name  of  a  Caftle  which  he  faw  before  him  near  the  Field  J^S/^^' 
of  Battle,  and  being  told  it  was  called  Az4Hco$$rty  lie  faid*  Azincourt. 
that  to  all  Pofterity  this  pay's  Adion  fliould  be  called  the 
Battle  of  jizJncourt.    As  the  Fight  began  at  Ten  in  the 
Mornings  and  tailed  till  almoft  Five  in  the  Afrernoon^. 
Htfgrj  not  thinking  fit  to  continue  his  March,  for  fear  of 
fatigu'mg  his  Army  too  much,  returned  to  Mafconcelhst 
where  he  had  encamped  the  Night  before. 

In  this  memorable  Battle  fo  fatal  ioFrancej  the  French  Thetofs  of 
loft  the  Conftabfe  i*Alhrety  the  Duke  of  AUnfin  Prince  ^^ French, 
of  the  Blood,  the  Duke  of  Brahant,  and  the  Earl  of  iVSf- 
vers»  Brothers  of  the  Duke  of  Burgundy^  the  Duke  of 
Bmtj  the  Earls  of  Vaudemontj  Marle^  Roujfly  Fan^nenf^rg^ 
and  many  more  Officers  of  Note,  befides  Ten  Thoufand 
private  Soldiers.     An  EngUjh  Hiftorian  fays,  that  among 
the  (lain  were  one  Archbifhop  *,  three.  Dukes,  fix  Earls, 
fynety   Barons,    fifteen   Hundred  Knights »    and  feven 
Thoufand  Efquires  or  Gentlemen.     Among  the  Prifoners, 
who  woukl  have  been  very  numerous  had  it  not  been  for 
the  MafTacre  after  the  Battle,   the  mofl  eminent  were  the^ 
Dukes  of  Orleans  and  Bourbon^  the  Earls  of  Eu^  Vend^.tne^ 
Richmonty  Etontevilkt  and  Marlhal  Boucicatst.     On  the  ^"'^ «/  ^h 
Side  of  the  EngUjb  there  were  flain  only  the  Duke  of  r^^ri^.  ^^g\i^n 
the  young  Earl  of  Suffolk^  and,  if  we  believe  Ibme  of  the 
Emlijb  Hiflorians*  not  above  four  (Knights^  pne'Squire) 
aii4  twepty-eight  conunon  Soldiers.    Some  however  with 
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1417.     greater  Probability  affirm,  the  EngU^  loft  four  Hundred 

Men,    MtxArai  mounts  the  Number  to  (ixteen  Hundred* 

and  brings  down  the  Lofs  of  the  French  to  fix  Thoufand. 

It  is  very  common  on  thefe  Ocafions  to  fee  the  like  Di- 

verfity  among  the  Hiflorians  of  two  oppofite  Sides.

The  People  were  never  tired  with  praidng  a  Pritice  that  had 
rendered  the  EngUfb  Nanae  fo  formidable  and  glorious.  His 
firft  Care  was  to  appoint  a  Day  of  publick  Thanklgiving 
for  the  happy  Succefs  of  his  Arms.  Then  he  caufed  tte 
Bodies  of  the  t>uke  of  Tork^  and  of  the  Earl  of  Suffdk^ 
who  loft  their  Lives  in  the  Battle>  to  be  honourably  inter- 
red *•  The  Duke  of  Tork^  leaving  no  liFue*  Richard  his 
Kephew,  Son  of  the  Earl  of  Cambridge  beheaded  ac 
Swtbamfiomy  was  his  Heir. 

The  Wound  Frai9ce  had  juft  received  was  not  fo  great  iffi  Troth 
on  account  of  the  Advantag«s  the  King  of  England  x^z^A  ^^'  *P^^' 
by  his  Viftory,  which  gained  him  not  a  fingle  Foot  of  ^^^ 
Lands  as  for  its  being  the  OccaHon  of  the  Civil  Wars 
breaking  out  a-new  with  more  Fury  than  ever.   The  Duke 
of  Burgnndj  refolviqg  to  take  Advantage  of  the  prefent 
Jundure)   claioied  the  Adminiftracion  of  Affairs  again> 
from  which  he  had  been  excluded  fome  time  fince»  and 
particularly  by  the  Peace  of  Arras.    He  alledged,  that 
now  the   Kingdom  was  threatned   with  utter  Ruin>  a 
Prince  of  the  Blood ,  Firft  Pur^  and  doubly  Peer  of  the 
Realmf  was  indifpenfably  bound  in  Duty  to  aid  the  King 
with  his  Counfels,  and  could  not  be  debarred  from  coming 
to  Court  without  Injuftice  and  Danger.    But  as  he  was 
well  aware  that  his  Keafons  would  be  of  no  great  weight, 
Unlefs  backed  by  Force,  he  approached  Paris  with  an  Army* 
and  feized  fome  Pofts  aboOt  the  City.

Means  heightned  the  AniiQofity  of  the  two  Fadions  to  aos.

who  fet  Sail  about  the  End  of  JhIj.    It  was  not  long  be-  ^'  ^7"- 
fore  he  fell  in  with  the  Enemy's  Fleet  lying  before -Wir- 
jUmr.     The  Vifcount  de  Narbonnc  putting  himfelf  in  a  WkohrnLhs 
Poftureof  Defence,  withftoodfor  fome  Time  the  Efforts  '^'^  French 
of  the  Englijb;  but  at  length  he  was  forced  to  yield  them^^*^'* 
the  yidpryy  after  having  feen  five  Genoefe  Caracks  taken, 
amj  feveral  of  his  own  Ships  funk.    Nothing  more  prevent* 
ing  the  Duke  of  5^4^(?r^  from  throwing  the  Succours  into 
the  Town,  the  Coufi^U  quitted  the  Siege  and  marched  off.

They  mgra  tTiics.  This  plainly  enough  fhows  that  the  Duke's,  frequent

now  been  a  long  Time  iq  Sufpence  about  concluding  his 
Treaty  with  Hcmj.  As  he  wa5  of  ,the  Blood- Royal  of 
France,  and  firft  Peer  of  the  Realm,  he  was  very  fenfible 
that  an  Alliance  of  that  Nature  was  direAIy  contrary  to  his 
Honour  and  Duty.  Befides,  fuch  a  Step  could  not  but 
do  him  a  Prejudice  in  Trance  among  his  own  Party,  For 
thefe  Reafons,  he  had  hitherto  been  fatisfied  with  keeping 
the  Negotiation  on  Foot,  in  order  not  to  bring  it  to  a^on? 
clufion  but  in  Cafe  of  Neceffity,  The  fearl  c^  jirmagnitu^^ 
Revenge  at  length  hurried  the  Duke  on  to  enter  into  this 
Alliance*  which  doubrlefs  he  would  have  put  off  longer, 
or  it  may  be,  never  done,  if  he  had  not  been  as  it  were 
drove  to  it  by  the  Perftcution  of  his  Enemies. 
jht  Dan-  I  have  already  taken  notice  that  the  Cpnftable  d^  Armag'* 
P^'"  *"^  nac,  had  under  divers  Pretences,  prevented  John  the  Dmh 
Burgundy  f^'*  ^'^^"  '^  H^inauft  froip  returning  to  Court.  The 
eoncerf  young  Prince  not  being  able  to  bear  to  be  thus  over-ruled 
^deM^M^es,  by  this  proud  Minifier,  longed  to  be  at  the  Head  of  Affairs, 
and  to  (land  Neuter  between  the  two  Fadions.  the  which 
would  gain  him  the  Efteem  and  Regard  of  both  Parties* 
But  it  was  not  poflible,  fince  he  had  no  Forces  at  his  Dif^ 
pofal  but  the  Earl  of  i^4/if4iyi^*s  his  Father-in-law,  which 
were  not  ftrong  enough  to  enable  him  to  put  fuch  a  Pro* 
jed  in  Execution  againft  the  ConfiajkU's  Will.

fiut  if  he  failed»  they  ftiould  concert  other  Mea(ures  to  ode 
the  CmifiMUe  and  free  the  King.  Purfuant  to  this  Refolu- 
clDOy  the  Dsmpbim  and  Earl  of  HMimault  repaired  to  Cath^ 
t^m,  fiom  whence  the  Earl  went  alone  to  PMrisy  to  me- 
diate the  Return  of  the  Prince  his  Son-in*Iaw.  Upon  the 
firft  mention  of  recalling  the  Duke  of  BttriMnd^y  the  Con-^ 
fiMi  took  him  up  ihort^  and  plainly  told  him  that  the 
DMMfbin  ihoold  never  be  admitted  to  the  King  his  Father's 
Courty  unlefs  he  openly  declared  hitDfelf  an'Enemyof  the 
BmrgmuUdm  Fadion.  The  Earl  oiHaitutmlt  feeing  his  Ob- 
fiioacy,  could  not  forbear  uttering  fbme  Threats,  which 
made  the  Canftdbk  and  his  Party  fenfible  that  the  Damphin 
intended  to  rely  upon  the  Afliftance  of  the  Duke.  This 
was  the  ReaioU)  that  in  order  to  prevent  the  Mifchief 
which  this  Union  might  do  them^  thev  refolved  to  difpacch 
him  out  of  the  way.

The  King  of  Sicily  waa  fufpeded  of  having  done 
thb  Deed,  in  order  to  make  way  for  Prince  Charles  bis 
SoQ-in*law.  If  he  was  guilty»  his  Death,  which  happen- 
ed prefently  after,  hmdered  him  from  reaping  any  Benefit 
hyir. 

By  the  Death  of  J^hM,  Chdrles  hb  Brother  Earl  of  Pen-  Charlr  9.  his

Mez^ai  in  his  Abridgment  of  the  Hiftory  of  FraMt 
fays,  That  the  Dejireof  Rule  trartfparted the  Dnkg  rfBur* 
gundy  to  Jkch  a  Degree^  that  he  went  and  conferred  with 
the  King  ^  England  at  Calab,  and  renewed  the  Truces  for 
his  DominioMS  onljy  whereby  he  tied  himfelf  up  infime  Mea^^ 
ptrt  from  affljiing  the  King  of  France.  What  would  that 
Hiftorian  have  (aid,  had  he  known  all  \  It  is  further  to  be 
i^^marked^  that  the  Earl  of  Charoloisy  who  was  afterwards 
Duke  of  Bmrgftndjy  entered  into  the  fame  Engagements  as 
the  Duke  his  Father.  After  this  there  is  no  room  left  to 
Queftion  the  ill  Defigns  thefe  two  Princes  had  entertained 
againft  France  their  native  Country.  They  chofe  rather 
to  behold  it  under  the  Dominion  of  Foreigners,  tnan  go-

Before  Henry  left  Calaity  he  concluded  a  Tiuce  with  Truce  vUk 
France  till  the  zd  of  February  :  Which  done*  he  returned  France, 
V^  England  about  the  Middle  of  O^ober^  in  order  to  hold*^'  3^7*

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»4'^'  the  Parliament  which  had  been  called  for  the  ipth  of  the 
fame  Month.  During  this  Sc(Ii6n»  the  Parliament  granted 
a  Sttbjidj  towards  the  carrying  on  of  the  *War.  But  the 
Snbfidj  was  fo  far  fhort  of  his^  preftnt  Wants,  ^d  fb  little 
proportioned  to  his  Projefts,  that  he  was  forced  to  pawn 
lis  Crown  to  the  BilliQp  of  Wincht^tr  his  Uncle,  for  i 
Hundred  Thoufand  Marks,  and  part  of  his  Jewels  to  the 
City  of  London  for  Ten  Thoqfand  Pounds  Sterling.  This 
is  a  clear  Evidence  how  many  Difficulties  he  would  have 
met  with  in  the  Conqueft  of  Frdnu'^ixh,  his  own  Forces, 
if  the  Intedine  Troubles  of  that'  Kingdonl  had  not  paved 
the  Way  for  him.  Nevcrthelefs,  in  fpite  of  his  prelEng 
yeceflities,  he  afligned  the  Earl  of  pwrfet,  whonad  de- 
fended Hsirfiewry  4  Penfion  of  a  Thouland  Pounds,  upon 
his  creating' him  Duke  of  Exeter  *.  ' 

Hearyrtf-     '  Hettrj  having  bdund  the  Duke  of  Bttrgtmiy  by  the  fe- 
fiivesfon-  cret  Treaty  he  had  juft  made  with  him,  thougnt  it  time  to 
new  the      yenew  the  War.    He  knew,  that  he  ftiould  not  only  have 
^^*         to  deal  but  with  one  half  of  FrMkce^  but  mcneover  that  the 
BurgundiM  Party  would  make  a  DiverGon  in  his  Favour, 
which  could  hot  but  procure  him  great 'Advantages.     In 
this  Mind  he  made  dl  the  Preparations  he  judged  neceflary 
to  compafs  his  Ends.    Mean  while,  as  the  Sum  granted  him 
by  Parliament  was  not  fufficient  for  his  Purpofe,  and  as  the 
Money  came  but  (lowly  into  the  Exchequer ^  he  was  quickly 
in  great  Want.    To  remedy  this  Inconvenienci^,  he  made 
jiis^aytf  ure  of  the  following  Means;    After  he  had  fettled  the  Pajr 
tuifmgm  of  each  Soldier,  Horle  and  Foot,  and  of  each  Officer,  ao- 
jrmy.    #    cording  to  everyone's  Rank  and  Charader,  he  entered  in- 
to private  Contrads  with  feveral  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
whereby  they  were  obliged  to  find  him  a  certain  Number  of 
Horfemen  or  Foormen,  for  fuch  an  yearly  Sum  to  be  paid 
quarterly.    The  firft  Quartcrige  was  paid  in  hand;  but 
when  the  fecond  came  to  be  paid,  the  King  had  no  Moneyl 
To  fupply  the  prefent  Occanon,  he  gave  them  in  pawn  a|l 
tlie  Jewels  he  had  left>  with  Letters  under  the  Credt  Seai^ 
>     .  •  .^  '       •:-...      empowering

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empowering  them  to  fell  thcoiy  if  the  Money  was  not  ^4^^* 
paid  within  fuch  a  Time.  The  Term  allowed  was  Twelve 
or  Eighteen  Monthst  according  as  the  Creditors  were  more 
or  leTs  tradable.  By  this  Means  he  go(  time  for  the  Pay« 
ment  of  his  Troops,  which  was  a  great  Convoniency  to 
him,  as  he  could  reimburfe  his  Crecntors  according  as  the 
Money  came  into  the  Treafury,  without  being  obliged  to 
pay  them  aU  at  once.  People  were  fb  well  iatisfied  of  his 
Honefty,  that  they  made  no  Scruple  to  ferve  him,  or  lend 
him  Money  upon  fuch  Securities,  which  would  have  been 
Ktde  wonh  under  a  Prince  ol  lefs  Probity* 

The  Prepararions  which  were  carrying  on  ifi  EngUndf  state  gftht 
very  juftly  alarmed  the  Court  of  FrdMce,  which  was  fcarcc  ^^J^ 
jo  a  Conaition  to  make  the  like*    The  Truce  which  the 
Doke  of  Bmrgundj  had  lately  made  publickly  with  Htmy^ 
was  a  plain  Sifid  that  there  was  no  Afliftance  to  be  expe&ec) 
either  from  tne  Duke  or  his  Adherents*    The  Court  was 
evoi  apprehenfive  that  the  Duke  had  gone  farther  at  the 
Conference  he  had  hekl  with  the  Enemy  of  the  Kiwdorn : 
At  leaft.  he  was  very  much  fufpeded  of  hairing  fome  ill 
Defigns.    So  that  the  Coitfiabk  who  fat  at  the  Helm  had 
no  fmall  Concern  upon  him :  He  enjoyed  a  hn^e  Share  of 
Authority ;  but  it  was  not  without   Uneaunefi.    Be- 
fides,  lince  the  Death  of  John  the  Daufhiih  he  was  fain 
to  keep  very  fair  with  the  new  Dduphim^  for  fear  that  young 
Prince  (hould  take  it  in  his  Head  to  govern  without  his 
Help.  '  To  all  thefe  Difficulties  a  frefli  one  was  added»  by 
the  War  the  Effglijb  were  preparing  to  carry  into  Fr4MCi. 
As  the  Kingdom  was  in  an  ill  Situation,  and  as  the  Enemy 
was  like  to  make  great  Prqgrefs^  he  conHdered  before-hand» 
that  all  the  Bbme  would  be  laid  at  lu>  Door.    In  this  per- 
plexed State,  he  thought  his  bed  way  wouki  be  to  try  to 
put  a  Stop  to  the  King  of  Eftglautt^  Arms  by  ari  extraor- 
dinary Negotiation;  which  (hould  give  that  I^rince  room 
to  believe,  that  the  Court  of  France  would  be  forced  to 
make  Peace,  though  never  fb  unwillingly.    He  was  well 
aware,  that  if  he  (hould  himfelf  treat  about  a  Peace,  it 
woukI  be  loft  Labour*  becaufe  every  one  was  perfuaded  that 
it  was  his  Intereft  Affairs  (hould  remain  embroiled^  to 
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H^6.     the  End  he  might  preierve  his  Authority.    It  was  there- 
fore very  unlikely  that  the  King  of  Englatul  fhould  fuffer 
htmfelf  to  be  drove  off  by  any  Propofal  which  could  come 
from  him.    For  this  Reafbn  he  tnought  proper  to  make 
ufe  of  the  Prifoners  who  were  in  England^  and  particularly 
the  Duke  of  Bottrb^n.    We  fi  nd  in  the  ColleElion  of  Pmblicl^ 
j^Sy  feyerjkl  Safe-ConduAs  dated  at  one  and  the  fame  time, 
for  the  Domefticks  of  the  Duke  of  Bourbon  going  to  and 
coming  from  France,  under  divers  Pretences.    There  is 
room  therefore  to  prefume  it  was  then  that  the  Plot  was 
formed,  and  that  the  Duke  of  Bourbom  did  nothing  in  the 
Bufinefs  I  am  going  to  relate,  but  by  Conlent  of  the  Court 
of  France. 
Aft.  Pub.       This  Pk)t  ^a$  fo  finely  laid,  that  if  the  King  had  not 
IX.  417-    always  been  upon  bis  Guard,  he  would  doUbtlcfi  have  been 
ovtr*reached.  But  his  firm  Kefblution  not  to  interrupt  the 
Execution  of  his  Defigns  upon  the  Score  of  any  Offers 
that  fhouU  be  (hort  of  nis  Demands,  caufed  him  to  efcape 
the  Snare.    The  Dukes  of  Orlpam  and  Bourbon^  the  Earls 
of  Eh  and  Vendome^  and  fome  other  PrifonerSf  making  as 
if  they  thought  the  Affairs  of  France  in  a  defperate  Con- 
dition, gave  Henrj  to  underfland  that  they  were  willing  to 
make  a  feparate  Treaty  with  him  for  themfelves.    This  was 
binred  to  htm^  not  as  a  Thing  refblved,  but  as  what  they 
might  eafily  be  brought  to.    But  the  King,  fearing  that 
on  this  Pretence  they  hada  mind  to  retard  his  Voyage,  gave 
no  great  heed  to  this  Overture. 
N^oftatim     Some  Time  after,  thefe  fame  Princes,  who  till  then  had 
bff^f^      tried  to  manage  Matters  fo  as  thePropofals  might  come  from 
ght  French  ^'"^'  feeing  they  could  not  have  their  Aim,  broke  the  Ice 
Frifimrsi   themfelves*    Ac  an  Audience  which  they  demanded,  they 
made  known  their  Mind,  and  entreated  him  to  acquaint 
them  with  his  Pretenfions,  adding,  they  did  not  queftioa 
but  they  fhould  return  him  a  facisfadpry  Anfwer  without 
any  Preiudice  to  their  Honour.    The  King,  who  would 
not  be  dallied  with,  roundly  told  them,  that  he  had  no  other 
Propofal  to  make,  but  thdt  they  Ihould  acknowledge  him 
for  King  of  France,   and  then*  lawful  Sovereign.    The 
puke  of  Orleans  exclaimed  againft  this  Propofal,  and 

plainly 
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plainly  told  him*  they  had  po  Anfwer  to  return  to  fuch  a     ^4^^- 
Demand.    Matters  went  no  farther  for  this  Time. 

But  a  few  Week  after  the  Duke  of  Bottrbom  returned  to  ^^^^^ 
the  Charge.    He  told  the  King,  that  fince  they  had  the  Z^j^^^ 
Honour  to  talk  with  him,  feveral  of  the  Prifoners  had  dif- 
patched  A^ts  to  France^  to  inform  themfelves  exadly  a- 
tmi  his  Title  to  tbe  Kingdom  of  France^  and  had  received 
greaterLight  in  that  Matter  than  they  had  before.    Head« 
ded)  for  his  Part  he  was  fully  convinced  of  the  Juftice  of 
his  Caufe.    Then  he  laidi  he  had  been  tok)»  that  notwith- 
Handing  his  juft  Claim  to  the  whole  Kingdom,  he  had  of- 
fered to  drop  ir>  on  Condition  certain  Provinces  were  gi- 
ven up  to  him,  and  in  his  Opinion  that  Offer  ought  not  to 
berejeded  :  That  the  other  Prifoners  were  of  his  Mind^ 
and  had  refolved  to  do  all  that  lay  in  their  Power  to  pro- 
cure him  what  he  defired.  That  therefore  he  begged  lea ve  to 
go  to  FrMcr,  and  declare  to  King  C^4rl^/ in  the  Name  of 
all  the  Prifoners>  that  as  faithful  Subjeds  they  could  not 
but  advife  him  to  dofe  with  this  Expedient  for  Peace>  and 
pray  him  to  accept  lo  reafonable  an  Offer.    In  (hort,  the 
Duke  added,  that  if  the  Court  of  Frdma  confented  to  the 
Offer,  Henry  might  this  very  Year  be  put  in  Pofleffion  of 
the  Provinces  which  (hould  be  yielded  up.     But  if  on  the 
contrary  it  was  rejeded*  the  Princes  would  look  upon 
themfelves  as  freed  from  the  Oath  they  had  taken  to  tneir 
Kmg.    The  Duke  engaged  for  his  own  Part  to  put  all  his  f^niguiw 
fortified  Towns  in  the  Hands  of  certain  Perfons,  who  ^iAgf' 
heihould  be  fure  wouU  deliver  them  up  when  he  pleafed.^*"'^'** 
He  promifed  to  return  to  EngUmi  by  the  Time  which  Bo^urboi. 
fhonld  be  (et  himi  and  own  Henri  for  King  of  France^ 
and  do  him  Homage  as  his  lawful  Sovereign.    Moreover^ 
he  added*  that  he  would  make  appear  fo  evidently  the 
Juftice  of  Henrfs  Right  to  the  Crown  of  France,  that  all 
the  World  (honid  be  fatisfied  he  could  not  difpenfe  with 
doing  him  Homage,  without  running  counter  to  his  Ho* 
nour.    To  conclude*  he  entreated  the  King  to  keep  the 
Matter  fecrtt  till  his  Return,  by  reafon  of  the  Danger  he 
mould  ruoy  in  cafe  it  (hould  come  out  during  his  Stay  in

knew  very  well  that  it  was  neither  the  Duke  of  OrleoMs  nor 

the  Duke  of  Boiftham  that  governed  FrMce,  and  that  it 

was  not  the  £arl  of  jtrmaptac^s  Intereft  to  nuke  a  Peace 

upon  thefe  Terms.  .  But  at  the  fame  Time,  the  recovering 

of  the  Provinces  of  France  16ft  fince  the  Treaty  of  Bre^ 

tigffj^  without  being  obliged  to  renew  the  War»was  a  pleaGng 

Profped.    On  the  other  Handf  the  Option  put  to  him 

by  tne  Duke,  could  not  but  be  advantagipus  to  hini.  .  All 

he  had  to  do,  was  to  take  care  not  to  break  off  the  Execu- 

He  h/i$       tion  of  his  Projeds  upon  this  Account.    Wbereforcy 

lfMVifg§  ijjving  refofved  not  to  fufpend  his  Expedition  one  fingle 

i»  France,   p^^^  ^^^  ^^y  j^^^^  whatever,  he  believed  thAe  was  nd 

Danger  in  granting  the  Duke  of  Bomrhon  the  Leave  he  de- 
fired.  But  firft,  he  had  one  of  the  Duke's  Sons  given 
him  in  Hoftage,  with  Security  for  the  Sum  of  Two  Hun- 
dred Thouland  Crowns.  Thefe  Particulars  are  in  the  C^ 
UElion  of  the  PtibUck  ASi.  We  find  there  a  Letter  written 
with  the  King's  own  Hand  to  Tiptaft^  his  Ambaflador  to  tht 
£n)petor,  wherein  he  orders  him  to  acquamt  Smjmmnd 
with  the  Secret,  ask  his  Opinion  upon  it,  andaflure  him 
that  the  Negotiation  (hafl  not  retard  his  Expedition  againft 
Wrsme  one  Moment.  At  the  fame  Time  he  enjoy ns  him 
not  to  fay  a  word  of  the  Matter  to  any  Man  but  theEnn 
*Sht  Tre-  peror  alone,  on  Pain  ^  of  his  heavy  Difplealiire.  In  alt 
jtascemtt  probability*  his  firm  ^efolution  not  to  be  put  off  by  any 
to  netbmx.  pfopofal.  Was  the  Reafon  this  Stratagem  was  carried  no 
farther.  The  Duke  of  Bourbon  returned  into  EngUmii 
but  performed  not  his  other  Engagements.  It  was  doubt- 
lets  Henrf%  Indignation  againft  the  Prifoners  for  endeavou- 
ring to  over-reach  him,  that  caufed  him  to  order  them  to 
be  confined  in  PontfraS  Caftle*  whereas  before  they  were 
AGt,  Pub.  upon  their  Parole.  Though  there  are  no  pofitive  Proofs 
IX.  4.5-6,  that  this  Plot  was  contrived  by  the  ConfiMe^  yet  it  appears 
by  feveral  CircumftanceSy  which  taken  together  amount  to 
a  fort  of  Demonftration.  It  woukl  be  too  long  to  give 
the  Particulars  here.  But  if  one  (hould  chufe  to  fuppofe 
that  the  French  Prifoners  aded  fincerely,  without  the  Di- 
rc&ion  of  the  Confiable^  it  muft  be  mferred  that  Franco 
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was  then  in  a  very  wretched  Condition.  King  Charles^  frc-     »4»<^- 
quenrly  feized  with  Fits  of  Lunacy^  was  incapable  of  taking  ^^^^^-^ 
Ore  of  his  Affairs.    The  Duke  of  Burgundjy  firft  Peer  of  ^/Francc.^ 
the  Realm>  and  Head  of  a  powerful  Party,  had  made  a  ft- 
cret  Alliance  with  the  Enemy  of  the  State.     The  Princes  ' 
of  the  filood    were  upon   the  Point  of  acknowledging 
Henry  for  King  of  France.     In  fine,  the  Kingdom  was  go- 
verned by  a  young  Prince  of  fourteen  Years,  and  by  the 
Earl  of  JtrmagnACt  wliofe  violent  Temper  made  him  mind 
nothing  but  Revenge*  and  caufed  him  openly  to  facrifice 
thepublick  Good  to  his  Ambition. 

Though  the  Confiahle  had  already  done  a  good  deal  of 
Mifchief  to  France^  by  perfecutingtheDukeof  ^/ir^w?^, 
and  forcing  him  as  it  were  to  throw  himfelf  into  the  Arms 
of  the  Kbg  of  En^landj  yet  he  didjnot  think  he  had  done 
enough  to  fecure  his  Quiet.    IfahelU  of  Bavariay  Wife  of 
Charles  VI,  appeared  fo  out  of  Humour  to  fee  herfelf  con- 
ftrainedtobe  ruled  byaSubjeft,  that  he  could  not  forbear 
being  apprehendve  that  fhe  would  in  the  End  find  Means  to 
ftrip  him  of  his  Authority.  This  was  not  impoffible.  The 
King  being  naturally  of  an  eafy  Temper,  it  wouU  have  been 
no  hard  Matter  to  gain  him,  in  one  of  his  Intervals :  Neither 
Was  it  impradicable  to  perfuade  the  Dauphinio  cafloffa  trou- 
olefome  Governour,  that  hemight  rule  as  he  pleafed  without 
controul.  Thus  the  ConfiabU's  Deftiny  hanging  by  io  weak  a 
Thread,  whilft  he  had  fuch  an  Enemy  at  Court,  he  believed 
fhat  in  order  to  fecure  himfelf,  it  was  abfolutely  neceffary  to 
get  her  removed.     The  Queen  gave  him  a  fufficient  Handle 
^gainft  her  by  her  Behaviour,  which  was  not  altogether 
conformable  to  the  Rules  of  Decency.    The  Confiable  ta-  T^^ConJla* 
Jj^r.gthis  Advantage,  in(pired  the  King  and  Dauphin  with  ^^^^J^/ 
^uch  flrong  Sufpicions  againft  her,  that  he  got  her  fent  a-  tc^e^mlf. 
way  toTeurs,  where  fhe  remained  as  a  Prifoncr,  not  know-  /*  Tours, 
^ng  who  to  confide  in,  to  try  to  free  herfelf  out  of  Capti- 
^'7-    This  fatal  Policy  of  the  Confiable  was  a  frefli  Source 
of  Calamities  which  overwhelmed  France.    The  injured  J*^-^"**^ 
Mother  could  never  forgive  her  Son  the  Affront  fhe  had  re-  Da^pbi^ 
ccived,  and  unfortunately  for  the  Kingdom  it  was  but  too  nunally. 
ni^ch  in  her  Power  to  glut  her  Revenge • 
Vol.  V.  U  The 
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The  violent  Proceedings  of  the  Confiable^  the  Death  of 
the  two  Dauphins  laid  upon  him,  the  Banilhment  of  the 
Queen,  and  aThoufand  other  Things^furniflied  the  Duke 
of  BuY^undj  with  a  Pretence  to  make  a  Diverfion  in  Favour 
of  the  King  of  England.  He  publiftied  a  Manifefto  againft 
the  Conjlable^  wherein  he  aggravated  his  Faults  and  Oppref- 
fions  with  all  the  Refentment  of  an  injured  Enemy.  Then 
he  wrote  to  the  King,  that  as  firft  Peer  oi  France,  it  was 
incumbent  upon  him  to  endeavour  to  prevent  the  utter 
Ruin  of  the  Kingdom,  which  was  infallibly  going  to  De- 
ftruftion,  unlefs  timely  relieved.  By  the  fame  Reafcos, 
he  tried  to  flir  up  the  Cities  of  the  Kingdom,  and  win  them 
to  his  Side.  In  fine,  perceiving  that  fome  of  the  Towns 
had  already  declared  for  him,  he  approached  Parh  at  the 
Head  of  an  Army,  at  the  fame  Time  that  the  King  of  £wj- 
land  was  ready  to  fet  fail  for  France.  His  Aim  was  to  bring 
the  Danphin  and  ConJlahU  under  a  Nccc'-ity,  either  of 
quitting  Paris,  to  go  and  make  Head  againft  the  King  of 
Englandy  or  fufFering  the  Enghjh  to  ad  without  Oppofi- 
tion,  if  they  had  a  Mind  to  five  Paris.  They  rhought  fit 
10  take  this  laft  Courfe,  chufing  rather  that  Pan  oi*  the 
Kingdom  fliould  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Engltjbj  than 
to  fee  themfelves  outed  of  the  Government  by  thtir  private 
Enemies. 

Henry  wilh'ng  to  lay  hold  of  fo  favourable  a  Junfture, 
fet  fail  about  the  End  of  July,  and  landed  at  Tonque  in 
Normandy.  His  Army  confifted  but  of  twenty-five  1  hour 
land  five  Hundred  cfFeftive  Men,  too  inconfiderable  a 
Number  for  the  Conqueflof  France^  had  he  not  been  fure 
of  meeting  little  Oppofition.  Upon  his  Arrival  he  befieg- 
ed  theCaflle  of  Tonque,  and  became  Matter  of  it  the5)th 
of  jiugufl.  Then  after  taking  fome  other  Imall  Places, 
he  laid  Siege  to  Caeuy  which  furrcndered  the  5>th  of  Sep- 
tembtr. 

The  Court  of  Frame  was  then  in  great  Perplexity.  The 
Duke  of  Burgundy^  clofe  at  the  Gates  of  Parisy  hindered 
the  fettling  the  Affairs  of  the  Kingdom.  The  French 
ihould  have  had  two  Armies  in  the  Field,  one  to  oppofe  the 
Burguudians^  and  another  to  defend  Normandy  againfl  the 

Englijb. 
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EngUfb.     But  they  had  hardly  Troops  enough  to  defend     H»^- 
Pdris^  where  the  King*   Dauphin  and  Confiahle  were  JQiuc 
Dp.    The  only  Remedy  left  was  to  renew  the  Negotiations 
with  Henrj.     To  that  End,  they  demanded  a  Conference  /•  494* 
between  the  Ambafladors  of  the  two  Crowns,  to  confult  a-  ^^]^J/^ 
bout  Means  to  conclude  a  Peace.    Henry  agreed  to  the  Pro-  confennci, 
pofal,  but  without  difcontinuing  the  War,  being  unwilling  f,  496. 
to  loft  ib  favourable  an  Opportunity.      The  Court  of 
France  having  made  choice  of  the  Archbiihop  of  Rheims 
for  fir(t  Plrmpotentiarj,  he  appointed  on  his  Part,  the  Earl 
ok  Wini;/ri^  and  fome  others,  who  were  to  meet  together  ^' ^f'* 
with  the  Frenchy  ziBemonviUe,  in  Normandy.    This  Con-  ^laueflf: 
grefs,  for  what  Reafon  I  know  not,  was  put  off  to  the  end  joi,  joi? 
o(  November.    Mean  while  //Irwr;  became  Mafler  of  B^- 
eux^  Argentan^  Chateau,  deP^tgle,  jilenfoHy  and  iomeo- 
ther  Places. 

Whilft  the  King  was  continuing  his  Conquefts,   the 
Duke  of  Burgundj  did  him  him  very  fignal  Service,  not 
only  by  the  Diverfion  he  made  about  Parisy  but  chiefly  by 
increafing  the  Troubles  in  France,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  ne- 
ver more  to  be  appeafed.  Queen  IfdhelU,  baniftied  to  Tonrsy  jfibclla 
had  been  hitherto  an  Enemy  to  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  ;  jom  with 
but  the  defire  of  being  revenged  on  the  Dauphin  and  Con^  f^Dnketf 
Ml^s  made  her  overlook  all  Caufes  of  the  Difguft  (be  had  ^"««w>y* 
taken  at  the  Duke.     As  (he  had  no  other  Courfe  to  take, 
Ae  difpatched  trufty  MeflTengers  to  let  him  know  fiie  was 
inclined  to  league  with  him  againft  thsir  common  Enemies. 
The  Duke  readily  clofed  with  the  Offer,  and  privately  con- 
certed  Meafures  with  her,  to  free  her  out  of  Prifon.

ther  underColour  of  Devotion.    As  (he  had  not  been  fuf- 
pefted  of  attempting  herEfcape,  he  carried  her  off  with 
^fe,  and  conduced  her  to  Troye  in  Camfagne.     As  foon  shefiiUi 
M  (he  faw  herfelf  in  a  Place  of  iafety .  (he  aifumed  the  Title  ^/'^yRc- 
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i4»<J.     o^  Regent ^  pretending  that  the  King  her  Husband  was  held 
in  Capriviry  by  the  Danphin  and  Earl  of  Armaguac* 
Hrnry  Whilft  thele  Things  were  doing,  Henry  made  fevcral 

tukesfcve-    Conqucfts  in  Normankj,  without  any  one's  attemptiog  to 
yaL  Places,   oppofe  him.    The  Confiable  chofe  rather  to  fee  the  Ststi 
perirti,  than  refign  bis  Authority,   and  the  Duke  ol  BHr-^ 
gnndj  backed  Henry  to  the  utmolt  of  his  Power. 
.    -      The  Conference  between  the  Plenipotentiaries. of   the 
B^rnon-  '^   ^^^  Crowns  was  held  at  Bernonville^  on  ihe  28th  of  Nih- 
ville.  vemher.     As  Henrj  Tufpeded  that  the  Court,  of  France 

Aa.  Pub.    fought  only  to  make  him  lofe  Time,  he  refolved  to  make 
IX.J17.     fliort  Work  of  it.     Immediately  upon  the  opening  of  the 
Conference,  his  AmbnfTadors  fet  forth  his  Preienfions,  giv- 
ing  to  underftand,  thar  not  an  Inch  would  be  abated.    The 
Demands.    Subftance  of   his  Offers  was,    That  he  would  marry  the 
Princefs  Catharine  :    That  King  Charles  fliould  enjoy  the 
Crown  for  his  Life,  but  that  after  his  Death,  it  (houU  fall 
to  the  King  of  England :  That  during  Charles's  Life,  Hem" 
ry  (liould  be  Regent  of  France^  by  Reafbn  of  the  King's  In- 
Hi  mity.     Moreover  he  demanded  liich  Securities  as  fhouU 
render  the  Performance  of  all  thefe  Articles  unqueftionablc. 
But  as  the  French  AmbafTadors  were  not  fufficiently  im- 
Tt'eConfe-  powered  to  treat  upon  thefc  Articles,  and  as  it  was  not  Hen^ 
f ence breaks  ry*s  Intereft  to  prolong  to  no  Purpole  this  Negotiation, 
^t'  the  Congrefs  immediately  broke  up.     He  was   juftly  ap-

Mean  while  He»ry 
Ti^,  f^'-  having  ftuck  clofe  to  the  Siege  of  Falaifej  took  the  Town 
on  the  20th  of  December ;  but  the  Caltlc  held  out  till  Fe- 
bruarj. 
Truce  with      Some  Time  before  the  Congrefs  of  Bernonvilley  the  Duke 
Bretagne,    of  Bretagne  came  to  Henry  and  made  a  Truce  with   hiio 
crc.f.  T06,  f^^  J  Year,  and  the  like  in  the  Name  of  the  Queen  of  Si- 
^    '  ^     '  cily  as  Guardian  of  Lewis  her  Son,  for  Anjou  and  Maine. 
Thus  by  degrees  Henry  greatly  weakened  France^  by  de- 
priving her  oi  the  AiruLnce  (he  might  have  received  from 
her  r^lfals. 

Whilfl 
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Whilft  the  King  was  empkyed  in  France ^  Oldcujile^  of     h^^* 
whom  I  have  fpoken  elfe where,  was  feized  and  brought  to 
London^  to  the  great  Satisfadion  of  the  Cltrgj^  who  were 
extremely  incenfed  againft  him.    They  were  determined 
to  make  a  Sacrifice  of  him*  for  a  Terror  to  all  the  reft  of 
tht  Lollards.    Notwithftanding  his  Birth  and  Merit,  heQidcaflle 
wasfentenced  to  be  hung  up  by  the  Middle  with  a  Chain  burninUvf. 
and  burnt  alive.    By  the  Way,  his  being  burnt  is  a  clear 
Evidence  that  he  was  condemned  for  Herefjy  rather  than 
for  confpiring  againft  the  King.     Be  that  as  it  will,  his 
Sentence  was  executed  amidft  the  Curfes  and  Imprecations 
ofthePriefts  and  Monks,    who  even  laboured  to  prevent 
the  People  from  praying  for  him.    Thus  died  Sir  John  Old^ 
cdftle  Baron  of  Cohham,    with  a  wonderful  Kefolution, 
perfedly  correfponding  with  the  Firmnefs  he  had  all  along 
ihowed  in  maintaining  the  DoSrine  of  IVickliff  which  he 
profefled.     He  was  the  firft  Nobleman  that  fuiFered  for  the 
fake  of  Religion.    After  the  Execution*  the  Parliament  en* 
aded  frefti  Statutes^  in  order  to  the  utter  Extirpation  of 
the  LoUardsy  the  Clergj  never  ceafing  to  require  their  Blood 
with  all  the  eagernefs  imaginable. 

Some  Hiftorians  fay,  that  in  this  very  Year  Queen  Blanch  Tbf  ^nem 
of  Navarrcy  Widow  of  Henry  IV,  and  Mother-in-law  oi  ^^'^JfJ'J' 
the  prelent  King,  was  accufecf  of  confpiring  with  her  Con"  con/piraLes 
fefor  againft  the  King.    Some  add,  that  ilie  was  condemn-  a;a-nft  th§ 
cd  to  a  Ten-Years  Imprilbnmenr,  and  that  her  Confejfor  ^'"S- 
was  killed  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  Tower,  with  whom  he§^^' 
had  entered  into  a  Difpute  upon  that  Head.    This  is  all 
that  can  be  faid  about  this  Matter,    of  which  Hiftorians 
fpeak  very  confufedly. 

As  to  the  Scorch  f  nvadon  which  fbme  place  in  this  Year,  ?retendeJ 
and  which  as  they  aflure  us,  was  repulfed  by  the  Duke  of  ^'VY****^ 
Bedford,  with  an  Army  of  a  Hundred  Thoufand  Men,  I  jjf//^^^* 
dare  venture  to  affirm  is  all  a  Miftake,  fince  we  find  not 
the  leaft  Footfteps  of  it,  either  in  the  Publick.  Records,  or 
in  the  Hiftories  of  Scotland.    All  we  meet  with  relating  to 
the  ScotSt  is,  that  they  threatened  to  attack  England  about 
the  Middle  of  the  Year  141 5,  about  the  Time  of  the  King's 
feft  Expedition  into  France^ 
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141 8.  The  Pofture  of  Affairs  in  France  made  Hcnrf%  Way  to

with  Orders  to  go  and  attack  feveral  Places  at  once,  being 

refolved  not  to  let  flip  fo  fair  an  Opportunity.     In  the 

Months  of  March  and  ^prih  he  became  Mafter  of  Sr.  Le^ 

Carentany  St.  Sauveur  le  f^tcomtey  andujany  other  Places  in 

Cherbourg  Normandrf  \    fo  that  of  all  the  ftrong  Towns,    he  only 

hMs  out     wanted  Cherbourg  and  Roan  to  complete  the  Conqueft  of 

that  Province.     Evreux  furrendered  in  May,  and  prelcnt- 

ly  after  he  went  and  laid  Siege  to  Cherbourg,  which  coft 

him  three  Months. 

During  the  Siege,   the  Court  of  France  underwent  a 
new  Revolution,  difadvantagiousto//i?«r^,  though  at  firft 
nittthetwo  it  feemed  to  afford  him  a  good  Profpefi-.     The  Council  of 
raOions  m   Confianccy  which  had  been  opened  ever  fince  the  Year  14x4, 
France.      haying  depofed  the  three  Popes  *  who  contended  for  the 
papacy i  had  eleftcd  on  the  lothof  November  1417  Car- 
dinal Colonna,  who  afTumed  the  Name  of  Afartin  V.     The 
new  Pope  upon  his  mounting  the  Papal  Throne,  fent  two 
Legates  into  Franccy  to  try  to  appeale  the  Troubles  and  unite 
the  two  Fadions.     The  SoUicitations  of  thefe  Legates  were 
jLiTilment  ^^  powerful,    that  the  two  Parties  fent  their  Deputies  to 
hotwHuthi  MontereaU'Faut-Tonney  where  it  was  agreed,  that  ihtDaU'- 
f^rtsiSsphin  ^nd  Duke  of  Burgundy  fhould  jointly  govern  the  King- 
dom during  the  King's  Infirmity.   If  this  Agreement  had 
taken  Place,  and  the  two  Parties  been  reconciled  in  good 
carneft,  in  all  likelihood  Henry  %  Affairs  would  have  received 
a  notable  Prejudice.

This  Proceeding  drew  the  Hatred  of  the  Publick  on  the  xi&*  Bur- 
OnfiabUj  and  increased  the  Bsirgundian  Fadion  in  PariSt  gundians 
which   from   thenceforth  became  much  more  powerful.  ^'^««"rA^4- 
At  length.  May  the  i8th  at  Night,  they  found  Means  to  %y^^^' 
introduce  into  Pdris^   Ltjli-jidam  Governor  of  Pontoifcy 
and  a  zealous  Stickler  for  the  Duke  of  Burgundy.    He  got  Mnimmdtr 
in  with  no  more  than  eight-hundred  Horle;  but  upon  his  ^^Armag- 
coming,  the  Burgundidus  being  under  Arms,  made  a  terri-  ***"• 
ble  Slaughter  of  the  >^x»4^if4^'s.    Tdnmeguy  de  Chateh  Go*  x&fDau- 
vernor  of  the  Bdfiillej  not  being  able  to  remedy  the  Difor-  P*!*"  i* 
drr,  ran  in  all  hafte  to  tht  Louvre^  and  carried  off  the  Dau^  /"V'* 
phin  with  only  his  Shirt  on,  in  order  to  fcreen  him  from 
Danger  in  his  Forirefs.    Next  Morning,  the  Dauphin  [fled  »wdtbe} 
to  Mtlmny  not  thinking  himfelf  fafe  in  xhtBafiile  ;  but  the  ^^^^^ 
King  was  left  in  the  Hands  of  the  Burgundians.    The  fame 
Day  the  Coufiahle,  being  got  into  a  Malon's  Houfe,  was 
diicovered  and  thrown  into  Prifon. 

But  this  was  only  a  Prelude  to  a  much  greater  Commo-  prfAMWi 
tion  which  happened  in  the  fame  Place  fome  Days  aft^r.  fam  mt 
Upon  News  of  what  had  pafTed,  the  Exiles  being  returned  Paris, 
to  Paris  from  all  Quarters,  the  Maffacre  was  renewed  \Ju»e 
the  11th.    The  CcnfiahU  was  hauled  out  of  Prifon,  mur- 
dered,   and  (hamefully  dragged  along  the  Streets.    The 
Chancellor,  fcveral  Biihops,  and  other  Perfons  to  the  Num- 
ber of  above  two  Thoufand,  underwent  the  fame  barbarous 
Treatment.    The  Maffacre   being  pretty  well  over,  the  lU^mem 
Queen  and  Duke  of  Burgundy  came  to  Parisy  and  entered  ^^l^ukeof 
the  City  in  Triumph  on  the  14th  of  July.    The  Plague  JUifjS][^ 
which  broke  out  afterwards  at  PariSy  and  which  in  three 
Mnnfhs  Space,  fwept  away  above  Forty  Thoufand  Perfons, 
added  frefli  Calamities  to  thofe  I  have  jufl  mentioned.  smJ  govern 
Mean  while  the  Queen  and  Duke  having  the  King  in  their  mtkeKi^'f 
Power,  iffued  in  his  Name  what  Orders  they  judged  mofl  52!fp 
conducive  of  their  own  Interefts.    On  the  other  Hand,  yhinftuJs

He 
put  however  the  Pope's  Legates  upon  trving,  whether  tip«* 
on  a  Negotiation  he  could  interrupt  the  Siege  of  Roan. 
This  Method  not  fucceeding.  he  drew  together  all  the  For- 
ces be  had,  and  made  as  if  he  intended  to  give  the  Englifh 
Battle.    He  even  carried  the  King  as  far  as  Beanvais;  but 
all  this  ended  in  nothing.    Perhaps  he  did  not  much  care 
to  d)ftru£t  the  King  of  England's  Progrers.     It  is  ihicer- 
tain,  whethtr  after  his  being  at  the  Head  of  the  Govern- 
nient,  he  had  tiie  fame  Thoughts  of  that  Monarch,  as  he 
had  when  banilhed  from  Court.    It  may  at  leaft  beaffirm^ 
ed,  that  he  had  not  the  fame  Reafon  to  profper  his  Arms.

p.  61S,        Warwick^  and  Salisbfirj,  Philip  Morgan,  and  fome  others. 

Their  inflrnclions  dated  at  the  Camp  before  RMn^  Ofl^- 

bir  the  zdcb,  were  in  Subftance  as  folbws : 

Tht  Kind's  ^*  '^^^^  ^^^  Ibould  ufe  their  utmoft  Endeavours  to  get 
jtiftrut'ims  the  Dauphin's  AmbaflTadors  to  declare  all  they  had  Orders 
to  his  Am-  to  offer^  and  abfolutely  to  rcjeft  all  Propofals  tending  only 
bajjUilors,    j^  jf^g  yielding  up 'what  he  was  already  poffcfled  of. 

II.  Granting  that  the  French  (hould  ofFer  at  length  to 
put  all  things  upon  the  Foot  of  the  Treatj  of  Bretigny^  yet 
he  would  have  them  ftart  Difficulties  about  the  domg  it^ 
leeing  the  Danphin  was  not  authorized  for  that  Purpole. 
.  Ill-  He  judged,  that  thereby  they  might  be  brought  to 
(jemand  a  longer  Truce,  in  which  cafe  he  ordered  that  they 
ihould  be  asked  what  they  were  willing  to  give  up  upon 
that  Con(Jdcration. 

IV.  He  expreffly  forbid  his  Ambaffadors  to  treat  of  an 
Alliance  with  the  Dauphin  till  the  Peace  or  Truce  was  fet- 
tled. He  left  them  however  at  hberty  to  conclude  either : 
but  ordered  notice  to  be  fent  him  when  Matters  ihould  be 
upon  the  Point  of  Conclufion,  in  cafe  Things  were  carried 
fo  far.

VI.  Bnt  at  the  fame  Time,  he  expeded  that  in  Confide- 
ration  of  thefe  Forces,  the  Earldoms  of  AnoiSi  BmlUiga 
and  Flanders^  (hould  be  yieklcd  up  tq  hioi.     But  if  his

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Amtttflfadors  could  not  obtain  all  this,  he  gave  them  leave  '  H«^- 
to  confine  their  Demands  to  the  Earldom  of  Flanders  only, 
provided  the  DaMphin  would  affift^im  in  the  Conqueft  of 
ir.  He  offered  on  hij  Part  to  give  up  to  the  Dauphin  what- 
ever (hould  be  conquered  dfewhere  upon  the  Duke  of  5»r- 
gundy. 

It  is  eafy  to  fee  by  thefe  InfiruElhns  that  the  King  did  The  Kind's 
not  believe  this  Congrcfs  would  end  in  a  ^eace  :  nay,  that  ^''»/« 
he  did  not  forouch  as  defign  to  cpndude  with  the  D44-  ^,>Vf^tf 
fhin,  who  was  not  empowered  to  yield  up  to  the  King  Diuphin. 
what  had  been  taken  from  his  Prcdeceffors  lince  the  Treaty 
ef  Btetignj.

thers,  for  his  Plenipotentiaries.     Thus  Henry  was  in  hopes 
that  by  treating  with  the  .two  Parties  at  once,  he  fliould 
raife  fuch  fealoufy  in  both,  that  from  thence  would  refulc 
a  happy  Conclufion  to  his  Affairs. 

The  Congrefs  between  the  Ambafladors  of  the  King  congnfsrf 
and  Datiphn  was  held  at  uilenfinj  the  i6zh  of  November.  Alenfon. 
The  Englfjh,  purfiiant  to  their  InftrtiilianSy  abfolutely  re- P'^^*- 
fuftd  to  treat  about  the  Alliance,  before  the  Terms  or  the 
Peace  were  agreed  upon.    At  length,  after  having  evaded 
all  the  captious  Propofals  made  them  by  the  French,  they 
obliged  them  to  come  to  their  laft  Offers;  namely,  the 
Towns  and  Provinces  fpecified  in  the  Treaty  of  Bretigrty, 
on  Condition  of  doing  Homage  for  them  to  the  Crown  of 
France^     But  the  'Engtijh  rejeftcd  thefe  Offers/  unlcfs  the 
Sovereignty  of  the  Provinces  •was  added,  according  to  the 
Tenor  oithe  Treaty  of  Bretigny.    They  demanded  more- 
over Normandy :   railed  Difficulties  about  the  Danphin*^

Reduced  to  eat     H'9- 
the  Fleih  of  Horfe$»  and  all  kinds  ot  Animals ;  and  even 
this  fort  of  Food  failing  them*  they  could  hold  out  no 
longer.  Wherefore,  feeing  there  was  no  help,  they  capitula- 
ted on  the  i;ch  of  yanuATjt  to  furrender  on  the.i9chf  in 
afe  they  were  not  relieved  by  that  Time.

Affairs  were  then  at  a  Crifis,  which  could  not  failof  pro*  jhnymketf 
ducing  fome  great  Change.     As  the  Duke  of  Burgmndj  had  Burgundy 
not  fought  the  Alliance  of  the  King  of  England,  but  purely  '^*«  »» 
in  order  to  get  the  better  of  the  Dauphin^  2ind  Earl  of  ^-^*^*^» 
magnacj  he  flood  no  longer  in  need  of  his  Aid,  feeing 
he  was  become  Mafter  of  PariSi  and  the  King's  Perfon* 
On  the  contrary,  the  Station  he  was  in  could  not  but  make 
him  wi(h  that  Henrj  might  not  grow  too  powerful  ia 
FrMcey  and  confequently  it  was  his  Intereft  to  oppofe  the 
Progrefs  of  the  £»^/(/2^  Arms.     But  on  the  other  hand, 
he  had  in  the  Danphin  a  fworn  Enemy,  againfl  whom  it 
was  neceflary  chiefly  to  f ecure  himfelf.    BeHdes,  the  na-

Enemy,  that  he  might  fafely  break  with  the  King  of  £«f- 
loftd. '  This  Courfe  feemed  to  him  both  advsntagious  and 
honourable.

As  Henry  would  not  recede  from  thefe  Articles,  the 
I^ttkeof  BtergMndy  plainly  law,  that  if  he  diredly  oppofed 
them,  it  woukl  occafion  the  breaking  up  of  the  Confe* 
i^coce,  wiiich  it  was  his  Intereft  to  continue  as  the  only  way 
kft  to  briag;.ihe  Vofi^um  to  a  Reconciliation.  And  there- 
fore without  difputing,  or  granting  the  King's  Pretenfions, 
lie  contented  himfelf  with  delivering  to  the  King  the  Coun- 
ter-Demands c£  France.

The  Dauphm  had 
ftill  a  ftroog  Party  kft,  who,  6r  from  complying  with 
what  bad  been  fettled  by  the  Peace  of  Ttajey  maintained, 
that  fuppofiog  the  King  had  been  under  no  keftratnr,  and 
in  pafed  Health,  be  woukl  have  had  no  Right  to  difpcrfe 
of  the  Crown  as  he  had  done,  much  lefs,  being  diftempercd 
and  a.  Captive*    The  Provinces  at  a  Diftance  from  PariSy 
not  being  awed  by  ihtEngliJb  Arms,  adhered  for  the  rooft 
Part  to  the  Daslfhin.    Even  the  Country  about  the  Me- 
tropolis was  all  divided.    In  one  and  the  fame  Province, 
there  were  fome  Places  for  the  Engli/b,  and  others  for  the 
lawful  Heir  of  the  King.    In  fpite  therefore  of  the  Peace, 
the  War  was  not  yct  over,  fince  the  two  Kings  were  under 

a  Nccejity  of  driving  the  Dauphin  out  of  aU  the  Towts 

■  and 
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and  Provinces  he  was  poflTcfled  of.   This  was  noeafy  Task,     H*»» 
though  the  joining  of  the  Enpli/h  Forces  to  the  Bmrgtindi'' 
4»  Parry,  made  them  vaftly  loperior. 

GmenMCf  of  which  Henry  was  in  Poflelfion  of  Part*  was  f^r/M 
moreover  of  great  Advantage  to  him,  as  it  ftrved  to  keep  grant$di$ 
in  Awe  the  Provinces  beyond  the  Loire.    Till  the  Death  ^^G»fcoo 
^Atmdgnnc  thcConftable,  this  Province  had  rather  been 
a  Charge  than  a  Benefit  to  the  EngUfb.    There  had  been 
cooftant  Occafion  for  a  (landing  Army,  to  defend  it  a« 
gainft  the  continual  Attempts  of  the  Party  which  had  de* 
dared  for  France^  about  the  End  of  the  keign  of  Eiu^ard 
III.    The  Houftsof -/*w4£»4r  and  Alhret,  who  were  at 
the  Head  of  this  Parry,  had  created  the  King  of  England 
a  great  deal  of  Trouble,  particularly  after  the  Earl  of  ^- 
mMgHdc  came  to  have  the  Management  of  the  PubRck  Affairs. 
But  after  the  Death  of  that  Earl,  the  Heads  of  the  Party 
thought  fit,  as  I  before  obfcrved,  to  make  a  Truce  with 
Henrj^  to  the  End  he  might  not  help  the  Duke  of  BmrgnH- 
dj  by  their  Diverfion.    After  the  Condufion  of  the  Pesci 
if  Trojiy  they  fued  for  Peace,  becaufe  they  believed  they 
Ihould  be  able  to  hold  out  no  longer.    Henry  hoping  to  ^^.  p„^ 
reap  great  Benefit  by  the  quiet  PoflcHion  of  Gntenm^  rea-  X.  41, 
dily  received  them  into  Favour,  and  ordered  Lettert  of  Pair- 
A)n  to  be  given  them,  upon  their  renouncing,  by  a  Pub- 
lick  Infirmnunty  the  Appeal  of  their  Anceflors  to  the  Court 
of  the/^wiofiT4»c^  in  the  Time  of  Edward  III.  Some  ^^ 
fiy  that  by  the  Pe^e  of  TVojCy  Gnienne  was  to1>e  united  eo  c^les  Vk 
the  Crown  of  France  after  the  Dtath  of  Charlei  VI.    But  * 

befidfs  thatm  the  Treaty  of  Tr^^  there  is  no  mention  of 
Gmonne^  it  plainly  appean  by  what  has  been  juft  related, 
that  ^#«ry  bad  no  fuch  Intention.  On  the  contrary  it  is 
evident,  that  he  fluck  to  the  Treaty  of  Bretigny^  in  order 
to  preferve  as  King  of  England^  the  Sovereignty  of  Gi$i* 
«»^*  independent  of  the  O-oWn  of  Prance. 

Henry  having  fettled  his  Affairs  vaFrancCi  in  a  manner  Henry  r*- 
fo  glorious  for  himfelf  and  his  Nation,  refohred  to  return  'J"""' '^ 
into  England^   where  three  Things  required  his  Prefence.    "^  "  •

Be  that  as  it  will,  this  was  a  mortal  Blow  to 
the  Court  of  Reme,  to  whom  the  Claufe  Ntm-fbpMmef  fo 
frequently  made  ufe  of  by  the  Popes*  became  unfervictable> 
at  leafts  with  regard  to  the  Collation  of  the  Bene^es. 
7f>eVuktdf     Before  the  meeting  of  the  Parliament^  Mewy  l-eceived  the 
Clarence    fatal  News,  that  the  Duke  of  CUrettc^  bis  Brother  was  flaiii 
hJUin.       j^a  the  }d,  in  a  Battle  fought  in  Anjcm.    The  Duke  had 
led  ten  Thoufand  IVIen  into  that  Province,  with  Defi^  to 
deduce  it  to  the  Obedience  of  the  King.    Whilft  he  wu 
taken  up  in  this  Expedition*  he  was  informed  that  the  Earl 
fA  BtKhdn^  with  feven  Thoufand  Scaes,  had  entered  the 
Province,  and  was  encamped  ^t  Bafige.    At  the  fame  Time^ 
he  had  f^lfe  Intelligence  that  the  Vanguard  of  the  Scgtth  Ar« 
my  was  at  fo  great  a  Diftance  from  the  main  Body»  that  it 

'  wouH 
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^oqU  be  ao  eafy  caatter  to  put  them  to  Rout,  provi*  hh. 
d(d  they  were  fpcedily  attacjced.  Upon  thi$  Information^ 
hefiiddenly  put  bamfelf  at  the  Head  of  his  Cdv^rj»  lea- 
ving the  Earl  of  SMUshurjOiAtxs  to  follow  him  with  the 
r^  of  the  Army.  When  he  came  to  ^4Mge^  he  found  in- 
deed iome  SMch  Troops  intrenched  in  the  Church-yard, 
lie  charged  them  immediately  >  and  dilinounted  in  order  to 
bead  his  Troops.  But  he  lofl  £0  mUch  time  in  forcing  the 
Sfmcb  lotrencbments,  that  the  Earl  of  Btichafi  had  leifure 
eixnigh  to  come  to  their  Relief.  Then  the  Duke  having 
amounted  his  Horfe  agai n>  furioufly  attacked  the  new  Co* 
mer$  in  fpite  of  the  tJnequality  of  his  Forces.  He  gave> 
<Vi  this  Occafiont  Proofs  of  an  uncommon  Valour ;  but  at 
kiig^b,  over-powered  by  Numbers,  and  unable  to  bear  the 
Tbpughis  of  flying*  he  was  wounded  in  the  Face  by  a 
Sc$tch  Knight)  and  killed  by  the  Earl  of  Buchan  himfelf. 
His  Death  brought  on  the  entire  Defeat  of  the  EngHjh 
Cmi^bjy  wbereot  Fifteen  Hundred  were  flain,  and  many 
taken  Prifoners.  Annong  the  Slain  were  the  Earl  of  Kent 9 
the  Lords  Crr/  and  Rofs^  and  feveral  other  Officers  of  Dif- 
tinftion.  The  £arl  of  S^Hsburj  not  being  able  to  come 
foon  enough  to  affift  the  Duke  of  Oarencey  had  however 
the  Comfort  to  take  from  the  Enemy  the  Body  of  that 
Prbce»  which  he  ient  to  the  King  his  Brother. 

The  Advantage  gained  by  the  Scots  made  the  King's  The  Parlia- 
Prcrence  neceflary  in  France.    But  he  had  ftill  in  EngUmd  ^^»'  ^^»- 
fcme  Affairs  which  were  no  lefs  urgent.    The  Parliament  p^*l^! 
hciDg  met  the  xd  of  Majy  readily  confirmed  the  Ttiocc  <?/ Troycf ir»i 
TVtfff  fo  glorious  to  Englsind.     A  Subfidy  was  alio  granted  grants  a 
for  carrying  on  the  War  againftthe  Damphm:  but  ac  the  ^!*^^^l\ 
fame  time  wjis  prcfented  to  him  a  Puiticn,  wherein  they  ^  no 
told  himf  that  it  was  but  too  true  that  the  Conqnefi  of  iheyprifent 
FrgMce  proved  the  Ruin  of  EngUtuL     To  obtain  this  Sub^  «  Petition  /• 
^1  the  King  had  laid  before  the  Parliament  a  State  of  the  J^^f^!*^', 
Xevettmes  and  Ofwrget  of  the  Crown.    By  which  Account,  '^ublukRt- 
a  Fragmev  whereof  is  inferted  in  the  Colleil torn  of  Pttblicl^  venues  and

'4*'-  provide  for  a  Dozen  extraordinary  Articles  mentioned  in 
the  Account.  The  Parliament's  Pctiiiom  couU  not  but  be 
v^ry  difpleaiing  to  the  King.  One  half  of  fr4Me  was 
ftill  unconquered)  and  the  Provinces  fubje&  to  the  King 
were  fo  drained^  that  there  was  no  ProfpeS  of  being  able 
to  get  from  thence  the  Supplies  neceffary  for  continuing  the 
War.  Wherefore,  the  Burden  was  ftill  to  fall  upon  Ewg^ 
Und.  But  the  Parliament  grew  weary  of  furrii Aiing  Moneys 
at  a  Time  when  there  was  more  need  of  it  than  ever»  by 
reafbn  of  the  Piveriion  the  Kingdom  was  threatned  with 
from  the  Scots^ 
jff^'^^  ff  I  have  deferred  till  now  fpeaking  of  the  Affairs  ofScat^ 
ScotUnd  l^Miiy  becaule  (ince  the  Acceffion  of  filsmj  V.  to  the 
^"J^'T^A  Crown  of  England^  nothing  had  paffed  in  ScotUndw\kvAk 
JSS  made  it  worth  the  while  to  break  the  Thread  of  the  Hiftcf y. 
gimmg  of  But  at  prefent  it  will  be  peceflary  to  fay  a  word  or  two  a* 
tbisKti^n.  bout  them«  iov  the  better  underflandir^  of  what  is  to  be 
related  in  the  Sequel.  We  have  feen  in  thelate  Reigny  that 
in  140^)  yumesStHATty  then  Prince  of  ScatUnd^  was  de« 
taincd  in  England^  and  that  Shortly  after  he  became  Kit^ 
of  Scotland  by  the  Death  of  his  Father.  This  new  Digni* 
ty  was  fo  far  from  turning  to  his  Advantage!  that  it  ferved 
only  to  caufe  him  to  be  the  more  ftri&ly  guarded.  The 
Duke  of  Albunj  his  Uncle,  who  had  taken  upon  him  the 
Regency,  tafted  the  Sweets  of  it  too  much,  to  be  over- 
Ibllicitous  in  procuring  him  his  Liberty.  Not  a  Y^r  paf- 
fed but  he  fent  AmbafTadors  to  England^  under  colour  of 
folliciring  the  Freedombf  the  King  his  Nephew ;  but  his 
real  Inrention  was  very  far  from  what  He  feemed  to  defire^ 
The  chief  Motive  of  rhefe  frequent  Embailies  was  to  ne* 
gotiate  the  Exchange  cf  the  Earl  of  Fife  his  Son  for  young 
Percjy  Son  of  the  Earl  of  NorthMmbtri^md*  The  Earl 
had  been  Prilbner  in  England  ever  fince  the  Battle  of  Hali: 
dan :  Percy  was  fei^ed  m  ScotUnd  by  way  of  Reprifa)  for 
the  King.  This  Exchange  w^s  cfFefted^  and  yet  the  Em- 
badies  were  no  lefs  frequent.  It  was  ever  on  Pretence  of 
treating  about  the  Freedom  of  the  young  King,  but  10 
reality  to  influence  the  King  of  England  to  detain  him  it\ 
Prifon.  Bnchan^  a£rm$»  li^ffrj  was  to  do  it  upoy^  Con- 
dition 
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dkioa  the  K^ocy  would  ei^ge  not  to  diftiirbhim  by  1421. 
I>fverfions  in  favour  of  Franct :  Othcrwife  the  SC9t$ 
wouM  never  have  fac  ftill  and  feen  Fr4nc€  attacked  by  the 
EHgU(b*  Mean  whik»  as  it  was  neceifary^  in  order  to  in« 
diiceche  Sens  to  fit  down  in  Quiet  contrary  to  tbeir  Inte- 
refti  to  give  them  foroe  feeming  Satisfadion^  the  Regent 
demanded  publickly  and  eamefily  the  Liberty  of  the  Kiag 
his  Nebhew.  But  Hmy  very  well  knew  be  ihould  not 
oblige  him  in  granting  bis  Demand :  On  the  contrary,  the 
Difficulties  he  fiarted  in  this  A£fair  were  a  fure  Means  to 
prevent  Diverfions  from  the  Scots. 

•In  141 5»  whiBl  flfewrj  was  preparing  to  pa6  over  into  A^J-.  Pub 
J^imee,   he  received  Advice  from  the  Frontiers ,  of  the  ^^'  '^^' 
Mmbf  thac  the  Scots  were  refolved  tobefiege  Berufickjwitb 
Sixty  Thouiand  Men»  whereupon  the  Duke  of  Bedford 
hd  Orders  10  levy  .an  Army.  But  it  does  not  appear9  either 
that  the  Sc^s  did  thenbefiege  Btrwiek,  or  that  the  puke  of 
Bo^ord  mardied  againft  tiieia.    The  En^UJh  HiAoriaos 
redate,  that  the  King,  upon  the  Adviiie  I  )uft  meQtioaed»

^(d(ji  Befides,  that  very  Year  a  Truce  was  made  between 
the  two  kingdoms)  whiUl  AlHtnffs  Forces  were  employed 
in  A*4Mf.    In  ftioruiBMchssMto  affirmsi  it  cannot  be  laid

^  Mfh  Koviltt  Earl  of  PTefimori/m^  and  lor  J  Prefiiitnt  of  th 
^onkf  made  along  Harangue  to  perfuad^  the  King  tx>  di 'able  the  S  ots 
wforc  he  carried  the  War  into  France,  But  John  T)ukc  of  Exeter^  the 
King's  Uncle,  replied  to  the  Earl,  and  was  backed  by  the  Ddkcs  of  CM* 
^^  BtJ^d,  and  GUaJltr  s  upon  which  the  War  with  Fronco  wts  le- 
wed.   DMC,mvit.Chsfh.f,t^t  ^c. 
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»4»i-  that  during  the  whole  Reign  of  HewrfVy  there  wat  aiiy 
War  between  E^landznAScatUmdj  aU  the  Hoftittcies  cdm-^ 
micted  in  that  Time  being  nothing  elfe  but  meic  Robbe- 
ries. He  alledges  as  a  Reafon,  that  the  Duke  of  jMi^ 
took  care  how  he  difobliged  the  Kmg  of  E^Uiulj  for  fear 
he  fhould  fet  the  King  ot  StoilMml  at  Liberty.  Sbmy  was 
however  afraid  that  it  wouM  not  always  be  in  the  Rc^em'i 
Power  to  keep  the  Scpes  quiets  whoie  Interefi  it  was  to 
Ad.  Pub.  prevent  the  Ruin  of  FtMce.    It  was  doubrlels  from  this 

IX.  417.    ConGderation^  that  in  14!  5,  he  gave  king  Jmms  leave  to 

go  and  pafs  fome  Time  in  bis  own  Kii^doniy  upon  givitig 
Security  for  his  Return.  He  was  in  hopes  tins  Journey 
wouU  create  between  the  Unck  and  Nephew  futh  Diffen* 
tions,  as  wouki  divert  the  Stott  from  aU  Thoughts  of  a& 
fitting  Fr4Mcr. 

The  Affairs  of  ^SV^f/Mi  continued  in  this  Pofture  till 
I4i9>  when  the  t>Mfl9im  fent  thither  the  Duke  of  f%i^ 
dom  to  aave  Aid.  The  Suues  being  met  upon  this  Ac- 
count, the  Regent  could  nor  bhider  the  decreeing  a  Levy 
of  Seven  Thoufand  Men^  which  were  fctit  into  Ftjokc 
under  the  Command  of  the  Earl  of  BttcbM.  The  Yidory 
that  General  gained  over  the  Duke  of  Cldrenee  at  BMgii 
procured  him  the  Sword  of  CmfiMbk  of  Frgna. 

Htwfj  couki  not  without  Concern  fee  the  Sc$ti  dechreio 
openly  for  the  Dattfhin.  He  perceived^  either  that  the 
Duke  of  j^imj  had  not  the  Credit  he  had  lormerhr^  or 
that  he  had  altered  his  Meafures^  Wherefore^  in  order  so 
countermine  the  i>4«r/i&M*s  Friends  vskS^HUmd^  he  believed 
It  necefTary  to  gain  the  King  of  SeotUmd  to  his  Imerefli 
and  make  him  his  Inftrument«  This  was  partly  hts  Deiiga 
in  returning  to  EngUmd.  Upon  his  Arrival^  he  let  that 
Prince  know  that  it  was  his  own  Fault  if  he  wasoot  at 
Liberty,  on  ConditKMi  he  would  .ufe  his  Authority  itift- 
calling  his  Subjeds,  which  were  in  the  Service  of  Fnmeei 
and  make  a  League  with  him  againfl  the  DMfphin.  y^ums 
paflionately  longing  to  be  free»  after  a  fifteen  Years  Im- 
prifonment,  very  readily  complied  with  whatever  HMy 
A€t  Pub.    ^^^^^^  ^^  bim.    A  private  Agreenfent  therefore  was  made

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Inowo)  except  one,  which  was  that  y4iiif/fliould  go  to  H^^-

wasovcr.  iJ^nrf^s  Aim  was  to  interpofe  the  King  of  Scot- 
*UfuCs  Authority,  In  order  to  oblige  thefevenThoufand  Scots 
in  the  Damphin^i  Service  to  return  to  their  own  Country* 
Accordingly  James  attended  him  to  France  with  this 
View.  But  when  he  commanded  the  Earl  of  Bnchan  to 
return  to  ScalaaJy  the  Earl  replied,  be  did  not  think  himtelf 
bound^to  obey  him,  as  long  as  he  was  in  Subjedion  to  ano-^ 
fber;  For  this  Reafon  Ftenrj  from  that  Time  treated  as 
Rebels  all  the  Scots  that  fell  into  his  Hands. 

Hemy  having  finifhed  the  Affairs  which  called  him  into  2f>e  King 
Eaglakdi   took  his  leave  ^f  the  Queen  then^  great  with  returns  t§ 
Child,  and  appointing  the  Duke  of  Bedford  his  BrothecRe-  '**^.^: 
gent  in  his  Abfence,'  weftt  back  to  France^  where  hi*  Pre-  nJ/jj^; 
ftncc  was  neceffary.    He  fet  fail  the  lotb  of  Jim$  with  a     '* 
ncw-raifed  Army,  amounting  as  ilbme  fay,  to  four  Thou- 
f^tAJiUn  aJtArmiy  and  Twenty-four  Thouland  Archers. 
Upon  his  landing  at  Calais^  he  fent  but  feveral  Detatch« 
nents  to  take  fome  Caftles,  the  Danfhin  had  ftill  in  Picat' 
dj.    At  the  lame  Time  he  ordered  a  confiderable  Body  to 
march  to  the  Relief  of  the  Duke  of  Exeter^  who  was  as  ic 
were  bk>cked  up  in  Parish    Then  having  begun  his  March 
vith  the  rieff  of  the  Army,  he  came  to  Boss  de  P^fuceTt* 
^^s  from  whence  he  went  and  joined  his  Father*in*law  at 
Paris. 

A  few  Days  after  he  had  notice  that  the  Dat^hin  was  7^'  r)af 
hcfore  Chartres,  and  had  begun  to  batter  the  Town.    As  E^*J"  ^' 
he  wiftied  for  nothing  more  than  to  decide  the  Qiiarrcl  by  t7«,%*/  *    ' 
a  Bat-tie,  he  hnmediately  drew  his  Trodps  together,  and  retins  Hfen 
Siarched  direftly  to  OEur/r^/.  But  his  Forces  were  fa  much  Hcoryj 
fuperior,    that  the  DatspbiM  did  not  think  tit  to  flay  his  ^'^"'^' 
coming.    Hearj  purfued  him  with  all  the  fpeed  poffible  j  Henry 
but  finding  he  could  not  overtake  him,  fti)  upon  Dress^j  t*kts 
^  took  the  Town  upon  Terms.    Ic  is  laid  that  during  Of^uxs 
this  Siege  a  certain  Hermit  came  and  boldly  reproached  hrtn 
^tth  the  Cabmitics.  he  bronght  on  France  by  his  Ambi- 
I  ^>on,   and  threatened  him  with  the  Judgments  of  God. 
i  Some  add,  that  firm's  Death,  which  happened  the  next 
yoL-  V.  •         B  b  Vtar, 
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>4*»-     Year,  was  a  plain  Proof  that  the  Hermit  was  infpired.  BiK 

fuch  Confequences  are  not  always  juft.

elp  repre(enting  him  to  his  Mind  as  a  Prince  furpalfiog  all 
the  inoft  accoinplifhed  that  had  ever  appeared  in  the  Workl 
before  him.  Not  one  EngUjh  Hiftorian  afcribes  to  him  the 
lead  Defedy  but  all  with  one  Mouth  fpeak  of  bim  as  of  % 
perfed  Hero.  On  the  other  Hand>  the  French  have  en^ 
deavoured  to  draw  in  his  Portraiture  certain  Shddtiun  which 
tarnKh  the  i;.uftre.  It  witt  be  necefHu'y  tberefores  in  or- 
der to  form  a  juft  Keprefentation  of  him»  to  confider  his 
Adions  with  their  Circumftances,  abftraded  from  the 
Admiration  of  fomC)  and  the  Envy  of  others. 

In  the  firft  Place,  with  refped  to  the  Government  of  his 
own  Kingdom,  he  ought  not  to  be  denied  his  due  Praife^  in 
that  he  avoided  to  tread  in  the  Steps  of  Richard  II,  and  e-- 
yen  of  his  own  Father,  and  conftantly  refrained  to  inaoach 
on  the  Liberties  and  Privikges  of  the  People.    His  readi- 
ne(s  at  all  Times  to  give  the  Royal  Aflent  to.  fuch  A£is  as 
the  Parliament  judged  neceffary  for  the  Welfare  of  the  King*- 
dom,   was  a  <;lear  Evidence  of  his  having  the  Good  and 
Happinets  ofhts  People  at  Heart..    Neverthelefs  in  thi^  ve- 
ry Thing,  he  was  t»  blame  to  ihffet  himidif  to  be  carried 
to  fo  great  Lengths,*  as  contrary  to  his  owq  Inclination 
and  the  Dilates  of  bis  Reafon^  to  confent  to  the  Per- 
(ecution  of  the  Lplbtr4sj  out  of  pure  CondefcenHon  to  the 
Ckrgj*     Indeed  it  was  next  to  impoffible,  that  being  en- 
dowed with  an  esrcellent  Judgfnent>  he  Oiouk)  not  bet  fen- 
fibleon  how  flender  a  Foundation  the  Charge  againft  them 
wasbttik»  in  the  Beginning  of  his  Reign  ;  and  yet  rather 
than  publickly  tetrad  his  Opinion,  he  all  ialong  feigned  to 
believe  it,  juft  at  the  very  Time  when  he  (bowed  Fav'our 
to  Ibme  that  were  fentenced  to  Death,  who  had  periiftcd 
b  pleading  not  Guilty  of  the  pretended  Crime.

Hnd  was  all  of  MaflV-Silvcr.  All  which  at  the  Abby's  SupprefTion 
was  broken  o(F,  fo  tbartliere  is  nothing  to  be  {cm  now  but  a  Hcad- 
WfiMoDumcnty  with  twoLaiin  Vcrfci  od  his  Tomb. 
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ifii.  f  But  it  is  not  chiefly  for  what  he  afted  in  Engldmd^  that 
Hiftorians  have  been  to  lavifti  of  their  Praifes ;  hfa  warlike 
Exploits  are  the  main  Subjeft  of  his  P^mefjrick^  And  vet 
it  may  be  faid  perhaps  without  magnifyiiKg  Matt^rSy  that 
hb  Martial  Deeds  were  what  he  was  the  leaft  rendrkable 
for*  notwithftanding  the  glorious  Succefs  that  attended  his 
Arms.  The  Conqueft  of  France  oxifidered  in  tt  felf^  has 
fomething  Grand  and  Marvellous.  But  the  Vievir  df  the 
Pofture  of  Affairs  in  that  Kingdom  tenders  tic  doubtlels 
not  fo  wonderful  as  it  appears  to  be  when  abftraded  from 
all  its  Circumftances.  Lewis  VIII9  Fathef  of  St.  Lems^ 
cdnquered  England  at  si  like  Jutidure,  ahd  yet  no  one  ever 
took  it  in  his  Head  to  afcribe  the  Conqueft  fokly  to  his 
Wildom  or  Valour.  Hemj  formed  the  Projeft  of  his  En- 
terprize  at  a  Time  when  the  Civil  Diffentioris  of  the  Fnmh 
rendered  them  unabk  to  ftand  upon  their  Defence.  The 
Towns  he  took  from  them  were  defended  only  by  the  Be- 
fieged  themfelvesy  without  any  Army  ever  appearing  to 
relieve  them.  And  yet  fome  of  thefe  Phces  took  him  up 
feveral  Months*  and  furrendered  not  till  compelled  by  Fa^- 
mine. 

The  Battle  of  jitancamrt  is  then  the  great  and  almofionly 
warlike  Exploit  which  can  juftly  afford  Matter  for  P4ine^ 
fftUk*  In  this  famous  Adion  it  was  that  he  gave  Proofi 
of  an  uncommon  Condud,  Refblution  and  Bravery.  But 
this  very  Battky  the  Kfue  whereof  was  to  him  fo  Glorious, 
a£Fords  likewife  a  Handle  to  tax  him  with  Imprudence. 
It  moy  be  faidi  that  if  he  came  off  Conqueror,  it  was 
becaufe  he  had  reduced  himfelf  to  a  NecelTify  of  van- 
quiftiing  or  dying*  to  which  a  General  never  expofes  him- 
felff  without  caufing  his  Condufi:  to  be  feverely  cenfured. 
Whatever  the  Event  may  be»  his  undertaking  to  retire  to 
Cdl4ds  without  weighing  beforehand  the  Dij£cukies  of  the 
March,  and  without  being  fure  of  a  Paffage  over  the  Som-^ 
me  ;  his  Wilfullnefs  in  refolving  to  pals  that  River  in  or- 
der to  Force  his  Way  through  an  Army  'fo  fuperior  in 
Number  to  his  own,  ieem  not  to  be  excufed  but  by  the 
Succefs  of  the  Battle  of  Az^lncourt^  which  was  a  fort  of 
Miracle.    Had  he  loft  the  Day^  as  be  Ihould  naturally  have 
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done,  the  World  would  not  have  failed  to  charge  him  wich  '^^^^ 
lodiTcretion  or  Raftmefs.  The  Neceflicy  he  was  reduced 
to  during  his  March,  if  we  may  believe  the  French  Hifto* 
nans  or  offering  to  reftore  ITarfieur^  and  repair  the  Da- 
mages he  had  done  to  Frma^  plainly  ibow  how  much  he 
him f elf  was  convinced  of  the  talfe  Step  he  had  made.  This 
Battle  therefore  was  more  glorious  to  him  on  account  of 
his  perfonal  Valoutj  than  with  regard  to  his  Capacity  in  the 
Art  of  War.  It  mud  be  confeft^  that  never  did  Prmce  ex* 
pofe  himfelf  more  in  a  Battky  and  give  more  fignal  Proofs 
of  true  Valour  than  did  Htwrj  in  that  Day's  AAion. 

As  to  his  other  Conqueits  in  fr^incc^  I  do  not  know 
whether  his  greateft  Admirers  have  Reafbn  to  wifh  he  had 
niet  with  more  OppoGtion.  What  might  have  happened 
in  that  Ca(ei  is  beyond  humane  Knowledge.  It  cannot 
however  be  denied  but  that  the  Vidory  of  Auncottrt 
ihfongly  prepoiTefles  us  in  his  Favour.  But  what  may  be 
extolled  in  him^  without  Danger  of  being  deceivec^  is  the 
Hxcellencv  of  his  Gtmmy  and  the  Solidity  of  his  Judg- 
*»c«^*  lie  knew  how  to  manage  the  great  Undertaking 
he  had  formed  with  wonderful  Prudence  and  Addrefs>  wife- 
ly taking  Advant^e  of  the  feveral  Revolutions  which  bap- 
pened  in  France^  and  making  the;n  all  turn  to  his  Beneht* 
Few  Princes  wouM  have  known  like  him  how  to  hoki 
their  Hand  after  fo  glorious  a  Vidory  as  that  of  jtUncourt^ 
and  (it  down  in  Quiet9  the  which»  though  in  appearance 
not  fb  honourable  as  the  continuation  of  the  War^  was  in 
reality  to  him  more  advantagious.  This  Piece  oiPoUcj  in 
p)y  Opinion*  is  one  of  the  bed  Things  he  ever  did 
in  his  Life»  and  the  ftrongeft  Proof  of  the  Soundnefs  of 
hi^  Judprnut.  His  Negotiations  with  the  DoMhin  and 
Duke  ot  Bmrgtmdf  at  one  and  the  fame  Time^  ana  his  In* 
fi^^hns  to  his  Ambaffadors  are  plain  Indications  of  his  A* 
bilities.  and  how  difficult  it  was  to  over-reach  him. 

It  is  no  great  Wonder  that  the  profperous  Iflue  of  his 
Undertakings  ihoukl  gain  him  extraordfinary  Commenda- 
tions from  bis  own  Nation>  e(pecially  as  it  cannot  bejde* 
nied  that  his  Succefs  was  no  lefs  owing  to  his  Prudent  Con-> 
duft,  than  to  the  favourable  Junctures  he  met  with.    In 
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141a.  a  Word,  he  forced  the  Frctich  to  own  him  for  Regem  and 
Heir  of  their  Kingdom.  And  this  is  one  of  thofe  AtSions 
which  feldom  fail  of  being  prailed  beyond  Meafure.  Ac- 
cordingly Hiflorians  have  not  been  farisfied  with  comparing 
him  CO  David,  jiUxander^  and  Cdtfar^  but  have  ranked 
him  fjf  above  thefe  Great  Men.  .But  without  going  fo 
far  for  Comparifbns,  which  after  all  (eem  not  altogether  jufl, 
methinks  he  might  with  more  Reafon  be  put  in  Parallel 
with  Edward  III  his  Great- Grandfather.  However,  I 
(hould  fcarce  make  any  Scruple  to  give  the  Preference  to 
Edward.  Edipa^d  had  to  deal  with  all  France  united  a* 
gainfl  him,  and' the  Difiiculties  he  encountered  in  his  Con- 
quers were  incomparably  greater,  and  required  an  abler 
Head  to  furmount  them  than  did  thofe  which  oppofed  the 
Progrefs  of  Henry  V. 

What  I  have  been  laying  of  this  Prince  properly  relates  on- 
ly to  the  main  BufintfS  of  his  Life,  bis  War  with  France.  I 
ihall  now  defcribe  his  other  Qualifications,  which  though 
not  fo  glaring,.are  no  lels  worthy  of  Admiration  than  the  glo- 
rious Succefs  of  his  Arms,  which  has  almoft  wholly  engrof- 
fed  the  Attention  of  the  Publick.    It  is  certain  he  had  all 
the  Endowments  of  Body  and  Mind  neccflary  to  the  form- 
ing of  a  Gre^t  Man.     He  was  tall  and  majeftick  of  Stature, 
though   a  little  too  flender  and  fbmewhat  long-necked. 
His  Hair  was  Black,  and  his  Eyes  of  the  fame  Colour  were 
exceeding  bright  and  lively.     He  was  ftroog  and  robuft, 
very  exp.rt  in  all  bodily  tlxercifes,  chafte,  temperate^  at 
leaft  after  he  came  to  the  Crown,  inured  toHardft\ips»  and 
patiently  bearing  Hunger  and  Thirft,  Heat  and  Cold*     In 
ail  thefe  Things  he  was  a  ftanding  Example  to  his  Troops 
of  Moderation  and  Conflancy.     A  great  Lover  of  Jujlke^ 
he  followed  it  himfelf,  and  faw  it  obtrved  very  pnndu- 
ally.    Religious  without  Difguife,  perfevering  in  Piety» 
and  confidant  in  his  private  as  well  as  publick  Devotions. 
A  great  Friend  of  the  Chnrch  and  Cler^;  he  won  by  thefe 
Qualities,  theEfleem  and  AflFedionsof  the  EccUfiafiiel^s 
who  did  not  a  little  contribute  to  fet  off  the  Luftre  of  his 
Glory.     He  was  prudent  in  Council,  bold  in  Undertak- 
ing, and  refolute  in  executing.     As  to  his  Valour,  he 
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gave  continual  PrftofV  of  ft  tlwowghout  the  whole  Cowft  14*** 
if  his  Life-  There  it  another  Thing  Mkevrife  for  which 
he  ought  to  be  priifed,  he  caufed  military  Difciplme  to  flott- 
rifti  agMn>  which  had  beeh  ihnoft  entirely  neglefted  in  £1^- 
landi  tv^t  finct  xht  Reign  t)f  Etbvard  III.  Never  drd 
tkt'Emglifh  Nation  (hine  with  filth  Luftre  as  Under  this  re- 
Mwned  Ptinee.  To  tkAi  we  may  add,  he  wa$  fo  fortu- 
«>att,  dstofiniih  bis  Dayi  in  the  midft  oF  his  Profperity, 
and  not  live  to  fee  with  Edutard  HI.  the  Fruits  of  all 
his  Labours  come  to  nothing. 

Having  related  whit  the  Emflijb  fay  to  this  Princess  Ad- 
vantage, me  Faithfulnefs  of  an  Hiftorian  requires  that  I  pais 
not  ov«r  in  Silence  fome  Imperfedions  which  the  Frcnck 
-upbraid  him  with,  and  which  Envy  and  Difguft  have  per- 
haps caufed  them  to  aggravate*    In  the  (irft  Place,  they 
tax  him  with  Crueky»  and  making  War  in  a  barbarous 
Mtatier.    They  grbund  their  Charge  not  only  upon  the 
Slaughter  of  the  Prf  foners  of  the  Battle  of  jHzincmrtj  but 
al(b  upon  his  putting  to  Death  (everal  Officers  after  the  ta- 
king of  C^n^  Milnm  ahd  Meattx.    But  as  to  the  Prifonefs. 
of  Azdmomrtj  there  is  no  difpute  but  the  Maxims  of  War,, 
^nd  the  Neceffity  of  pr6viaing  for  his  own  Safety,  will 
"juftify  the  Orders  he  gave  upon  that  Account,  granting 
they  wetc  not  too  hafly.     As  to  his  Treatntent  of  the 
Burghers  and  Garrifofti  of  the  Places  he  became  Mafler  of,. 
I  confefs  it  is  not  impoffible  but  he  might  be  (wayed  a  little 
by  Revenge,  on  the  Score  of  the  Time  thefe  brave  Meiv 
made  him  Io(e ;  but  this  Can  only  be  faid  by  Coniefture. 
That  he  ufed  Severity  toward  fomc  we  know ;  but  the  Rea- 
fons  why  he  did  (o  we  cannot  lay.    To  difcufs  fuch  Mat- 
ters of  Faft,  more  Circumftances  are  required  than  are  cbme 
to  our  Knowledge*    However,  with  regard  to  thofe  of 
MoHXj  'tis  certain  they  had  incurred  the  Guilt  of  fifveral 
Murdeni  for  which  doubtlefs  they  deferved  to  be  punifh- 
^*  tt  was  neither  unjuft  nor  barbarous  to  order  theBaSayd 
rf  ykMTui  to  be  hanged  on  the  fame  Tree  whereon  he  him- 
felf  had  caufed  to  be  hanged  all  the  Adherents  of  the  Duke 
of  Bmrgmiify  that  fell  into  his  Hands.    For  the  other  three 
that  were  executed  at  the  (tme  Timei  1  know  not  the  Rtdfiit  t 
Vot.  V*  C  c  but 
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14x1;  but  it  is  tabe  prefumed^  that  rhey  were  not  pitched  upon 
out  of  all  the  reft  of  the  Garrifori)  purely  to  be  Inftances 
of  the  Severity  of  the  Conquerors.  As  for  the  Ewgtijb 
and  Irijb  which  were  in  the  Service  of  the  King's  EnemieSt 
their  being  excepted  in  the  CapituIation>  needs  no  Apology. 
It  were  to  be  wi(hed  for  Htnrf%  Reputation^  that  be  ccwld 
beaseafily  juftified  in  refuHng  to  give  Quarter  ro  the  Sm%j 
on  Pretence  that  they  had  refufid  to  obey  their  King  who 
was  adually  his  Prifoner. 

The  French  accufe  moreover  this  Prince  of eiceflive  Pride^ 
even  to  the  c^ng^  as  they  aflfure  us,  the  Marfnal  dt  F/Jk* 
jidamto  be  committed  to  the  Baple^  for  having  dared  to  look 
in  his  Face  whiift  he  was  fpeakmg  to  him.  It  is  true»  if  be 
had  no  other  Reafbny  this  was  a  high  Stram  of  Haughd- 
nets  and  Rigour.  But  can  it  be  denyed  that  a  Look»  a 
bare  Gefture,  may  be  fometimes  very  offensive  \  And  who 
knows  but  the  Marfhal,  as  he  rpoke>  ufed  fome  aggravating 
Circumftance»  or  ra(h  ExpreffioOt  which  rendred  him 
worthy  of  Cbafti/ement»  and  which  they  have  thought  fit 
to  conceal,  in  order  to  make  what  the  Kmg  did  appeac  the 
more  odious  \ 

Avarice  is  another  Blemifti  they  confidently  reproach 
him  with.  They  affirm,  that  after  he  was  declared  E0* 
^ext  and  Heir  of  Frana^  he  never  did  one  K6t  of  Geoero- 
(ity  either  to  any  of  the  BHrgtmdtM  Party  who  had  fenred 
him,  or  to  thofe  of  the  Datfhm*s,  who  had  voluntarily 
fubmitted  to  him.  I  (hall  not  take  upon  me  to  clear  htm 
from  this  Charge,  efpecially  as  it  does  not  appear  that  he 
was  very  liberal  to  the  Bfglijh  themfelves  who  ferved  him» 
either  by  reafon  of  the  great  Expence  he  was  at,  or  becaufii 
his  Inclmation  did  not  lie  that  way.  Though  he  had  a* 
bundance  of  good  Officen»  and  excellent  Generals,  we 
do  not  find  that  he  rewarded  them  according  to  their  Merit 
and  Services.  We  muA  however  except  the  Earl  of  ZW« 
fctf  to  whom  he  affigoed  a  Penfion  of  a  Thoufand  Pound 
a  Year,  when  he  created  him  Ear]  of  Exeter;  Fsljiajf^  to 
whom  he  gave  a  confiderable  Eftate  near  Harfle$tr ;  U  C9- 
taldi  Bucbof  the  Houleot  Foix,  who  had  the  Lordihip 
of  Loftgneville ;  and  the  Earl  of  Sulisbmrj^  to  whom  he 
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gave  the  EteUom  of  ¥tnh.   But  after  alL  it  is  very  ()olfible     14.11^ 
that  Hanj*%  want  of  Liberality  was  the  ££(edot  his  Pru- 
dence*   1  have  hinted  before^  that  the  Revenue  of  th$ 
Crown  amounted  not  to  above  Fifty-fix  Thoufand  Pounds^ 
and  that  he  was  fain  to  pawn  bis  Jewels  co  fupply  what  the 
Sums  granted  him  by  Parliameae  wanted  to  defny  the 
Charges  of  the  War*    Was  it  proper  to  appear  hberal  in 
fuch  Circumfiances  {  Upon  many  Occafioos  it  would  be 
well  if  SoTereigns  would  ftint  their  Bountiest  whidi  ate 
but  coo  o^cen  beftowed  at  the  Expenceof  the  poor  People. 
Laftiy»  An  unbounded  Ambition  is  a  Vice  which  the 
Frateb  think  they  may  juftly  tax  him  with*    In  order  to 
know  whether  tms  Cmrge  be  weU*gronnded|  a  ManlhouU  • 
examine  whether  he  was  in  the  Right  to  renew»  or  rather 
to  continue  a  War  againft  Frmiety  which  (he  herfUf  was 
the  Occafion  of  by  the  Breach  of  the  Treaty  of  Bretigwj^ 
and  which  flie  herfelf  had  commenced*    But  this  Inquiry 
wooU  be  neft]]efi9  after  what  has  been  laid  upon  this  Subjeft 
in  the  Reign  of  Edwrnrd  III*  to  which  recourle  may  be 
had.     Howevery  it  cannot  be  denied  but  that  Htmrj  was 
very  ambitious*    His  firft  Projed  was  only  to  reftore  the 
PeMCi  of  Brtt^.    But  as  loon  as  he  had  a  Glimpfe  of  be* ' 
iog  able  to  aicend  the  Throne  of  Frmice^  his  Ambition 
hurried  him  beyond  the  Bounds  he  had  fet  to  himfelf  in  the 
B^inning  of  the  War*    I  have  ah-eady  taken  notice*  that 
henad  Tnoushts  of  making  one  of  his  Brothers  King  of 
NitfleSf  and  tne  other  of  SicHy ;  and  that  in  order  to  pro- 
cure the  Duke  of  Ghmifier  four  Provinces  of  the  Low* 
Otuuri€$9  he  made  ufe  of^  a  Means  which  certainly  was  not 
very  honourable*    WcBndinibeC^aiomofPMtlickjiSst 
that  he  had  a  Defign  to  purchaie  the  Dutchy  of  Lmxemhurg 
of  the  Emperor  SigifwmmJL%  and  to  treat  with  him  about 
the  pretended  Claim  of  the  Emperors  to  the  D4mfh%n.    In 
fine*  it  appears  there  alfos  that  ne  wouki  have  paid  the  Ran- 
fom  of  a  Lord  of  the  Houft  of  BUiSy  who  was  Prifoner  to 
the  Marquifs  Je  BMJe»  apparently*  in  order  to  aflert  one 
Day  the  PretenGom  of  that  lUn/t  to  the  Dutchy  of  £rr- 
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H^«-        By  Ottbdrim  of  Frawce  his  Qoeen^  ffemy  leFc  but  one 
Bti  JJff*e.    s^^  ^£  ^  f^jjj^  Name  wi(h  htmlelf,  aboot  eight  or  nine 

Months  okk  The  Queen  his  Widow,  fbrgettine  die 
iiad  been  Wife  to fo  great  a  Prince»  and  wa  detcendeofrom 
the  moft  lUaftrious  Hhmfi  cS^Emnopi,  married  ibme  Time 
after  a  ffiljb  Gentletaaii,  one  Ouw$  rmJor,  not  vithoQc 
giving  great  Ofience  both  to  the  En^l^  and  Fremh.  *Th 
pretended  that  this  Gentieoian  was  diefcended'froaithein- 
fient  Kings  of  ff^sbt :  but  I  db  not  know  wherha  his  Ex- 
tradion  ht  wdl  made  out  \  Owtm  Tmkr  had  by  the 
Queen  three  Sons,  namely,  EJmtmdy  J^fpif  and  Ot^m.

But  on  the  other  Hand,  the  no- 
ble Qualities  of  the  Dukes  of  Bc^d  and  Ghucefttrj  Bro* 
thers  of  the  deceafed  King^  difpelled  the  Fears  of  the  WO& 
Timorous*    How  great  foever  their  late  LoTs  j^ighc  be*  ic 
was  not  thought  irreparable*  (tnce  the  Vaiourt  Experience 
and  Wifdom  of  thefe  two  Princes  enabled  them  to  fupport 
Henry  VI.  the  new  King's  iV/iiMnr;.    Very  far  therefore  from  iuffer* 
isjntlMm-  ing  their  Courage  to  fmk  at  fo  terrible  a  Bbw»  they  let 
fj^      the  World  fee,  by  proclaiming  young  Utmy  King  of  £1^- 
JamJ  and  Heir  of  France^  that  they  were  determined  to 
maintain  what  tlie  King  bis  Father  had  fo  gkirioufly  cfla- 
bli(hed. 

The  Duke  of  Gkttafier  had  governed  the  Kingdom  bjr 
the  Title  of  Gtuirdimh  ever  fmce  the  Duke  of  Bedford  hs 
elder  Brother  waited  upon  the  Queen  into  Fr^mce^  BoK 
this  Dignity  being  inconfiftent  with  a  King  adually  pit- 
ient  in  bis  Kingdom,  ceafed  the  Moment  young  H^mrj  was 
proclaimed  (a).  It  is  true*,  the  late  King  had  ordered  upca 
nis  Death- Bed,  that  during  the  Non-^igt  of  the  Prince  his 
Son,  the  Duke  of  Glomtfier  ihould  be  Regemt  or  PrmtSwr  of 
Englattd.

Ic  may  at  leaft  be 
prefumed*  that  thefc  Endeavours  appeared  to  be  of  fomc 
Moment,  (ince  befides  the  Orders  fent  by  the  Council  to 
the  Sheriffs  upon  this  Occafion,  Commiuioners  were  ap- 
pointed to  fee  them  put  in  Execution* 

During  the  Time  between  the  Calling  and  Meeting  of  Desthrf 
the  Parliamentt  died  King  Cbarks  VI.  at  P^tris^  the  »  x  ft  of  '*?  ^i  rf 
OSotery  having  out-lived  Henry  V.  his  Son-in-law  but  fifty  "*"^^* 
Days.  His  Death  entirely  changed  the  Face  of  Affairs. 
There  was  no  queftibn  but  the  DMfphh  would  take  the  Ti* 
tie  of  King  of  France  J  and  exert  his  utmoft  to  get  Pofleflioii 
of  a  Crown  which  he  looked  upon  as  fallen  to  him  by  the 
Death  of  the  King  bis  Father.  Whilft  Charles  VL  was  a« 
hvei  many  of  his  Subjeds  thought  it  their  Duty  to  obey 
him,  without  inquiring  whether  what  he  did  was  confor* 
mable  to  the  Lawsy  and  beneficial  to  thtStMte^  becaufetbey 
had  taken  their  Oath  to  him  unconditionally.  But  after 
his  Death,  they  believed  it  no  kis  incumbent  upon  theffif 
to  acknowledge  the  Ddnphim  his  Son  for  Sovereign,  not- 
withftanding  the  Peace  or  7rm  which  deprived  him  of 
bis  Right.  The  Truth  is,  that  Peace  carried  with  it  but 
toovifible  Marks  of  Corruption  and  Violence,  to  be  ever 
looked  upon  by  the  honeft  Part  of  the  French^  a  fundt- 
mental  and  unalterable  Law,  though  leveral  tf  them  that 
believed  it  very  unjuft  had  been  conftrained  to  approve  it# 
Thus  the  Dai^him,  who  in  the  htrer  Years  of^tbe  King 
his  Father  might  in  (bine  meafure  be  counted  a  Rebel  flood 
upon  better  Terms,  when  it  was  in  his  Power  to  afliune  rhd 
Title  of  Sovereign. 

Thefe  Confiderations  obliged  the  Duke  of  BeMrd^  who  Benry  VV

7*eFrcncb         ^^  Peaccof  Troje  having  fettled  the  Succeflion  of  the 
Lortisfwiur  Crown  of  France^  the  Regent  thought  he  might)  upon 
Allegiance  that  Foundation,  and  without  demanding  afrefti  the  Con- 
to  Hcory.   f^jjt  of  the  States^  put  the  King  his  Nephew  in  Poffcffion 
of  the  Kingdom.    Wherefore,   contenting  himfelf  with

Th\xs  Henry  VI.  and  Charles  VII.  affumed  both  at  the  Kt€fj]^pf 
i^mc  Time  the  Title  of  King  of  France^  and  difputed  with  y*^^v- 
or^  another  the  Pofleffion  of  the  Throne  during  Thirty  j^j^jlj^r 
Ye^rs.  This  makes  the  Hillory  of  the  prefent  Reign  io  PranccW 
JDceryoven  with  that  of  France^  that  there  is  no  feparating  England, 
thei?!.  The  Engllflx  were  bent  upon  keeping  for  their 
young  King  the  Crown  of  France,  which  the  King  his 
Father  had  obtained  by  his  Labours^  and  which  they  be- 
lieved his  AnceAors  had  been  unjuniy  deprived  of.  On 
the  other  Hand,  Charles  propofed  likewife  to  take  PoA 
fdlion  of  the  fame  Crown,  which  they  had  refohred  to 
t^ke  from  him,  and  which,  in  his  Opinion,  he  had  not  (b 
H^uch  from  the  King  his  Father,  (educed  by  ill  Cotmfeky 
as  from  a  long  Train  of  Anceftors  who  had  enjoyed  it  be- 
fore him.  This  important  Quarrel  produced  numberlefs 
Events,  for  the  better  Underftahdtng  of  which,  a  pretty 
f3(ad  Knowledge  of  the  Pofture  of  the  Affairs  of  both  the 
Kjngs,  in  the  Beginning  of  their  Reigns  is  very  neceffary. 
|t  is  no  lels  requifite  to  know  the  Charaders  of  the  Per- 
jbos  that  were  at  the  Head  of  Affairs,  as  well  Gvil  as 
Military^  in  the  two  Kingdoms.  Ih  fine,  to  have  a  clear 
Kpcion  wherein  cpnfifled  the  Advantages  and  Difadvan* 
t;^es  of  each  of  the  two  Kings  during  this  tedious  Wary 
it  will  be  abfolutely  neceflary  to  have  a  general  Idea  of  the 
State  France  was  in,  with  regard  to  the  Succours  each  of 
the  two  Kings  mi^t  have,  as  welf  from  the  Princes  and 
.^^ij/i/l  of  the  Crown,  as  froni  Foreigners.  This  Review 
.  leemsto  m^  iqclifpcnfable,  in  order  to' avoid  the  Obfcorifv 
wNcb  would  incefTai^tly  occur,  in  a  Recit^  made  tip  of  \q 
lOany  various  Events. 

In  the  firft  Place  then,  for  the  Perfons  of  the  two  Kings*  ^*^^  ^ 
Charles  was  one  and  twenty  Years  old,  and  Hemrj  but  an  ^  tS&^^ 
Infattt  of  nine.  Months.    However,  in  ebb  ytry  Thing  xm^^ 
the  Advantage  Uy  on  Hemn's  SidCy  whofe  Afiirs  were 
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14^^*  managed  by  two  Uncles  of  great  Abilities,  and  by  the 
wiieft  Coitncil  then  in  Europe.  On  the  contrary  Chmrki^ 
who  never  paHedfbr  an  extraordinary  Gemus,  was  by  realba 
of  his  Age  more  difficnit  to  be  rulea,  his  Paflions  hindering 
him  from  following  the  beft  Advice.  To  the  Time  ht 
afTumed  the  Title  of  King>  he  had  didinguiibed  hioafelf 
neither  by  his  Valouj-  or  Conduft*  More  prone  to  Pka- 
fures  than  War,  he  appeared  very  unfit  to  rcftore  the  Af- 
fairs of  the  French  Monarchy,  which  was  upon  the  Brisk 
of  Deftrudion.  Thq  Murder  of  the  Duke  of  Bmrgmmdj 
committed  before  his  Face,  and  no  doubt  by  his  Orders, 
had  raifed  a  great  Prejudice  againft  him.  He  had  aded  with 
no  more  Confcience  with  regard  to  the  Duke  of  Brei^we 
his  Brother-in-law.  This  Piince,  whom  the  Earl  of  Pm-' 
tievre  by  a  notorious  Piece  of  Treachery  had  carried  a- 
way  hy  Force  and  long  detained  in  Prifon>  came  to  kncyw 
.after  his  Deliverance,  that  the  Plot  was  contrived  agaiAft 
him  with  the  Knowledge  and  Confent  of  the  DMuphim,  And 
th&itioTe  it  might  be  iaidj  that  it  Was  not  Charles's  Fault 
that  the  Duke  of  Bretagne  did  not  undergo  the  fame  Fate 
with  the  Duke  of  Bnr^nij.  Theft  Things  made  a  deep 
^ound  in  his  Reputation,  which  was  not  otherwifc  fujH 
•  ported  by  any  bright  Virtue  or  ASion*  All  that  could 
.  be  laid  to  his  Advantage  was,  that  he  was  not  fo  roean-f  pi- 
tired  as  to  /loop  to  his  Enemies.  But  there  was  no  need  of 
being' a  great  Cenlm^  to  refule  cafting  himfelf  down  a  Pre* 
cipice  which  he  faw  before  his  Eyes. 

As  to  the  Forces  of  the  two  Kings,  it  is  eafy  to  fee  that 
ilenrf  had  vaflly  the  Advantage  of  his  Rival  in  that  Re* 
fpe^,  iince  together  with  what  he  held  in  France^  he  had 
al)  BniUnA  for  him  tod.  France  was  then  fhared  between 
.  them  in  fuch  a  Manner,  that  each  had  whole  Provinces  un« 
der  his  pbedience!^  and  in  others,  each  had  his  Strong* 
hoUs  and  Adherents,  tn  the  Provinces  thus  divided,  there 
Was  fCarce  a  walled  ToWn  but  what  had  a  Garrifon  for  one 
or  titlier,  Side.  The  which  made  them  for  above  thirty 
Years  together  the  Seat  of  the  War. 
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Charles  was  polTefled  of  all  Lanffudocy  from  whence  he  ^^^^ 
bad  not  long  (ince  driven  out  the  Ear)  of  /Vu*,  whilft 
Hemy  V.  was  emptoyed  in  the  Siege  of  AIcIhh,  and  where 
li^  had  appointed  for  Governor  the  Earlof  Clermont^  cldeft 
Son  of  the  Duke  of  BourboM.  Since  that  Time  the  Earl 
of  Foix  had  attempted  in  vain  to  recover  that  Province. 

The  Dduphine  V/2S  likewifeall  fubjed  to  CharUsy  who 
ht\d^\lo  Berryy  ./^ftuer^Mf  Tcuraine^  Vzxt  oi Samtonge^  the 
City  of  Rochel  and  Poitiom.  Befides,  thefe  Provinces  he 
<?onlidered  as  Countries  dependent  of  him,  Pravenccy  M4une 
and  AnjoMj  for  Rcafbns  mentioned  hereafter. 

Heftrj  was  in  PofTeffion  of  Normcmdj  and  Guicnfff,  the 
twdbeft  Provinces  of  the  Kingdom.  Picurdj^  Cbafnf4gnit 
BriCi  the  f/Ie  of  France  were  his,  excepting  a  few  Pbces 
which  ftill  hcki  out  for  King  Charles.  In  fine,,  be  was 
Mafter  of  Paris,  the  Metropolis  of  the  Kingdom,,  which 
akme  might  be  put  in  the  Balance  againft  a  great  and  rich 
Province.  He  could  likewife  rely  upon  the  two  i?|irj**' 
MeSi  Flanders  and  JirtoiSy  which  belonged  to  the  Du^e  of 
Burgundy  his  Vaflal  and  Ally. 

From  whiir  has  been  faid  it  is  eafy  to  perceive,  that  the 
War  might  be  carried  on  in  all  the  Provinces  of  F^ance^ 
FrpM^iftf  excepted,  which  hitherto  had  flood  Neuter,  But 
there  were  fome  Places  more  expofed  than  others  to  the 
Fury  of  the  Sword,  ^sPicardjf  Ojampaptey  Brie^  and  the 
IJts  of  France.  The  Reafon  is,  becaufe  the  £»j{Af/i  wanted 
before  all  things  to  clear  thefe  Provinces  of  King  Charleses 
Garrifons,  to  the  End  they  might  attack  him  afterwards  be- 
yond the  Lairet  without  being  forced  to  leave  any  thing 
behind  them.  For  the  fame  Keafon,  it  was  Charleses  Buii- 
»efe  to  keep  up  the  War  in  the  fame  Provinces,  that  he 
nnght  prevent  his  Enemies  from  carrying  on  their  Conquefts 
ioto  the  Sduthem  Provinces,  which  were  his  lall  Refuge* ' 
Having  taken  a  View  of  the  State  of  the  Provinces,  it 
villbc  neceflary  to  examine  the  Situation  the  Freitellf  Prin- 
ts imtnediarc  FkJfaJs  of  the  Crown  were  in.  And  firft  of 
the  Duke  of  Brttagne.

Thefc  two  Princes  being  Prifoners, 
did  as  to  their  Perfons  neither  good  nor  hurt  to  either  of 
the  Parties ;  but  their  ftrong  Towns  were  in  the  Difpo&l 
fi'^ft' «/       of  King  Charles.    There  are  Authors  who  affirm,  that  the 
Charles       Duke  of  Orleans  had  made  a  Treaty  with  Henry  V,  where- 
**  by  in  Confideraiion  of  a  gifeat  Penfion  which  he  paid  year- 

ly for  his  Expcnce,   h?  had  obtained  of  that  Monarch  a 
Neutrality  for  his  City  oi Orleans^  and  all  his  other  Towns.

paired  in  FrMce.    But  the  Harl  of  Clermont  his  eldeft  Son 
firmly  adhered  to  King  CharUsy  with  all  the  Towns  of  the 
Duke  his  Father.

Tht  French 
Authors  fay,  that  in  1415  he  made  his  Efcape  outof  Pri- 
fon  in  a  miraculous  Manner,  and  that  in  Memory  of  this 
tvent  he  inftituted  an  annual  Procejjton  at  Vendome*    1  do 
not  know  the  manner  of  his  Efcape.    But  I  find  in  the  ^dt.  PuK

Oa 
the  other  Hand,  the  Duke  of  Bretagne  looked  upon  this  i)ii- 
nifier^  as  well  as  tC  AvoHgonr  another  of  Charleses  Courtiers, 
as  the  chief  Authors  0?  the  Pontievrioft  Confpiracy,  bc- 
caufe  they  had  prevailed  with  the  Dauphin  to  approve  it. 

Ia^  TrimoHilUy  of  a  very  ancient  Family,  was  very  much  La  Tri- 
in  the  King's  Good- Graces,  though  not  fo  much  as  Dm*  mouilie. 
Cbatel  and  Louvet.    He  was  a  Lord  of  great  Ambition^ 
who  in  fpiteof  his  High-Birth,  regularly  made  his  Court 
to  the  Favourites,  in  order  to  increale  his  Credit.

John  Duke  of  Bedford  Hegent  of  Frauce  under  the  young 
King  his  Nephew,  was  the  moft  accompliihed  Prince  then 
in  Europe:  Wife,  Judicious,  of  great  Valour,  Solidity  and 
Penetration,  Mafttr  of  his  Paflions,  and  of  a  Geuims  fupe- 
rior  to  all  about  him;  he  feemed  born  for  a  Throne,  though 
Prifvldince  had  placed  him  in  the  Clafs  of  Subjeds.

As  for  the  SsctSf  the  War  in  FtMHce  was  not  to  them  an  ScotIati^« 
iiylifferenc  Xhmg»  It  is  certaios  their  Intereft  required 
that  they  (houU  co  the  utmoft  of  their  Power  endeavour  to 
put  a  Stop  to  the  Progrefs  of  the  EngUfb  in  that  Kingdom** 
BdGdes  their  oM  Alliance  whereby -they  were  obliged  to 
al£ft  the  Fnnch^  it  was  eafy  for  them  to  perceive  that  ic 
coidd  not  but  be  very  dangerous  to  their  States  to  fuiKer  the 
King  of  England  to  grow  fo  very  powerful.  And  yet 
the  private  Incereftfi^if  the  Regent  had  hindered  them  from 
,taking  the  CourA  which  beft  Squared  with  the  Good  of 
their  Country >  till  at  length  they  &nc  an  Aid  of  Seven 
Tbouland  Men  to  the  Dsuphin*  Since  that  time*  being 
grown  more  and  more  fenfible  of  their  Error^  in  permitting 
the  Emglifb  to  become  Matters  of  Frdnce^  they  had  refblved 
to  fend  thither  a  more  powerful  Supply.  But  the  Duke  of 
Alhnmj  dying  in  the  mean  Time)  and  Aiordac  his  eldeft 
Son»  a  Prince  of  a  narrow  Gemmi,  having  fucceeded  him  in 
the  Regency^  ineeftine  Troubles  arofe  which  prevented 
the  Scots  from  executing  their  Purpole.  So  that  till  the 
I)eath  ofHimj  V.  they  had  a&ed  nothing  in  that  RefpeA^ 
and  King  yamcs  was  returned  to  EngUind  Prifoner  as  be« 
fore*

King's  Name,  according  to  the  ufual  Praftice,  when  the 
Sovereign  is  not  in  a  Condition  to  be  prefent  in  Perfbn. 
The  firft  Thing  the  Parliament  did  was  to  fettle  the  Go- 
rkitrrvy-  vemmcnt  during  the  King's  Minority.    They  nominated 
Council       the  Members  of  the  Council,  filled  the  Offices  of  the 
fitiled.       Crown,  and  gsKe  the  Great  Seal  to  the  Bilhop  of  Dmrkam^ 
and  not  to  the  Bifhop  of  H^ttcheftery  as  Ibme  affirm.     To 
purfue  the  Scheme  which  had  been  formed,  it  was  necef^ 
fary  to  appoint  a  Proteilor,  who  (hould  take  upon  him  the 
Adminiftration  of  the  publick  Affairs  during  the  Minority. 
ffeftry  V.  had  ordered  as  he  lay  a  dying,  that  this  high 
Dignity  fhould  be  conferred  on  the  Duke  of  Cloficefier  bis 
Brother.     But  this  could  not  be  done  without  great  Injury 
to  the  Duke  of  Bedfcrdj  who  was  the  eldeft  of  the  two 
Brothers ;  the  firft  Perlbfi  in  the  Kingdom  next  the  Ktng^ 
find  Heir-apparent  of  the  Crown  as  long  as  Henry  (hould 
be  without  Iffue*    By  this  Means  he  would  have  been  be- 
low rhe  Duke  of  Glowefter  his  younger  Brother.

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It  has  been  dre&dy  obfcrved,  that  the  Duke  of  GloHO^fier      »+»*• 
wa5  not  fo  great  a  Matter  ot  his  Paflions  as  the  Duke  of  Jj'f^^fi 
Bitdfvrd  his  Brother.    He  couH  but  ill  brook  any  Oppofi-  agj^inflthe 
rion  to  his  Will.    For  this  -Reafon  the  Privy-Council  Dukt  of 
were  always  upon  their  Guard  to  hinder  him  from  alTuming  Giouccftcr. 
a  greater  Authority  than  his  Station  entitled  him  to.     As 
f  hey  held  not  their  Places  of  Him  but  of  the  Parliamentj 
they  were  not  fo  much  afraid  of  difpleafing  him,  knowing 
jc  was  not  in  his  Power  to  turn  them  out.     And  therefore, 
in  the  Coancil^Hall  there  was  a  fort  of  Conftderacy  againft 
hkOf  at  the  Head  of  which  was  the  Biihop  of  Winchefter 
his  Uacle.

I  know  not 
the  Qualities  of  the  Duke  of  Exeier,  having  met  with  no 
Hiftorian  that  gives  us  his  Cbara<Ser* 

As  for  the  fiifliop  of  Winchefter^  he  Wias  a  Prince  cvx  ^^^^aaer 
wi  for  the  ffbrU  and  a  Comn  rather  than  for  the  Church,  J,J^J/'' 
However,  he  is  placed  by  Ibme  in  the  Clafs  of  the  Learned  winchcf- 
of'thoff  Days.   -Ever  fince  he  was  made  Biftw>pof  H^  tcr. 
chtfier  in  1405,  his  main  Bufinefs  was  to  heap  up  Riches-; 
therein  he  had  fucceeded  fo  welK  that  he  was  reckoneid  the 
weahhieft  of  all  the  Emlip  Nobles.    Henry  V.  bis  Ne- 
phew bad  fome  Regard  for  him  :  but  however  was  ap^ 
pfchenfive  of  his  intrigueing  Temper*    Hence  it  was  that 
he  was  againft  the  Pope's  making  him  a  CardtHal,  for  fear

ontfCra-    f^alery.    Ralph  Botekr  had  the  Management  of  this  Siege, 
^'  which  took  him  up  till  OSoher.    At  laft  James  it  ffar- 

Monflrclct,  ^^^^^  Governour  of  the  Town,  agreed  to  yield  it  up  on 
the  I  ft  of  March  next,  if  not  relieved  by  that  Time*  This 
fort  of  Capitulations  were  very  common  in  thofe  Days. 
On  the  Day  fixed  for  the  Relief  or  Surrender  of  the  Place, 
the  Beficgers  drew  up  in  order  of  Battle  juft  under  the 
Walh,  ,  expefting  their  Enemies.  If  no  Army  appeared 
that  Day  to  give  them  Battle,  the  Place  was  (urrendered  ac- 
cording to  the  Capitulation.  Though  the  Governour  of 
Oatty  had  given  Time  enough  to  prepare  for  his  Rcl.cf, 
Chsrkf  was  not  in  Condition  to  attempt  it,  fo  theTowa 
was  furrendered  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford. 

The  Battle  of   Crevarn  was  the   more   prejudicial  to 
Charleses  Affairs,  as  it  made  him  lofe  a  great  many  Offi- 
cers'of  DiftinSion,  fome  whereof  were  flain,  and  therein 
•  Prifoners  in  the  Hands  of  the  EngUfb  or  BHrffssfdiOHS.    A- 
mong  the  Prifoners,  Xaintrailles  was  thePerlbn  fot  whom 
the  King  was  the  moft  concerned,  knowing  him  to  be  one 
of  the  braveft  Officers  in  the  Kingdom,  and  the  moft  ca- 
charlci      p^ble  of  doing  him  Service.    Though  he  had  no  great 
ranfims      Stock  of  Money,  he  ftnt  him  however  enpugh  to  pay  his 
XaintraiU    R^anfom.     XainirailUs  very  thankfully  received  this  Fa- 
H,'^^         vour,  and  to  give  the  King  fenfible  Marks  of  his  Gratiruclc» 
Cuifc.  Mfid  prefently  after  his  being  releafed^  he  found  Means  to  take 
Compicgiir  fAnnr  and  GMtfi  by  Surpiize,   At  the  fame  Time  LaHincf 
sij/S. '   ^^w/4/  did  the  like  by  Compiegne. 
i^eyanre-      The  Lofs  of  thefc  Places  gave  the  Regent  no  froall  Uo- 
takefi.        eafinefs,  as  it  obliged  him  to  keep  near  Paris^  in  fpite  of 
'  the  ProjeAs  he  had  formed.    As  ne  could  not  execute  his 
Defigns  till  the  French  were  drove  out  of  the  Northern  Pro- 
vinces, he  gave  orders  to  have  the  three  Towns  juft  wkcii 
by  Surprize,  to  be  befieged  all  at  once.    If  a  Mao  IhouU 
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flay  to  relate  the  Particuhrs  of  all  the  Sieges  on  both  1413. 
iSides  during  this  War,  he  would  be  infenfibly  led  into  a 
Thoufand  Circumftances  which  few  People  would  think 
worth  Notice.  The  beft  Way  will  be  to  keep  to  general 
Matters,  and  only  mark  in  two  Words  the  Beginnings 
and  Iflbes  of  the  Sieges. 

The  Regcnt*s  Defign  being,  as  I  was  faying,  to  retake 
theft  three  Places,  the  Ezr\  of  Li^nf  invQ&ed  Ham,  and  the 
M^rihdl  de  njU'jidam  beHeged   Compiegne.    But  CiJU^ 
Adam  falling  into  an  Ambulh  laid  for  tiim  by  LaHitiy 
k)ft  three  Hundred  of  his  Men.    Neverthelefs  he  conftrain- 
cd  his  Enemy  to  keep  within  the  Walls.    After  Lignj  had 
taken  Ham,  he  went  and  invefted  Gmfe.    XaimraiUes  who 
commanded  in  that  Place,    perceiving  that  with  the  few 
People  he  had,  he  (hould  be  able  to  make  but  a  faint  Refin- 
ance, went  away  to  fee  to  get  a  Supply.

Charia  pleafed,  as  we  may  imagine,  to  fee 
thcfe  Supplies,    loaded  the  principal  ^r^rrfe  Officers  with 
Honours,  Carefles,  and  Favours.     He  had' already  confer-  ^^  carejfe^ 
ed  on  the  Earl  of  Buchan  the  higheft  Military  Poft,  to  '^^^cois. 
which  he  could  make  no  Addition.     Dowglafs  was  created 
Dnke  of  Toaraine.     Stuart  was  made  Baron  of  d  AHhigni^ 
^nd  ^itcrw^rds  Earl  of  Evrcux,  with  Licenfe  to  quarter  his 
Arms  with  thofc  of  France.    To  give  the  Scots  a  farther 
Mark  ot  his  Efteem  and  Confidence,  Charles  chofe  out  of 
them  a  Company  of  Gnardsy  which  in  Procefs  of  Time  was 
incrcafed  to  a  whole  Regiment.    In  fliorr,  he  omitted  no- 
thing that  could  help  to  gain  him  the  Affeftionsof  the 
Scot  Si  to  the  End  he  might  ingage  them  to  fend  him  great- 
er Supplies,  or  make  a  powerful  Diverfion  in  England.

Maxims  akogetber  different  from  what  they  had  done  du*^  scodand  4r 
ring  the  Regency  of  the  Duke  of  ^jUtoftjf.    The  Duke  of  uheny. 
Cioftcefier  and  the  Council  of  E$^lamiy  perceiving  this  Al- 
'f^arion  which  might  prove  extremely  prejudicial  to  the 
King's-  Affairs>  thought  it  neceflfary  to  countermine  the 
Dcf^nsof  Chartis,  by  Means  of  the  King  of  Scotland  Pri* 
foncr  in  Englatul  ever  fince  1408.

The 
Articles  agreed  upon  by  the  Plenipotentiaries  appointed  to 
treat  about  the  Liberty  of  King  Jdmes^  make  no  mcDtion 
of  this  Homdge^  though  they  are  very  large  upon  Things 
of  much  lefs  moment.  The  Treaty  of  Truce  nas  nothifig 
like  it.  In  fine,  in  above  Thirty  (everal  jfRs  extant  in 
Fjmer*$  CoUeSthn^  which  concern  the  Affsm  negotiated  in 
the  Years  1423  and  1424*  between  the  EtigUJh  and  Suub^ 
there  is  not  one  Syllable  alluding  to  any  iucn  thing.  Upon 
allthefe  Accounts,  there  is  room,  in  my  Opinion,  to^ie- 
fume  that  what  has  been  advanced  by  the  Hiflorian  bent* 
mentioned,  and  by  feveral  others  after  him,  concerning 
the  pretended  Homage  done  at  Windftry  is  a  mere  Fidion  of 
their  own.  They  verily  believed,  as  many  do  ifill  at  this

It.  But  beficfes  the  Reafons  which  the  Kings  of  Scu^

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The  taking  of  Places  by  Surprize  was  then  fo  frequents     »»H- 
that  it  is  ftrange  the  daily  Inftances  of  it  Aiould  not  put 
the  Governours  more  upon  their  Guard.    The  Duke  of 
Bidford  was  extremely  vexed  to  fee  that  as  faft  as  he 
forwarded  the  Execution  of  his  ProjedS)  by  taking  fome 
one  of  the  Enemy's  Towns  about  PdriSp  (ome  other  was 
furpnzed,  which  retarded  his  DeHgns.

He  reprefented,  that  the  Duke  p^^^^ 
of  Bedfard,  inftead  of  advancing,  had  a  Mind  to  fight  council  cf 
wich  Advantage^  on  a  Ground  he  had  made  choice  of  him?  ffUr. 
felf;  and  that  therefore,  it  was  by  no  Means  proper  to  go 
and  atuck  him  in  that  Place.    That  the  Risk  the  King's 
Affairs  would  run  was  of  fo  great  Confequence,  that  ne 
was  pf  Opinion  they  ought  not  to  hazard  a  Battle.   That 
neverthelefs,  if  it  was  judged  neceffary  to  come  to  an  En- 
gagement, the  bed  way  would  be  to  pitch  upon  an  advan- 
tagious Poft,  and  there  expeft  the  Enemy,  to  the  End  they 
might  not  fight  till  after  fuch  Precautions  were  taken  as 
would  in  fome  meafure  warrant  Succefs.    This  Advice 
pomingfromthe  Mouthof  a  Foreigner,  was  thought  top 
cautious  by  foipe  of  the  Council.    Amidft  the  Debates 
upon  this  Matter,  a  Party  was  formed  againft  the  General, 
which  was  headed  by  Ajmerh  Vifcount  of  Narbonne.  This 
Lord  let  forth,  that  in  cafe  they  avoided  coming  to  a  Bat- 
tle with  fb  great  odds  on  their  Side,  the  Reputation  of  the 
King's  Arms  would  be  ruined  paft  Redemption ;  That  by 
fuch  a  Piece  pf  Cowardife  the  Troops  would  be  (b  dif- 
heartnedj  that  there  would  be  no  bringing  them  again  to 
face  Enemies  whoip  one  would  have  fltunned  when  one 
ought  to  have  fought  them ;  That  the  King's  Affairs  could 
pot  be  reftored  but  by  fome  great  Blow,  and  as  there  could 
f^c  be  a  fairer  Opportunity  to  van^uifh  the  Enemy,  the

The  Earl  of  SaUibtirj  finding  himfelf  firong  enough 
gfinquirs     to  make  fome  confiderable  Attempt*  entered  Mdine^  and 
Maine.       befieged  Afans^  the  Capital  of  the  Province^  and  one  of 
the  urongeft  Cities  in  France.    The  Govemour  made  a 
long  and  brave  Defence.

at  her  Father's  Houft.  The  Earl  her  Father  dying  fhort- 
ly  after^  flie  became  Heirefs  of  his  Dominions*  containing 
ttaindultj  HcUamlf  ZeUmd  and  Frii/Und.  So  noble  an  In- 
heritance could  not  fail  to  attract  the  AddrefTes  of  a  great 
many  Princes.  But  the  Couqtefsher  Mother  being  den*^ 
reus  to  procure  this  rich  Match  for  a  Prince  of  her  own 
Family,  caft  her  Eyes  on  John  Duke  of  Brabant  her  Ne-* 
phew,  and  got  her  Daughter  to  marry  him.  This  Marri* 
age  proved  unfortunate.  The  nfw-married  Couple  foon 
lell  at  Variance,  for  R;eafons  wl^ch  have  nothing  to  do 
with  our  Hiftory.  Their  Quarrel  grew  to  that  Height* 
that  at  kft  yaquelina  ordered  Matters  fo,  that  flie  was  run 
a^ay  with  by  fome  Euglijh  Knights,  who  carried  her  to 
London.  I  haveobferved  in  the  foregoing  Reign  that  her 
being  thus  carried  off  was  not  unknown  to  King  Henry  V« 
There  is  great  likelihood  that  this  Monarch  had  then 
thoughts  of  marrying  Jaqnelina  to  the  Duke  of  Gloum 
ufier.

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Hfith  (ecurifig  the  Crown  of  Franct  to  the  Kings  of  £»f-  *^^T* 
J/md*  The  Dake  of  Bedford  faw  it  plainly.  He  never 
ceafed  to  follicite  hb  Brother  to  make  the  bed  of  fo  favour- 
able a  Jundure^  and  put  off  the  Execution  of  his  Deligns 
to  a  more  convenient  Seafbn,  when  he  might  be  abk  tp 
employ  all  the  Forces  of  France  and  England.  But  his  Re- 
monftrances  were  not  capable  of  diverting  the  ambitious 
Duke  from  an  Enterprize,  which  gave  him  the  Profpedof 
obcaioing  four  of  the  finsR  Provinces  o[  xhc  Lffw-CouMries.

.  This  firfi  Step  being  made*  Charles  (ent  to  him  the  Qtieen 
Dowager  of  Sicily  his  Mother-in-iawt  with  TanHegni  dse 
Chately  and  impowered  them  to  make  him  aH  off^r  of  the 
OmfiiUfle's  Sword.    T/iis  Poll  had  been  vacant  ever  (ince 
the  Death  of  the  Earl  ofBtschan  (lain  in  the  Battle  of  rer- 
neuil.     The  Queen  of  Sicily  and  dn  Chatel  foiind  the  Earl 
very  much  difpofed  to  change  Sides.    He  was  exafperated 
againft  the  Duke  of  Bedford i  and  as  he  was  extremely 
Haughty  and  R^evengful*  it  was  great  Pleafure  to  him  to 
think  he  fhould  have  an  Opportunity  of  being  revenged  for 
the  Contempt  fhown  him.     And  therefore  without  much 
Sollicitation  he  accepted  the  King's  Offer  with  great  De- 
monftrations  of  Thankfulnefs,  and  promifed  to  engage  the  ^^^y/,y^^, 
Duke  his  Brother  in  his  Interefis.

His  Reslbo  for  this  was,  becaufe  he  had  engaged 
faimletf  by  Oath  ^ith  the  Duke  of  Bin'gundj^  in  theTrea- 
ty  of  Amiens.    He  had  not  the  fame  Scruple  with  Rc(ped 
to  the  Duke  of  Bedford,   though  he  was  no  left  engaged 
with  him,  rhan  with  the  Duke  of  Bitrgundj.

Envoys  who  endeavoured  to  excufe  their-Mafter  by  cafting 
the  Blame  on  his  evil  Councellors,  he  replied,  it  was  there- 
fore the  King's  Part  to  difmifs  thofe  pernicious  Counfellors^ 
and  then  it  would  be  Time  enough  to  talk  of  an  Accom- 
modation.   This  was  fufficient^to  let  them  lee  that  he  was 
not  altogether  inexorable,  efpecially  as  he  readily  enough 
confented  that  the  Earl  of  Richmond  ftiould  accept  of  the 
Conjiable's  Sword.

King's  own  Palace,  and  even  before  his  Eyes.    His  Pride 
could  not  bear  any  Person  at  Court  that  was  not  his  Crea* 
ture.

iIjp  King        CharUs  was  fo  provoked  at  thefe  haughty  Proceedings, 
refti/a  t9    that  he  would  not  fee  the  ConfiakU.  He  could  not  fb  much  as 
fit  him.     hear  him  mentioned  without  Horrour.   But  hbDifpIeafure 
was  but  little  minded  by  a  Man  who  had  for  him  both  the 
Nobles  and  People.    In  the  wretched  State  the  King's  Af- 
fairs were  in,  every  one  thought  he  did  him  a  Favour  to 
£?rve  him.    Upon  the  leaft  Difguft  all  threatened  to  leave

Wherefore  notwitbllanding  the  outragious  Affronts  BktNnr^tf 
he  had  received  from  the  ConjlabU,  he  gave  leaver  at  the  In-  J^^'^f "  ^''^ 
fiance  of  La  Trimouille^  that  this  proud  Prince  ihou^  pay 
his  Refpeds  to  him.    But  his  AfFair»  were  not  a  jot  better- 
ed by  it. 

.  Wbilfl  the  Duke  of  Bedford  was  in  kngUnd.  the  Earl  Jf^^^'^f.^^ 
ti  Wdrmc^  who  commanded  in  Framce^  did  aU  that  lay  it)  \ttkt^ 
his  Power  to  keep  the  Affairs  of  the  EngUp  in  a  good  Pof-  Blockade  of 
ture.    He  found  himfelf  at  firfl  too  weak  to  oppolc  the  Md  largu* 
C^ftdhU's  entering  NormMfuh.    But  upon  News  that  the 
Briiifi  Army  bad  disbanded  thein£blves  becaufe  there  wai 
no  Money  to  pay  them,  he  thought  himfelf  able  to  make 
fome  Attempt.     With  a  Body  of  five  Tboufand  Men  he 
CDcered  M4me^  and  retook  feveral  Cailles  which  the  Bretons 
had  fei^ed*    The  furpriz&rig  of  Places  was  then  fo  frequent,

I  Chiurhs's  Court,  diiabled  the  Prcuck  from  havii^  an  Army 
in  the  Fidd,  formed  a  Defign  to  become  M after  of  Mon* 
^^giu  This  Place  was  necelfary  for  the  Esec'dtion  of  the 
Scheme  which  the  Regent  had  liidt  of  carrying  ihe  War 
^yond  the  Lo/r^.    Indeed  the  £«^/i/i&  General  could  not 

.  ttpeft  to  carry  Momargis  by  a  Siege  in  Form  with  the  ftw 
'f  roop«  he  had*  But  he  was  in  Hopes  that  the  Place  being 
cbfely  blocked  up>  would  bs  forced  to  furrender  before  it 
could  be  frelicved.  The  Reiver  Loin  parting  into  three

l\^6.     patiently  waited  till  Hunger  ihould  conftrain  theBefi^ed 
to  capitulate. 

The  Blockade  had  now  lafted  three  Months,  and  King 
Charles  had  taketi  no  care  about  relieving  thePlace«At  lengthi 
the  Befieged  having  fent  him  Word  that  they  could  hoU 
out  no  longer  if  they  were  not  fuccoured^  he  caft  his  Eyes 
on  the  Conjlable  to  undertake  this  Affair.  But  Rkbmmd^ 
who  had  no  Army,  refufed  to  meddle  with  it,  being  un- 
willing with  Troops  juft  drawn  together  to  cxpofc  himfcif 
to  a  Difgrace  like  that  he  received  at  %ujsmi$*w  Upon 
his  Kefural,  the  Management  of  this  Expedition  tiras  coo- 
hiitted  to  the  Baftafdof  Orleansy  who  was  cdme  back  ftoni 
yfvignony  where  he  had  retired  with  Lo^et  his  Fathe^ in- 
law. This  young  Lord,  though  then  but  Twcmy-twO 
Years  of  Age,  had  already  itiade  eight  Campaigns,  and  up- 
on feveral  Occafions  had  given  fignal  Proofs  of  his  Coo* 
duv%  and  Courage.  He  mull  needs  have  been  a  young 
Man  to  take  fuch  an  Enterprize  upon  hitn,  with  omy  fix* 
teen  Hundied  Men,  againftthe  Earl  of  Wam^kk^  whofe 
Reputation  was  equal  to  that  of  the  greateft  Generak. 

The  Befieged  having  notice  that  they  were  preparing  to 
relieve  them,lct  go  their  Sluices,  and  by  that  Means  thel^ 
overflowed  the  Bridges  of  Communication.  The  Bafimi 
of  Orleans  arriving  juft  in  the  Nick  of  Time,  thought  as 
he  could  never  have  a  better  Opportunity,  he  (houkl  nc»t 
defer  a  Moment  to  attack  the  Enemy  before  the  WatcR 
fliould  falL  He  gave  half  of  his  Troops  to  La  Hire  to  it- 
tack  Pole*%  Quarters,  and  with  the  other  Half  he  feH  upon 
the  Earl  ofSufoll^  It  was  an  odd  fort  of  Battle,  the  SoWwn 
on  both  Sides  (landing  up  to  their  Middle  in  Water.  At 
laft  after  a  long  Refiftance,  the  two  Quarters  attacked  were 
broke  through,  with  the  Lofs  of  fifteen  Hundred  Men  on 
the  Side  of  the  EngHJht  many  of  which  were  drowned  in 
endeavouring  to  get  over  into  the  Earl  of  PParmcl(}  Quar* 
ters,  by  Reafon  the  Bridges  were  under  Water,  ffarind^ 
finding  it  impoflible  to  aflift  his  People,  chofe  to  retreat  in 
good  Order.  This  Adtion  gained  the  Baftard  of  OrleM 
a  great  Reputation,  being  from  that  Time  looked  upon  as 
one  that  would  one  Day  become  a  famous  Genera}. 
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Ever  fince  the  latter  End  of  the  laft  Year,  the  Dukes  of     It^^-  . 
Bftrgundj  and  Glo/$ceficr  Were  preparing  for  their   fingle  ^^'jj^"' 
Combat,  which  in  all  Appearance  had  been  put  ofFby  com-  ^^pij,  If 
mon  Confent,  feeing  it  was  not  fought  at  the  Time  ap-  H^inault. 
pointed,  namely,  on  Sr.  dorge^s  Day.    Though  it  fhould 
feem  chat  thefe  two  Princes  had  nothing  more  to  do,  and 
that  theDecifion  of  the  Affair  oiHainanlt  was  to  depend  on 
die  lifue  of  their  Combat,  yet  the  Duke  cfEnrgundj  did  not 
think4iim(elf  obliged  to  confound  his  Perfbnal  Quarrel  with 
the  ffdimault  A£Fairs  of  the  Duke  of  Brabant, ox  to  negle<^  the 
Advantages  which  the  Truce  gave  him  to  put  that  Prince  in 
Pofleffion  again  of  his  Wife's  Dominions.    He  no  fooner 
faw  the  Duke  of  Gloucejicr  out  of  Hainanlt^  but  he  began 
by  fecret  Emiflaries,  to  cabal  among  the  chief  Men  of  the 
Country,  to  get  them  to  deliver  up  JaqHelinA  who  con« 
tinued  2xM9hs.    TheCountefs  her  Mother,  ever  a  Friend 
to  the  Homfe  of  BurgnMdj^  came  into  the  Plot,  though  (he 
took  Care  to  conceal  it  uom  her  Daughter.    When  Mat-  Monftrdct 
ters  were  ripe,  on  a  fudden  the  Towns  of  HamauU  de- 
clared for  the  Duke  of  Brabant ;  and  the  Earl  of  Sr.  Paul 
his  Brother  appeared  before -^i^w/ with  any  Army.    Then  Jiquclma 
the  Magiftrates  of  the  City,  pretending  to  be  frighted  by  -^'^'^  ^P  'J. 
thefe  Troops,  and  giving  to  underftand  that  they  could  noi  Burgundf 
alonebear  the  Brunt  of  the  War,  entered  into  Treaty  with 
him.    As  all  Things  had  been  fettled  in  private,  they  pro- 
nifed  to  deliver  up  yatjuelina  to  the  Duke  of  Bttrgundj,  till 
the  Pope  (hould  decide  the  Point  in  Queftion.  All  this  was 
tranladed  without  the  Knowledge  of  Jaauclind^    who 
heard  nothing  of  it  till  it  was  too  late  to  Keep  it.    She 
writ  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucefter^  complaining  that  fhe  had 
been  bafely  betrayed  :     But  her  Complaints  were  to  no 
Purpofe.    On  the  15th  of  J$Me  142^  (he  was  forced  to 
go  from  Mons^    under  the  Conduft  of  the  Prince  of  O- 
fiwgf,  who  guarded  her  as  far  as  GaHt,  where  (he  was  to 
make  her  Abode.  After  that,  MHainauU  unanrmouf1yre« 
ccived  the  Duke  of  BrAbant  for  Sovereign. 

Jaquelina  was  at  her  Wit's  End  to  fee  herfelf  thus  % 
Pnfoner.  But  perceiving  that  Refiftance  would  but  mak^ 
Matters  worfe,  (he  made  as  if  fhe  were  plcafed  that  her  Af^ 
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1426.     fajr  ^36  left  to  the  Pope's  Dererrpination.    Her  DiflGmu- 

l^cion  procured  her  a  mild  and  honourable  Treatnoenr,  of 

Shi  makes   which  fhc  kncw  how  to  make  a  good  ufe.    In  Septembtt 

her  B/cafe   ftie  found  Means  to  efcape  in  Man's  Cloaths,  and  retire 

and  gets  to  ip^Q  Holland*    She  was  well  received  by  fome  of  her  Sub- 
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B$frgmidj,  bein^  fenHble  that  it  would  be  a  hard  Matter  to 
ftaod  by  her  againft  fo  potent  an  Enemy.    The  Duke  ve- 
ry much  vexed  that  his  Prey  had  thus  taken  Wing,  arried 
the  War  into  Hollands  to  the  End  he  might  hinder  ber 
from  fortifying  herfelf  in  that  Coqutry.  This  War,  which 
has  nothing  to  do  with  our  Hiftory,   hfted  the  whole 
Year  14x7  and  Part  Jof  1418.    I  fliall  relate  thelflue  of 
it  hereaften  and  in  the  mean  Time  muft  return  to  wbac 
was  doing  in  Frana, 
H*?*        The  Earl  of  Warwick^s  hof^shthxt  Mont4r9is»  and  the 
^fl^^h^'    great  Number  of  Garrifons  which  it  was  neceffiiry  to  kcepi 
Purttes  in  pfC^^nted  his  keeping  the  Field.    Befides  the  Dukc  of  Bei^ 
France,     ford  had  ordered  him  to  husband  his  Troops  againft  an  im- 
portant Expedition  which  it  was  not  proper  yet  to  difcover. 
All  this  while  Charles  was  in  no  better  Condition.    The 
Advantage  his  Troops  had  lately  gained,  had  not  augment* 
ed  his  Forces*    Thus  both  Sides  were  forced  to  ftand  ftill» 
or  at  leaft  to  content  thcmfelves  with  attempting  to  far- 
prize  fome  Towns. 
jiieVukeof     Id  the  Beginning  of  this  Year  the  Earl  of  Fo'tx,  who 
Suftblk  is  bad  at  length  efpou fed  the  Side  of  KingCW/w,  fent  him 
^'iXll'f    ^  ^^y  ^*  Troops  under  the  Command  of  the  Earl  of  Or- 
^and^eVmed^^t  of  the  Houfe  of  jilbret.      This  General  having  ap- 
^>  Talbot,  proached -/l/tf«/,  where  the  Earl  of  5i{^/i^was  with  a  few 
Soldiers,   held  Intelligence  with  Ibme  of  the  BurghcRj 
who  promifed  to  deliver  up  the  Ciry^     Accordingly  he 
was  let  int  and  the  Earl  of  iJ^/i/i^ found  himfelf  conftrained 
to  retreat  into  the  Caftle,  where  he  had  but  three  Days 
Provifions.     In  this  Extremity  he  fent  to  Tathot  who  was 
at  Atenfon^  defiring  him  to  ule  his  Endeavours  to  relieve 
him,    Talbot  loft  not  a  Moment.    By  the  next  Night,  he 
was  wirh  fome  Troops  at  the  Foot  of  the  CalHe,  toward? 
rhe  Country,  and  entered  at  a  Poftem-Gate,  whilft  iOr* 
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V4I  thought  himtelf  fafe  in  the  Ctty«  oever  imagining  that  h^j- 
the  Bei^ed  could  be  io  foon  relieved.  At  Break  of 
Day,  Sftffotk  and  Tdlht  lallicd  out  of  the  Caftle,  and  ta- 
king the  French  unprepared,  drove  them  before  them  quite 
out  of  the  City.  Tnus  the  Place  was  alraoft  as  foon  re- 
covered as  loft,  by  the  extraordinary  Dilligence  of  Talhof 
one  of  the  braveft  and  moft  experienced  Leaders  of  the  Age. 

After  this  Expedition,  the  two  Generals  marched  to  La-  SafMkand 
W  a  little  Town  in  i^4i«^,  and  carried  it  with  eafe.  Then  Talbot  wt* 
having  joined  the  Ear!  of  Pf^arwick^  who  was  marching  to-  ^*^*^* 
wards  thefe  Parts,  they  altogether  htC^gtiPontorfin,  which 
the  Conftable  J?iVi^w^^  baa  taken  laft  Year.     As  this  Siege 
lafted  a  pretty  while,  I  (hall  leave  the  Generals  there,  in  or- 
der to  relate  what  pafled  clfewhere. 

The  Duke  of  Bedford  was  returned  from  England  in  the  ThtDnkeof 
Beginning  of  this  Year,  according  to  the  Englijb  Wrner^j  Bedford rr- 
or  ?omc  Months  fooner  if  we  may  believe  the  French^  with  fJ^'^cc!  * 
a  Reinforcement  which   rendered  him  formidable.    The  j^  ^.1 
Bi(hop  of  ff^$nchefier  was  come  along  with  him^  and  bad  <>/win- 
received  at  Calais  the  Cardinal* sCap^  which  was  given  with  chcder 
great  Ceremony.    It  appears  by  feveral  Pieces  in  the  CoUec-  ^*^  * 
fion  of  PuMicl^^u  that  he  was  generally  ft  lied  the  Cardi.  ^*^^«*^- 
irif/o/ England,  doubtlefs  on  account  of  his  being  of  the 
Royal  Family.    And  yet  the  EngUjh  Authors  feem  to  have 
been  ignorant  of  this  Circumftance,  fince  they  always  call 
hmovXy  iht  Cardinal  of  iVinchefier.     I  fli all  give  him  the 
fame  Title  for  the  future,  in  Conformity  to  other  Hiftori- 
ans,  who  mention  him  only  by  that  Name.    Shortly  after 
the  Biftiop  was  made  the  Pope's  Legate  for  England,  and 
by  that  Means  had  an  Opportunity  to  increafe  his  Riches 
and  Credit*  to  the  great  Prejudice  of  the  Duke  of  Gloncejler    . 
his  Enemy. 

The  Siege  of  Pontorfon  was  ftill  carrying  on,  without  Richmon4 
King  Charles's  being  able  to  fuccour  that  Town.     He  had  ^Mtavs  ' 
then  Affairs  of  much  greater  Moment  upqn  his  Hands, •^''*'*^**'^'* 
and  which  touched  him  more  nearly .  The  Conftable  Rich- 
wa»J  was  withdrawn  to  f^annes  in  Bretagne^  extremely  dif- 
guftcd  at  the  King's  daily  Coldnefs  to  him.    Since  nis  re-* 
ceiving  the  Conft^blfs^  S  word^  he  had  done  nothing  to  an- 
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H^7'  fwer  the  mighty  Matters  he  bad  made  the  World  expeft 
from  his  Valour  and  Abilities.  On  the  contrary)  in Aead 
pf  having  fee  the  King  upon  a  better  Foot,  be  had  rendered 
the  Koyal  Authority  10  contemptible)  by  his  proud  and  vi- 
olent EioingS)  that  Charles  was,  as  one  may  fay,  lefs  a  King 
than  he  was  before.  The  Princes  and  Great  Men  at  Court 
copied  after  his  Example)  and  took  upon  them  to  give  Law 
LaTri-  to  their  Sovereign.  Since  the  Death  o(  Bcdmlum,  la  Tri- 
Triou^}c the  mouilk  was  the  fole  Favourite*  •and  had  lb  great  an  Afcen- 
dent  over  the  King,  that  nothing  was  done  but  by  his  Di- 
redions.  The  Ccnfisble  imagined  at  firft  he  fhould  be  a 
Gainer  by  this  Change,  becaufe  the  new  Favourite  bad  al- 
ways profeflcd  great  Friendftiip  for  him.  But  he  was 
quickly  convinced  of  the  contrarv.  The  ill  Treatment  the 
former  Atinifters  had  received  at  his  Hands,  made  this  ap- 

Srehenfive  of  being  (erved  in  the  fame  Mannery^and  therefore 
e  omitted  nothing  that  might  help  to  foment  the  King's 
Averfion  for  him.    The  whole  Court  quickly  perceived 
it,  and  were  extremely  concerned  at  ir«    The  Great  Men 
could  have  no  Profpcft  of  Preferments  unlcfs  the  King's  Af- 
fafrs  were  in  a  good  Situation)  and  they  were  perfwaded  that 
the  ConJiabU  atone  was  capable  of  reftoring  them.     For  this 
and  feveral  other Reafons,  U  TrimouilU  grew  exceeding  o* 
dious.    Their  Hatred  was  carried  to  that  Height»  that  at 
]a(!  a  ConfiLderacy  was  formed  againft  him,  of  which  the 
Earl  of  Clermont  and  the  Earl  of  March  his  Cou(in  were 
the  Heads.    They  began  with  an  Atteippt  upon  his  Lifct 
after  the  Example  of  Richmond.    Having  notice  that  the 
King  was  gone  to  Lochesy   and  had  left  U  TrimcHille  at 
Bourges^  they  drew  fbme  Troops  together,  and  marched 
thither  in  order  to  feize  the  Favourite.    But  they  found 
he  was  already  gone  after  the  King.    However  not  to  lofe 
hisAccoHnt,  ^j^^j^  Labour  eijtirely,  they  refblved  to  carry  away  LaBtfif-^ 
Vuktof     ^^  andiJf  Prie,  two  of  his  Creatures,  who  were  retired 
iiito  the  Great  Tower.    De  Prie  was  killed  in  defending 
iiimfelf,  but  La  Bord'e  held  out  till  the  King  himfelf  camp 
to  relieve  him.     This  Affair  turned  to  a  downright  Civil 
War,  which  after  ic  had  lafted  Ibme  Months,  was  at  length 
ended  by  the  Mediation  of  the  Duke  of  AlcnfiH.    This 
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young  ftince,  who  had  been  taken  Prifoncr  at  the  Battle  i+ir- 
of  Pirmeuily  was  juft  releafed  by  the  Interceffion  of  the 
Duke  oiBftrgnndjy  who,  though  an  Enemy  of  King  Charles, 
fought  all  Occabons  to  gain  the  Friendfliip  of  the  French 
Princes.  But  it  had  coft  the  Duke  of  Ahnfon  two  Hun- 
dred Thoafand  Crow  ns»  a  very  conflderable  Sum  at  all 
Times,  but  efpecially  at  the  Time  we  are  fpeaking  of;  To 
procure  this  Money,  he  was  forced  to  put  off  his  Jeweh, 
and  fell  the  Duke  of  Bret^gne  the  Town  of  Fougeres^  at  a 
very  low  Rate.  In  return  for  the  Service  he  had  juft  done 
the  King,  CbarUs  made  him  a  Prefent  of  fourfcore  Thou* 
land  Crowns,  though  he  hiiftfelf  was  in  great  Want.  Mean 
while  la  Trimouille  ftill  kept  hisPoft  at  Court. 

Whilft  Charles  was  taken  up  with  quelling  his  Dome-  jheDuke^ 
ftick  Enemies,  the  Duke  of  Bedford  was  intent  upon  cxc-  Bedford 
cuting  a  Defign  which  he  had  formed  before  he  left  Emg-  '^J^^*^'/' 
taml.    And  that  was  to  reduce  the  Duke  of  Bretagne  to  ^^'ukfcf 
the  Obedience  of  King  Henry*    Ever  fince  June  he  had  Brciagnc. 
caufed  Pontorfin  to  be  befieged,  a  ftrong  Town  lying  upon 
the  Borders  of  Bretagne,  which  might  have  been  a  great 
Oblhcle  to  his  entering  that  Dukedom,  if  it  had  continued 
in  the  Hands  of  the  French.    This  Siege,  which  had  lafted 
t  good  while*  being  over,  the  Duke  of  Bedford  repaired  to 
the  Army,  with  a  Reinforcement  which  made  it  Twenty 
Thoufand    ftrong.     With  this  powerful  Body,   againft 
which  he  knew  his  Enemies  had  nothing  like  it  to  oppofe* 
he  prepared  to  enter  Bretagne yXhre^ttning  the  Country  with 
utter  Deftruftion.    Whether  the  Duke  of  Bretagne  was  H?ohliges 
taken  unawares,  or  whether  he  was  glad  to  have  an  Exctife  ^"^  fflJ 
to  quit  King  Charles's  Side,   which  he  had  not  efpouled  chailes."^ 
but  purely  out  of  CondcfcenCon  to  the  Confiable  his  Bro* 
ther,  he  wifely  prevented  the  impendent  Danger.     He  was 
very  feofible  that  Charles  was  not  in  a  Condition  to  prOred 
him.    Befides,  he  was  difpleafed  with  him  on  the  Confia^ 
-hU^  Score.     Upon  thefe  Accounts,  he  fent  AmbaflTadors 
to  the  Duke  of  Bedford  to  fue  for  Peace  upon  what  Terms 
he  pleafed.

the  fa^e»  purfuant  to  the  Engagement  he  hod  already  en- 
tei«d  into  with  iftipr;  V*  and  that  he  ihoald  promife  with 
to  Oath  toido  Homage  to  young  U^nfj  when  called  upon. 
The(e  eafy  Terms  had  a  very  good  £0ei^  upon  the  Duke 
of  BrtU]^  who  ever  after  proved  a  Friend  to  (he  EngUftt^ 
even  wmlft  their  Afiairs  wore  upon  the  decline*    On  the 
other  Hand*  though  the  Regent  plainly  perceived  he  could 
expe&  no  great  Matters  from  the  Duke  of  BruMigne^  by 
Reaibn  of  the  Influence  the  Omfi^kU  his  Brother  had  o- 
ver  hiffi)  yet  be  thought  the  bringing  off  that  Prince  from 
Chmrlis'B  Party,  was  a  very  good  Thing  for  the  Emgl^, 
tanmuati'      I  '®f<^  ^^  l>*ikt  of  BmfgMMJj  at  War  with  J^mfUmm  m 
in  and  End  HoU^mdj  Under  the  fpecious  Pretence  of  defenaiog  the  Ho* 
bfthe  Af.  Hour  and  Incerefl  of  the  Duke  of  Brslhrnt  his  Coufiii^ 
{j'^jf  "**"  though  in  reality  it  was  only  for  his  own  private  Viewa» 
as  will  appear  hereafter.    This  War,  as  may  be  imagioedl 
did  not  turn  much  to  y^^Z/Ws  Advantage*    There  waa 
eoogveat  aDifproporcioo  between  the  two  Parties*    The 
Duke  of  Ohmtfier  was  not  able  of  himlelf  to  give  his 
Dutchefs  the  Affidance  (lie  flood  in  need  of.    In  order  to 
that  it  was  neceffary  either  to  employ  the  Publiek  Revenues 
of  EngUmd^  or  procure  an  extraordinary  Smhfidj  of  the  Pac* 
liament.    But  it  was  no  eafy  Matter  to  obtam  this,  at  » 
Time  when  the  War  in  Frami  was  a  great  Charge  to  the 
Nation.     However  in  the  Parliament  which  was  held  this 
Year,  the  Duke  bad  Intereft  enough  to  get  a  finall  Aid. 
it  appears  by  ih^Co-UilioHof  PMkk^j£ls  that  the  Parlia- 
ihent  petitioned  the  King  to  affign  the  Duke  of  GUttctfter 
the  Sum  of  BveThoufand  Marks  out  of  the  f Mi^^  granr-^ 
^d  him^  thsit  he  might  alTifl;  his  Dutchefs^    To  this  Sum 
the  King  advanced  five  Thouland  Marks  upon  the  Salary 
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annexed  to  the  Protedorihip.    With  this  Aid  the  Duke     14^7* 
fent  a  Reinforcement  of  Ibme  EngUflf  Troop$»  under  the 
Command  of  Silvdtitr  *.    But  thefe  Troops  being  de- 
feated by  the  Duke  of  B$trgundy  juft  after  their  Landing. 
yMmeUna  found  herfelf  reduced  to  a  wretched  Pafs.    In 
nQe>  by  the  InterceiEon  of  the  Duke  of  Bidfrrd  (he  obtain* 
ed  a  Trucey   during  which  the  Duke  oi  Glcmcefter  was 
brought  to  confent,  that  the  A  (Fair  ihouM  be  decided  by 
the  Pope.    It  muft  he  obfer  ved»  that  the  Duke  of  Bedford 
had  already  broke  off  the  iingk  Combat  between  the  Dukes 
of  Bmrgmudy  and  GUmeficr.     Some  Time  after  the  Pope 
publifhed  his  Sentence,  whereby  he  annulled  JaqmelimCs 
Marriage  with  the  Duke  of  GUmcefier^  and  confirmed  her 
firft  Marriage  with  the  Duke  of  Brahdrnt^  who  furvived  but  J>»kf  «f 
a  few  Months  this  Determination*   and  was  fucceeded  by  ^f*^^ 
the  Earl  of  SuPmmI  his  Brother.  By  the  Death  of  the  Duke    *'• 
her  Hmbaodj  J^qmelinM  ought  to  have  had  pfaceaUe  Pof- 
feflion  of  her  Dominions.     But  the  Duke  ot  BMrgtmA  dif«  j^f^jy^,  u 
covered  on  this  Occafion,  that  the  late  Duke  ot  BrnbAm's  Burgundy 
Intereft  was  not  the  Thing  that  had  fet  him  fo  eagerly  at  f^^^** 
work.    He  ordeied  Matters  fa  that  JdqueUniCs  Subjeds  ]X2«f 
refttlcd  to  receive  her>  and  he  made  himielf  Mediator  be-  * 

tween  them.  The  (baring  of  the  Lion  in  the  Fable  was 
Ktterally  put  in  Pradice  in  thb  Accommodation.  The 
Duke  obliged  Ja^melimM  to  commit  to  him  the  Govern* 
ment  of  her  Dominions*  to  appoint  him  her  Heir,  and  tye 
herfelf  up  from  ever  marrying  again. 

All  the  Hiftorians  generally  fix  tbe(e  Occurrences  to  the 
Year  1417.  And  yet  it  appears  by  a  Piece  in  the  CoUeai'^ 
•»  #/  Pit^licl^jiS$9  that  this  Affair  was  not  ended  M^y 
the  8th.  1428.  At  leaft  the  Duke  of  Glomejfer  and  Ja^ 
f «e/M4  had  not  yet  acquiefced  to  the  Popc*s  Sentence,  fince 
^  thatu^,  Hhny  VI  Ipeaking  of  this  Princefi,  calls  her, 
y^mtte  Dutcheis  of  Ckmctjier  and  HcIUmd^  his  well-be* 
loved  Aunt.  In  aH  Appearance  the  Death  of  the  Duke  of 
Brdhmt  had  put  them  in  hopes  they  (hould  be  able  to  gee 
(hrir  Marriage  confirmed,  or  obtain  a  Difpenfation  to  marry 
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1417.     again.    It  was  likewife  on  this  Account  doubtlefs,  that 
the  Duke  of  Burgmdy  exaded  from  JaqueliM  the  Condi- 
tions bcfore-mcnrioned,  that  he  might  take  from  the  Duke 
of  GloHcefler  all  Profpeft  of  ever  fetting  Foot  again  in  the 
Dwfc?  of     Low  Countries.     Be  this  as  it  will,  the  Duke  of  Gloucefiett 
Gouccftcr  preffed  by  the  Duke  his  Brother  and  the  Council,    who 
f  ucLI*      p'aJn'y  law  how  prejudicial  to  the  King's  Affairs  his  Ob- 
^^^marries  Itinacy  wouU  be,    dropped  his  Pretcniion?.     He  rclia- 
F/'-anor      qui  (lied  JaqHelinaj  and  ftiortly  after  married  EUanor  OA^ 
Cobham.    fj^^  *  whom  he  long  kept  as  his  Mtftrefs.    Thus  ended 

the  Quarrel  which  had  proved  fo  fatal  to  EnglancL 
Conmuati"      Though  x\\tEnglijh  no  longer  concerned  themfclves  with 
o»o/j3quc-  ^j^^  Affairs  of  JaqHelina^  it  will  not  however  be  amifs  to

Time,  how  the  Houfe  of  BurgMJidj  rofc  to  great  Power. 
ThisPrinceis,  in  1p:tc  of  her  extorted  Engagement,  mar- 
ried afterwards  one  Borfil  a  Zelamder»  the  which  obliged 
the  Duke  of  Burgundj  to  make-War  upon  them.    Bvrftl 
being  made  Prifoner,  Ja^ueUfM  was  fain  in  order  to  free 
him,  to  agree  that  the  Children  which  (he  (boukl  have  by 
her  late  Marriage  (hould  be  incapable  of  inheriting  her  Do- 
minions, and  that  (he  (hould  give  up  all  her  Strong- HoMs 
to  the  Duke  of  Burgmdy.    She  lived  ten  Years  longer,  and 
after  her  Death,  the  Duke  of  Burgundj  was  acknowledged 
for  Earl  of  HdifMulu  Holland,  ZtUnds  and  Lord  oiFrifi- 
land.  Before  JaqneUna's  Death,  he  had  taken  PoflTeffion  of 
the  Earldoms  of  Zmphtn  and  Nanmr^  which  he  had  pur- 
cha(cd  on  Condition  not  to  enjoy  them  till  after  the  De- 
ceafc  of  the  Earl  of  NamuYj   which  happened  in  1418. 
In  1450  he  inherited  the  Dutchies  of  BrakoMt^  Lotbtevt 
IJmbourgy  and  the  Marquifare  of  yinvers  by  the  Death  of 
Philip  Duke  of  Brabant  his  Coufin,  who  left  no  IfTne.   All 
thefe  Dominions  joined  to  Flanders j  Artois,  the  two  B*r- 
gnndiesy   and  the  Towns  lying  on  the  Somme^  which  he 
held  of  the  King  of  England^  fet  him  upon  a  Level  with  the 
Crown'd  Heads.    Let  us  return  now  to  the  War  in  Fra»ce.

verfion,  in  fo  f]ouri(htng  a  Condition,   as  feemed  to  pro- 
mife  certain  Succefs.    The  Duke  of  Bretufne  no  longer 
gave  them  any  Uneafinefs,     The  Earl  of  Richmond  his 
Brother  was  at  Variance  with  King  Charles^  without  any 
Appearance  of  their  ever  being  Friends  again*    The  Duke 
of  Burgundjt  clear  of  iht' HolUnd  War,  could  for  the  fu- 
ture powerfully  aflift  his  Allies.     In  fine,  befides  the  num- 
berlefs  Garrifbns  they  had  in  the  Kingdom^  the  R.egent  had 
on  Foot  a  Body  of  twenty  Thoufand  Men,  and  expe&ed 
a  ftrong  Reinforcement  which  the  Earl  of  Salisburj  was  to 
bring  him  from  England. 

On  the  other  Hand,  King  CharUs  was  without  Allies,  ^^^'''* 
and  upon  his  la/l  Legs.  It  is  true»  that  in  order  to  ob*  chirl». 
tain  Succours  from  Scotland^  he  had  put  00  Foot  a  Treaty 
of  Marriage  between  the  Dauphin  bis  Son,  and  Margaret 
Daughter  of  King  Jamcs^  though  they  were  both  Chil- 
dren. But  this  was  a  diftant  Profped.  Befides  the  King 
of  Scotland  h^d  made  no  Step  which  might  difcover  that  he 
Was  inclined  to  break  the  Truce  with  the  EngUJb*  Thus 
Charles  feeing  no  manner  of  likelihood  of  bein^  able  to 
ftand  upon  his  Defence,  f eenjed  co  have  entirely  given  over 
all  Care  of  preventing  the  Defigns  of  his  Enemies.  He 
lived  on  in  a  furprizing  Indolence,  without  lofingany  of 
bis  ufual  Diverfions. 

The  Confideration  of  the  Poflure  the  Affairs  of  the  two  AnmUytf 
Nations  were  in,  made  the  Duke  of  B^J/ar  J  conclude,  ^h*^  ][^'^/p^. 
the  War  would  foon  be  at  an  End,  and  that  two  or  threes,. 
Campaigns  would  infallibly  drive  Charles  out  of  the  King- 
dom.    He  refoI\red  therefore  to  exert  his  utmofl,  whilfl 
fo  fair  an  Opportunity  offered.    But  as  he  had  a  great  ma- 
ny Troops,  It  was  neceffary  in  the  firft  Place  to  provide 
for  their  Subfiftence.    With  this  View  he  heW  an  AfTcm- 
blyof  the  chief  Men  at  Parts^  to  whom  hepropofcd  the 
rc-afluming  all  the  Grants  made  to  the  Church  for  forty 
Years  lafl  paft.    But  be  met  with  fb  flrong  Oppofition 
from  the  Clergj,  that  not  to  alienate  the  AflfeAions  of  fa

Be  this  jis  it  will,  the  Earl  of  Sd-    /  ^-^ 
lisbmj  having  held  a  great  Council  of  War,  it  was  refolvcd  y^f-!''^^ 
to  belicge  Orleans.    It  appears,  by  a  Piece  in  the  Coltc^ian  refjvfj. 
•f  PHblicl^A^s^  that  this Refolution  was  taken  without  the  \^.  -ub. 
Duke  of  &^^ar</*s  Knowledge,  and  contrary  to  his  Opi*X4^°- 
nion.

The  French  eafily  perceived  by  all  the  Proceedings  of  rheFccnch 
the  EngUJh  General  that  he  had  a  Defign  to  lay  Siege  to  %^«5/tfr^i. 
Orleans.     Accordingly,  whilfl  he  was  employed  elfewhere,  ^^"*    ^  ' 
they  had  lent  thither  both  Men  and  Amunition.  Gameour^ 
a  Creature  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans^   commanded  there, 
though  he  was  ftill  a  Prifoner  of  tKe  EngUfloy  who  had  only 
rdealcd  him  upon  his  Parole,  in  order  to  afford  him  Means 
to  provide  his  Ranfom.     He  had  even  been  recalled  ever 
fmce  JtM€.    The  Baftard  of  Orleans^  eCOrvalj  La  Hire^ 
XMimr^UeSj  ThoHorSj  BonJfaCy  Chabannes,  La  Fayette,  Gran" 
vilUy  and  fcveral  other  Officers  of  Note,  had  thrown  them- 
ftlves  into  the  City,  on  purpofe  to  acquire  Reputation  in 
the  Service  of  their  Sovereign. 

The  Englijh  Army  not  being  numerous  enough  to  invert  J*'^^^ 
the  City  on  all  Sides,  the  Befiegers  received  Succours  in  '^pfZ'n& 
the  very  Beginning  of  the  Siege.     But  the  Earl  of  Salif^  theCuy  ta 
bnrj^  who  looked  on  this  Enterprize  as  a  decifivc  Blow  prevent 
for  the  King  his  Maflcr  and  his  own  Reputation,  omitted  ^'*'^^*'''* 
nothing  to  deprive  the  Befieged  of  this  Advantage.     He 
caufed  to  be  run  up  round  the  City  fixty  Fprts  or  Re- 
doubts, called  then  Bafiil/es.    How  great  (oever  this  Work 
ffiight  be,  nothing  could  divert  him  from  it^  feeing  the 
Succefs  of  the  Siege  entirely  depended  upon  it.     In  vain 
^ould  he  have  puihed  his  Attacks,  if  the  Enemies  had  been 
able  to  let  in  continually  frefli  Succours.     Befides,  the  Sea- 
son which  was  very  far  advanced,  made  him  very  (enfjble 
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he  ftiould  be  forced  to  pafs  the  Winter  in  the  Canr^p,  and 
that  during  that  Time  he  fliould  be  liable  to  many  Infults. 

Among  the  fixty  Forts,  there  were  fix  much  ftrongcr 
than  the  reft  upon  the  fix  principj^l  Avenues  of  the  City. 
Before  ihefe  Forts  were  built,  the />^»cA  could  wiiheafe 
ihiow  Succours  into  the  Place,  and  had  done  fo  very  often. 
But  afterwards,  it  was  not  without  extreme  Difficulty  that 
they  could  now  and  then  give  fome  Affiftance  to  the  Be- 
fieged.  Upon  thefe  fix  great  Redoubts  the  General  erefted 
Batteries  which  thundered  againft  the  Walls.  But  as  the 
Ordnance  was  not  then  brought  to  the  PerfeSion  it  is  in" 
at  prelent,  it  muft  not  be  imagined  that  the  Canons  did  the 
Execution  they  do  in  our  Time. 

It  would  be  too  long  to  relate  all  the  Particulars  of  this 
Siege,  the  Attacks,  Sallies,  and  daily  Skirmiflies  either  to 
get  in  or  drive  back  the  Convoys.  One  may  eafily  judge*, 
that  one  of  the  ftrongeft  Places  o^Franccy  defended  by  a 
numerous  Garrifon,  under  the  Conduft  of  fome  of  the 
bravtft  and  moft  experienced  general  Officers  then  in  Ftmhcc^ 
and  afTaulted  by  EngUpmen^  who  were  deemed  the  moft 
undaunted  Warriors  in  the  World,  furniftied  the  Befiegers 
and  Befieged  with  frequent  Occafionsto  exercife  their  Va- 
lour. 

Charles  plainly  faw  that  the  taking  of  Orleans  would  de- 
prive him  of  the  Advantage  he  had  hitherto  had  of  keep- 
ing up  the  War  in  the  Northern  Provinces  of  the  King- 
dom. But  as  he  found  himfelf  without  Men  and  Money, 
he  was  in  no  Condition  to  raife  the  Siege.  However,  he 
drew  near  it  and  came  to  Chinon^  where  he  convened  the 
chief  Men,  and  obtained  an  Aid  of  Money.  Whilft  he 
was  in  this  Place,  the  Conftable  Richmond  made  him  ah 
offer  of  his  Service.  But  in  what  Diftrefs  fbcver  he  might 
be,  and  how  great  Need  foever  he  ftood  in  of  a  fpeedy  Af- 
fiftance, he  could  not  bring  himfelf  to  pardon  him. 

Mean  while,  the  Siege  was  carried  on  with  a  great  deal 
of  Vigour.  The  Bulwark  of  rhe  Tournelles  *  being  very 
much  (liaken  by  the  Befiegers  Cannon,  and  the  Befieged

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having  thought  proper  to  fet  ic  on  fire>  the  EngUjh  extin-     <4i8. 

guiihed  the  Flames  9  and  lodged  themfelves  in  that  Pod. 

At  the  fame  time  they  became  Mafters  of  the  Tower  on  the  ^^^^^^ 

Bridge^  from  whence  they  could  overlook  the  whole  City.  theBridge. 

The  taking  this  Tower  proved  fatal  to  the  Earl  of  SaUf' 

burj^    One  Day,  as  he  was  looking  out  of  a  Window,  lU  Earl  of 

a  Cannoa*/hot  from  tbeCicy  hit  him  as  it  pafled  on  the  right  Salisbury 

Side  of  his  Head,  carried  oiF  his  Cheek,  and  flruck  out-'^*'** 

one  of  his  Eyes.    He  died  a  few  Days  after  at  Melf$H» 

whither  he  had  been  removed  *.    Thb  Lofs,  though  very 

great  to  the  EngUjh^  interrupted  not  the  Siege  a  Moment. 

•The  Earl  of  S^ffolk^  having  taken  the  Command  of  the 

Army,  continued  the  Attacks  as  vigoroufly  as  before,  af- 

fifted  by  Talbof  one  of  the  braveft  and  mofl  experienced 

Captains  of  bis  Age. 

There  was  nothing  every  Day   but  Aflaults,  Sallies,  Tht  Ganh 
continual  Skirmifties ;  wheiein  the  Beiieged  behaved  with  A»^»^-f ''- 
equal  Bravery  and  Conduft.    In  fpitc  o?  the  Precautions  ^reafi^Z- 
the  EMgliJb  had  u(ed  to  prevent  Succours  from  being  thrown  ring  the 
into  the  City,  Troops  and  Convoys  got  in  however  from  ^''i*. 
time  to  time,  though  it  was  always  by  dint  of  Sword.  Thus 
the  Garri(bn  which  at  firft  conhfted  bur  of  Twelve  Hun- 
dred Men,  was  become  Three  Thoufand  ftrong  by  thelat<- 
ter  End  of  December*    On  the  other  Hand,  the  Army  of 
the  Befiegers  was  increafed  to  Three  and  Twenty  Thouiand 
by  the  Supplies  the  Kegent  never  ceafed  fending.    So  that 
the  Siege  daily  grew  more  important  and  difficult. 

The  EmgUjb  bad  now  been  four  Months  before  Orleans,     14.19. 
and  no  one  was  yet  able  to  judge  what  the  Iflue  would  be.  rt^^^r//* 
The  Regent*  who  began  to  be  uneafy  at  the  length  of  the  ^Z^"''''*^^- 
Siege, was  confirmed  more  and  more  in  hisOpinion  that  they 
had  undertaken  it  too  ralhiy.    However,  to  omit  nothing 
that  lay  in  his  Power,  he  fent  from  Paris  a  Con voy  of  Salt- 
Fifli,  the  Lent-Seafon  of  the  Year  1419  being  come.    He

Iflur-Malc,  leaving  only  one  Daughter,  who  was  married  to  Richard 

Son  of  the  Earl  of  IVeftmordand,  who  upon  Mow/Jifn/f's  Death 
Was  ftiled  Earl  of  Salislury,  His  Widow  was  married  afterwards  to 
the  £arl  of  Sufilk.    Dugdale, 
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Htp.     left  the  Conduft  of  ir  ro  Fatft^fj  one  of  the  braveft  and 
moft  able  Generals  the  fwAJfethen  had»  and  ptvc  him  a 
Guard  of  Seventeen  Hundicd  Men.     CbMrlts  having  no- 
tice of  the  Day  the  Convoy  was  to  tee  out  from  P^rh^  rc- 
fblvcd  to  way -lay  it.     He  conrirnKTicned  the  Earl  of  CUr^ 
mottt  to  this  Purpclc,  who  at  the  Heid  of  Three  Tboufaod 
Men  attacked  ahe  Convoy  on  the  Road  to  Ofteans^  Fttrm-^ 
Mj  the  I  ith,  at  Seven  a-C!ock  in  the  Morning,     /V- 
/^having  had  Intelligence  of  the  Approach  of  the  French^ 
had  made  an  Intrenchment  with  his  Carriages,  behind  which 
he  had  tnken  ihelcer  in  oi'der  to  w it hftand  their  firft  Charge, 
the  which    was  indeed  very  vigorous;  but  the  Emglip 
i>ore  it  with  luch  Re(bIution,  that  far  from  being  broken 
by  the  firft  Shock*  they  put  their  Enemies  into  extreme 
Dilorder,  by  the  great  Slaughter  they  made  of  them.     As 
foon  ^%  Falfiaf  i^^^r  the  Confufion  they  were  ih,  he  orde- 
red the  Carriages  to  (^removed  which  liirrounded  his  Peo- 
ple, and  falling  upon  the  French  Troops  already  difheartned> 
le  entirely  routed  them  with  grest  Shoghter.     Stxfcore 
Lottts  or  Officers  ol  Note  fell  that  Day,  bcfides  abundance 
of  Common  Soldiers.    The  Baftard  of  Orleans,  who  had 
faihcd  out  to  affift  the  Earl  of  Ctermant  in  defeating  the 
Convoy,   having  prefervcd  a  Prefehce  of  Mind  in  this 
Root,  found  Me^ns  to  re  enter  the  City  with  fourHonf- 
dred  Men.    This  Adion  was  called  The  Battk  •/  Her- 
rings. 
Of  if  of         *^'"P  Charles  W2is  extremely  caft  down  upon  News  of 
f^en.yir.g  ihts  Defeat.    Hefaw  himdlf  upon  the  Point  of  lofing  Or* 
Orleans  r^   koHS,  atid  W8S  fenHble  of  the  Confequences  of  the  Loft. 
'^'^"^^^^''^The  Thoughts  of  feeing  the  Ejij/Z/J  ravage  the  Provinces 
"•^g""  )  •  beyoi^d  the  Loirey  and  by  that  Means  difable  him  from  con- 
tinuing the  War,  could  tK)t  but  trouble  him  exceedingly. 
This  Misfortune  would  infallibly  foflow  upon  their  beii^ 
Matters  of  Orleans.    In  this  Diftrefs  he  bethought  hirofetf 
of  an  Expedient,  which  he  imagined  would  rob  them  of 
this  Advantage,  notquedoning  but  thev  would  be  fb  blind 
as  not  to  lee  through  his  Arrifice.    Tkis  was  to  fend  to 
the  commanding  Officer  a  Power  to  deliver  the  Place  into 
the  Hands  of  the  Uuke  of  Burgundj,  for  him  co  keep  in

Traft  till  the  War  was  at  an  End.    XdintrailUs  aid  others,     ."4*9* 
who  were  appointed  to  treat  of  this  Affair,  being  come  to  ^'^^^J*" 
Parisy  made  the  Duke  of  Bedford  the  OiFer>  who  laughed -^^ 
at  the  Stratagem.    He  plainly  told  them,  they  were  very 
much  miftakeo  if  they  took  him  for  a  Man  to  heat  the  Bu(h 
for  another  to  run  away  with  the  Game.    Some  fay,  the 
Duke  of  Bmrgumdj  was  extremely  nettled  at  this  Reply, and 
even  withdrew  his  Troops  from  the  Siege.     But  this  is  a 
tnere  Invention*    The  Duke  of  BHrgnndj  had  no  reafbn  to 
tomplain  that  the  Regent  (hould  refuie  todeliver  a  Place  of 
tibt  Importance  to  himi  on  purpole  to  humour  his  Enemies* 
Befides,  we  (hall  fee  prefcntly^  that  the  Regent  was  all 
don^  very  well  fatisfied  with  the  Duke  of  Burgmabf  both 
durmg  the  Siege  and  after. 

Charks  not  being  able  to  fucceed  in  his  Projed^  and  fee-  Charles 
ing  no  other  way  to  fave  OtUams^  began  to  think  of  re*  ^^'^^^  ^f^^* 
tiring  into  DaMfhin:^  when  a  very  extraordinary  Accident  ^i^J^^^^ 
gave  a  fudden  Turn  to  the  Affairs  of  the  two  contending 
Nations.    We  are  about  to  fee  the  ftrangeft  and  moft  un^ 
cjcpeded  Revolution  that  ever  was  mentioned  in  Hiftory. 
The  French  from  vanquiflied,  are  going  to  be  on  a  fudden  jfnaMnge 
viAorious ;  and  the  EMglijby  who  had  been  hitherto  deemed  Acddem 
invincible,  are  going  to  be  every  where  worftedj  and  at  chang9s  th» 
fcngth  driven  out  of  the  Kingdom.    And  what  is  moTtJ'*"^'^^' 
furprizing  in  this  Turn,  is  the  Inftrument  by  which  it  wis  ^*'^^' 
brought  about.     But  before  I  enter  upon  Particulars^  I 
muft  warn  the  Reader,  that  in  what  I  am  going  to  relate 
cooceming  this  firange  Event,  I  folk>w  the  French  Au« 
thors,  without  however  warranting  the  Truth  of  every 
Thing  they  have  advanced. 

About  the  End  of  FehtMrj  1419^  a  Country  Girl,  ^»  jie- 
<^d  Joan  of  ArCy  a  Village  in  Danremj  in  Lorraine^  toHntofth§ 
^^txo Robert  ieBandricQurty  Govcrnour  of  P^AucouUurs^^lt^i^^- 
^  told  him  (he  had  received  cxprels  Orders  from  God 
'ogo  and  raifc  the  Siege  of  Orleans^  and  to  crown  King 
'^fci  at  Rheims^    Bandricourt  thought  the  Girl  at  firtt 
^as  mad;  but  finding  that  (he  talked  very  lenfibly  in  other 
Watterj,  he  thought  fit  to  fend  her  to  the  King,  who  was 
fliM  at  Chinon^    Charles  being  informed  that  Jom  of  Ar$ 
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Hap.     was  coming  to  him,  declared  that  one  Af4ri4^>#tttj»Mi»i 
Nun,  hadiformerly  told  him,  that  He AVtn  would  arm  mn 
of  hit  Sex  in  Defence  of  France.     He  added,  that  perhaja 
the  Girl  which  was  coming  was  the  Perlbn  Heaven  had 
made  choice  of.  This  was  even  enough  tofatisfy  the  Coon 
before-hand,  that  yoan  of  yirc^  Calling  was  miraculous. 
This  fupernatural  Miffion  Iquared  alfo  exaftly  with  the  Sen- 
timents of  the  Queen,  oi  Agnes  Sorrel  the  King's  Miftids, 
and  of  the  principal  Courtiers,  who  laboured  all  they  couU 
to  divert  the  King  from  his  Purpofe  to  retire  intoD^i^ 
fhini.     So  that  nothing  could  be  more  pat  to  caufe  httD  lo 
alter  his  Mind  than  the  Profpeft  of  a  lucky  Turn.    Be  diii 
as  ic  will,  thus  prepofltifed,  they  expeded  the  coming  of 
Joan  of  Arc.    The  firft  Time  flie  appeared  at  Court,  (be 
addrefied  her  felf  diredlly  to  the  King,  finding  him  out 
amidft  a  Crowd  of  Courtiers,  though  (lie  had  never  feen 
himi  and  though  he  had  taken  care  to  have  nothing  aboat 
him  that  might  diftinguifli  him  from  the  reft  :  However, 
he  fcem^d  at  firft  to  make  no  great  Account  of  her.    But  is 
(he  earneftly  prefTed  him  to  give  Credit  to  her  WoRfc 
which  were  the  fame  (he  had  (aid  to  Bamtricourt^  he  refolvtd 
CO  have  her  examined .    The  DoEiors  in  Divinitp  who  were 
her  Examiners,  declared,  upon  what  Ground  I  know  ixXi 
that  her  Miffion  was  divine.     Then  (he  was  (em  tm  the 
Parliament  of  PoiHiers,  who  were  of  the  (aroe  Opinioo. 
Laftly,  to  confirm  this  Belief,  the  King  gave  out  that  (he 
had  told  him  Secrets  which  no  mortal  knew  but  bimrdf. 

Every  body  being  thus  prepofTeflTed  that  Jo^t*  of  Arc, 
commonly  called  U  Pucelle  [  or  the  Maid']  was  fent  fro© 
God  tofave  France^  (he  was  looked  upon  by  all  with  Eyes 
of  Admiration.  All  her  Adions,  Words  and  Gcfturcs 
were  conftrued  to  lier  Advantage.  They  perceived  io  her 
a  fine  Genius,  iblid  Judgment,  Greatnefs  of  Soul,  and  a 
Knowledge  very  unufual  in  one  of  her  Sex  and  Conditiofl. 
This  was  the  common  E(F:(S  of  Prejudice.  Thus  far  there 
is  nothing  that  fliould  feem  very  ftrange.  It  is  ea(y  to 
conceive,  that  it  might  be  a  Contrivance  to  give  new  Lift 
to  the  French^  and  perhaps  to  the  King  himfelf,  diftnaycd 

at  (p  maay  LoiTes^  apd  beholding  the  Kingdom  )uft  going 
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^o  fall  under  the  Dominion  of  Foreigners,    But  that  this     >4»9« 
Trick,  if  it  be  one,  (hould  fucceed  according  to  the  De- 
ifign  of  the  Authors>  is  what  may  indeed  be  juft  Ground  of 
J^dmirationt  and  afford  ample  Matter  for  Moral  and  Poli<- 
tical  Refledions. 

Mean  while,  the  Siege  of  Or/M»/ going  on  vigoroufly,  Join  mar- 
ChdrUs  refolved  to  try  to  throw  a  Convdy  into  the  City*  L4  ^^''  *'"^'  * 
Tmcclle  having  defired  to  be  one  of  theCoropany,and  to  have  oTlcaui!^ 
Arms  and  a  Man's  Habit,  eafily  obtained  her  Requefl.  To  /  ^ 

retider  herlcif  more  remarkable,  (he  would  have  a  certain 
Sword  which  fhe  fent  for  from  theTomb  of  a  Knight  buri» 
ed  in  the  Church  of  St,  Catharine's  of  Ficrtois.  The  Con- 
voy dcfigoed  for  Orleans  fat  our  jipril  the  15  th.  Several 
JPtemch  Writers  affirm,  that  La  Pncelte  commanded  the 
Guard,  and  that  it  was  (he  that  condu<5ted  the  Convoy  into 
the  -City  :  but  Monjtrekty  a  cotemporary  Author,  fays 
thecontnry*  'the  Convoy  being  arrived  on  the  zpth  in 
the  Morning,  near  the  BurgMndian  Gate,  the  Baftard  of 
Orleans  made  a  Sally  to  favour  their  PaflTage,  A  fierce  and 
bloody  Battle  enfued,  wherein  after  a  long  Redftance  the 
Englijh  were  worfted,  and  forced  to  let  the  Convoy  go  in* 
yoan  made  her  Entry  into  Orleans^  furroundcd  witn  the  yoan  tnttft 
Generals,  and  amidft  the  Acclamations  of  the  People*  Orleans  m 
who  afcribed  to  her  the  good  Succefs  of  that  Day.  Trumfh. 

On  the  4th  of  Majy  La  Pjtcelle  at  the  Head  of  a  De*  sh9  takes 
tachment  of  the  Garrifon,  attacked  Sword  in  Hand  the /*'*"' ^^'** 
Fort  of  St.  Lea,  one  of  the  fix  largcft  Redoubts  before-  ^f^f''' 
mentioned.    After  a  Contlift  of  four  Hours,  the  Fort  was 
carried,  and  of  the  Twelve  Hundred  Englifb  who  defen* 
ded  it»  Four  Hundred  were  killed  on  the  Spot.  Two  Days 
after>  (he  a(raulted  hkewifc  the  Fort  of  St.  John;  but  as 
the  EngUjb  had  almoft  Quitted  it,  (he  met  but  with  little 
Refinance.    Prefently  after,  without  giving  her  Troops 
any  Refpite,  fl>e  led  them  againft  the  Fort  called  London^ 
the  moft  con(iderable  of  the  Six,  built  upon  the  Ruins  of 
the  Church  of  the  jiugHJlincs.    The  gilUnt  Refiftance  of 
the  Englijh  hindered  not  this  alfo  from  being  taken,  with 
great  Lolson  their  Side*    La  PncelUs  Troops  thought  of 
l^ing  thein(elves  after  fo  h&rd  Duty  »-  but  immediately  (he

14^9'     marched  chcm  up  co  the  Fort  of  the  TomrMct/es.     But  a$ 
ihe  could  not  attack  it  that  Evenings  for  want  of  Day- 
light.   She  kept  it  inveAtd  all  the  Night.    In  the  Mora- 
ing  at  Break  of  Day  the  AfTauIt  begao»  and  held  fourteeii 
Hours  without  Intermiflion.    The  French  were  beat  back 
four  Icveral  Times,  and  as  often  did  they  renew  the  Charge* 
La  P$tcelle  animating  theni  by  her  Words  and  Adions, 
though   flic  was  wounded  with  an  Arrow  between  the 
Neck  and  Shoulders^    At  lengths   about  eight  a  Clock  at 
Night,  the  Fort  was  carried  like  the  reft*  and  fix  Hundred 
EngUjb  cut  in  Pieces,     In  all  thefe  Actions  La  Pttctlk 
(bowed  a  Valour  and  Refolution  very  uncommon  in  Pctt 
Ions  of  her  Sex* 
T^f  Englifh      One  may  eatily  guefs  what  a  Conftemation  the  EffUfi^ 
T^ifi  the     ^gre  in^  atter  the  ill  Succefs  of  that  Day.    The  Lois  rf 
'  ^^*         four  of  their  largeft  Forts  not  pcr:mitting  them  to  carry  on 
the  Siege  any  longer,  they  marched  qS  Afaj  the  lath, 
after  having  fat  down  before  the  Place  ftven  whole  Months. 
Here  is  a  Fragment  of  a  Letter  from  the  Puke  of  Bed' 
ford  to  the  King  his  Nephew,  after  the  raifing  of  the  Siege 
of  Orleansy  which  plainly  ftiows  how  much  the  Englijb  anid 
the  Duke  of  Bedford  himfeif  were  diflieartened  at  tius  unr 
cxpefted  Eveor. 

Every  Thing  was  profperous  here  on  jour  Side  till  the  Siege 
tff  Orleans,  undertaken  ky  God  k»ows  what  Connfeh.  jlfter 
the  Death  of  mj  Coufin  of  Salisbury,  God  refl  bis  Souly  whq 
it  fetfiis  is  cut  off  hi  the  Hand  of  Gody  your  Troops  who  wer^ 
very  numerous  at  this  Siege ^  have  received  a  terrible  Blow* 
This  has  happened  partly,  as  we  verily  believe,  by  the 
Confidence  the  Enemies  have  placed  in  a  Hell-bom  Woma»y 
a  Lin^b  of  Satany  called^  la  Pucelle>  who  has  made  mfe  of 
Inchantmcnis  and  iVitchcrafc.  This  Defeat  has  not  omlydi' 
minifljcd  jour  Troops^  but  withal  has  bereaved  the  refl  of 
Courage  in  an  aflonifbing  manner.  Moreover  /be  has  en» 
eouragcd  your  Enemies  to  draw  fogcther  without  Delay  in 
great  Numbers (<0

gUfb,    who  notwithflanding  they^  were  ftill  ibperior  in 
Number,  retreated  in  a  flrange  Diibrder.    Their  Confter? 
nation  was  fo  grear>  that  they  knew  not  as  one  may  fay^ 
what  they  did.    Inftead  of  keeping  together  in  order  to 
make  Head  againil  their  Enemies,  they  minded  nothing  buc 
throwing  numerous  Garrifons  into  the  Places  they  had  con* 
quered  before  the  Siege>  about  the  LQtre.    By  that  nneans 
they  weakened  their  Army  to  fuch  a  Degree,  that  they 
were  no  longer  in  a  Condition  to  ftand  before  their  Ene- 
mies who  were  clofe  at  their  Heels.    A%  they  dreaded  a  Bat^ 
lie,  as  much  as  they  were  wont  todefire  it.    They  retired 
at  a  good  Difiance,   and  gave  the  FrenchT'xmt  to  retake 
^hefe  Places  one  after  another.   The  Earl  of  Snffolkjws^t  made  ^arl  tf 
prilbner  in  Gergedny  where  he  had  (hut  himfelf  up,  with  Sufibik 
four  Hundred  Men  only,  through  an  Indifcretion  which  ^*^'^'''* 
could  only  proceed  from  his  Conuernation  at  the  Defeat  of  '^''^' 
his  Troops.    Of  all  the  Places  in  thole  Parts  Bumgenc^  held 
out  the  longeft ;  but  could  not  help  undergoing  the  fame 
Fate  with  the  reft.    In  fine,  Diforder  andConhifion  had  charlcs  re- 
taken (uch  hold  of  the  Englijh^  that  Charles  by  the  Advice  fihes  to  be 
of  La  PncelUf  refolvcd  to  go  and  be  crowned  at  Rheims.  ctotcnidag 
Mean  Time  this  City  was  ftill  in  the  H^nds  of  the  Englijh^  Rhcims. 
Befides,    there  was  a  Neceffiry  of  traverfing  above  one 
hundred  and  Twenty  Miles  of  the  Enemies  Country,  and 
of  taking  feveral  Places,  which  at  any  other  Time  he  would 
not  have  venttjrcd  to  approach.

Mea  (tires  a  little.  Whitn;  the  ConjiabU  was  upon  his  Marcb| 
Lm  TrimoHilky  who  did  not  defire  his  Company  at  Court, 
found  Means  to  perfwade  the  King  that  he  was  coming  with 
S  numerous  Army,  on  purpofe  to  have  his  Perfon  in  his 
Power.  This  made  fuch  an  Impreflion  on  the  King's  Mind, 
that  he  was  juft  going  to  quit  the  Siege  of  Bangenci  in  order 
to  give  the  Cof^able  Battle.

Whereupon 
E^Tfh^**  ^^^^^^'  having  called  a  Council  of  War,  it  was  unanimoufly 
ar^de-  rcfolved  to  go  and  give  them  Battle.  Indeed  there  was  no 
JeateJ,  likelihood  of  undertaking  to  march  to  Rheims^  with  their 
Enemies  in  their  Rear.

In  purfuance  of  this  Refolution,  the  Ceremony  of  the 
ernpwd  at  Coronation  was  performed  on  the  5th  of  November.     Six 
London,     l^^ys  after  the  Parliament,  which  was  then  affemblcdf  or- 
Tht  Protec-  dered  that  the  Dignity  of  Prote£lor  and  Defender  of  the 
tor/hip  is     chnrch  (hould  be  fupprcffed,  but  that  the  Duke  of  Glam^ 
cefier  (hould  keep  that  of  firfl  Ceunfellor  to  the  King.     This 
was  a  very  great  Mortification  to  that  Prince,  who  little  ex- 
pefted  any  fuch  Thing.    Indeed,  as  the  King's  Coronation 
added  nothing  to  his  Capacity*  the  Kingdom  feemed  to  re- 
quire a  Protcftor  as  much  as  ever.    But  it  was  pretended 
that  the  Prote^vrfiip  was  inconfiftcnt  with  the  Dignity  of 
acrown'd  Head.    We  (hall  fee  hereafter  that  this  Rule  was 
not  always  obferved.    The  Duke  however  acquiefced  with 
a  good  Grace  to  the  Ordinance  as  far  as  it!  concerned  him, 
faving  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford  his  Brother  his  Kigbts. 

Whilft  they  were  taken  up  in  England  w\i)x  preparing 
for  the  Coronation*  Charlei  had  carried  on  his  Conquefis 
with  great  Rapidity.     And  yet  his  own  Coronation  had 
kept  him  eleven  Days  at  Rheims.    If  the  Regent  bad  then 
had  an  Army  in  the  Fie!d>  he  might  eafily  have  cooped  him 
up  in  thit  Corner  of  France^  where  he  had  but  few  Places, 
furroundcd  with  the  Fmemy's  Garrifbns.    But  the  Duke 
wa<  then  in  Picardy  with  a  few  Troops,  expefting  thofc 
that  were  to  come  from  England.     Charles  therefore  im- 
proved the  Advantage  which  the  Diftance  of  his  Enemy 
};ave  him.    The  Inhabitants  of  the  £»f///l?  Towns  being 
for  the  mofl  Part  well-afFeded  to  him^  nothing  hindered 
them  from  fliowing  him  Marks  of  their  Inclinations.  The 
reafon  is^  bccnufe  the  Duke  of  Bedford  had  been  confh-ained 
to  weaken  his  Ganifons  exceedingly,  in  order  to  cdmpofe

He  judged  rightly^  that  in  taking  this 
Courfe  he  fliould  fell  his  Friend Aiip  at  a  dearer  Rate,  or  ac 
vrorft^  he  fliouId  be  able  to  remain  as  he  was,  till  fuch 
Terms  as  he  wanted  (hould  be  offered  him.  Chsrks  having 
had  fome  Intimation  of  the  Temper  the  Duke  of  Bm^mn* 
dy  was  inwith  regard  to  him»  di(patched  fecret  Ageiltsto 
treat  with  him.  But  the  Duke  thought  it  not  a  proper 
Time  yet  to  difcover  his  Mind.

But  the  Frtfich  afcribe  what  appears  wonderful  in  her,  to 
the  immediate  Power  of  God>  and  the  EngUjh  to  the  Ar- 
tifices of  the  Devil.    What  (ball  one  think  of  this  Mat- 
ter I    Perhaps  neither  of  them  are  in  the  Right,  and  there 
is  a  third  Opmion  which  wants  not  plauflble  Reafbns.    As 
the  Examination  of  theCe  three  Opinions  would  interrupt 
the  Thread  of  the  Hiilory  too  long^  I  ihall  not  flay  to 
difcufs  them  here.

Hens 
bebg  Duke  of  Bar  by  the  Death  of  the  Cardinal  his  Uq- 
cle,  wouU  likewife  iuve  taken  Poflelfion  of  Lorrmnj  upon 
the  Deceale  of  the  Duke  his  Father-in-law.  But  uinthory 
JBarl  of  jykmlamHt^  Son  of  Frederick^  younger  Brother  of 
Dtikt  Charks,  difputed  the  SuccelTion  with  him.  This 
iRras  the  Ocafion  of  a  War  between  thcfe  two  Princes  ; 
^Rrherein  King  Charlis  took  the  Part  of  Rene  his  Brother-in- 
law,  and  the  Duke  of  B$irgmndj  (ided  with  the  ^arl  of 
yTmJeimmt.  On  the  2d  of  J$dj  this  Yeart  the  two  Com- 
petitors fought  at  BHlegnevilU  a  bloody  Battle»  whereia 
Remi  was  worftedi  taken  Prifoner,  and  carried  to  Dijfon. 
There  were  Twelve  Hundred  French  flain  in  this  Adion» 
This  Lois  no  doubt  helped  to  hinder  King  Charles  from 
continuing  his  Progrefs.

"Was  rather  fufpended  than  determined  in  1429,  by  an  /^^  sifh^ 
Order  which  the  Co$tncil  gxvc  tfie  Prelate  to  forbear  for  a/ winT 
that  Time  officiating  as  Bilnop  on  St.  George's  Daj.  The  ^^cftcr. 
Duke  willing  to  take  Advantage  of  the  Carinnts  Abfence«t 
who  was  with  the  King  at  Pmsj  managed  it  fo,  thap  a« 
bout  the  End  of  this  Year  the  Affair  Was  broueht  upon 
the  Board  again.    On  the  6th  of  November 9  tne  King's 
Attorney-General  appearing  before  the  Councli,  /equircd 
that  the  CdrMmU  fliould  be  deprived  of  his  See^  adirming, 
that  by  the  Laws  of  the  Land,  the  fame  Perfon  coUld  not 
be  Cdrdinal  and  Bijbop  at  the  fame  Time  in  England.    He 
fupported  his  Affertion  with  the  Examples  of  Simon  Lang^ 
ham  and  Robert  Kilwariy^  formerly  Atehbifhops  of  Can^ 
terbmj^  who,  upon  their  being  made  Cardinals f  refigned 
the  Archbifiiopricks.    When  he  had  done  fpeaking,  the 
Duke  of  Gloucefter  addreffing  himfelf  to  the  Biihop  of 
fTorcefier,  required  him  to  fay.  upon  his  Oath  of  Allegi-

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the  City,  and  for  the  whole  Dioceft  of  TViHcbefter.  His 
Aim  was  to  (how  by  this  how  inconvenient  it  was  to  fuffer 
that  a  CardiMl  ftiould  hold  a  BiAioprick  in  EngUuid.  The 
Bifliiop  o{  Worcefier  rc^Xxtd,  after  fome  Intreacy,  that  the 
BiOiop  of  Lichfield  being  at  ^001^9  had  fued  for  and  ob- 
tained this  Exenrption  for  the  Cdrdinal,  who  bad  reifDburfed 
all  the  Charges ;  and  that  he  had  this  from  that  Prcbre's 
own  Mouth.

This  Ligiue  haa  at  kngth  prevailed  with  them  to  (end  their 
Ambafladors  to  jiuxtrre.  But  this  Congrels  was  to  00 
Purpofe.  They  did  not  fb  much  as  come  to  a  Confereocef 
becaufe,  if  we  may  believe  the  Trench  Authors,  the  Am- 
bafladors of  EnglaMd  ref ufed  to  aclnowtedge  King  Clutrles*% 
as  jimbaffadors  of  Frame.

Duke  of  Bedford  was  obliged  to  be  always  upon  his  Guard, 

in  order  to  Hand  againfl  Enemies  who  fome  time  fince  were 

grown  very  formidable.    But  this  was  a  fmall  Matter  m 

Comparifon  of  his  Trouble  occafioned  by  the  perpetual 

Diflrufl  he  was  m  with  refpe^  to  his  own  Frienas>  or

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thofe  who  pretended  to  be  lieeri-afiFeded  to  huo.    The     HP* 
t)ixkc  of  Bnrgmdfs  ambigiious  Proceedings  jufily  made 
him  uneafy •    Tlie  Diike  of  tretagne  was  no  more  to  be 
depended  upon*    In  fiiorr,  fihce  toe  Decline  of  tbe  Affairs 
of  the  E^li/b,  the  Towns  which  feemed  to  fide  with  them 
were  hithivl  only  in  proportion  to  the  Strength  of  their 
Garrifons.    The  Regent  had  experienced  the  Troth  of  this. 
Paris  it(eU>  the  Metropolis,  on  which  it  maybe  faid  all 
depended^  was  not  fo  ^ell-difpofed  as  that  he  could  rely 
.  upon  its  Loyalty,  or  at  kaft  its  Attachment  to  th^  Interefl 
Of  EmfUni  wholly  dependea  upon  that  of  the  Duke  of 
Hatimuij.    Add  10  tnis  the  inconfiderable^  Aids  pf  Men 
anoMoney  which  theD'ukeof  ^^^^or^receivM from £«^« 
Lmd,  at  a  Timfe  when  he  flood  moil  in  need  of  them.    To 
complete  his  Misfortune^  the  Regent  found  himfelf  con« 
ilraioed  to  bear  almoft  the  whole  Weight  of  the  publick 
Affairs^  as  welt  Military  as  CiviU  npqn  his  Own  Shoulders  i 
thofe  who  had  affifted  him  in  the  Begibning  of  his  Re- 
gency being  for  tbe  moft  Part  either  aeact  or  Prifoners  in 
tne  Hands  of  the  Enemy.

out  Aich  a  Getieral  as  TMtot,  though  to  procure  ^im  he 
fhoulci  be  forced  to  give  one  as  good  to  the  Enemy. 

If  the  Affairs  of  the  EngUJb  were  upon  an  ill  Foot  in  csw/iwii^ 
frofue,  they  were  in  no  better  Pofture  in  EniUnd.    Sub-  X^^^^/ 
fidies  were  granted  by  the  Parliament  with  great  Relu&ance,  between  th^ 
for  carrying  on  fq  deftruftivc  a  War,  of  which  People  ^«*f  rf 
began  to  be  tired,  jGnce  it  profpered  not  as  formerly.    On  w"^^^^ 
ttie  other  Hand»  the  Quarrel  between  the  Duke  of  Clm^  cnrdmaL 
cefter  ^nd  the  Cardiftdl  ftill  continued  with  greater  Bitternefs 
than  ever,  and  began  to  turn  to  the  Duke's  Diiadv^nrage.

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1431.  in  Confideration  of  the  great  Services  the  drJiiuU  had 
done  the  StdtCf  to  give  him  a/W/  Pardon  for  what  he  might 
have  done  contrary  to  the  Laws»  particularly  with  regard 
to  the  Statute  ef  PramMnire.  This  was  a  decifive  Stroke 
for  the  Cardinal^  fidce  the  Comimns  Petition  being  granted, 
he  was  skreened  from  all  Profecution.  However  the  Duke 
of  GloHcefier  did  not  give  out.  He  pretended,  that  not« 
withftanding  the  Pardon^  he  had  Evidences  to  prodace> 
which  would  prove  the  Carding  guilty  of  High-Treafon» 
a  Crime  which  could  not  befuppofed  to  be  included  in  the 
Litters  of  Pardon.  The  Cardinal^  who  was  then  in  FLuh' 
ders  about  the  King's  Affairs,  forthwith  repaired  to  Lmh 
don  without  having  ask'd  Leave,  and  by  that  Means  gave 
his  Enemy  a  Handle  to  order  his  Baggage  to  be  feized. 
Next  Day  after  his  Arrival  hewenttotne  Houfeoi  Lords. 
and  faid,  be  was  come  to  clear  himfelf  of  the  Crimes  they 
pretended  to  lay  to  his  Charge,  and  to  vindicate  his  Inno* 
cence  againft  any  Perfon  whatever  that  (hould  offer  to  be 
his  Accufer.  The  Duke  of  Gloucefier  not  thinking  proper 
to  Aand  by  what  he  had  faid,  Anfwer  was  made  the  Pre- 
htet  that  as  no  body  appeared  to  accufe  him,  they  acknow- 
ledged him  for  a  loyal  Subjed:,  He  returned  the  Homfe 
Thanks  for  this  Declaration*  and  defired  it  might  be  drawft 
up  in  Form;  the  which  was  granted.  Then  he  complained 
that  upon  his  landing  at  Sandwich  his  Baggage  had  been 
feized,  and  requefted  that  it  might  be  reftoted.  He 
maintained  that  the  Seizure  was  made  without  juft  Caufe> 
and  offered  to  lend  the  King  Six  Thoufand  Pounds  for  fix 
Years,  on  Condition  that  if  in  that  Time  the  Seizure  ap- 
peared to  be  lawful,  the  Moncv  lent  (hould  be  forfeited  to 
the  King's  U(*e.  He  o£Fered  alfo  to  lend  hfm  the  like 
Sum,  and  f o  defer  the  Demand  of  the  Ttxirteen  Thoufand 
Marks  due  to  him  on  another  Accbunt,  provided  the  Pay* 
ment  of  the  whole  ihould  be  afligned  out  of  the  next  Subfdj 
granted  to  the  King.  His  Aim  was  to  (how  what  regard 
he  had  to  the  King's  and  the  People's  Wants.  His  Offers 
were  accepted,  and  whatever  had  been  feized  was  returned 
him.  Tnus  the  Duke  of  Glo$$cefier  was  lb  far  from  being 
able  to  hurt  his  Enemyi  that  he  had  the  Mortification  to 

fee 
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fee  him  receive  the  Applaufes  of  both  Homfes.  Mean  while  H3  ^  • 
their  DifTentions  produced  very  ill  ££Fefis.  As  the  Duke 
of  Glomcefler  had  Friends  and  Adherents  in  the  ComnciJf  the 
Opposition  generally  between  the  two  Parties  could  not 
but  be  very  prejudicial  to  the  King's  Affairs.  Whilft  the 
Duke  and  Cardinal  minded  only  their  own  private  AfFairSt 
the  War  in  Frame  was  negleded,  though  it  was  more  ne- 
ceflary  than  ever  to  exert  their  utmoft  towards  carrying  it 
on. 

If  EngUmd  had  known  how  to  improve  her  Advantages,  iifjoUna 
Ihe  had  a  very  favourable  Opportunity  to  repair  fame  of  1/  icm/ 
her  Loffes.  King  Charles  languilhed  in  the  Arms  of  jl^nes  Charka. 
S$rrel  his  Miflrefs,  and  left  to  his  Aftmfiers  and  Generals 
the  Care  of  his  mod  important  Affairs.  Nothing  afi^eded 
him  but  his  Pleafures.  It  was  not  without  extreme  Re- 
ludance  that  he  beftowed  a  few  Moments  upon  the  War 
and  Affairs  of  State.  So  impatient  was  he  to  return  to  his 
Pleafures,  which  thefe  troublefbme  Matters  obliged  him  to 
break  off*,  that  he  fought  onl^  how  to  commit  to  the  Care 
of  another,  whatever  might  give  him  any  Difturbance.  La  Troubles  m 
Trimomlle  his  Favourite  was  generally  accufed  of  foothing  ^*  court. 
him  up  )in  this  fupine  and  indolent  State.  But  the  more 
dear-ughted  plainly  faw  the  King  began  to  grow  weary  of 
him»  and  that  he  was  uneafy  under  the  Yoke  he  had  put 
upon  his  own  Neck.  The  Confiablcy  though  Abfenr,  was 
foon  informed  how  the  Cafe  ftood.  The  Spies  he  kept  at 
Court  were  too  (harp  for  a  Thing  of  that  Moment  to  be 
long  a  Secret  to  him.  As  he  was  of  a  proud  and  violent 
Spirit,  he  could  not  bear  without  Indignation  to  fee  La 
TrimomUe  get  the  flart  of  him,  and  had  formed  a  Defign 
to  fetve  him  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  had  done  Lomvety  De 
Ciac  and  BeaulitM.

of  introducing  Charles  oxAnjeu  the  Queen's  Brother  into 
tbt  Pof(.    A  flrange  Projed,  to  attempt  to  take  from  a

As  foon  as  the  CvufiMr 
bli  had  prepared  every  Thing  at  Court,  and  Matters  were 
La  Tri-      '^^P^  ^^^  Execution^  La  Trimomllt  was  feized  in  his  Bed,  in 
snouilic  u    the  King's  own  Hoqfe)  who  w^s  then  at  Chimny  and  com- 
umvtd,     micted  to  Prifon  at  Afontrefor*    Charles  was  enraged  at  the 
NewS)  and  would  immediately  have  gone  and  taken  Ven- 
geance.   But  when  he  faw  all  the  Printes  of  the  Bloody  and 
all  the  Great  Men  at  Court  declare  againft  Ls  TrhmmUcy 
he  durft  not  proceed  any  farther.    He  ailed  to  Mind  with 
Dread    the   Confederacy  formed    againfl  him    when  he 
would  (lave  (creened  Louvet^  aivd  wa$  afraid  of  the  like  ^ 
^raichanes  gain.    Befides^   his  Diflafte  fo;  the  Favourite*   who  was 
cf  Anjou    only  fb  in  Name,  being  added  to  this  Reafon  of  Stuttt  he 
becomes      ^^^  i^^^  ^g  without  much  Copcem.     Cburlet  •/  jimam 
came  to  give  him  Comfort,  and  fucc^eeded  fo  weHs  that  ac- 
fording  to  the  Con/idble*s  Scheme*  he  became  the  Fayoocite, 
and  La  Trimouille  was  forgot. 

It  is  eafy  to  judge  that  a  Prince  of  Cb^r/ri's  Charader, 
who  hated  nothing  more  th^n  ^yar,  and  kept  as  f^r  from  it 
as  poQible,  would  not  have  been  very  formidable  to  the 
Duke  of  Bedfard,  if  the  Succours  which  the  Duke  received 
from  EftglaHd  had  been  fufficient  to  enable  him  to  make 
fope  confiderable  Attempt.  But  he  could  no  k>oger  keep 
an  Army  in  the  Field  without  draining  his  Garrik>ns  and 
expofing  the  Towns  either  to  he  taken  by  furprize,  or 
tempted  to  follow  the  Example  of  thofe  Places  that  had  vo- 
luouriiy  furrendered  to  Kine  Charles.

taken  by     the  Duke  Laffki^  a  Place  often  taken  and  retaken*   and 
/j(re  French,  which  the  Neighbourhood  of  Paris  render'dof  great  Im- 
portance.   A  little  after  the  Regent  had  attempted  to  it- 
take  it,   but  v^ithout  Succefs*    In  the  Beginning  of  this 
Year  the  Marlhal  ds  /'  Ifie-Adam  and  the  Earl  of  Arnndel 
had  attacked  ic  in  vain,  having  been  obliged  to  give  over 
j5^,|7nrjiifh  their  Entcrprize  by  a  vigorous  Sally  from  the  Town.     Ajc 
tmieaiiur   laft  in  the  Begbning  of  -^^«/?i>  the  Duke  of  B^dfprd  went 
in 'Vim  to   himfdf  and  befieged  it  with  an  Army  of  fix  Thoufand 
ftttih  tt,     j^        jj^j  ^^  j^  j^jj  ^£^j^^  ^^^^  Month  the  Bafiard  of 
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Orlcofis  got  a  Convoy  in,  maugrethe  Precautions  and  Vi-  1433. 
gilaoce  of  the  Duke,  after  which  he  retired  and  paiTed  the 
M4un€.  His  March  having  made  the  Duke  apprehenHve 
that  he  heldfome  Intelligence  in  ?4ri>>  hefuddenly  raifed 
the  Siege  in  prder  to  prevent  his  Deligns.  Thus  iMni  wa$ 
befieged  three  Tiroes  in  vain  within  the  Space  of  ieven  oc 
eight  Months. 

Oo  the  other  Side^  a  fmall  Body  of  Trench  drawn  out  j^^eFrencI^ 
of  the  Ganifons  near  the  Loin  had  iurprized  AIon$argis.f'*rfrizi 
But  as  the  Caftle  made  a  brave  Defence,  the  French  not  be-  Mon««^g|«? 
ingable  either  to  take  it  by  Storm  or  keep  the  Town,  were  ^^!]2i|J'^ 
forced  to  march  off.    In  Norptaadj  twelve  Hundred  En* 
ilijb  invefied  La.  Hire  in  Louviersy  and  after  a  three  Months 
plockade,  conftrained  the  Place  to  capitulate. 

Tbefe  were  Matters  of  little  Moment.    But  on  th*e  i  ^  th  Dtath  0/ 
of  Nov^ptber  there  happened  one  of  much  greater  Confe-^^i>«'^^ 
quence.

her  Spoufe  alone,  but  all  the  Englijh  with  him,  iince  it  broke 
the  Bond  of  Friendihip  between  the  Dukes  of  Bedford  and 
Bnrgundy,  and  (ince  the  Coldnefs  which  iucpeecled  their 
Union  proved  very  faral  to  England. 

The  Conncil  of ^4^1  bad  been  fitting  ever  fince  laft  Year,  AmbaS'f  tq 
but  England  had.lcott((iiither  no  Ambafladors.    About  the  ^l^if"^'^ 
End  of  this  Year^.lhg^pe  and  Council  who  were  quarrel- y^^g^p^l, 
ling  about  Pre-emidenc|^i)aving  fent  each  apart  Legates  to  x.  ^-ip.  * 
the  King,  the  Arc^bifhop  of  lork^  the  Bifliop  of  Rocheflery 
the  Earl  of  Hnnurtgtonj  and  leveral  others  were  appointed 
by  the  Board  to  go  to  the  Council. 

In  the  Beginning  of  the  Year  14 j  5  there  happened  in     t^^^. 
Nomuindj  aaangerou$Infurre6):ion,  which  would  have  been  Tf/urreaio^ 
nolefs  fatal  to  uic'EngU/fj  than  the  raifing  of  the  Siege  of"*  ^°*"- 
Orleans,  if  by  their  Diligence,  they  had  not  prevented  in  "^^"°)^* 
good  Time  Part  of  the  Mifchief  which  might  haveenfued. 
Sijcty  Thoufand  Peafants  of  that  Pr9Yince  having  taken  up

Had  Charles's  Army 
been  near  enough  to  back  them,  he  would  without  Dif^ 
pute  have  over-run  all  Normafidj.  The  Rebels  (bon  be- 
came Matters  of  Caen^  Harfleur^  Dieppe,  and  Lillehomm. 
In  alMiketihood  they  would  have  made  a  much  greater  Pio- 
grefs,  if  the  Earl  of  Arundel  had  not  with  the  utmoft  Ex- 
pedition marched  againft  thofe  that  were  got  together  in 
Vexin.  As  thefe  Men  had  no  Perfon  of  Note  to  head 
them^  they  (uffered  themfelves  to  be  furpri^ed  iii  the  Night, 
and  eafily  yielded  him  a  Vidory  which  was  more  advanta- 
gious  to  his  Mafter  than  -glorious  for  him.  Thofe  of 
Caen^*  though  not  fo  numerous,  would  have  given  him 
more  Trouble,  becaufethe  Marfhal  of  Rienx  was  gone  to 
head  them.  But  terrified  at  the  News  of  the  Defeat  of 
their  Companions,  they  returned  to  their  Homes.  The 
Marfhal  feeing  himfelf  tlius  deferred,  took  with  him  feme 
of  themofl  contagious  and  retired  to  Dieppe.  Mean  while 
jirundel  taking  Advantage  of  their  Coniternation>  found 
Means  to  recover  Caen  and  Lillebonne.  fiut  Dieppe  and 
HarAeur^  Places  of  great  Importance,  remained  in  the  Hainls 
of  the  French. 
V^Dukiof  This  very  Year  another  Thing  helped  to  embroil  the 
Bedford  AfiFairs  of  the  Englifh.  The  Duke  of  Bedf&rd  being  a

^""if^  !^J  ^°  ^^^^  ftiown  him  more  Rcl'peft,  fince  befides  their  being 
'wSif.      united  together  by  fb  many  Ties,  he  married  the  Daugh- 
ter of  one  of  his  Fajfals.    There  is  no  doubt  but  the  Duke 
/    -y  '  of  Bedford,  who  was  very  prudent  and  circumfped,  had  his 
Reafons   for  haftening  nis  Marriage  without  in)partiDg 
it  to  the  Duke  of  Burgundi^    Be  that  as  it  will,  as  it  great- 
ly conctrned  him  to  keep  fair  with  that  Prince,  he  paid  him 
Ibme  Compliments  by  the  Cardinal  of  Winchefier^  who  pro- 
cured an  Interview  at  St.  Omer^  where  the  two  Princes  met 
in  April.    But  an  unhappy  Difpute  about  Precedency  hin- 
dered 
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dered  their  Reconciliation,  and  caufed  them  to  part  extreme-  <  43  3- 
ly  incenfed  with  one  another.  Thefe  two  Princes  bad  of« 
ten  been  together  without  any  Conteft  Upon  that  Score* 
But  the  DuKe  of  Btirgmiif  was  under  a  Keceflity  of  fiart- 
ing  fome  Difpute  at  the  Time  I  am  fpeaking  of>  to  the  end 
it  might  ferve  for  a  Cloak  to  the  Steps  he  intended  to 
make.  He  owned  Hcmj  for  King  of  FrsMCty  and  the  Duke 
of  Bedford  for  Regent,  and  Uncle  of  the  prefent  King, 
how  therefore  could  he  pretend  to  take  Place  of  him  ? 

During  this  Year  nothing  of  Moment  happened  with  jhiDukt  tf 
rejwrd  to  the  War.    ChdtUs  Teemed  to  have  wholly  thrown  Burgundy 
off  all  Care  of  his  Affairs,  in  order  to  reli(h  with  the  great-  y*''  ^^^ 
erGuft  the  Pleafures  of  Love  and  Eafe.    The  Duke  oi gkeTiend^. 
Bedford  was  Weak,  and  as  he  received  no  longer  any  Sup« 
ties  from  Enfglmdf  he  thought  more  of  keeping  what  hfi 
ad  than  of  making  new  ConqueAs.    Mean  while^  though 
the  Duke  of  Burgmu^  propofed  to  make  a  feparate  Peace 
with  Charlch    he  believed  he  ihould  do  it  upon  better 
Terms9    in  cafe  he  came  not  empty-handed.    With  this 
view,  he  became  M  after  of  St.  P^alery  which  Gduconr  had 
taken  by  Surprize.    The  Town  of  IJam  defended  by  the 
Baftard  of  Orleans  and  XaintrailleSf  with  Looh  and  Provim 
^ere  taken  alfo  by  him.    On  the  other  Side,  the  Earl  of 
Arundel  hzy'\n%\k(\t^tA Sillej-le-GuilLmme \n  Maine,  the 
Conftable  Richmond  obliged  him  to  raife  the  Siege.    But 
the  French  were  fcarce  gone  when  the  Earl  marched  back 
and  took  the  Town. 

In  the  mean  Time^  the  Council  of  England  were  more  UtVuke  of; 
intent  upon  Means  how  to  bring  about  a  Peace,  than  how  Orlttos  0/- 
to  recover  what  the  King  had  loft  in  France.    The  Duke  f*j:^^  *^'* 
tXOrkanSt  who  was  ftill  aPrifoncr  at  London^  had  made  p^^^^ 
the  6rft  Overtures,  and  offered  to  ufe  his  utmoft  Endea- 
vonrs  towards  a  Buftnefs  on  the  finiftiing,  of  which  de* 
pended  his  Freedom.    To  Compafs  his  Ends,  he  had  pros- 
pered to  bring  to  CaUiSy  or  any  other  Place  the  Council 
ihould  Name,   the  Queen  Dowager  of  Sicilyy  Charles  of 
Amjou  her  Son,  the  Duke  of  Bretagne^  with  thp  Earls  of 
Richmond  zx\A  St.  Giles  his  Brothers,  the  Dukejof  ^/r/v/S«, 
the  Earls  of -<4rw4gi»4r,  Foix,  Perdriac^  Clermont,  and  the 

Archbiihopi 
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i4J3-  Archbtlhop  of  kbeimh  in  order  to  treat  with  the  Ambalfs- 
dors  of  England.  He  demanded  likewife  PermiQion  to  be 
at  the  Congrefs^  thdt  be  might  forward  to  tbd  utmoft  of 
his  Power,  the  Conclanon  of  a  Peace.  As  his  Aim  was  to 
engage  the  Court  of  England  to  enter  into  Negotiation»  he 
made  appear  that  the  EngUjh  would  be  Gainers  by  the  Trea- 
ty, whether  it  was  broken  off,  or  whether  it  fucceeded. 
Thefe  are  the  two  Articles  he  propofed  to  the  C9ft9§cil  for 
his  own  Part. 

Hhoftrs.  Fii^A^  ^n  Cafe  the  Peace  Ihoqfd  be  concluded  betwM

the  Duke  of  uilenjfin^  for  the  Earls  of  Armagnac^  Ferdriat, 

AngoHlemcy  the  t^ukes  of  Milan  and  Savey. 

In  another  Article  he  fuppofed  that  the  Danfhin  would 
be  contented  with  an  honourable  and  confiderable  A^femu^, 
the  which  was  the  very  Thing  the  EngU/b  drove  at  m  this 
Negotiation. 

But  as  it  might  happen  that  a  Peace  (hould  not  be  con- 
cluded; in  that  Cafe,  the  Duke  bound  himfelftoaclmow- 
ledge  Henry  for  ible  and  rightful  King  of  France*  He  pro- 
mifed  moreover  to  give  him  up  Blots f  Orleans,  and  all  the 
Places  in  his  Demefns^  with  Rochelle»  Mom  St.  Micbetf  Lh 
mogesy  BoHTges,  Chinon,  Poitiers,  Tostrnajy  BezJcrs,  and 
Lochesy  or  what  other  Towns  he  liked  inftead  of  thefe,  ex- 
cept RochelU  and  Mont  St.  Michely  which  were  not  to  be 
changed  for  others. 

That  if  the  King  (hould  be  pleafed  to  make  him  a  Graot 
of  any  Demefns  in  England^  he  would  own  him  as  King  of 
Englandy  for  his  Liege-Lord,  and  as  fuch  fwear  Fealry  to 
him. 

That  he  would  do  what  in  him  lay  to  put  the  King  io 
PofTeflion  of  the  Countries  and  Cities  of  France^  which  did 

not

not  yet  acknowledge  bin]>  and  that  he  would  ferve  him  at     H}3« 
his  own  Expence. 

That  in  Cafe  che^Trcaty  came  not  to  a  happy  Ifllie^  be 
promifed  to  return  a  Prifoner  to  EngUmd,  till  all  the  Articles 
above  were  performed  on  his  Part,  on  Condition  that  he 
fliould  afterwards  be  fet  at  Liberty  without  Ranfom. 

Thefe  Articles,  which  had  been  before  concerted  between  ibif  tft 
the  King's  Commiffioners  and  the  Dukei  having  been  a«*  ^f^ff*^^ 
greed  to  by  the  Council^  the  Duke  figned  and  lealed  them 
and  fwore  to  obfervfe  them.  Then  pifs^Parts  were  got  rea* 
dy  for  the  Queen  Dowager  of  SicUj,  and  all  the  reft  men« 
tioned  in  the  firft  Article^  that  they  might  repair  to  CalMt 
in  OSober.  The  Council  appointed  Plenipotentiaries  to  go 
and  treat  with  the  Frtnch. 

When  one  confiders  the  Engagements  the  Duke  of  Or*  jua/imt 
Jeans  entered  into  by  thefe  Articles  of  Agreement,  one  can^  why  the 
not  but  be  convinced  that  he  joined  with  the  Court  of  ^<»^«  ef. 
Franeci  to  impofe  upon  the  Court  of  England.    This  evi*  ^^^^ 
dently  appears  by  the  Hopes  he  gave  that  Charles  would  be  fincm\^ 
fatisfied  with  a  bare  Afpennage  :   A  Thing  moft  certainly  . 
far  enough  from  that  Prince's  Thoughts,  and  which  was 
infinuated  purely  to  make  the  EngUfh  the  more  readily  to 
fall  into  the  Snare.    Moreover  by  engaging  to  bring  to  Ca* 
lots  the  Queen  of  Skih  and  the  other  French  Princes  and 
Lords,  he  would  have  ic  underftood,  that  it  was  their  In« 
tent  to  endeavour  a  Peace  upon  that  Foot,  the  which  was 
however  dire&ly  contrary  to  their  Defign,  as  plainly  ap^^ 
peared  afterwards.    In  the  next  Place»  the  humble  manner 
that  the  Duke  fpoke  of  the  King  of  England^  ailing  him 
all  ak)ng  in  the  Articles  his  King  and  Sovereign  L$rd^  is  a 
clear  Evidence  that  he  flattered  him  only  to  deceive  him* 
In  fine,  he  promifed  Things  out  of  his  Power :  For  In*- 
ftance,  to  give  up  Places  which  belonged  not  to  him*    But 
this  was  the  very  Thing  wherein  the  Fraud  confifledf  be* 
caufe  his  Ann  was  to  make  believe,  that  he  was  impowered 
to  do  fo»  though  the  Court  of  France  did  not  think  pro« 
per  to  ad  openly  in  the  Matter^    Thefe  are  not  bare  Con* 
jeftures.  The  Sequel  of  this  Negotiation  will  plainly  ihow

Arrai.        it  fo,  that  inftead  of  Calais  the  City  of  jirras\fdS  pitched 
upon  for  the  Place  of  Congrefs,  where  all  the  Parties  con- 
cerned were  to  fend  their  AmbaCTadors.    We  (haQfee  prc- 
iently  what  was  done  at  this  Congrefs. 
Cominna-       Meanwhile,  the  War  in  /r/f;rcf  was  turned  into  down- 
tmcf  thi  right  pillaging  and  robbing.    The  two  Kings  being  too 
WiTin      weak  10  keep  great  Armies  on  Foot,  nothing  was  done  on 
''"^'f  chber 
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either  Side  but  by  fmaU  Bodies  and  Parties.  The  tnoft  >434* 
remarkable  Occurrences  of  this  Year  were  thcfe.  The 
Frttich  having  furprized  Rf$e  in  Picardj^  the  Earl  of  Athh'^ 
del  haftned  thither  in  order  to  try  to  retake  the  Town. 
Whilft  he  was  upon  his  March>  he  heard  that  the  French 
were  fortifying  Herberoj  near  BeMvaiSj  and  thought  it  hit 
beft  way  to  drive  them  from  thence  before  their  Works 
were  finiflied.  He  fat  down  therefore  before  that  Phce ; 
but  upon  notice  that  Ftgnoles  and  XMntrAtlles  were  approach- 
ing with  Twelve  Hundred  Men,  he  raifed  the  Siege  to  go 
and  meet  them.

About  the  fame  Time  the  Earl  of  CUmwtt^  now  Duke 
of  Bourbon  by  the  Death  of  the  Duke  his  Father,  became 
Mafler  of  Corbeil  and  Srie^Comte^ Robert ^  by  bribing  the 
Governors.  A  Scotch  Officer  found  likewife  the  Means 
to  rake  P^ncennesy  but  he  could  not  keep  it. 

In  the  mean  Time,  Talbot  being  arrived  from  Eftglanjj^^^^^^ 
with  Three  or  Four  Thoufand  Men,  to  whom  he  joined  rives  m , 
fome  other  Troops  drawn  out  of  the  Garrilbns,  was  in  France, 
fuch  manner  Mailer  of  the  Field  that  all  the  French  va-  rj^^*J**^^ 
niihed  before  him.    So  that  without  much  Oppofition  he  p^l 
retook  Beaumont  upon  Ojfe^  Creilf  Pont  St.  Maixance^  and 
Clermont  in  Beauvaijis.    He  even  began  the  Siege  of  Beau* 
vais^  but  the  bad  Weather  obliged  him  to  give  it  over. 
During  thefe  little  Exploits,  King  Charles  went  and  took 
t  Turn  into  Languedoc  and  DauphinL 

The  Froft  which  was  very  hard  towards  the  End  of  this  charlcs*/ 
Year  and  in  the  Beginning  of  the  next,  hindered  not  the  Advantage 
two  Parties  from  continuing  the  War  all  the  Winter  by  '» '^*  C(?«- 
Sieges,  and  furprizing  of  divers  Places.    The  French  had  a  '^^*^^^^ 
great  Advantage,  in  that  moft  of  the  Englijh  Towns  thought 
of  furrendring  to  King  Charles^  fince  the  Decline  of  the 
Afl^irs  of  the  Englijh*    But  it  was  not  from  thefe  SucceP- 
ies  fo  inconfiderable  in  themfelves,  that  Charles  expeAed 
the  ConcluHon  of  the  War.    It  muft  have  been  a  long 
while  before  he  could  have  uken  one  by  one  all  the  Places 
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Hi**    the  EngUJb  were  poffeffed  of  in  France.    The  Congrefi 
which  was  to  be  ^c  j^rrds  afForded  him  a  much  better 
Profpeft,  fince  he  was  fure  of  making  a  Peace  there  with 
•     the  Duke  of  Burgundy. 
r  i^^f}        The  News  being  Ipread  over  all  Europe  that  a  Peace  be- 
Omirt/iof^  tween  France  and  England  was  going  to  be  negotiated  at 
Arras.        ^ras^  there  was  fcarce  a  Sovereign  Prince  but  what  had  a 
mind  to  fend  AmbafTadors  thither.    Pope  Eugemm  II. 
and  the  Council  of  Baftly  who  were  Hill  at  variance,  fenc 
Aft, Pub.    theirs  alfo,  but  feparaiely.    From  the  Pope  came  the  Car-p 
^•^"''     dinal  of  Santa  Crux,;  and  from  the  Coumcil  the  Cardinab 
of  Cyprus  zxid  juries.    King  Charles  fent  Seventeen  Pleni- 
potentiaries, at  the  Head  of  whom  was  the  Conftable  Rscb^ 
mond.    Henrj  appointed  Twenty-ftven  for  France  and 
England,  of  whom  the  Duke  of  Bsergundy  was  the  Firf}, 
with  Power  to  Eight  of  them,  among  whom  were  to  be- 
the  Duke  of  Burgundy  and  ArchbiAiop  of  Torl^  to  fign  the 
Peace.    Afterwards  the  fame  Power  was  given  to  the  Car- 
dinal of  PPinchefter.    Hitherto  the  Duke  of  Bedford  and 
Council  of  England -were  perfuaded  of  the  Sincerity  of  the 
Duke  of  Buriundy.    This  is  evident  from  his  being  en- 
trufied  with  the  Secret  of  the  Ambafly»  fince  nothing  couM 
be  treated  about  or  concluded  without  him.    It  mufl  be 
confeifed*  that  this  Prince  afied  a  bafe  Part  at  this   Con- 
grefs.    Shortly  after,  they  had  private  Intelligence  in  Eug" 
land  that  he  had  defired  the  Pope  to  abfblve  him  from  his 
f.  tfao;       Oath  to  Henry  V.    Whereupon  the  King  writ  to  the  Pope 
to  know  whether  it  was  true  4    Eugenius  fent  back  word^ 
that  no  French  Prince,  had  ever  applied  to  him  for  any  fiich 
Thing ;  that  he  had  never  granted  any  f  uch  Difpenfation ; 
and  that  for  the  future,  he  would  behave  in  that  refpeA  fo 
as  to  give  the  King  reafbn  to  be  fatisfied.    We  fhall  fee  in 
the  Sequel  how  welliie  performed  his  Promife* 
CharlesV        The  Congrefsof  j4rras  was  opened  on  the  6th  of  .jlugufi* 
Trafof^s     j^  began  with  King  Charles's  Propofals.     His  Ambaffadors 
Jor  PiM.   ^jfg^gj^  i(j  j^ij  Name,  to  the  King  of  Euglandy  Normandy 
and  Guienne^  provided  he  would  quit  the  Title  of  King  of 
France^  and  do  Homage  for  thofe  two  Provinces:  That  is 
to  lay,  he  offered  as  a  Favour  the  two  Provinces  which  the

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King  of  EngUmd  was  cntirrfy  pofleffetj  of,  a  Favour  which     i43f  • 
he  wa$  to  purchafc  with  the  Rcfignation  of  the  Title  of 
King  0f  trance^  and  of  a  great  Part  of  the  Kingdom  ftill 
in  his  Hands,    Suppofing  there  was  no  other  Proof  of 
Charles*s  being  fure  of  bringing  off  the  Duke  of  EnrgHnc^ 
from  the  Sideqf  the  EngUJhy  this  alone  would  be  fufficient^ 
For  on  what  other  Grounds  co\x\d  Charles^  who  for  three 
Years  pafj  was  not  able  to  bring  an  Army  into  the  Field, 
make  fucb  a  Propofal  \  Bur«  as  it  has  been  obferved,  his  In- 
tent was  not  to  conclude  a  Peace  with  the  Englif^^  but  only    * 
to  afford  the  Duke  of  Bmgundy  a  Pretence  to  do  as  he  had 
already  refolved.    The  Ambalfadors  oi  England^  lurpr^zed  i^^Engllih 
at  an  Offer  fo  very  wide  of  what  the  Duke  of  Orleans  had  rothdraw 
made  them  hop?*  fuddenly  broke  off  the  Conference,  and  ^jj,^j^*'*^* 
withdrew  extremely  diffatisfied, without  vouch fafing  to  re-* 
turn  an  Anfwer.    Here  it  i<  that  fc veral /r^»^ii;  Authors 
dirplay  their  Eloquence,  to  (how  to  what  Height  the  Eng-^ 
Ujb  had  carried  their  Pride  and  Infolen^e,  (ince  they  rejeded 
fo  reafonable  Offers.    A  remarkable  Inftance  of  the  ufual 
Prejudice  of  Hiftorijns  in  favour  of  their  own  Nation. 

The  withdrawing  of  the  BngHjh  furpriz'd  neither  the  TheDuhff 
Duke  of  Burgumdj  nor  the  frwA  Amb^ffadors.    They  ^J^f^^'^l^ 
muft  needs  have  toreften,  that  fuch  Offers  would  not  be  pH,//^  ^^" 
hearkened  to.    One  may  affirm  on  the  contrary,  that  in  Peace  with 
making  fo  unreafonable  a  Propofali  confidering  the  Pofture  Charles. 
of  Affairs,  their  fole  .Aim  was  to  induce  the  Englijb  Am- 
baffadors  to  do  as  they  did.    They  did  not  fail  however  to 
make  a  great  Noile  about  their  abrupt  Departure,  and  to 
reprefent  it  as  a  clear  Evidence  that  th^y  never  intended  to 
make  Peace.    It  was  thislikewife  that  gave  the  Duke  of 
Bwgtmdj  a  Pretence  to  conclude  a  feparate  Treaty  with  King 
Charles.    He  pretended,  he  was  not  obliged  to  follow  their 
Humour,  or  to  render  the  War  everlafting  for  their  fake. 
Vpon  this  Foundation  the  Pope's  Legate  ablolved  him  from 
all  the  Oaths  he  had  taken,  as  well  to  the  late  as  the  prefent 
King  of  England.    After  that  a  feparate  Peace  was  foon 
concluded,  the  Articles  being  all  agreed  upon  already.  Ne- 
'er had  King  of  France  made  fo  diflionourabJe  a  Peace.. 
':hark$  was  bound  by  this  Treaty  to  difdaim  the  Murder 

of 
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i^Zf.  of  Duke  John,  to  deliver  up  the  Murderers,  or  if  they 
were  not  in  his  Power  to  banifh  them  the  Realm  :  He  pro- 
mised to  found  certain  Chapels  where  the  Soul  of  the  de- 
ceafed  was  to  be  prayed  for  Day  and  Night.  He  agreed 
that  the  Duke  of  Burgundj  (hould  nominate  the  Priefts  that 
were  to  officiate,  and  that  a  Crofs  (hould  be  erefted  on  iWiwi- 
leriAH  Bridge,  for  a  ftanding  Monument  of  the  Repara- 
tion of  the  Murder.  He  was  bound  moreover  to  pay 
fifty  Thoufand  Crowns  of  Gold  for  Duke  Johti%  Equi- 
page which  was  pillaged  ;  to  yield  up  to  the  Duke  of  B/w- 
gnndj  certain  Towns,  to  make  him  amends  for  the  Charges 
of  the  War.  Laftly,  he  freed  him  from  all  Homage  du- 
ring his  Life.  On  his  Part  the  Duke  confented,  that  the 
King  might  redeem  the  Towns  of  St.  Quentiny  PcrcmUi 
jimiens^  Corbicy  fituatedon  the^^wwwf,  for  four  Hundred 
Thoufand  Crowns.  One  may  fee  by  this  Article  that  the 
Duke  was  not  a  Slave  to  Confcience,  fince  he  (old  toFnmci 
the  very  Places  he  held  by  the  Bounty  of  the  King  of  £*{- 
landj  purfuant  to  the  Engagements  he  had  entered  info 
with  the  Duke  of  Bedford.  It  will  not  beamifs  to  remark, 
that  the  Service  the  Duke  of  BHrgundj  did  Framce'xn  making 
a  feparate  Peace,  vaflly  outweighs  m  the  Minds  of  the 
French  Hiftorians  all  that  he  ever  afted  againft  his  Country. 
This  has  made  them  very  careful  in  what  they  have  faidof 
him  before  the  Treaty  oi  Arrasy  for  fear  it  (hould  not  agree 
with  what  they  had  to  fay  afterwards.  But  fince  this  nap- 
py Peace,  they  have  extolled  to  the  Skies  his  GoodncfSi 
Wifdom  and  Probity.  He  was  however  the  Man  that  for 
the  fake  of  Revenge  had  ruined  France,  and  found  no  aha 
way  to  make  amends  for  his  Fault,  but  by  a  notorious  Piece 
of  Treachery  to  England.  What  would  the  French  Wt 
have  (aid,  if  he  had  always  continued  firm  to  the  EngUfi^ 
I  am  forry  I  am  obliged  to  fpeak  thus  of  a  Prince,  to  whoa? 
was  given  the  Sirnarae  of  Good.  But  it  ferves  to  (how, 
how  it  happens  fometimes,  that  the  Sirnames  and  Encemf' 
urns  beftowed  on  Princes  ill  agree  with  their  real  Charac- 
ters. 
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I  fay  nothing  of  the  Difpenfation  granted  to  the  t)uke     143^. 
of  Burgundy  on  the  Score  of  his  Oath.    Every  one  may 
make  what  Refleftions  upon  it  he  pleafts;  I  fhall  only  add,  d^:^"^- 
that  in  Nwember  they  publifhed  in  England  Pope  Eugenius*s    '   *^* 
Letcer  mentioned  above^  attefted  by  the  King.    Apparently 
it  w^as  to  let  the  Publick  fee  the  Honefty  of  the  Court 
of  Rome. 

As  foon  as  the  Englijh  had  loft  the  Affiftance  of  the  Duke  The  Treaty 
of  Burgundy  J  their  Affairs  began  to  decline  fo  vifibly,  that^^^"^^ 
it  portended  their  fudden  Ruin.     As  they  had  not  Troops  ^^f/^/r' 
enough  to  defend  all  the  Places,  they  were  obliged  to  rely  the  Engliih 
upoa  the  Loyalty  of  the  Inhabitants,  who  very  often /^''^^« 
proved  falfe.     On  the  other  Hand,  the  Towns  upon  the  *'^'^'- 
Sofnme,  which  they  had  given  up  to  the  Duke  of  Burgun^ 
djy  being  now  againft  them,  they  found  themfelves  under 
a  NeceOity  to  have  an  Eye  upon  that  Quarter,  for  fear  they 
might  be  made  ufe  of  to  invade  the  neighbouring  Provin- 
ces, Wherefore,  their  whole  Care  was  confined  totheDe* 
fence  of  Normandy  and  Fariu  it  being  impoflible  to  guard 
all  aroidft  the  continual  Revolts  of  the  Towns  committed 
to  the  Care  of  the  Inhabitants.    Houdan^  St.Dcnysy  Fon^ 
toi/ej  AltluHy  Pont  St.  Maixance^  Meulanty  were  in  the 
Number  of  thole  which  voluntarily  furrendred   to  the 
French  during  the  Congrefs  at  Arrah  or  a  little  before. 
The  Duke  of  Bedford  having  retaken  St.  Denjs.  razed  the 
Walls  to  the  Ground.    Then  he  ordered  Meulant  to  be 
invefted ;  but  the  Baftard  of  Orleans  raifed  the  Siege.  The 
Lord  of  Chatillony  Governor  of  Epernay  for  the  Englijb^ 
being  gone  out  of  the  Town,  found  trie  Gates  ihut  up 
againft  him  at  bis  Return>  and  the  Inhabitants  called  in  the 
French. 

Ifabelta,  Queen  Dowager  of  Fr4irc^>  feeing  the  flourifh- Dwi&<f 
ing  Condition  of  the  King  her  Son,  whom  fhe  mortally  ^ueenl&- 
hated,  and  the  forlorn  State  of  the  Englijhy  died  at  Paris  ^^^^^^^^ 
with  Grief  and  Vexation,  twelve  Days  after  the  Conclu- 
iion  of  the  Treaty  of  jirra$.    She  was  univerfally  hated 
by  the  French^  who  looked  upon  her  as  the  principal  Caufe 
m  the  Ruin  of  the  Kingdom.    The  Englijb  had  no  great 
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1435-.     Efteem  for  her;  at  leaft,  they  Ihowed  but  Kttle  Regard  for 
her,  fince  (lie  was  become  of  no  Service  to  them* 
x>M/A  #/*        Her  Deceaft  was  of  little  Confequence  to  either  of  the 
^^^Jj^^/ Parties.    But  the  Death  of  the  Duke  of  Uedford,  which 
happened  on  the  14th  of  the  fame  Month  at  Ro^ny  was 
quite  another  thing.   It  is  very  probable)  that  his  Vexation 
at  being  thus  impofed  upon  by  King  Chmrlti  and  the  Duke 
of  BurgHndyy  was  a  great  Means  of  throwing  him  into  the 
Fit  of  Sicknefs  of  which  he  died,  fqur  Days  before  the 
Conclufion  of  the,Treaty  oi  Arras,  the  fatal  News  where- 
of he  cxpeAed  to  hear  every  Moment.    He  forelaw  with 
mortal  Grief,  that  the  Affairs  of  the  King  his  Nephew  were 
going  to  be  reduced  to  a  very  wretched  State,  and  without 
Us  E/tfy.  any  Profpeft  of  being  ever  reftored.    During  the  whole 
Courfe  of  his  Adminiftration,  he  had  behaved  with  that 
Wifdom  and  Prudence,  as  juftly  made  him  pafs  for  one  of 
ihegreateft  Men  of  his  Time.     His  Valour  and  othermar- 
tial  Virtues  (hone  with  no  lefs  Luftre  on  all  Occafions, 
where  he  commanded  in  Perfon.   Had  he  been  well  aflifted 
by  Englandi  he  would/  in  all  appearance^  have  ended  the 
War  to  his  own  Glory  and  the  young  King's  Advantage, 
fince  he  wanted  no  QualiScation  proper  to  accompIi(h  the 
greareft  £nterprizes.     But  unfortunately  for  him,  he  faw 
himfelf  abandoned  when  be  flood  moft  in  need  of  Help.  The 
only  Thing  they  could  tax  him  with,  was  his  fuifering 
himfelf  to  be  over*  reached  in  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Congrefs 
of  Arras.     But  wherejs  the  Man  that  can  always  be  up- 
on his  Guard  agaiilft  'f  reachery  ?  Nothing  better  (hows the 
Efteem  the  World  ought  to  have  of  this  illuftrious  Prince, 
than  the  Regard  Lewis  XL  Son  of  Charles  VII.  exprclTed 
for  him,  at  a  Time  when  he  could  haveno  Inducement  to 
flatter  him.     Lewis  being  one  Day  in  the  Church  of  Rosn, 
and  looking  upon  the  Duke  of  Bedford's  Tomb  *,  a  cer- 
tain Lord  of  his  Retinue  advifed  him  to  demoIi(h  that  {land*

•  He  was  buried  in  Nofre  Dame  Church,  under  a  plain  Tomb  of 
black  Marble,  with  an  Efn^^fh  upon  a  Copper- Plarr,  and  his  Armi

Church  over  it.    Du  :LiU» 
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itig  Monument  of  the  biflionour  of  the  Frenchj  JVo,  re-     H3f^ 
|)lied  the  King,  Let  the  Ajhes  of  a  Prince  refi  in  Peace,  who 
^ere  he  alive  would  make  the  boldefi  of  us  trembly.     I  ra*^ 
ther  wijh  thej  had  ere£ied  a  mprt  Jiately  Monument  to  his 
Honour, 

Immediately  after  the  Death  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford^  TheDukeif 
the  Duke  of  Tiri^was  appointed  Regent  of  France.     But  ^orkaf- 
Uenrj  Duke  of  Somerfit  who  afpired   to  that  Dignity,  {"/J/'j^^' 
managed  it  fo  by  his  Intrigues  that  his  Rival's  Patent  was  Fran5» 
deferred  a  good  while.     Apparently  he  was  in  hopes  he 
Ihould  be  able  to  get  the  Court  to  change  in  his  Favour* 
This  Delay  proved  extremely  prejudicial  to  the  King's  Af- 
fairs, as  will  be  feen  in  the  Relation  of  the  next  Year's  Oc- 
currences. 

All  England  ^\%  exceedingly  enraged  at  the  News  of  the  j^^^^^^if 
Duke  of  Bnrgunib's  Defefiion.    They  did   not  fparc  to  Burgundy 

Eive  him  the  moft  opprobrious  Names.     Mean  while  the  frimoex' 
)uke  being  willing  to  (how  ft  ill  fome  regard  for  Hemy,  ^''^^T^l^f 
lent  two  Heralds  to  make  his  Excufe  for  concluding  a  fe-  '»^°ff*^"** 
parate  Peace,  on  Pretence  that  his  Subjefts  were  over-bur* 
dened  by  the  Continuance  of  the  War.    This  is  the  ufual 
Pretence  of  all  Peaces,  though  generally  when  a  War  is 
taken  in  Hand>  the  Interefts  of  the  poor  People  are  little 
regarded.    The  Duke  offered  at  the  fame  Time  his  Media-  He  eftn  hi 
tion  to  Henry,  if  he  had  a  Mind  to  conclude  a  Peace  with  Mediation. 
King  Charles.    This  OflPer  was  looked  upon  as  a  frefti  In-  j^  -^  ^^i^^^ 
fulr.    The  Truth  i>,  what  could  one  havecxpefted  from  $4, 
the  Mediation  of  a  Prince  who  Kad  juft  facrificed  fo  open- 
ly the  Interefts  of  England  to  his  own  Advantage  ?  Thcre^ 
fore  they  vouchfafed  not  to  anfwer  his  Letters,  which 
befides  were  writ  in  a  ftife  very  different  from  what  he  wa< 
wont  to  ule.    His  Heralds  were  received  with  Indignity, 
They  had  |like  to  have  violated  the  La^  of  Nations,  and 
the  Populace  were  within  a  Hair*s  Breadth  of  tearing  in 
Pieces  all  the  Flemings  and  Bmrgundians  then  in  England^ 
fo  incenfed  were  they  againft  their  Prince.    But  in  behav- 
ing thus,  they  could  not  do  him  a  greater  Piece  of  Service* 
He  wanted  a  Pretence  to  join  his  Forces  with  the  French,  . 

And  he  did  not  fail  to  find  one  in  the  Infults  done  to  his  He-  ^gJkfi^*' 
Vol  V*  S  f  ~      raids Euglzjad . 
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»45^-  r^W^and  Subjeds.  Accordingly  in  the  Month  of  Maj 
this  very  Y^ar,  he  fent  to  the  Conftable  Richmond  five 
Hundred  L^wtv;,  under  the  Command  of  the  Earl  of  Ld-^ 
lain,  and  by  that  openly  declared  himfelf  an  Enemy  to  the

The  CorijU-      The  Confiable  having  joined  thefe  Succours  to  fix  or  (e- 
hle  ap'        ven  Thoufand  Men  he  had  drawn  together  fronx  other  Pla- 
f>ro  chcs      ^^j^  approached  PariSt  wliere  there  was  but  fifteen  HundrccJ 
EKglifljf    under  the  Command  of  Sir  Richard  WoodvilU. 
Beiid«  that  this  Garrifon  was  very  Weak  to  defend  fo  large 
a  City,  the  Conjlable  held  good  Intelligence  with  the  Inha- 
bitants, who  being  almoft  all  Friends  of  the  Duke  of  Bur- 
gt4»4j%  had  fided  with  England  purely  out  of  regard  to  that 
Prince.     Whilft  he  remained  fiim  to  the  King  of  England^ 
Paris  needed  no  other  Guard  but  her  own  Citizens.     But 
upoi;  his  declarii'.g  for  King  CharUsj  they  all  clianged  with 
him.     So  that  it  was  no  wonder  if  fifteen  Hundred  Englijb 
CQuld  noc  keep  them  in  Awe.     The  Death  of  the  Duke  of 
Sedjrord^  the  Abfcnce  of  the  new  Regent,  and  the  like  Care 
thAC.  was  taken  to  fend  Succours  from  England,  difabling

(dcmti  with  no  Oppofiiion  in  his  Mirch.     He  took  ieve- 
raHinail.Pbces  near  PariSf  and  flew  five  Hundred  of  aDc" 
tachment   which    the  Governor  had  lent  to  St.  Datjs^ 
Then  he  went  and  encamped  up  to  the  very  Gates  of  Parii 
with  his  ijrtle  Army.     Whilft  he  lay  there,  continual  Par- 
hys  were  held  between  the  Burghers  and  Befiegers,  with- 
out the  Covernour  being  able  to  help  ic.     At  length,  -/i^ 
/r/7,the  15 th  the  whole  City  rife  in  ArmSr  whilft  the  Mar- 
ihal  de  V  ijlc  uidam  fcaled  the  Walls.     Thfi  Garrifon  ad* 
vancing  to  rcpulfe  the  Affault,  found  themfelves  pelted  with 
a  Shower  of  Srones  from  the  Windows,  whilflall  the  City 
rcfounded  with  Long  live  the  King  and 'the  Duh^af  Btn^ 
gnndj.    The  Govemour  perceiving  there  w^s  no  ftatiding 
agaiuft  (o  many  Enemies,  chnfe  to  retire  into  the  B^ftiJf 
witl^  all  his  People.

prized  It  fcvienteen  Years  before  for  the  Duke  of  Burgkndp 
and  rtiuch  after  the  fame  Manner.  The  BapU  which  might 
have  held  out  a  long  Siege,  if  it  had  bc6n  well  ftorcd  with 
ProvifionS,  was  fo  unprovided  that  it  could  hold  out  but 
three  Days.  It  was  very  much  that  the  Governoiir  was 
ibie  to  obtain  an  honourable  Capitulation. 

As  the   Affairs   of  the  £wg///&  fenfibly  declined,   the  England 
Council  of  England  were  extremely  defirous  of  a  Peace.   In  ^^'"^^  ^^ 
cc^ntfnuirtg  the  War  in  France^  theQneftion  was  no  longer   *''^'* 
about  the  Conquefl  of  that  F'ingdom,  as  in  the  Reign  of 
Hcnrj  V,  and  till  the  raifingof  the  Siege  of  Orleans^  but 
Only  about    what    the  King  of   EngUnd  could  poflTibly 
keep,  and  th^  linlethey  could  exptft  to  fccure  bj>  a  vigo- 
rous War  coft  £«g/4w^iromenfeSums.    This  was  a  plau- 
fible  Reafon  enough  to  perfwade  the  Publick  that  it  was  ne- 
cefTary  to  think  in  good  earneft  of  a  Peace.     I  f>y,  a  plau- 

„  fibleReafoo,  becaufeit  was  the  real  Motive  which  let  the 
Council  at  Work.  Some  Time  fince  the  Cardinal  of  ?f7«- 
cheficr  gained  Ground  upon  the  Duke  of  Cloucejier  his  Ri- 
val. The  Council  by  Degrees  was  filled  with  his  Crea- 
tures, who  no  more  than  himfelf  found  their  own  private 
Account  in  the  Continuance  of  the  War,  becaufe  it  made 
them  odious  to  the  People,  ever  fince  it  was  attended  with 
ill  Succefs.  Coin  was  grown  exceeding  fcarce  in  England^ 
and  yec  the  Council  was  forced  to  be  continually  devifing 
iVleans  to  raife  Money,  which  could  not  be  done  without 
caufing  great  Murmurings.  On  the  other  Hand,  the  G«r- 
Jinal  hoped  he  fhould  be  able  to  ruin  his  Enemy  with  more 
Eafe  during  a  Peace,  becaule  the  War  and  the  unforefcen 
Accidents  of  ir,  rendered  the  Perfon  and  Counfels  of  the 
Duke  of  GloHcefier  abfolurely  neceflary.  In  fine,  as  the 
Duke  Was  ever  of  Opinion  that  vigorous  Endeavours 
fhould  be  ufed  to  recover  what  had  been  lofl  in  France,  rhi« 
was  an  Argument  for  the  oppofite  Party  to  infifl  with  the 
fame  eagernefs  upon  the  Necellity  of  concluding  a  Peace.

Morc-r 
over  upoa  the  Profpeft  that  a  Nej^otiation  would  be  fee  on 
Foot,  the  Council  irapowered  the  Cardinal  of  Winchcfier  and 
the  Duke  of  BHrgnndj  jointly  to  treat  about  a  Marriage  be-r 
twcen  the  King  and  one  of  his  Adveriary's  Daughters.

ing  in  a  prodigious  Storegf  all  Things necefTary  lor  aStege« 
Such  great  Preparations  coxild  be  defigned  agaiftfl  Calais  on* 
ly,  and  therefore  he  fint  Word  to  the  Council  of  Bngl^ni^ 
^hac  they  might  provide  betimes  againft  the  impending 
Siege.     Indeed  a  powerful  Fleet,  a  great  Train  of  Artille- 
ry, and  an  Atmy  of  fiity  Thoufand  Men,  which  the  Duke 
of  Bsirgmdj  had  got  ready,  were  clear  Evidences  how  very 
deiirous^he  wasof  fucceeduig  in  his  Eaterprize^  and  that  he 
refolv^d  to  go  through  with  it.    New$  of  this  coming  to 
England,   the  whole  Nation  was  alarmed,  and  grew  more 
incenfed  againfl  the  Duke  of  Burgnndf,    The  Cotsncil  in  a 
Fright  about  Calais^  the  firtt  Conquell  of  H^tEngliJb  in 
France,  refolved  to  ufe  all  poffible  Endeavours  to  favc  ir. 
With  this  View  they  ordered  fifteen  Thoufmd  Men  to  be 
raifed,  and  petitioned  the  Duke  of  GloMcefterio  take  upon 
AA.  Pub.    liim  the  Care  of  fuccouring  that  Place.    Fifteen  Thoufand 
Tib  ^D^it   f  ^^^ ^^^^  ''^^^'^ enough  for  fuch  an  Undertaking.     But  bc-t 
Glouccflcr  fides  that,  they  reckoned  the  Regent  would  join  the  Duke 
fois  to  iff     of  GloHcefier  with  all  his  Farces,  they  knew  that  the  En^«» 
&fUef.        ^ny»s  Army  was  made  up  almolt  entirely  of  the  Adilnia  of 

flandersy  which  they  made  no  great  Account  of. 
po^rof  Wliilft  they  were  bufy  in  levying  Troops  with  the  ur- 

hnWcvxand  mofl  Diligence,  the  King  by  the  Advice  of  hisCouncilj 
Flanders,    ((folve^  to  expiefs  his  R.eieatmen,t  agaiui^  th;;  tiuke  of  Bur- 
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gundj^  by  cauHng  Letters  under  hi^  Great  Seal  to  be  drawn     h%^ 
up,  whereby  he  bcftowed  the  Earldom  of  Bir//tfijf  upon  the 
Lord  Beastmofif,  and  Flanders  upon  the  Duke  of  Glontefler. 
But  it  was  eafier  to  make  Grants  of  them  in  Parchment» 
than  to  wreft  them  oat  of  the  Hands  of  the  PofTeflbr. 

Every  Thing  being  ready  for  the  Departure  of  the  Army  Tf.tVuUef 
defigned  for  the  Relief  ot  Calaisy  the  Duke  of  Cloncejfef  Glouccftcr 
fet  Sail  and  landed  in  Normaptdjxn  the  Beginning  of  Ofi^^i^^r,  c!l!if^^* 
The  Duke  of  Bttrgundj  had  now  been  before  Calais  fix 
Weeks  with  his  numerous  Army.    He  carried  on  the  Siege 
vigoroufly*  and  the  Befieged  made  as  brave   a  Defence. 
Mean  time  the  Duke,  who  was  in  hopes  of  winning  im- 
mortal Honour  by  taking  one  of  the  ftrongeft  Places  m 
Europe^  was  yet  very  (here  of  his  Aim.    He  even  began  to 
perceive  thai  the  Attempt  was  beyond  his  Power.     Efis 
Fleet,  cither  by  the  Unskilfuteefs  of  the  Pilots,  or  fome'  o- 
ther  Accident,  coining  too  near  the  Town  at  Low- Water, 
ran  a  Ground,  and  the  Ships  were  reduced  to  A(hes  before 
his  Eyes  by  the  Befieged.    This  was  a  very  mortifying 
Sight.     But  a  worfe  Accident  befell  him  quickly  after.    A

ticable  /or  the  Duke  to  flop  his  frightened  Troops,  who  ^^ 
fought  only  to  avoid  coming  to  a  Battle.    Whereupon  the 
Duke  feeing  he  could  do  nothing  with  them,  was  forced 
to  foibw  them  in  their  Retreat,  which  was  made  in  great 
Diforder*    though  timely  enough  to  prevent  the  Emglijb 
from  taking  the  Advantage  of  it.    He  had  the  further  Mor- 
tification to  receive  a  Defiance  from  the  Duke  of  Ghstcef- 
tery  offering  him  Battle,  and  not  to  have  it  in  his  Power  to 
accept  if,  though  his  Army  was  much  Superior  to  that  of 
his  Enemy.

The  taking  of 

this  important  Place  was  a  great  Blovi^  to  King  Charles.

dom.  But  it  was  chiefly  owing  to  his  Generals,  who  for 
the  moft  Part  were  Men  of  eminent  Merit.  The  Remon- 
ftrances  and  Offers  of  the  Duke  of  Burgundj  having  raifed 
him  from  his  Sloth,  he  drew  all  his  Forces  together,  in  or- 
"dcf  to  approach  PariSy  where  he  was  very  much  wanteds 
By  the  way  he  attacked  MontereaH-PaHt^ionnef  where  the 
late  Duke  of  Bargnndj  was  murdered,  whilft  on  his  Side 
the  Duke  of  BmrgHnaj  beHeged  Crotoj,  a  fhong  Place  iii 
PUardjk 

It  was  about  the  End  of  AfigHJl  that  the  Duke  of  Bw  Jjjj  *' 
gimdy  invefted  Ctotoy  with  a  ftrong  Army,  whilft  four  JhivJeof 
French  Ships  blocked  up  the  Place  by  Sea.    The  Duke  of  Burgundy. 
Tiri^having  been  recalled  into  England  by  the  Intrigues  of  ^^-  P"^« 
the  Duke  of  Semerfit  his  Enemy,  was  about  to  depart,      ^*' 
flaying  only  for  the  Arrival  of  the  Earl  of  Warvrick^  who 
was  to  fucceed  him  in  the  Regency.    This  was  the  Rea- 
fon»  that  not  being  able  to  take  upon  him  to  relieve  Crotrf 
in  Perfon,  he  commidioned  the  brave  Talhet  for  that  Pur- 
pofe,  whofe  Name  alone  was  fufficient  to  ftrike  Terrour  in- 
to the  Enemies  of  the  Englijb*    Talbot,  at  the  Head  of  five  talhotgm 
ThoufandMen*  boldly  advanced  towards  Cr^r(?j,  with  de- '^'''^^'^«^ 
fign  to  relieve  it,  though  the  River  Somme  was  betwixt 
him,  and  the  Duke  ofBnrgmtdj  incamped  round  the  Town^ 
which  was  fituated  on  the  other  Side.  As  foon  as  the  Duke 
was  informed  of  his  comingi  he  left  Part  of  his  Troops 
at  the  Siege,  and  with  the  reft  went  and  pofted  himfelf  on 
the  River- fide,  on  purpofe  todifpute  his  Paflage.

ihesiegi «/ though  the  Englifb  ame  off  with  Glory.    Tbmuu  Ge^ 
Montcrcau  ^^^^  Governor  of  that  Place,  defended  it  a  good  whifc 
maugre  the  vigorous  ££fedsof  the  Befiegers,  though  he 
had  but  Four  Hundred  Men.    Hitherto  King  Ofoncs  was 
not  very  eminent  for  his  Valour  :  but  at  this  Siege  he  per- 
^  formed  fuch  Exploits,  as  began  to  give  a  higher  Idea  of 

'  his  Courage.    After  a  pretty  long  Siege,  he  carried  the 

Town  by  Storm,  having  been  himfelf  one  of  the  firft  to 
mount  the  Breach*  and  fight  Hand  to  Hand  with  thofe 
that  defended  it.  Without  doubt  he  had  been  given  to  m^ 
derftand,  that  it  was  neceflfary  to  procure  the  Efteem  of  his 
Subjeds  by  fome  extraordinary  Ai^ion.  The  Intrepidity 
he  ihowed  upon  this  Occafion  turned  greatly  to  his  Ac* 
count.  From  thenceforward>  his  Friends  as  well  as  his 
Enemies,  beheld  him  with  a  different  Eye  from  what  they 
had  done  before.  Mean  while,  the  Garrifbn  being  retired 
into  the  Caftlc^  a  fecond  Siege  was  to  be  carried  on.  CbarUf 

(atisfied 
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fatisfied  with  the  Honour  he  had  atchieved  in  the  Firft»  i437- 
and  it  may  be  fick  of  the  Hard(hips  he  had  undergone* 
left  the  Management  of  it  to  the  D^q^him  his  Son.  Qersrd^ 
who  was  no  Tefs  brave  than  experienced)  held  out  fifteen 
I>ays  longer^  after  which  he  was  forced  to  capitulate. 
Wnen  he  came  before  the  DdMphiny  he  very  politely  toM 
him,  that  againft  any  other  but  him  he  ihotud  have  been 
able  to  make  a  k>nger  Defence.  This  Compliment  was  ta- 
ken very  well  by  the  young  Prince*  who  was  pleafed  to  fee 
himfelf  fet  in  iome  nealure  above  the  King  his  Father* 
But  Charks,  ffhb  was  told  of  it>  Teemed  to  be  extremely 
nortified  at  it.  -  It  is  faid,  he  began  from  thenceforward  to 
entertain  againft  the  Prince  his  Son  a  Jealoufy,  which 
proved  very  fatal  to  him  afterwards. 

Whilft  the  War  was  thus  carrying  on  in  FtMce^  the  Duke  ^'  J>9$kitf 
of  OrkMSy  Prifoner  in  EmglMnd.  was  thinking  of  Means  JS^/ 
to  obtain  his  Liberty.    Nothing  but  a  Peace  between  the  Me!!^pr 
two  Kings  could  poflibly  bring  that  about.    And  there*-  Betweiutht 
fort  no  body  was  more  concerned  than  he>  to  endeavour  ^**  ^^Z** 
to  fet  on  Foot  a  f  refh  Negotiation.    With  this  view  it  was 
that  he  demanded  Leave  to  go  and  talk  in  Perfon  with  the 
Duke  of  Bre$agne  at  Calais^  who  was  looked  on  then  as  the 
only  Prince  that  coukl  be  employed  as  Mediator.    The 
Council,  who  were  all  inclined  to  Peace)  would  have  readi- 
ly granted  his  Demand  ;  but  it  was  judged  necefTary  to  fee 
nrft  how  Charles  was  dilpofed  in  that  refped.    Be(ides»  the 
Duke  ofGkmcejier  was  of  Opinion,  that  a  Peace  ought  not 
to  be  thought  of  till  they  were  in  Condition  to  make  an 
advantagious  one* 

Mean  while^  as  the  King  advanced  in  Age,  the  Credit  of  i^^Cdrii^ 
the  Duke  his  Uncle  fenfibly  dimini(hed,  and  that  of  the  l^l^l' 
Cdrdinklrf  Wincbefter  daily  increafed.    The  Cardinal  had  onthennkf 
a  great  Advantage  upon  his  Adverfary >  in  that  his  Rjches  «/  Glou- 
enabled  him  frequently  to  lend  the  King  Money.    The  ^^^^* 
Kingdom  was  fo  exhaufted,  that  Aids  of  that  kind  were 
conhdered  as  the  greateft  Service  a  Man  could  then  do  the 
Staie.    He  knew  how  to  make  the  beft  of  the  Temper  the 
King  was  in  with  regard  to  him,  in  order  to  prevent  any 
frtfh  Attacks  from  the  Duke  of  Gkmeficr.    By  Letters

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»43r*     under  the  Great  Seal  the  Kidg  granted  him  a  general  Pardon 
X  670!     ^^^  ^''  Oflfences  whatever,  from  the  Beginning  of  the  Worid 
to  the  28th of  June  i4;7»    By  this  Means  he  dilarmed 
his  Enemy  of  all  Pretence  to  attack  him« 
1438.        The  year  14}  8  abounded  with  few  remarkable  Events, 
lUgue  and  A  terrible  Famine»  which  ravaged  at  the  fanoe  Time  Frdmct 
'^TiZt  *"^  E»gl^^9  and  was  followed  by  a  Plague,  prevented  the 
s^^Fxznce  GcncrSs  on  both  Sides  from  f ormbg  any  great  Underta- 
kings.   Attempts  there  were  however,  fome  whereof  fac- 
ceeded  not,  and  others  were  of  little  Moment.    I  (hall 
therefore  take  notice  of  the  moft  remarkable  only.    Gtfri' 
.  ffifte.  Governor  of  Mantargis  for  the  EngUJby  finding  him- 
felf  furroundcd  with  the  Enemy's  Towns,  and  receiving

The  PaMphm*s  Marriage  had  raifed  fuch  a  Jcalouly  in  i>uce  r$. 
the  Englijb,  that  after  feveral  Infulcs  on  both  Sides,  Eag-^  newe^/wtk 
ismd  and  Scotland  were  come  at  length  to  an  open  Rupture,  ^^^^^*°^' 
Mean  while  the  Minority  of  James  II,  and  the  favourable 
Difpofition  of  the  Queen*  Mother  towards  iht  EnvUJb  her 
Countrymen,  procured  a  nine  Years  Truce  from  the  i  ft  of 
Ad0f  this  Year. 

John  and  Thomas  Beanfort,   Brothers  of  the  Duke  of  J^^^'*'^ 
Somcrfitt  having  been  a  long  Time  Prifbners  in  France  *,  fetv  Bro- 
feveral  Tryals  had  been  made  to  get  them  exchanged  for  o-  ther  ex- 
t hers  of  the  French ;   but  there  ^z^  always  fome  Obftacle  ^^^^.^^^M 
in  the  way.     By  Articles  of  Agreement  made  in  1430  gj^""^^^^ 
"with  the  Duke  of  Bourbon^  that  Prince  had  engaged  to  gee 
them  releafed  without  Ranfom.    But  as  tbefe  Articles  had 
been  never  executed,  they  fiill  remained  Prifoners.     I  do 
not  know  what  became  of  Thomas  who  bore  the  Title  of 
£arl  of  Perth.    It  may  be  he*  died  during  his  Captivity. 
But  this  Year  John  was  exchanged  for  the  Earl  of  Eh  of 
the  Houfe  of  jirtoisy   who  was  Prifoner  in  England  fince  x.  6S0 
the  Battle  of  AzJncourt.    He  was  afterwards  created  Duke 
of  Somerfity  upon  the  Death  of  Henri  his  elder  Brother. 
There  was  alfo  a  fourth  Brother  named  Edmund  who  fiic- 
ceeded  them,  and  of  whom  I  ihall  have  a  great  deal  to  (ay 
in  the  Sequel  of  this  Reign. 

The  Famine  and  Plague  ccafing  in  England  and  France^    ,  H59-^ 
both  Sides  took  up  Arms  again.    In  the  Month  of  March  ^^Rich-* 
1459,  theConftable^/cAwWputtinghimfelf  at  theHead  mond /^<- 
pf  a  pretty  numerous  Army,  went  and  laid  Siege  to  Aieanxjffi^s^^

Town  with  Provifions. 

^  After  this  Exploit,  TMat  finding  that  the  Frinch  were  and  goes 
difmayedt  and  their  Troops  (o  much  weakened  that  they  ««-^^^/« 
were  not  able  to  withftand  him,  he  went  and  appeared  be-  ^^^"^^^ 
Fore  H^trflemr*  As  his  Army  was  not  ftrong  enough  to 
form  a  Siege,  he  chofe  to  block  ;up  the  Town.  To  that 
£nd»  he  intrenched  himfelf  in  an  advantagious  Poft,  in 
iiich  a  manner  that  an  Army  of  fifty  Thoufand  Men  was 
not  capable  of  forcing  his  Trenches.  In  the  mean  Time, 
the  Duke  of  Somerfit  kept  the  Place  blocked  up  by  Sea. 
The  Earl  of  E$h  lately  arrived  from  Ewland  where  he  had 
been  long  a  Prifoner,  approached  with  Defign  to  attack  the 
Intrenclmients  of  the  Englijh.  But  perceiving  it  imprac- 
ticable, he  chofe  to  retire,  after  a  faint  Attempt,  wherein 
Cmmmut  was  made  Prifoner.  At  length,  after  a  fotur 
Months  Blockade,  7^/^  became  Mailer  of  this  important 
Place  which  had  been  the  firft  Conquefl  of  Htnrf  V.  This 
done,  he  cleared  Nwnumdy  of  the  Garrifons  which  the 
Fremb  ftill  kept  in  divers  Caftles :  So  that  they  bad  nothing 
left  in  that  Province  but  the  Town  of  Diefpe  only. 

The  Duke  of  Bmrgttmfy  beheld  with  Grief  that  the  Af-  Difpo/itim 
fairs  of  the  EngUjh  began  to  be  reflored,  and  dreaded  tht  of  the  Dnkt 
Conlequences.    King  Charles  waged  War  in  a  very  carelefs  ^^Burgun- 
manner.    It  was  with  much  ado  that  they  could  prevail  ^  * 
with  him  to  head  his  Army.    Befides,  France  was  fo  ruin- 
ed, that  he  could  draw  but  few  Succours  from  the  Provin- 
ces he  was  pofiefled  of.    On  the  other  Hand,  the  War  in 
FUmders  which  wholly  took  up  the  Duke  of  B$trgHndjy 
gave  but  little  iProfped  of  any  Aids  from  thence.    If  the 
EntgUJb  had  then  exerted  themfelves  to  any  Degree,  in  all 
likelihood  they  woukl  have  recovered    a  great  deal  of 
Ground.    But  either  out  of.  Blindnefs  or  Inability,  they 
did  Things  by  Halves,  contenting  tbemlelves  with  fendmg 
from  Time  to  Time  inconfiderable  Succours  which  were 
unapable  of  making  them  regain  what  they  had  loft.

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>47P*     (idemion  was  of  fuch  weight  with  the  Duke  o(B$trgmmdji 
that  he  took  a  Refolution  either  to  procure  a  Peace,  if  pcrf** 
(ib)e>  between  the  two  Kings,  or  to  fcreen  himfelf  by  fland- 
ing  Neuter*    A  DeHgn  of  this  Nature  was  to  be  maiiaged 
with  a  great  deal  of  Prudence  and  Caution>  for  fear,  boch 
Parties  ihould  ftrike  up  a  Peace  to  his  Diiadvantage>  or  the 
Englijh  ft^tnd  more  upon  the  Referve  if  they  knew  his  In- 
tention. 
They  begin       Whilft  the  Dukc  of  BuTgnndj  was  taken  up  with  theft 
t0  talk  of    Thoughts,  the  Pope  exhorted  the  two  Kings,  by  the  Car* 
'''^''        dinal  of  Saftt4  Crux^y  to  put  a  flop  to  the  EflFufion  of  Cbri^ 
fiian  Blood  fpilt  in  their  Quarrel.    M  the  fame  Time  be 
writ  to  the  Dukeof  £r^/4^«f,  defiring  him  to  be  Mediator 
of  Peace.    The  Duke  having  fenc  to  both  Kings,  found 
them  equally  inclined  to  enter  upon  a  Treaty,  and  the  Duke 
of  Burgundy  received  the  Propoial  with  Joy.    The  Duke 
of  Orleans  took  this  Opportunity  to  offer  his  Mediation  to 
the  King  of  EngUndy  jointly  with  the  Duke  of  Brtti^, 
and  to  that  End  he  renewed  his  Inftances  for  Leave  to  go 
and  confer  with  the  Duke  at  Calais.  This  was  granted  hiffi^ 
though  the  Duke  of  Glosseejfer  oppofed  it  with  dl  hisMight, 
becaufe  he  plainly  (aw  that  Prince  could  not  be  an  impartial 
Mediator.    But  for  fome  Time  paft  the  Duke  of  Glottcef" 
ter  had  loft  his  Intereft  in  the  Councily  where  theyj  even  aJf^ 
feded  upon  all  OccaHons  to  proceed  contrary  to  his  Opi- 
nion.   Befides,  the  Counfellors  were  fo  defirous  of  Peace, 
that  they  forgot»  or  el(e  had  a  Mind  to  forget*  that  the  falfe 
Step  which  was  made  in  fending  ArobafTadors  to  Arras  was 
entirely  owing  to  the  vain  Hopes  the  Duke  of  Orleans  had 
given*    The  captive  Prince  therefore  was  looked  upon  as 
a  difinterefted  Mediator,  though  it  was  eafy  to  perceive 
he  was  entirely  biafTed  in  Favour  of  King  Charles.    The 
Duke  of  Burgundy  faw  with  Pleafure  that  a  Conference 
was  going  forward,  which  would  either  End' in  a  Peace  be- 
tween the  two  Kings,  or  afford  him  a  Handle  to  conclude 
Aa  P  h  ^  feparate  Truce  with  England*    The  two  Courts  being  in 
X.  62c.  *  this  Temper,  Commiflioners  were  appointed  on  both  Sides 
to  fettle  the  Preliminary  Articles  of  the  Congrefs.    Thefc 
Commiflioners  being  m^t,  judged  that  in  order  to  bring 
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the  Treaty  to  a  good  Iffuc,  a  Truce  was  abfolutely  ncccflk-  14  jp. 
ty.  Whereupon  Htmy  impowered  his  to  agree  to  one. 
But  fbme  Obftacles  occurred  which  hindered  it  from  being 
coDchided.  What  ha$  been  iaid  concerning  a  Peace  was 
tranfaded  the  Year  before  14;  &  But  I  thought  it  beft  to 
defer  fpeaking  of  it  tiH  now>  thet  I  might  not  be  obliged  to 
break  off  the  Recital  of  what  rektes  to  this  Affair. 

In  the  Month  of  jMtmdn  1439,  IfdMU  of  Partugdl  rhePlacto 
Datchefsof  B0rgttndji,  and  the  dr^bW  of  WiHchefter\coT^  Cohgrtfs 
ferred  together  between  CdUut  and  Gravelime.    The  Rcfult  J^^'^g"'' 
of  theii  Conference  was>  that  the  two  Kings  ihouk)  appoint  rheDuke  of 
a  proper  Phce  to  treat  about  a  Peace^  with  the  Mediation  Bretagne, 
01  the  Dukes  ofBretagmo  and  OrleMS,  and  that  they  (hould  «»^OrI«na 
ftnd  their  Plenipotentiaries  thither.    Purfuant  to  this  A-  ^'^'*^'^'- 
greement,  the  very  Place  where  the  Dutchefs  and  Cardinal 
met  was  pitched  upon,  and  AmbafTadors  were  nominated  on 
both  Sides.    They  were  all  chofen  out  of  the  Princes  and 
greateft  Lords  of  the  two  Kingdoms.    But  before  we  pro* 
ceed  to  the  Iflue  of  this  Congrefs,  it  will  not  be  amifs  to 
ice  how  the  Council  of  EngLmd&o(A  difpofed  in  regard  to 
Peace.    Now  this  evidently  appears  in  the  Ansbafladors  In* 
firifShns  extant  in  the  ColU&ion  of  FMicI^  jISs.  ,  Hence 
we  (hall  be  able  to  judge  which  of  the  two  Parties  is  to  be 
blamed  for  breaking  off  the  Conference*  and  likewife  to 
TtQity  (everal  Mifiakes  which  Hiftorians  are  guilty  of  in 
this  Matter. 

In  the  firft  Place,  the  Ambafiadors  were  ordered  to  de-  Tn/ltuBfcns 
mand,  that  the  King's  Adverfary  ftiould  leave  him  in  peace-  En  Tifl?  ^^ 
able  PoiTeifion  of  the  whole  Realm  of  Framce.    They  were  ^31^ 
to  back  this  Demand  with  feveral  Reafons  mentioned  in  the  den. 
InflrmSiwty  too  long  to  be  inferted  here.    BeHdes  the  Rea- 
der is  well  enough  acquainted  with  the  Grounds  the  Kings 
iJi England  built  their  Pretentions  upon. 

II.  If  the  French  fhould  exclaim  againft  this  Demand, 
and  think  it  unreafonable,  the  AmbalTadors  after  a  previous 
Proteftation  were  to  offer  Charles  the  Provinces  beyon<l 
the  Loire  which  were  held  immediatelj  of  the  Crown,  but 
on  Condition  of  Homage. 
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1439-  HI-  li  the  Adverfaries  rejedcd  this  Offer*  the  Ourdkmd 
of  Wincheftert  as  a  Clergyman,  wds  to  hy  beftire  tjieir 
Eyes  fuch  Confiderations  as  were  proper  to  perfwade  the 
two  Nations  to  Peace.  Theie  Confiderations  being  very 
many  and  long,  I  (hall  content  my  felf  with  ;uft  touching 
upon  three  of  the  Principal.  The  firft  was*  that  the  War 
which  had  been  taken  in  Hand  for  the  Title  of  Kimg  of 
Francii  which  each  of  the  two  Kings  kid  Chim  to»  had 
deftroyed  more  Men  then  were  left  at  that  prefent  TioEie  in 
both  Kingdoms.  The  fecond  was,  that  the  two  Prioces 
ought  ferioufly  to  confider  that  God  made  not  the  /V«pb 
for  the  Sovereign,  but  the  Sovereign  for  the  People  ;  toat 
is  to  fay,  to  govern  them  with  Juftice  and  Peace,  to  the 
end  the  Subjeds  may  be  the  better  able  toferve  him.  The 
Third  was,  tYMFrnnce  had  not  always  been  governed  by 
one  fingle  Monarch,  but  that  before  and  after  CbarlemMiMf 
there  were  often  twO)  fometimes  three,  nay  four  Kings  ac 
the  fame  Time. 

IV.  This  third  Confideratron  was  in  order  to  male 
Room  for  another  Offer  which  the  Ambaffadors  had  Pow- 
er to  tender,  namely,  that  Hemy  would  give  up  to  Chirks 
all  the  Provinces  beyond  the  Loire  in  ftUl  Sovereigney^  He 
excepted  however  in  exprefs  Terms  Gmemuy  PoiSouy  and 
all  that  his  Anceftors  had  held  in  Frame  before  they  came 
to  the  Crown  of  England.  % 

V.  If  this  Offer  was  rejeded,  the  Ambafladors  h^ 
Power  to  offer  from  the  King  their  Mafter,  that  he  would 
be  fatisfied  with  what  his  Anceftors  had  enjoyed  in  Frame 
by  Right  of  Inheritance*  provided  they  would  throw  ir 
Calais,  Guifnes^  and  the  adjacent  Marches^  the  whole  in 
full  Sovneignty  without  any  Dependence  upon  the  Crown 
of  France,  or  any  Perfon  whatfoever  but  God  alone. 

VI.  If  the  French  in(ifted  that  Normandy  (hould  be  re- 
flored  to  Charles  in  the  State  it  was  in  before  the  Conqueft 
of  it  by  Henry  V,  that  is,  notwithftanding  the  Grants  of 
feveral  Lord  (hips  made  to  private  Perfbns,  as  weU  by  rfae 
late  as  the  prefent  King,  rather  than  break  off  the  Con-* 
ference  the  Ambaffadors  were  to  allow  this  Article. 

VII.  If 
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Vir.  If  Matters  were  brought  to  that  Point>  that  OatrUs  143^* 
w6uld  be  conrenred  with  this  Often  provided  Hcnrj  would 
quit  the  Title  of  King  tf  France  ;  in  that  Cafe  the  Inftrnc* 
tiMs  fumi(hed  the  Plenipotentiaries  with  abundance  of  Rea- 
fonsand  Arguments,  to  oealledged  againft  that  Provifi.  But 
ia  fine>  thev  had  Orders  to  leave  this  Matter  to  the  CarM* 
nnlof  ffinchejieri  to  whom  the  King  had  made  known  his 
Pfealure. 

Ic  is  manifeft  the  Cenneil  had  refbh^ed  to  fubmit  to  thar» 
if  the  Peace  could  not  be  made  otherwife.  For  if  Henry 
had  abiblutely  been  unwilling  to  quit  the  Title  of  King  of 
FrMce,  there  was  no  need  of  frivdte  InfimlHenf,  but  the 
Ambafladors  would  have  had  exprefs  Orders  to  rejeft  the 
Condition. 

The  Vlllth  Article  was  about  a  Propolal  of  a  Match 
between  the  King  and  one  of  Cbarlet's  Daughters. 

IX.  If  the  French  rejeded  all  thePe  OStrSy  and  made  any 
Propofals  on  their  Part*  the  Ambafladors^  without  agree- 
ing to  or  receding  them,  were  to  reply,  that  they  had  na 
I^rreBkm  to  treat  of  a  Peace  upon  thofe  Grounds,  but 
would  acquaint  their  Matter  with  tnem. 

X.  Mean  while  they  were  to  get  the  Dutchefs  of  Bnr» 
gMmdj^  or  the  Duke  ot  Orlenns  to  propofe  a  fifty  Years 
Tn]ce>  with  a  free  Communication  between  the  two  Na- 
tions. They  had  likewiie  Power  to  reduce  the  Truce  to 
Porty>  Thirty,  or  Twenty  Years.  And  rather  than  fail 
they  might  limit  it  to  three  Years,  provided  it  was  to  be 
without  Communicationi  and  to  carry  it  even  to  eight  up- 
on theTame  Condition. 

XI.  tn  Cafe  the  Truce  was  accepted*  they  were  to  re- 
INrefent  that  m  order  to  the  better  Obiervance  of  it,  it  would 
he  proper  to  make  an  Exchange  of  fome  Places.  To  that 
End*  they  were  ordered  to  o£Fer  Meattx^  Creilf  St.  Ger» 
mnin  in  Lnje^  which  were  in  the  Hands  of  the  Englijb  when 
thefe  InfirnSiem  were  drawn  up*  in  lieu  of  Dieffe,  le  Afent 
5>.  Michel^  and  Hnrflemry  which  TMot  had  not  yce  got 
Pofleifion  of.

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1439-  XII.  Laftly,  The  King  willing  co  facilitate  the  Ezdiai^ 
of  the! e  Places,  ^eed  to  reieafe  the  Duke  of  Orlesm  fior  a 
Ranfom  of  a  Hundred  Thoufand  Marks,  and  to  abate  Fifty 
Thoufand  on  the  Score  of  the  Exchange  propoled^ 

Thefe  InJlmSiws  were  drawn  up  JUmj  the  3  ift>  143^ 
If  we  had  likewtfe  thole  of  ChurUs's  Plenipotentiariest 
perhaps  we  (hould  find  that  the  two  Kings  were  npc  at  ib 
gftat  a  Difhnce  from  one  another,  as  thqr  6eme4  to  be  at 
the  Congrets.  But  as  upon  thefe  OccaGons,  the  laam 
Care  of  the  Managers  is  to  be  upon  their  Guaid,  for  fear 
their  fecret  Inftruaions  ihould  be  dived  into^  it  often  hap* 
pens  that  the  Negotiation  is  broke  off  before  they  have  had 
Occafion  to  difcover  what  they  are  iropowered  to  offier,  for 
much  afraid  are  they  of  giving  their  Adverfaries  any  Ad* 
vantage.  .  This  was  exaSly  the  Cafe  in  the  prefent  Treaty^ 
The  EngUjh  did  not  think  proper  to  go  beyond  the  fecood 
Article  of  their  ItifirMUimSi  namely,  that  Charles  fhoiikl 
have  the  Provinces  beyond  the  Lmrty  on  Condition  ha 
would  do  Homage  to  Henrj.  They  expe&ed  that  the 
French  would  give  them  room  by  their  Ofiers  to  make 
fome  further  Advances.  For  the  fame  Reafon  the  Ftmch 
kept  to  the  Propofals  they  had  made  at  the  Congrets  oijtf*^ 
rasf  to  wit,  that  their  Mafter  remaining  fole  King  of 
France,  would  give  up  Gmeime  and  NwmZedfto  Hemj  cm 
Condition  of  Homage,  They  cried  up  this  Offer  too 
much ,  and  the  Condefcenfion  of  Cbarlesj  in  beiM  pleafed 
to  ftand  to  what  he  had  offered  at  the  Congrefs  of  Amu^ 
though  he  bad  fince  made  great  Conquefts»  and  was  be» 
come  Mafter  of  Paris. 
rbeCo:7fe'  U  was  impoflible  a  Peace  couk}  be  concluded  upon  the 
retHtbriakt  Foot  It  was  propofed  by  both  Sides.  Each  of  the  Parties 
^f'  offered  not  to  yield  up  but  what  was  not  in  his  Power,  and 

by  virtue  of  his  pretended  Ceffitm,  he  expeded  the  other 
fhould  deveft  himfclf  of  what  he  adually  pof^ffed.  This 
was  properly  to  defire  to  get  by  the  Dafh  of  a  Fen  whit 
they  could  not  hope  to  obtain^  but  by  many  fucce(sfal 
Sieges  and  Battles.  So  thar>  after  the  Ambaffadors  of  the  two 
Kings  had  long  tried  to  cfive  into  one  aqother-s  /^iflHmu 
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in  ordhr  to  fe£  how  far  their  Adverfaries  were  allowed  to     1439. 
go^  they  parted  without  coming  to  any  Conclufioo.  Each 
Party  was  willing  to  wait>  till  there  was  room  given  to  make 
Aore  reafonable  Propofals^ 

The  Duke  of  Bturgundj  and  OtUms  were  the  only  Gain* 
CIS  by  this  Congreis*  The  firft  had  a  mind,  at  any  rate 
to  eaie  hb  Subje&s  in  FLmderSs  Brstan^f  Holland^  ZclatUt 
who  were  great  Su£Ferers  by  the  Interruption  of  their  Com« 
merce  with  Ewgldttd^  With  this  view  he  let  his  Dutchels 
to  workf  who  being  a  near  Relation  of  Hemy,  was  not 
fiifpe^ed  by  the  EngUJb.  Under  colour  of  domg  the  O^ 
fice  of  a  Mediatrix  between  the  two  Kings,  Ae  had  fre* 
quent  Conferences  with  the  Cardinal  of  jy$ncheficr»  and  ne* 
gotiated  a  Trading-Truce  between  Enj^lamd  and  the  Ltw^ 
Cmmrits.  This  appears  by  feveral  Pieces  in  the  ColUShm  Aa.  PuK 
tf  PubUckjASs.  Accordingly  a  Truce  was  made  prefently  ^-  7 '  3 1 
ifter.  730,  n6. 

But  the  Duke  of  OrUnns  was  he  that  reaped  the  moft  ,^^. 
Benefit  from  the  late  Congrefs,  (ince  it  procured  him  his  JfnTmfiP 
Liberty  after  a  Twenty-five  Years  Captivity*  It  has  ^  Pf?'"^^ 
been  frequently  obfervedy  that  there  were  two  Parties  in  the  ^^[' 
Court  of  EnglMdf  namely»  the  Duke  of  Gloucefiir's  and 
the  QirdimU  pf  W$i$ch€fiir%  and  that  the  latter  gradually 
gained  ground »  fince  the  King  began  to  have  fbme  Know* 
ledge  of  his  own  A&irs*  This  Prince»  having  now  at<» 
tatned  to  the  Age  of  Eighteen  Years,  had  a  very  narrow 
Gim$fSf  and  was  not  at  all  like  his  Father.  He  eafily  fuf* 
iered  himfelf  to  be  governed  by  thofe  about  him.  So  far  was 
k  from  having  the  Prefumption  very  common  in  young 
Princes,  he  was  ever  diftrumul  of  himfelf,  and  chofe  ra^ 
cher  tp  follow  the  Counsels  of  others  than  his  own.  With 
this  Infirmity  he  was  endowed  with  Principles  of  Honour^ 
Virtue  and  Religion^  which  indeed  made  him  wi(h  he 
could  always  a^  with  Juftice»  but  which  fervedfor  Foun* 
dation  and  Pretence|  tp  his  Counfellors,  to  draw  him  into 
many  unjuft  Things.  As  he  wanted  Penetration,  he  fufr 
fereo  him(elf  to  be  carried  away  with  Appearances.  This 
Was  what  his  Mini^^  knew  very  well  how  to  take  Ad^ 
ytnta^  oft  aflfur^d  9s  they  vrere  that  he  was  uncapable  of 
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14.4©.     difc^rning  their  Self-interefted  Counfels.  During  his  Youth 
he  had  contraftcd  a  Habit  of  blindly  following  the  Suggel* 
tions  of  the  Duke  of  Gtoucefter  his  Uncle,  who  governed 
in  his  Name.    But  whan  he  was  arrived  to  a  more  advanced 
Age,  the  Cardinal  ofWinchefier  and  his  Party  hinted  to  him, 
that  his  Uncle  intended  to  keep  him  always  a  Minora  and 
that  he  had  Defigns  deftruftive  of  his  Quiet.    Thcfe  Infi- 
nuations  frequently  repeated,  had  at  length  the  EfFeft  the 
Duke's  Enemies  cxpefted.     By  degrees  the  Kmg  had  fuch 
an  Averfion  for  his  Uncle,  that  he  would  no  longer  mind 
him.    They  made  it  their  Bulinefs  to  mortify  him  upon  al| 
Occafions.  His  propofing  any  thing  in  Council  was  enough 
to  have  it  flrongly  oppofed,  and  the  King  generally  coun- 
tenanced the  contrary  Party  to  the  Dulce,  from  the  Appre- 
henfion  he  was  under  of  giving  him  room  to  execute  the 
pretended  Defign  of  keeping  him  in  Subjedion.     Such  for 
fome  time  paft  was  the  Temper  of  the  King  and  Courr. 
•E^*  TiuVi       The  puke  of  Gloucefler  had  al)  aloiig  been  againfl  re- 
#/^oiou-      leafing  the  Duke  of  OrUans.    The  late  King  his  Brother's 
Zi^fJi'^'  ff/7/was  to  him  an  inviolable  Law:  Befides,  he  was  per- 
%^(ing-the    fuaded  that  the  giving  Orleans  his  Liberty,  would  fcrve 
psihecfOT'  orily  to  augment  the  Number  of  the  Enemies  of  England^ 
kansi         gyj  j^jj  Oppofition  was  of  no  great  weight;  on  the  con- 
traryj  that  alone  was  fufficient  to  induce  his  Enemies  to 
favour  the  Duke  of  Orleans^  fuppofing  they  fhould  have 
had  no  other  reafon.    We  have  leen  what  the  Duke  oflfe- 
red  before  the  Congreft  of  ^ras.    The  Duke  of  Bei^d 
and  the  ComcU  had  accepted  his  Offers,  which  feemed  to 
bevery.advantagious,  becaufe  the  Drift  of  them  had  not 
yet  been  difcovered.    Since  the  Treaty  of  Arras  he  had  fat 
ftill,  perceiving  it  was  not  a  proper  Time  to  follicite  his  Li- 
berty. But  when  he  faw  that  they  began  to  talk  of  a  Peace^ 
he  renewed  his  Inftances,  and  offerea  to  become  Mediator 
^^^  -^        jointly  with  the  Duke  of  Brctagne.    He  met  at  the  Coun^ 
t  he  fen  one    cil-Board^kh  the  fame  Countenance  he  had  found  there  be- 
#'  the  Mc   fore,  and  in  fpite  of  the  Duke  of  GUucefier's  Opppfitiont 
^iuters  of  a  jj^^y  r^oived  to  accept  of  his  Mediation,  and  to  treat  witi 
1^!^  Pub.    ^^^  afterwards  about  his  Liberty.    He  had  Leave  therc- 
X.  71^.     fore  to  repair  to  the  Congrefi,  where  he  appeared  very  ica-^ 
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lous  to  procure  a  Peace  between  the  two  Kings,  and  by  the  1440. 
Help  of  the  Dutchefs  of  Bf^gnndj^  found  Means  to  be  re- 
conciled with  the  Duke  her  Husband.  The  Cardinal  be- 
ing returned  to  England^  fpoke  verv  much  to  his  Advan- 
tage^  and  reprefented  to  the  Conncity  that  fince  it  was  noc 
long  of  him  that  the  Peace  was  not  concluded,  it  was  un- 
reatonable  that  he  ihould  be  a  Sufferer  by  the  Rupture^  His 
t^riends  improved  on  this  Occafion  the  two  Reafons  al- 
ready made  uie  of,  in  order  to  colour  the  Favour  which 
was  defigned  to  be  granted  him.  The  Firft  was,  that  the 
I)iltention  between  the  Dukes^  of  Orleans  and  Burgnndy 
might  kindle  afrefh,  and  turn  very  much  to  the  Advantage 
of  the  Englijb.  The  Second,  that  the  captive  Prince  might 
be  obliged  to  pay  a  large  Ranibm^  which  would  help  to 
carry  on  the  War.  In  fine,  they  gave  to  und^ftand,  that 
he  would  be  obliged  to  take  an  Oath  to  the  King*  and  by 
that  means  be  tied  up  from  aflifting  King  Ckarln.  So 
that  in  fpite  of  all  the  Duke  of  Gloncejier  could  fay,  it  was 
refblved  to  treat  with  him  about  his  Liberty. 

This  Refolution  being  taken,  the  Duke  of  Gloucejier  ii?iDuii 
thought  himfelf  bound,  both  in  Duty  and  for  his  own  So-  of  Glou- 
curity,  to  enter  a  Protejiation  in  t^orm,  in  order  to  let  the  ^^a^^^^a 
Publick  fee  that  he  oppofed  it  to  the  utmofl  of  his  Power*  ^ff/^efo7^ 
The  Protejiation  contained  the  Reafons  why  he  believed  that  uonoftht 
the  OfinciVs  Refolution  might  be  very  prejudicial  to  the  CotmciL 
King  and  State.    Though  it  be  fomewhat  long,  it  will  be 
.neceflary  to  give  the  Subflance  of  it  here,  becauie  it  may 
be  of  Service  in  clearing  feveral  Fads  :  Befides,  it  idiows 
the  Difpofition  of  the  Members  of  the  Conncih  who,  to 
mortify  the  Duke,  fcrupled  not  to  facrifice  the  King's  In* 
tcrcfts  to  their  Paffion.    The  Knowledge  of  this  is  the  more 
requiHte,  as  it  will  appear  by  the  Sequel,  that  to  the  fatal 
£nmity  between  the  Duke  and  the  Cardinaly  is  to  be  as- 
cribed the  unfortunate  IflTue  of  the  War  in  France.    The 
Sum  of  the  Duke's  Protejiation  was  as  follows :

«  weak  Side  of  the  Kingdonn  during  a  Twenty-five  Years 
**  abode  among  us* 

II.  ^  The  Diflemioo  between  King  ChdHes  and  the 
^^  Dat^bim  his  Soni  being  a  Secret  to  no  body,  it  eoght 
*^  to  be  feared,  as  it  is  but  coo  apparent,  that  the  Dnke  of 
^^  Orhns  when  in  francwf  will  be  a  proper  Mediator  to 
*'  make  them  Friends. 

III.  <«  N^rmumdy  being  the  Province  which  helps  the 
^  moil  towards  carrying  on  the  War*  it  is  to  bt  feared 
**  thatttfaeiNTmiMi/,  feeing  that  the  Succours  fo  often  pro* 
•*  miftd  both  by  Word  or  Mouth  and  Letter  are  not  Icnti 
<<  and  that  on  the  other  Hand,  the  Duke  of  Orksms  is  re- 
<^  lealedi  will  imagine  that  one  intends  to  abandon  than  as 
*'  well  as  the  reft  of  the  Conquefts.  As  to  its  being  iaid> 
*^  that  Twenty  Thoitiand  Marks  may  be  taken  out  of  the 
^  Duke  of  Orksm^s  Ranfom  for  the  Defence  of  that  Pit>-

IV.  <<  The  King  and  Cofmcil  are  very  fenfible  that  die

They  were 
contented  with  uking  his  Word  and  Oath,  for  the  Pay* 
nent  of  his  Ranfom,  which  was  fet  at  a  Hundred  and  Twenty 
Thouiand  Crowns.    It  is  true  indeed,  that  by  thefe  Arti- 
cles of  Agreement  he  was  obliged  to  get  the  Daufhmy  the 
Duke  of  Ertt^^Ui  and  I'ome  others  to  l>e  bound  for  the 
Sum  of  Sixty  Thoufand  Crowns,  which  he  was  not  to 
pay  till  after  he  had  his  Liberty.     Moreover,  he  promifed 
to  procure  the  King  Letnrs  Patents  from  King  CharUsy 
whereby  that  Prince  fliould  ratify  the  Agreement,  promilc 
not  to  obftrud  the  execution  of  it,  and  to  account  the 
Duke  of  Orleans  bafeand  infamous,  if  he  Ihould  come  to 
break  the  Articles.    In  fine,  the  Duke  having  protefted, 
that  asto  the  half  of  his  Ranfom,  which  be  was  to  pay  bc-

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fore  he  lefc  England,  it  was  impoflibk  for  him  to  perform      '44^* 
his  Engagement  without  going  to  Fraffce.    Leave  was 
granted  him  for  a  Year. 

The  Council  confifted  rhen  of  Perfons  who  blindly  fol-  HihfitM 
lowed  their  Paflions  without  troubling  themlelves  about  n^nty. 
the  Interefls  of  the  King  and  State.    Of  this  we  fliall 
quickly  fee  very  evident  Proofs.    The  only  Thing  that 

Sve  them  anv  Difturbance*  was  that  the  Enlargement  of 
e  Duke  of  Orleans  feemed  diredtty  contrary  to  the  late 
King's  Will.  The  Truth  is,  that  Monarch  bad  exprefDy 
enjoined  by  his  laft  Will  and  Tefiament,  that  the  Duke  of 
Orleans  fhould  be  hept  Prifoner  till  the  King  his  Son 
ftiould  be  of  Age,  unlefs  his  Liberty  (hould  be  a  Means  to 
procure  a  Peace ;  but  they  found  an  Expedient  to  fcreen 
themfelves  from  the  Murmurs  of  the  People.  The  King 
declared  by  a  Pablick  ASiy  that  in  releasing  the  Duke  of 
Orleans f  he  intended  not  to  proceed  in  Contradidion  to  the 
King  his  Father's  IVHt^  but  that  what  be  did  was  purely 
with  a  View  to  attain  to  a  (peedier  Concluiion  of  a  Peace. 
The  better  to  Ihow  that  this  was  the  King's  Intent,  the 
Duke  was  bound  by  freih  Articles  to  ufe  his  utmofi  Endea- 
vours to  procure  a  Peace  between  the  two  Kings  ;  and  in 
.cafe  he  fucceeded,  his  Ranfom  fboukl  be  forgiven^  and 
what  he  (hould  have  paid  already  (hould  be  reftored.  But 
if  on  the  contrary  his  Endeavours  proved  fruitleitf ,  lie 
ihould  return  to  England  and  remain  a  Priioner  as  before ; 
but  the  Money  he  ihoukl  have  paid  towards  his  ELanfom 
*  fliould  be  returned  him.  It  is  evident,  that  thefe  new  Arti« 
cles  were  only  to  throw  Duft  in  the  Peoples  Eyes,  fiace  they 
weredire^ly  contrary  to  the  others ;  and  Hnce  they  added 
a  Condition  which  was  not  in  the  Duke's  Power,  In  the 
ne>^  Place,  this  appears  ftill  plainer,  in  that  the  Peace  not 
having  been  concluded^  the  Duke  returned  not  into  £w-  R'^arh 
land,  and  was  never  complained  againft.  But  hepunduaUy  ^Jl^  ^

^i  the  Bloody  except  the  Duke  of  BHrgundj  and  the  Earl 
of  Em  wefe  joined  in  «  League  a^ainlt  the  King*  This 
jLcagoe  tended  to  no  leTs  th«n  the  dethroning  of  Cbarifs^ 
and  letting  the  Crown  on  the  Head  of  the  Prince  his  Son. 
But  luckily  for  hiosf  the  Confederates  had  engaged  L4  Tri* 
tmmlU  io  their  Party»  atid  by  io  doing  they  entirely  loft 
the  C9nftahU.  As  be  mortally  hated  that  Loixl.  his  Hatred 
reHeAed  upon  the  whole  Party>  apd  induced  him  to  bring 
the  King  a  powerful  Aid»  which  enabled  him  to  get  the 
better  of  the  Princes.  This  Civil  War  was  called  L4  Prd^ 
gnerj^  but  for  what  Keafoi^  I  know  not.  The  League 
was  fo  ill  managed  on  the  Part  of  th/c  Confederates)  that  the 
King  at  length  compelled  them  to  caft  themlelves  upon  his 
Mercy.  In  the  mean  Time*  the  EnfUfi^  who  no  longer 
carried  00  the  War  with  vigoiu**  made  fome  IncurOons  a? 
bout  Paris.  But  the  Baftard  of  Orlesnsy  who  after  havii^ 
(idcd  firft  wkh  the  Daufbifh  was  come  over  to  the  Kiog» 
flopped  their  Progre(S|  which  was  not  very  confiderable  by 
Itafon  of  their  Weaknefs. 

After  Cjorlis  had  put  an  End  to  this  dangerous  War»  he 
inarched  back  towards  Pari$f  and  in  his  way  became  Ma* 
Aer  of  As  Qiariti  by  bribing  the  Governour.  , 

In  the  mean  Time  the  Dutcheis  of  Bsirgundji  never  cea- 
fed  her  Endeavours  to  get  the  Conferences  about  a  Peace  fee 
on  Foot  again.  At  length  afur  having,  laboured  to  com* 
pals  her  Ends  this  whole  Year>  ihe  prevailed  with  the  two 
Kings  to  appoint  Plenipotentiaries  to  meet  at  St.  Omer^ 
The  Duke  of  Orlcam  was  made  choice  of  for  one  of  the 

Mediators. 

This  new  Congrefs  had  no  better  Succefs  than  the  former.     7^^,, 
The  Ambafladors  were  all  come  to  St.  Omer.    But  the  AnewCou^ 
Ear!  of  Fimlime^  Head  of  the  irmA  Embafly.  refufcd  to^^'fi''^'^^ 
treat   with  thole  of   EnglamL    on  pretence  that  they  ^  ^'*^'* 
were  of  an  inferior  Quality,    They  were  however  Peers 
of  the  Realm,   namely,  the  Bifliop  of  R^chefier    and 
the  Lord  Fanh^.    In  the  Reign  of  Hemj  V  the  Fnwb

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1441.  did  not  ftand  upon  fuch  PtmSith's.  They  conferred  wich-* 
out  aoy  Scruple  with  bare  Doctors  in  l^Wy  provided  they 
were  duly  impoweKd*  It  is  rruei  the  Aoibafladors  nomi- 
nated for  this  Congrers  were  not  of  fo  high  a  Degree  as  the 
foimer  ones.  But  as  there  was  no  likelihood  that  the  Fmch 
would  be  more  moderate  in  th^ir  Demands,  the  CmmcU  did 
not  think  proper  to  put  the  King  or  the  Princes  or  any  of 
the  highett  Quality  to  a  needlefs  Expence,  Be  that  as  it 
will,  ChnrUi  took  occadon  from  thenco  to  revoke  the  Pow- 
ers he  bad  given  his  Ambaflfadors.  Thus  the  Congrefs  was 
broke  ofF  without  being  ever  opened .  The  French  cafl  the 
blame  on  the  EngUJb^  pretending  that  the  Court  of  £ig- 
/W  had  pitched  upon  Perfons  of  no  Birth  or  Note^  on 
purpofe  that  they  might  not  be  treated  with.  The  Truth 
is,  both  Parties  generally  aimed  only  at  amufing  one  ano« 
iher  by  thete  Conferences.  They  both  guelTed  pretty  well 
what  {heir  Amba0adors  were  to  demand ;  and  as  they  were 
retulved  not  to  grant  ix,  they  could  exped  no  great  Mat* 
ters  fjfQtfi  tfaefe  Negotiations.  They  confented  to  them 
howevefi  as  well  10  juftify  themfelves  to  the  Publick,  as  to 
try  to  awife  each  other  by  the  Prolped  of  a  Peace. 
Chirlcs  Whiill  the  Ambafladors   were  repairing  to  St*  Omer% 

ukeiCitil  Charia  was  preparing  an  Army  with  Deiign  to  make  a 
(powerful  Efiort,  and  teke  Advantage  of  the  Indolence  of 
the  EngUfh^    As  Toon  as  he  was  ready>  he  ordered  Admiral 
tUCoMi^  to  inveft  Cr^il  ufom  Ojfe»  with  a  Detachment  of 
I  he  Army^    The  Confiahk  having  joined  him  with  the  reft 
of  his  Traops,   the  Siege  was  regularly  formed,  and  the 
King  came  thither  about  the  End  of  jipril,    to  take  the 
Town  by  Capitulation. 
K*  li^ys         This  was  only  to  pave  the  Way  to  a  more  conHderable 
^lege'io      Undertaking!  namely»  the  Siege  of  /^<iw/^i/i  which  Cluiflci 
i'uuiouc,    jjijcj  in  ii^g  Beginning  of  Julj^   with  an  Army  of  twelve 
Thoufand  Men.     He  had  with  him  the  Dauphin  his  Scyi 
and  alt  the  Generals  and  Officers  of  Note  in  Fxm»cu    This 
Siege  was  at  firfl  carried  on  very  vigoroufly;  but  the  Be- 
Talhot       ficpers  ftowed  no  Icfs  Bravery.    Talbot^  whom  the  moft 
r/irows  Sue-  difficult  Undertakings  could  never  daunt,  being  ordered  by 
tours  mto    the  Dukc  of  Xofk  to  get  a  Convoy  into  the  Town,  attaei- 
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ed  one  of  the  Enemies  Quarters,  and  breaking  through,  en-  i-f^i . 
tered  the  Place  with  his  Convaj.  This  fealonable  Supply 
infpired  the  Garrifon  with  frefli  Courage,  who  made  (o 
brave  a  Defence,  that  the  Siege  went  on  but  flowly. 
Though  the  Befiegers  were  exceeding  watchful,  having  to 
do  with  fb  experienced  a  Warrior  as  TMot,  they  could  not 
hinder  him  from  throwing  Succours  into  the  Town  three  > 

feveral  Times.    Neverthelefs  Charles  was  obftinately  re* 
folved  to  continue  the  Siege  which  he  had  taken  in  Hand 
at  the  DeCre  of  the  Paripam  who  defrayed  all  the  Charges. 
But  at  length  the  Duke  of  Tir^  having  approached  the  "^eDitke  of 
Town  and  fent  a  Herald  to  the  King  to  offer  him  Battle.  T"*"!^  '^*'> 
Charles  fent  back  Word,  that  h^  fhould  fee  what  hehad'''^"^'- 
to  do,  and  that  he  intended  not  to  regulate  his  Time  by 
that  of  his  Enemies.    He  faw  the  EngUjh  Army  on  the  o- 
ther  Side  of  the  River  Ojfe^  which  they  could  not  pafs  but 
oyer  a  Bridge  guarded  by  a  Detachment  of  a  Thouiand 
Tflen.    And  therefore  being  under  no  Apprehenfion  of  a 
fudden  Attack,  he  continued  the  Siege  at  leifure.    Mean 
while  the  Duke  of  Tbri^  refolving  at  any  rate  to  relfeve  the 
Place,  found  Means  to  pafs  over  in  the  Night  with  five 
or  (ix  Hundred  Men  in  Boats  made  of  boiled  Skin9«    This 
l>etachment  falling  unexpeftedly  upon  the  Guard  of  ihc 
Bridge,  and  cutting  them  in  Pieces,  opened  a  way  for  the 
Duke,  who  immediately  came  over  to  the  other  Side  with 
his  whole  Army.

The  hafty  Retreat  of  King  Charles  bfcfore  an  Enemy  Chirlcs 
much  weaker  thanhimfelf,  was  extremely  injurie^us  to  hisA/^'*j'» 
Reputation.     All  the  French  loudly  murmured  at  if,  but  ^^^''^f'".^ 
the  Parijtans  more  than  all  the  reft.  The  King's  beft  Friends  ''"^"  ^' " 
were  difmayed  at  it,  and  openly  Ihowcd  the  Fears  they  were 
under,  that  fo  general  aDifcontenr  would  prove  ratal  to 
him.    In  fine,  thofe  neareft  his  Perfon  having  made  him

•fijfO\wi'  Incident  happened  in  England.    I  have  frequently  obferv- 
™y-    ed,  that  the  Duke  of  Ghmefier's  Credit  fenfibly  declined, 
Whdfo'tift  or  nther  was  entirely  funk.    We  have  feen  a  glaring  Proof 
mUDrtMfim.  of  this  in  the  Courfe  of  the  prelent  Reign.    This  Prince 
was  lanblameable  in  hisCondu^  with  regard  to  the  King. 
Nocwithftanding  all  the  Spies  which  his  Enemies  had  about 
himt  they  could  difcover  nothing  that  might  lerve  for  a 
Cloak  to  the  leaft  Charge  againft  his  Perfon.    But  at  length 
by  narrowly  prying  into  what  paflfed  in  his  Family,  they 
came  to  know  that  his  Dutchefs  had  frequent  Conferences 
with  [one  Sir  Roger  Bolinbroks]  a  Prieft  who  was  reckoned 
a  NegramdnceTj  and  a  certain  Woman  ^  who  was  counted 
a  Pfftch.

With  the  Forces  Charks  had  drawn  together  in  PoiScM^ 
he  brought  down  fotne  Lords  of  that  Country,  who  car- 
ried it  there  with  too  high  a  Hand.  From  thence  he  came  to 
LimoffcSi  where  he  made  fbme  ftay.

MdfWH  Heirels  of  Cominge  had  two  Daughters  by  Charles*!

The  Countefs  was  married  afterwards  to  yohn  i  Amuig^  miogc, 
IMC  Earl  of  Fez^f^faquet.    But  by  an  Outrage  upon  the 
(.aws  unheard  of  in  France^  ftie  divorced  her  fecond  Huf* 
band,  who  died  with  Grief  in  140  j.    Then  ftie  efpoufed 
Mdithew  d$  Ordillj  Brother  of  Jebn  Earl  of  Faix,  and  had 
Iffue  a  Daughter,  but  of  lb  weak  aConftitution  thatiMir- 
thew  her  Father  was  afraid  the  Death  of  the  Mother  and 
Daughter  would  out  him  of  the  Earldom  of  Commit^  of 
which  be  was  in  PoflefGon.    For  thisReafon  he  preued  his 
CounteGy  who  waslnuch  older  than  himfelf,  to  make  a  Will, 
and  intail  it  upon  him  after  their  Daughter.

^r;xi4^ii4^*s  A  nee ftors  had  voluntarily  owned  the  Kings  of 
France  for  their  Sovereign- Lords,  there  was  no  room  to  de- 
Cominge    cline  the  Jurifdiftion  ot  their  Parliaments.     He  was  forced 
adjudgtdu  therefore  to  bring  the  old  Gountefs  now  fourfcore  Years  of 
tkcKmg.     ^g^^  loTauloufe,  where  the  Parliament  decreed  the  Imad 
made  upon  the  King  good  and  valid.

War,  which  had  lafted  thirty  Years  without  Interruption, 
and  by  jrhe  inteftine  Troubles  which  the  Quarrel  between 
the  Honfis  of  Orleans  and  Rurgnndj  had  raifed  feveral  Years 
before  the  Breach  of  the  Truce.  The  Princes  and  great 
Men  were  difheartened  at  the  Hardfbips  and  Loffes  they 
luftaini'd  lb  long  fince.  The  Country  and  Towns  were 
become  ciefohte.  France^  though  generally  well  peopled, 
could  no  longer  find  Soldiers.  Beftdes,  the  Duke  of  Or» 
leans  who  had  pafTed  his  Word  to  ufe  his  utmoft  Endeavour 
to  procure  a  Peace,  being  willing  to  keep  his  Promifc,  ne- 
ver ceafed  to  follicite  King  Charles  upon  that  Score.  The 
•  Duke  of  Burgundy  prefFed  him  likewife  on  his  Part*  and 
the  whole  Kingdom  in  general  ardently  wifbed  to  fee  at 
length  an  End  put  to  fo  many  Calamities.  In  Emgland 
they  were  no  kfs  defirous  of  Peace.

^ssmJiSaf-    ''^ured  againlt  the  Marquifs  of  Suffoil^     They  made  no 
iok.  fcruple  to  fay  openly,  that  he  had  betrayed  the  King  and 

the  Sure;  that  the  Treaty  he  h^d  made  with  th^  fremh 
tended  only  to  a  Truce  deftruftivc  of  England,  as  it  af- 
forded the  Enemy  rime  to  fortify  himfelf  i  that  he  had  en- 
paged  to  yield  up  AJaine  to  the  French^  in  order  to  marry 
iheKing  with  a  Princefs,  who  had  juft  given  lenlible  Prook 
of  the  Calarr.iries  they  were  to  expeft  under  her  Govern* 
meijf.     Thefe  Murmurs  were  fo  publick,  that  the  Mar- 
quifs  could  not  htlp  taking  notice  of  them.     In   order 
therefore  to  endeavour  to  filence  them,  he  rcquefted  the  King 
that  he  would  be  plcafcd  to  hear  his  Defence,  that  he  might 
fati>fy  him  of  his  Innocence.     Whereupon  the  King  ftt 
him  a  Day  to  come  and  clear  himiclf,  and  heard  him  in 
his  own  Apartment,  in  ihe  Pre(enceof  fevcral  Lords,  none 
Ue  mAk's    of  whom  were  come  there  to  refute  him.     He  gave  an  Ac- 
hts  Dtpi-^f  count  of  all  he  had  done  in  France,  wherein  he  was  at  no 
Kin'^'^'^     great  Lofs  tojuftify  himfelf,  (i nee  before  his  ferting  out 
upon  his  EmbaflTy,  he  had  taken  care  to  be  provided  with 
the  King's  Orders.     K.iving  finilhed  his  Difcourfc,  the 
King  declared  he  was  fatisfied,  and  gave  him  Letters  Pa^ 
tents  under  the  Great  Seal,  whereby  he  acquitted  him  from 
all  Imputation  of  Mifdemeanor,  andenjoyned  all  Pcrfons 
under  Pain  of  his  Difpleafure,  not  to  accufc  or  (peak  ill  of 
him.     But  this  wis  not  cap.^ble  of  putting  a  Stop  ro  the 
7,trnliu"u^  Murmurs  of  the  P.ople.     No  body  queftioned  but  iht 
t^'^nnrk       King  would  be  fatisfied:  but  that  was  not  thought  a  Rca- 
jy''ch:^r  e    ^'^pj  fufficient  to  fatisfv  the  Nation.     In  fpite  of  the  Mar- 
vt'1^2      n'^i^^'s  pretended  Defence,  he  was  looked  on  with  Hor- 
^'  '   '     ror,  as  he  was  believed  to  have  the  greateft  Hand  in  the 
Murder  of  the  Duke  of  G/(^;#f:^7?i?r.     Belides,  the  King's 
Marria^.»e  brought  shout  by  his  Means,  was  confidcred  i% 
one  of  the  faddefi  Calamities  which  could  poflibly  bcfal 
EKglun^U    This  was  the  general  Opinion  of  Town  and 
Country.     But  the  Court,  where  the  Queen  would  allow 
none  but  her  Creatures,  was  of  another  Temper.     The 
AUniJiershaA  hkewiie  far.Auhcreats  all  over  the  Kingdonr, 
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fqcb  as  found  thefr  A ccount  in  fiding  with  the  Court,  that  '44-7« 
IS  ihofe  that  beW  kny  Roft  or  Office  under  the  Minijlrj. 
All ^ch  made  u(e  of  eheir  Authority,  and  took  Pains  to 
fii£e  the  C<Mtiplamt^^nd  Murmurings  of  the  People,  who 
conki  not  bear  to  iee  the  Adminiftratlon  of  the  puolick  Af« 
{iix%  in  the  Hand:?  of  a  Foreigner.  The  Truth  is,  the 
King,  uncapableof  holding  the  Reins  of  the  Government 
faimklf>  did  little  dfe  but  lend  his  Name  to  the  Queen,  who 
made  ufe  of  it  as  ihe  pleafed.  For  his  part,  he  minded 
noihing  but  his  DevotionSj  wherein  the  Qneen  took  care  to 
cawfe  htm  to  fpend  his  whole  Time  as,  in  the  only  Thing 
he  was  fit  for,  to  the  End  flie  might  take  him  off  from  the 
Tlioiights  of  the  Government*  Some  have  been  very  de-  Le.  ^: 
firoui  of  making  a  Saint  of  this  Prince.  But  it  may  be  d'Orlcans. 
faid,  that  he  was  one  of  thole  Saints  not  fo  much  Praifc- 
worthy  for  the  Virtues  they  pofleh,  as  for  the  Vices  they 
ftand  clear  of,  and  to  whom  a  great  Weaknefs  of  Mind  is 
inihKadof  Merit  and  Worth. 

It  was  hnpofiible  that  the  Qoeen  and  Marquifs  of  Sttf-  Tht  rt^pltt . 
/ol^Oioidd  rule  the  Kingdom  alone  without  raifing  a  Jea-  ^'fH^i»n> 
laufy.    People  had  not  been  ufed  to  fee  Queens  take  upon  ^ff,l'^'*^^ 
them  the  Government.    Wherefore  it  was  with  great  Un-  ^ueen. 
eafinefi  that  they  beheld  the  Queeti  exercidng  in  arbitrary 
PrKwer  in  the  King's  Name,  who  had  no  other  (hare  in  Af* 
faim>    but  to  fet  his  Hand  without  Examination  to  the 
Onlers  that  were  brought  to  him.    The  Queen's  haughty 
Carri^y  her  Partiality  in  difpofing  of  Places,  and  above 
all,'  the  Murder  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucejier,  had  drawn  up- 
on her  the  IlUwill  of  the  NatioQtofucha  Degree^  that  Ihe 
was  every  where  talked  of  with  very  little  Refped.     Her 
intimate  Union  with  the  Marquifs  of  Suffolk^  gave  her  Ene* 
mies  a  f  refh  Handle  to  fpread  Reports  not  much  to  her  Ho* 
nour*    The  Marquifs  was  no  lefs  hated  than  the  Queen. 
He  it  was  that  had  brought  her  into  En^Und^  and  in  order 
to  make  the  Match,  had  (acrificed  the  Intereftsof  the  King* 
dom»    But  the  King's  Name  was  fo  reverenced^  that  be« 
fides  thofe  whoG:  Iniereft  made  them  fide  with  the  Courts 
abundance  of  People  were  of  the  fame  Party  from  the  Mo* 
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1447-     tiye  of  Duty.    It  was  therefore  no  eafy  Matter  to  wreft 
ifrom  the  Queen  and  Favourite  the  Authority  they  enjoyed, 
^    ,    .         The  Temper  moft  People  were  in  with  regard  to  the 
H  ?»lk^of    Queen  and  Mmiftrj,  infpired  the  Duke  of  %r£with  hopes 
tht.  Duke  of  he  (houldone  Day  be  able  to  affert  his  Title  to  the  Crown. 
York'j  T/-  He  was  by  his  Mother  the  only  Heif  of  the  Houfe  of  Mr- 
tie  to  the     ^y^^^  ^^  Marchy  defcended  from  Lionel  Second  *  Son  of 
Edward  III.  and  elder  Brother  of  John  of  Gahi  Duke  of 
Lancafterf  whofp  Pofterity  was  in  aftual  PoflTeflion  of  the 
Throne.     But  in  all  appearan:e  he  would  never  havefortTicd 
any  fuchDefign,  if  the  Duke  of  GloncefierhzA  beenalive, 
or  if  the  People  had  not  been  dilTafFecSed  to  the  Queen  and 
the  Mini^rj.  Mean  while,  as  it  would  have  been  very  dan- 
gerous for  him  to  difcover  his  Intentions,  before  he  had 
iounded  the  Peoples  Inclmations,  he  topk  care  to  proceed 
in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  that  it  Ihould  not  be  poffible  to  con- 
vift  him  of  >  having  made  the  leaft  Step  tending  that  way. 
He  contented  hiralclf  with  making  ufe  of  fome  fecret  Emit 
iaries ,   who  induflrioufly  fpreaa  among  the  People  fuch 
things  as  ferved  to  turn  their  Thoughts  to  his  Title  toth« 
trown.     It  was  whifpercd  about,  that  the  Ho^e  of  Laf 
cajier  had  ufurpcd  the  Throne.     That  indeed,  the  Ufur- 
pation  had  been  tolerable  whilft  the  Kings  of  that  Houft 
were  Princes  of  diftinguiflied  Worth,  and  had  afted  lor 
the  Welfare  and  Honour  of  the  Nation ;  that  even,  durin» 
the  Nonage  of  the  prefent  King,  there  was  a  Profpeft  of  his 
treading  in  the  Steps  of  his  Anceflors,  and  his  being  a  wor- 
thy Follower  of  the  King  his  Father;  but  that  fince  he  be- 
came' of  Age,  nothing  glorious  was  to  be  expeded  from 
him :  That  therefore  the  Englijh  could  have  no  reafon  to 
fupport  any  longer  the  Ufurpation  of  the  Crown  for  the 
fake  pf  a  Queen,  who,  being  fprung  from  the  Bk)odof 
their  liaofl  mortal  Enemy,  ruled  the  Kingdom  with  an  ar- 
bitrary Power  ;  That  in  taking  a  View  of  the  Poflerity  of 
Edmard,  I  IK  it  evidently  appeared  that  tjn  Houfe  of  Math 
had  been  uojiiftly  deprived  of  the  Crown  :  That  the  Duke 
of  Torl^  being  the  fole  Heir  of  that  Honfe^  and  defcended

from  Edward  UL  by  his  Father's  Side,  ought  to  have  his  iw* 
cilue  Right.  In  fine,  that  His  noble  Qualities,  his  knowii 
Virtue,  and  the  fignal  Services  he  had  done  the  Nation, 
very  ftrongly  (lipported  the  juft  Title  his  Birth  gave  him; 
*t*hefe  Things  dextrbufly  fpread  among  the  People,began  to 
gaia  the  Duke  of  torkj  Party.  But  he  appeared  not  him- 
firlf  :  every  thing  was  done  in  private  by  his  Friends; 

Mean  while,  the  Qiieen,  Favourite,  and  all  the  Itckje  jh  Court 
6f  LancaJlcTy  failed  not  to  take  notice  of  what  was  handed  t^ktifrom 
tbout  concerning  the  Pretenfions  of  the  Duke  of  York^  He  '^^^^I^^J^ 
fiiight  indeed  keep  himfelf  concealed  fibm  others,  but  it  was  Regency  ef 
lioeafy  matter  to  deceive  fuch  quick-fighted  Pcrfons,  who  FTzncc,anJ 
^ere  fo  nearly  concerned  in  the  Affair.    As  they  did  not  i'^^^ '' '^  . 
queftion  in  the  leafl  bur  that  all  thefe  Things  were  divulged  SQ,^feh 
abroad  with  his  Approbation,  they  believed  itrequifite  to 
feflfen  his  Credit,  by  giving  hirti  fome  Mortificatidni  Jpbfi 
t>uke  of  S4merfet  dying  during  thefe  TranfaSions,  Ed^ 
i^«ir^  his  Brother,  who  fucceeded  him,  feemed  to  be  a  very 
proper  Perfbn  to  fet  againft  the  Duke  of  tarl^    Where- 
fore, without  any  manner  of  Pretence,  the  Queen  and  Mar* 
quifs  of  Shjffolk,  managed  fo,  that  the  King  removed  thei 
Duke  of  Torl^  from  the  Regency  of  France,  before  hi$ 
Time  wis  expired,  and  conferred  it  upon  the  new  Duke  of 
Somerfet.    This  lafl  was  of  an  exceeding  haughfy  Temper, 
and  as  hi$  brothers  had  been  engaged  in  pretty  great  Con^^ 
tt{k%  with  the  Duke  of  Tork,  he  behaved  to  hitn  upon  this 
Occafion  in  fuch  a  Manner,  that  he  made  him  his  implaca- 
ble Enemy* '  On  the  other  Hand,  the  Duke  of  Tork^  very 
highly  refented  this  Affront.  But  as  it  was  not  in  his  Powet 
io  be  revenged,  he  difTembled  his  Referitmcnr,  in  hopes  that 
Time  would  furnifh  him  with  a  fairer  Opportunity  to 
ihowir.  , 

In  the  Beginning  of  the  Year  1448,  the  King,  who  ^'^^• 
was  entirely  guided  by  the  Diredions  of  the  Queen,  crea-  ^^,^  ^J}^ 
ted  theMarquifs  of  ^ij^^/it  Duke  of  SHfolk.   The  Queen  Duke  of 
one  would  have  thought  intended  to  brave  the  People,  by  Suffolk^ 
Ihowring  daily  her  Favours  upon  that  Lord  extremely  ha- 
ted by  the  whole  Nation.     By  fo  doing  fhe  gave  her  own 
tnemies  great  Advantage,  who  only  wanted  a  Handlers 
Voi.  Y^  Bbb  2L  ftiff 
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'44^»     flir  up  the  People  againft  her.  It  is  a  falfe  Step  which  thofc 
at  the  Helm  frequently  raake>  not  to  regard  the  Complaints 
of  the  People.    As  they  are  always  befet  with  Flatterers, 
or  ignorant  of  what  pafles  any  where  but  at  Courr,  or 
imagine  that  as  long  as  the  Majority  of  the  great  Men  are 
for  them)  the  reft  of  the  People  are  to  be  counted  as  nothing. 
But  it  often  happens,  that  they  find  to  their  coft  that  the 
great  Men  and  Kings  themfelves  have  no  more  Power  than 
bare  private  Perfons,  when  they  are  not  backed  by   the 
People.    This  is  what  we  (hall  have  occafion  to  fee  more 
particularly  in  the  Sequel  of  the  preftnt  Reign.     But  we 
muft-firft  return  to  the  Affairs  of  Francey  which  will  afford 
Ms  yet  Mitter  for  feveral  Years, 
^faris  '^ieli'  »  In  the  Treaty  about  the  King's  Marriage,  it  was  agreed 
veredup.to  (hat the  Ciry  of  ManSp  and  all  the  E»ittjb  held  in  Afaimey 
S'o'r''^  ihould  be  delivered  up  to  Charles  of'Anjom,  Uncle  of  the 
^^^^'      Queen  that  was  to  be.    But  the  Noife  this  Article  had 
made  in  England^  and  the  Duke  of  Cy/tf/vcf/fr'sOppofition, 
bad  caufed  the  Reftitution  to  be  put  off  till  this  if  ear.  In 
the  Month  of  Februarjf  Charles  of  jinjose^  at  the  Head  of 
fome  Troops,  appeared  before  Mans  in  order  to  take  Po(^ 
feflion.    The  French  fay  he  befieged  the  City,  and  that 
the  Duke  of  Exeter  the  Governor^  not  daring  to  (land  an 
AfTault,  furrendred  by  Capitulation.     But  it  is  certain 
that  the  Duke  of  Exeter  was  not  at  that  time  in  the  Place, 
neither  was  there  any  Appearance  of  a  Siege.    The  Refti- 
tution was  made  by  Agreement  between  the  two  Courts, 
and  Hemrj  fent  to  Mans  two  Commiftioners  to  give  up  the 
Hcnry'i      City  to  the  Prince  of  Anjon.    Juft  as  he  was  going  to  cn- 
frotijlution  ter,  the  two  Commillioners   met  him  upon  the  Bridge, 
XI 104  ^^^^  ^  formal  Protefiathn  before  a  publick  Notarjy  de» 

chring  that  the  fble  Intent  of  the  King  of  England'm  re- 
ftoring  that  Place,  was  purely  to  procure  a  final  Peace  be- 
tween him  and  Charles  his  Uncle,  and  during  the  Truce 
only.  Moreover,  he  referved  to  himfelf  the  Sovereignty 
of  the  City  and  Province,  and  that  in  cafe  any  Attempt 
ihould  be  made  upon  the  Right  of  this  Sovereignty,  he 
claimed  a  Power  to  revoke  the  Ceffion  without  injuring 
his  Honour.  Charles  of  Jnjon  heard  the  Protejfation  with- 
out 
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out  giving  his  Approbation,   and  took  PoITeffion  of  the     144  B. 
Place. 

After  the  funrendcr  of  Mam  to  the  Frencbi  the  N^oti-  r^f  rm^e « 
ations  about  a  Peace,   and  an  Interview  of  the  two  Kings  p^^gi^  '' 
were  contbued.    But  by  reafbn  of  fome  Difficulties,  they 
were  obliged  once  more  to  prolong  the  Truce  to  j^I  the 
I  ft  I449.    It  did  not  laft  however  fo  long,  an  unforefeea 
Accident  put  an  End  to  it  (boner  than  it  was  expe6i:ed. 

About  the  Middle  of  this  Yt^Smienm  the  Amigammt  Sun'cnne 
who  had  ferved  the  King  of  EngUnd  tweriry  Years,  znd  Mfrlx^ts 
was  Kfifghf  of  the  Garter ,  •and  Governour  of  lower  Nor^  Fougcrcs, 
mandjy  carried  by  Scalado  in  the  Night  the  Town  of  Fon^ 
geres  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Bretagne^   and  got  a. great  jf,gj)ukeoF 
Booty.    Upon  this  News  the  Duke  of  ^«firf if^  innnedi-  Bretagne 
atcly  lent  a  Herald  to  the  Duke  of  Sinner fet  who  was  then  c^wfUm 
at  Roam  J  and  dematided  the  Reftitution  of  Ae  Pbce  with  ffi^l^ 
all  that  had  been  plundered.    The  Regent  replied,  that  be  f4miff!sL 
was  extremely  troubled  at  what  was  done,  and  would  give  tisf^aim, 
the  Duke  oi Bretagne  all  the  Satisfaftion  he  could  reafonably 
exped. 

Mean  while,  as  it  would  take  up  (omeTlfneto  enquire  ^'*+^- 
more  particularly  into  this  Affair,  and  notify  it  to  the  Court  ^g'^**'^ 
of  England^   the  Duke  of  Bretagne  impatient  of  the  leaft  J^r^his 
Delay,  complained  to  the  King  or  Fr^irrr  of  the  Breach  of  Om/i«^r# 
the  Truce  wherein  Bretagne  was  cxpreffly  included.  Charier  '^  ^'  ^H 
confidering  that  his  Affairs  were  in  a  good  Pofture,  and  ili^^Ji""' 
thofc  of  England  in  great  Diforder,  as  well  by'reafon  o{  thtThing 
the  King's  Inability  as  of  the  People's  Difcontent,  took  ^«  Htwt. 
Fire  at  this  News  as  if  the  Injury  had  been  done  to  himfelf. 
And  yet  to  look  back  on  the  Proceedings  of  the  late  Duke 
of  Bretagne^  during  the  whole  former  War,   Charles  had 
no  great  Reafbn  to  be  well  fatisfied  with  that  Houfe.    Be 
that  as  it  will,  perceiving  that  a  favourable  Opportunity  jj^  f/;,^  ^r 
offercid* to  renew  the  War,  whilfl  the  £i»^//&  thought  no-Francei/f« 
thing  of  the  Matter,  he  fent  a  Gentleman  to  the  Duke  of  '^'"^'  *» 
Somerfett  and  two  Ambaffadors  to  Umdm  to  demand  Satis-  ^g^satis- 
fadion  for  this  Infiilt.    But  at  the  fame  Time  t«  make  all  faaien  fr 
Reparation  impradicable,  he  inflfted  upon  the  Payment  of  ^^rDHkecf 
fixtecn  Hundred  Thoufand  Crowns  to  the  Duke  of  5rr-  bretagne 
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i«l4^*     /^«f »  for  the  Damage  he  had  fuflained  by  the  taking  of 
FoHgtres.    This  Sum  was  fd  exorbitanCi  that  it  mud  not  be 
wondered  at  if  the  Court  of  England  oflfered  not  to  pay  it 
down.    Befides  it  was  mxt  to  impoOBble  that  in  fo  (bort 
a  Time  a  jud  Calculation  could  be  made  of  the  Damages 
ihtEnglsJb  had  done.     They  could  not  even  help  thinking 
it  very  ftrange  that  Charles  ihould  fo  eagerly  efpbule  the 
Dukeof  £r^M^w*5Quarreli  he  not  being  included  in  the 
Truce  as  hb  Ally>  but  rather  as  a  neutral  Prince  who  had 
frequently  ftrved  for  Mediator  between  the  two  King<. 
jtnfwer  of  Anfwer  was  returned  however  to  the  Ambafladors^  that  the 
^v^^^^A^^  King  would  take  care  to  make  the  Duke  amends,  as  fbon  as 
^^^  '    ic  (hould  be  known  what  his  Lofs  might  amount  to ;  and 
that  if  Charles  would  fend  AmbafTadors  to  Louviers,    the 
King  of  England  would  do  the  fame*  in  order  to  fettle  all 
Things  to  the  common  Satisfadion  of  the  two  Kings  and 
the  Duke  of  Bretagne. 
iheConft"       At  the  Congrels  held  at  LoHviers^  the  En^lip  reprcfcnt- 
rence  at      ed,  that  the  taking  of  Fougeres  was  done  without  Orders ; 
Louvicrs,   gnd  that  the  Regent  knew  nothing  of  the  Matter   be- 
fore it  was  over«    They  exclaimed  likewife  againft  the  Sum 
demanded,   as  vaftly  beyond  what  the  Duke  of  Bretagnt 
could  lawfully  challenge.  But  the  French  plainly  told  thetn, 
that  if  they  gave  not  the  Duke  the  Satisfadion  their  Mafler 
demanded,  he  held  the  Truce  for  broken.    This  haughty 
and  peremptory  way  of  treating  on  Charles*^  Parr>  feemed 
very  flrange  to  the  Englijb ;  but  the  French  relblutely  per- 
torotur-    fifting  in  their  firfl  Demand,  the  Conference  broke  iip  and 
^^J^*  nothing  was  done.

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have  been  of  fb  great  Conftquence,  feeing  it  was  prefently  *449- 
flifled.  This  Year  the  two  Nations  renewed  their  Truce 
without  fetting  any  fixed  Time  to  it.  Only  it  was  agreed, 
that  if  either  of  the  two  Kings  (hould  have  a  Mind  to 
break  it,  he  (hould  give  the  other  warning  of  it  lb  long  be- 
forehand. Be  that  as  it  will.  King  Jamei  had  not  dcfired 
Charles  to  take  his  Quarrel  upon  him,  and  confequently  ic 
is  evident,  thztCharUi  (ought  an  Occafion  of  breaking  with 
the  King  of  England. 

Whilft  Charles  was  making  his  Preparations,  he  amufed     y^^p, 
the  EngUjh  with  fruitlefs  Negotiations,    One  cannot  e-  imp-uJenM 
nough  wonder  at  the  Imprudence  of  the  Court  of  England  ^[j^J.^^^^ 
at  this  Juncture.    They  knew  neither  how  to  preftrve  thej^'^^^^  °^* 
Truce,  nor  prepare  for  War,    If  they  had  been  willing  to 
avoid  a  Rupture,  they  (hould  at  leaft  have  reftored  FougC'' 
us  to  the  Duke  of  Bretagncy  with  Promife  of  Amends 
for  all  Damages.    But  they  kept  that  Place  without  uHng 
hardly  any  Endeavour  to  appeafe  the  incenfed  Duke.    A 
Spirit  of  Inconfideration  feemed  to  have  feized  the  Councif^    . 
where  greater  Care  was  taken  to  thruft  in  the  Queen's  and 
Duke  of  SuffolkiS  Creatures,  than  Perfons  qualified  to  ma* 
nage  the  Publick  AflFairs.    To  fee  the  Indolence  of  the 
Queen  upon  this  Occafion,  one  would  have  thought  that 
finding  herfelf  without  IfTue,  (he  was  in  a  Plot  with  the 
King's  Enemies,  in  order  to  difpoflefs  him  of  all  he  flill 
held  in  France.

Thus  the  War  was  rekindled  at  a  TunSuiie  very 
difadvantagious  to  the  Englsjh.  As  they  had  made  no  Pre- 
parations) the  Duke  of  Somerfet  Regent  of  Frum^^  was 
deftituie  of  Forces  when  he  flood  in  mofl  need  of  them. 
ChAtles  had  therefore  the  Way  open  copufti  his  Cohquefh. 
This  gives  room  to  believe  that  Fences  was  furprized  ' 
without  the  Knowledge  of  the  Court  ^ England.  Otber- 
wi(e  one  cannot  help  thinking,  either  that  toe  Mimfiers  bad 
loft  their  Senfes,  in  not  preparing  to  back  their  Hnterprize, 
or  that  they  had  among  them  Traitors^  who  had  a  mind  by 
chat  Means  to  re-engage  the  Englijb  in  War,  before  they 
had  any  Thing  ready.

In  fine,  not  to  enter  into  the  Particulars  of  all  thefe  Sieges, 
whether  real  or  feigned^  it  will  fuffice  to  (ay  in  a  Word« 
that  before  the  Campaign  was  over»  CharUs  faw  himfelf  in

By  the  Death  of  the  Duke  of  Sufolk^  the  Dbke  of  ^  D«*t 
Tork^  faw  himftif  rid  of  a  potent  Enemy,  who,  being  at-  *^^^*^ 
tached  to  the  Houfe  of  Lancafierj  would  doubtlefs  have  tb^Cnmm^ 
ftrongly  oppofed  the  Execution  of  his  Defigns.    Though 
Tiri^  was  in  Ireland^  yet  his  Friends  effedually  ftrvcd  him 
in  England^  by  crying  up  his  Merit,  and  reprefenting  to  the 
People  the  King's  Incapacity,  and  the  Queen's  Male-Ad« 
miniftration.    Thc^eDifcourfes  joined  to  the  entire  Lofs 
of  Normdndjy  which  happened  at  the  fame  Time,  made 
deep  Imprclfions  on  the  Minds  of  the  People,  and  daily 
increalcd  the  Number  of  the  Duke's  Adherents.    He  had 
perfect  Information  of  all  fvlatters.     But,  not  to  hazard 
himielf  to  no  purpofe,  he  devifed  in  Expedient,  which  he 
thought  proper  to  found  the  Peoples  Inclinations,  to  the 
end  he  might  take  his  Meafures  with  the  greater  Safety. 
By  his  Inftigation,  an  IrifhmM^  omJacl^Cadet  took  the  y^ckOAet 
Name  of  John  Mortimer  of  the  Houfe  of  March j  w Bo  had  jnfurrMm 
been  executed  in  the  Beginrting  of  this  Reign.    Under  this  «» J^«»t- 
borrowed  Name  he  repaired  into  Kent^  where  the  Duke  of 
Tiri^  had  many  Friends,  and  drew  together  great  Numbers 
•of  Male- Contents,  ufJng  for  Pretence  the  Neceffity  there 
was  of  reforming  the  Government  and  eafing  the  People.

«nd  the  Earl  of  Pontievre.    Thefe  two  Generals  being  arri-  Caftilloa 
ved  in  Saifftongey  befieged  ChaUin  and  Cafiillpny  vrhilft  the  H^'i^" 
Ear]  of  Clermont  followed  them  with  the  reft  of  the  Army 
defigned  for  GmUnne.  Chahanes  was  taken  up  with  the  Siege 
of  ChaUin  till  the  Month  of  June,  after  which  he  went  and 
joined  Pontievre  before  CaflHIony  which  ftill  made  a  vigorous 
Defence.    The  Dread  which  the  Valour  and  Experience  of 
th«  Earl  of  Shrewtbttrj  infpired  them  with,  made  them  ufe 
the  Precaution  feldom  praftifed  in  thofe  Days,  of  making 
Unesy  and  defending  the  Avenues  of  their  Camp  with  P^- 
Uf^es. 

'     The  Earl  of  Shrewsbmry  was  at  Bourdeaux  with  Six  or  TaIbot/»f# 
Seven  Thoufand  Men,  in  fufpenfe  what  Courfe  he  ihould  ^n^MacU 
take  with  regard  to  the  Siege.    He  was  very  defirous  to  re-  '^*^» 
lieve  BonrdedHXj  but  was  afraid  he  fliould  nnd  it  extremely 
difficult,  as  well  by  reafon  of  the  Intrenchments  of  the 
Frenchj  as  of  the  Superiority  of  their  Numbers.    On  the 
other  Hand,  being  fenfible  that  the  Earl  of  Clermont  was 
advancing  with  all  fpeed,  he  confidered  that  there  was  a  Ne- 
ceflity  or  running  this  Hazard  before  the  other  Troops  ar* 
rived>  after  which  it  would  be  too  late,  (ince  he  would  have 
all  the  Forces  of  fr^c^todeal  with.    Inline,  having  ta- 
ken this  laft  Refolution,  he  fet  out  from  Bourdeanx  with  all 
his  Army,  and  approaching  the  /r^^^c^  Camp,  attacked  them 
immediately  with  a  Vigour  equal  to  that  which  the  EngHfl} 
had  (hown  at  the  Battle  of  Ai^inccHrtj  and  upon  feveral 
other  OccaGons.    He  (oon  defeated  Four  Thoufand  Men 
commanded  by  C/&4^4«ri  without  the  Intrenchments,  drove 
them  back  to  the  Camp,  and  in  fpite  of  the  BeHegers  Can- 
non, which  carried  off  his  Men  by  whole  Files,  forc'd  their 
Lines,  and  rufhed  in  Pell-mell  with  the  Runaways.    Thus 
the  Englijbrthtt  the  Matter.  ,  But  the  French on\y  fay,  that 
the  Lines  were  juft  upon  the  Point  of  being  forced,  when 
the  EngUfh  were  attacked  in  the  Rear  by  a  Body  of  French 
Horfe. '  This  abated  their  Eagernefs,  and  obliged  their  Ge- 
neral CO  le^ve  off  attacking  the  Lines^  in  order  to  face  thofe 
that  prelFed  him  behind.    This  Motion  gave  the  French 
an  opportunity  to  caufe  all  their  Troops  to  come  out  of  the

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Camp.  So  that  the  Earl  ofShmvJihm%  who  M  not  above 
Five  Thoufand  Men  left»  fav  hionfeli  re4u<l^  to  the  Ne* 
ceOTicy  of  makiDj;  two  Front!  •  tod  withftaadiDg  Te^ 
Thoufand  Men.  At  lengthi  the  EwgU/h  findii^  ihitn' 
lelves  overpowered  by  Numbers  begaq  to  give  Ground.  A( 
the  lame  time9  the  Earlof  jiirrni^/^^wai  woiiqdeclki  the 
Thigh  with  a  Muiquet-Ballt  and  had  bis  Horfe  kil* 
led  under  him.  In  this  Condition^  not  being  able  to  mouiit 
on  Horfeback  by  reafoo  of  his  Wound*  he  bid  Sir  5^ 
74/^01  *  his  Son  retire  and  favehimielf  for  another  Occ^fioob 
wherein  he  might  be  further  f<;rviceablo  t<>  his  Country. 
But  TallfQt  rather  than  bafely  fly  f  chde  to  die  by  (be  Carl 
his  Father)  who  prefently  after  refigned  his  laft  Breath  ^. 
The  Emilijb  loft  Two  Thoufand  Mfib  but  that  of  their

After  this  Defeat,  Ca^ilhm  furrendred  on  the  x^ih  of 
July.  A  few  Days  after  the  Earl  of  Qkrwn^U  bpiog  ar ri^ 
ved,  and  the  King  having  repaired  to  the  Cmpt  the  Army 
was  divided  into  four  BixlieSt  which  befiegeq  at  once  oi-^ 
dillacy  Libourne,  Fr^nfaCy  and  B§9$rdt^i$x.  Frmf^  aqd 
Ubourtu  held  out  but  a  few  Days;  but  the  Caftk  of  C4> 
diU4c  flood  out  a  Siege  of  two  Months.  After  the  takii^ 
of  that  Place>  the  whole  Arm^  joined  before  B^9trd$Mi^^

Tbele  ObAacIes  were  fiifficienc  to  divert  the  Duke  of  HhAJvoff 
T^l(^  from  his  Enterprize^   if  on  the  other  Side  the  pre-  ^  '^^^* 
lent  CirciKnftances  had  not  given  him  Encouragement  to 
purfhe  it.    H€$nj  was  a  Prince  unable  of  himfelTto  oppofe 
the  Attempts  which  the  Duke  could  make  againft  him.

The  Duke  of  Tarl^  had  not  yet  done  any  thing  openly, 
which  (bowed  that  he  afpired  to  the  Crown.  This  was  a 
Secret  between  him  and  his  principal  Friends  It  is  true  in- 
tleed,  the  Court  was  fatisfied  of  it,  but  it  was  not  poffible 
x6  prove  it  upon  him.  Hitherto  he  had  vami(hed  bis  Ac- 
tions with  the  Good  of  the  Publick.  And  for  that  very 
reafon  he  was  formidable  to  the  Court  •  But  though  it  was 
iio  eafy  thing  to  conviA  him  !egaUy,  iie  ^ould  not  be  igno- 
rant that  there  were  (pcedier  and  more  certain  Ways  of  get- 
ting rid  of  him,  ana  that  his  Enemies  were  not  over*fcru- 
pulous.  Befides,  though  he  had  been  able  to  hide  his  De- 
ii|ns  from  the  People,  he  could  not  imagine  that  he  had 
Umded  the  Eyes  of  the  Queen,  who  was  too  much  can- 
certied  in  the  Cafe  not  to  fee  through  his  Difguife.  No> 
witbilanding  thefe  Confiderations,  which  (hould  have  put 
upon  their  ^uard  the  three  Lords  who  had  received  the 
King^s  Letten,  they  relblved  to  go  to  him.

Matters  being  ad;ufted  with  the  foreign  Enemies,  dou     Hf 8, 
mefticks  Feuds  were  juft  going  to  break  out  again,  if  fome  ?'  "'^ 
peaceful  Tempers  had  not  iifed  their  Endeavours  to  prevent  'urZl' 
the  fatal  Conlcquenccs  of  rhefe  Divifions.    It  was  cafy  to  reco.c:uj. 
fee  that  tlie  two  Parties,  in  deciding  their  Quarrel  by  Arms, 
could  not  but  ruin  the  Kingdom,  and  occafion  in  the  End 
lomc  fad  Revolution.  Neither  Party  had  fo  much  the  odds 
as  to  be  able  to  hope  for  certain  Viaory.    Succefsdepended 
on  the  Iffue  of  the  War,  too  doubtful  an  Iffue  for  either  of 
the  Parties  to  ground  any  reafonable  Profpcd  upon.

On  the  other  Hand,  the  Queeo, 
the  new  Duke  of  Somerfctj  who  held  the  late  Duke  his 
Father's  Poft,  the  reft  of  the  Mimftrjj  and  the  whole  Houfi 
of  Ldncaflcn  were  in  a  very  tottering  Condition.    The 
French  and  Sects  took  advantage  from  theft  Quarrelr  to>in- 
vade  the  Kingdom,  and  all  Mifcarriagts  were  laid  to  th^ir 
Door  who  governed  in  the  King's  Name.

matioQS.  Then  the  King  took  Homage  of  the  Lords  that 
were  prefent*  The  Ctremony  concmding  with  iinging 
T€  Denm,  Edward  was  conduded  with  great  Solemnity  to 
the  Biibop  of  Exeter's  Palace,  where  Henrj  was  wont  to 
lodgep  when  he  was  within  the  WaHs  of  the  City.  Next 
J>ay  being  the  5  th  of  March  9  he  was  proclaimed  at  Lon^ 
dm  and  the  Country  round»  by  the  Name  of  Edward  IV. 

Thus  epded  the  Reigjti  of  Haaj  VI.  which  had  lafled  Enj  of 
Thirty-eight  Years  and  a  Half,  without  his  ever  concern-  Henry'* 
log  himiflf  with  the  Adimaiftracion  of  the  Publick  A£Pairs«  ^^'^'^' 
It  does  not  even  appear  that  he  troubled  his  Head  much  a*    .     ,  ^ 
bout  Events,  which  however  were,  for  the  moft  Part,  fuch  ra£Ur.  * 
as  would  affed  a  PriQce^that  had  been  of  another  T^imper. 
He  was  fitter  for  a  private  Life  than  for  a  Crown.    His 
great  and  only  Defed  was  a  kind  of  natural  Imbecility , which 
rendered  him  incapable  to  govern  by  himfelf.    Ever  ruled 
by  thofe  who  managed  the  Affairs  in  his  Name.    His  Ca- 
pacity reached  not  (o  far  as  to  fee  the  Confequences  of  the 
Counfek  given  him,  which  to  him  (eemed  always  good. 
In  this  he  widely  differed  from  the  King  his  Father,  whofe 
Geniu^  was  always  fuperior  to  that  of  his  Mimjiers.    As 
to  the  reft,  he  was  chane,  temperate,  extremely  religious, 
abhorring  Cruelty  and   Injuftice.    It  was  tbefc:  Virtues 
which  have  ferved  for  Foundation  to  the  Praifes  beftowed 
4m  him  by  feveral  Hiftorians,  and  which  have  made  fomc 
look  upon  him  as  a  true  Sainf.    The  Truth  is,  thefe  Vir- 
tues would  have  rendered  himanaccomplifbed  Prince,  had 
they  been  attended  with  the  Qcialifications  of  a  Sovereign. 
But  being  abne,  they  ferved  only  to  make  him  an  honeft

^Hwry '  "^^^^'  ^"^  ^'^^  '^'^  ^*^  Interefts at  Heart,  :  And  if  ever 
vith'i  in  their  Life-time  Affairs  began  to  fall  to  decay,  one  nn^ 
^ign.  trj  it  was  not  (6  much  by  their  Fault,  is  by  fbme  tmforereen 
Accidents  which  all  the  Prudence  in  the  Worfd  could  not 
have  prevented.  After  the  Death  of  the  Duke  of  B^dfML 
Henrj  fuffered  himfelf  to  be  guided  by  the  Cardinal  ot 
WtnckijttT  and  the  Ekike  of  Suffolk^  who^  adting  not  fironf 
the  fame  Motives,  and  minding  only  their  own  Affairs,* 
compleated  bis  FLuin.  Afterwards  Queen  M4ir^Mret  by  her 
uncommon  Abilities,'  might  have  put  his  Affairs  again  ii\a 
flouritfaing  Condition.  But  the  Honour  of  the  King,  ana 
Welfare  of  the  Nation,  were  what  was  lead  in  her  Thoughts. 
Her  fole  View  was  to  engrofs  alt  the  Power,  and  make  ufe 
of  the  king's  Name  tojuuify  her  Paffions.  The  Afinifierx 
fhe  employed  were  all  of  the  fame  Chara&er.  It  is  not 
therefore  at  all  ftrange  that  the  King's  Affairs  fliould  thus  be 
hurried  to  Deftruaion.  The  Death  of  the  Duke  of  Giou* 
ufltr  will  be  an  indcKble  Stiin  in  Margdret^s  Reputation, 
and  unhappily  this  Crime  returned  but  too  hafty  upon  the 
King's  own  Head,  fince  he  had  not  the  Refolution  to  hin-^ 
dcrit  or  punifh  its  Authors.  Accordingly  it  was  manifeff 
that  Heaven  took  publick  Vengeance  of  this  Murder,  by 
the  Civil  War  which  enfued,  and  which  brought  on  the 
Ruin  of  the  King,  the  Queen,  the  Prinde  their  Son,  and 
the  whole  Houfi  of  Lancafter. 

Henrj  VI.  was  Thirtv^nirte  Veari  anfd  about  a  Quarter 
old  when  he  was  flript  ot  a  Crown  which  he  had  wore  from 
almoft.his  very  Birth  ^.

•'  thefe  Three  Aflaults,  the  (aid  Joan  is  rctportedby  com- 
••  mon  Fame  to  have  had  the  chief  Command,  yet  all  or

^*  in  them,  who  during  the  Siege,  had  been  ih  the  City  ol

^  And  in  alt  the  Marches  j6out,  her  Fametrt  once  was

After  he  had  defcribed  the  Battle  of  Paujj  jieaddsthefc

4oes  not  fay9  whether  juftly  or  hot»  tonteDtiitg  hiafeK  witH 
rehtiog  the  Fa£t  wichoot  giving  hi^  Thoughts  of  it. 

When  he  cdibes  it  k  ft  to  her  Cotidemnation*  be  exprei^ 
les  hiffifelf  in  fuch  a  Manner,  thft  be  dbeliiot  difoiver  h» 
own  Sentiments  <if  the  Matter.  He  <mlytranfcribesche 
King  of  EngUnJt^  Letter  v6  the  I^ke  of  Bifrpimiy  about 
that  Affiiir.  As  that  Letter  is  an  Original  which  may  help

**  and  Amendment  of  Chriftian  People.  After  which> 
^^  (he  was  charitably  admoniihed  to  return  to  the  Union

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her  Honour^  m^intakied  that  next  thf  ffolj  Virgin  ihe  was 
the  greateft  of  Saints,  and  wore  about  then)  her  linage  in 
Lead  or  fome  other  MetaL  To  thb  tlhargc  /he  re^d» 
that  Cod  fliQuld  be  the  Judge. 

Upon  bl^ipg  accufipd  of  having  ufurped  the  Domiojoa 
^ver  Men  by  m^J^ing  berlelf  Head  of  the  War^  fhe  anfweredi 
f.hflt  (he  h^d  done  (b  tp  be^t  xhitEngUfb.  *  And  added,  her 
Standard  W9$  of  Linnen  or  Fuftian,  bordered  with  Velve<» 
with  a  Field  ktd^d  with  Flower-de-r Luces,  and  in  the  Mid- 
dle the  linage  of  God  holding  the  World,  fupported  by 
fwo  Angels  in  white,  9nd  underneath  Jefns  Mariom 

Whereupon  her  Judges  upbraided  her,  that  (he  was  in  the 
wrong  to  ^cribe  unto  GocI  fuch  Vanities,  contrary  to  the 
]l.ev(rence  due  to  him;  and  asked  her  whether  (he  put  her 
Confidence  in  her  Standard ;  to  which  (he  replied,  (he 
placed  her  Confidlfice  only  in  him  who^e  Image  it  bore. 
•  After  this,  (he  was  asked  why  (he  held  alone  her  Stand- 
ard at  the Coronatiofi  of  King  Charles:  She  aufwered,  thar 
it  was  bu{  j>i(l  that  he  who  had  been  in  Trouble  (hould  be 
like  wife  in  Gbry.

That  (he  could  not  in  any  wife  revoke  what 
(ht  had  faid  ab^ut  hu  Fifio»s  dnd  Revelations  i  and  that  if 
ti)e  Church  afBrpiecj  they  were  I)lMfions  or  Fancies,  in  that 
p(e  (he  would  opt  refer  the  Matter  to  the  Judgnicpt  of  Meo^ 
but  to  God  alone.

That  (he  kntvr  Saints  by  their  Voices,  whom  ihe 
fiad  never  feen  or  heard  before. 

VIL  That  flie  was  exprtflly  cortimandcd  by  God  to  weir 
IM  art's  Clothes. 

VI I I.  That  (he  caft  herfelf  headlong  from  a  Towef^ 
c^hufing  racher  to  die  than  to  be  in  the  Hands  of  her  Ene-^ 
mies.

The  VraJSlcf  having  asked  Advice  upon  theft  Articles^ 
he  was  told  by  the  Judges,  that  what  J^ah  cf  ytnt  had 
done  Was  all  a  Cheat,  and  the  Invention  of  the  Devil  to 
deceive  ti\i  poor  People.  That  (he  Was  guilty  of  Dhbbe- 
dience  to  her  Parents,  and  of  Idolatry,  to  the  Difhotiour  of 
tlie  Church,'  particularly,  for  having  cbofcn  rarher  to  de- 
prive herfelf  of  the  B^^  of  our  Lord ,  than  lay  rffidc  Man's 
Cfothes.  At  this  Sentence  were  prelent  the  Biihops  of 
Coutanci  ^nd^Lifieaxy  the  Chapter  of  theCathedrtJ  of  if^air. 
Sixteen  Dodofs,  S\%  Licentiatesy  orBatchelfotsofUWim- 
ry ,  and  Eleven  Advocates  of  Roan. 

This  Sentence  being  fenc  to  the  Untverfity  6f  Parisi 
was  confirmed  thete  by  the  Body  of  Divines^  artd  rati- 
fied by  a  Decree^  and  Joan  pronounced  Heret^ck^^nASehip' 
maticf^  Which  done,  the  Univerfiry  writ  to  the  King 
and  the  Biftiopof  BajeuXy  todefjre  (he  might  be  put  to 
Death.  It  does  not  appear  by  what  Pafquitr  fays,  wHat 
her  Punifhment  was  to  beby  this  firft  Sentence.  ,  All  that 
can  be  faidqfiti?,  that  fhe  was  excommunicated  at  laft.  Be 
this  as  it  will,'  Joan  being  carried  ihro  the  Church,  and 
placed  on  a  Scatfbld,  was  publickly  preached,  as  they  called

Then  (he  made  a  publick  Ahioratioo»  which  was  inferted  in 
the  Tcyalibut  Fnfyuiar  thought  not  fit  to  give  us  the  Con- 
tcntf.  •      . 

IJpQii  ber  abjuring  her  Errors^  another  Stmttmc^  inter- 
venea,  ablblving  her  from  the  Bond  of  ExccmmmmUMtiwm, 
and  condemning  her  to  perpltual  Iaipri(bnnienc  by  way  of 
Pcmwe.  After  thac^  (be  put  on  Womaa^s  Apparel*  But 
as  (he  had  all  along  (hown  great  Obftinacy  with  regard  to 
Mao's  Clothes  which  (he  wore»  (he  iaid^  by  God's  exprefs 
Command  they  thought  proper  to  try  whether  her  Abju- 
ration was  Cncere,  by  kaviog  with  her  in  Prifon  a  Man's 
Habit.  This  Expedient  Aicceeded  but  too  well  to  her  Mif> 
fortune^  (jnce  (he  wa  no  (ooner  alone*  but  (he  put  it  on* 
On  the  Morrow»  being  found  in  that  Drels^  ihe  was  a:sked 
the  reafon  of  it :  to  which  (he  replied*  That  (he  had  put  on 
her  former  Habit  by  the  exprefs  Order  of  St.  Cf/^^«eaod 
St.  MaxgArtt^  and  that  (he  had  rather  obey  God  than  Mao. 
Whereupon,  an  Information  was  entered  againft  her  in  the 
EccUJiafiical Court,  and  (he  was  declared  an  HerttkkRtLfftf 
and  delivered  over  to  the  Secular  Power.  Pdfjmer  (ays  no- 
thing of  the  Confeflion  (he  made  accordbg  to  the  Kii^  of 
En^nd'%  Letter,  that  (he  had  been  feduced  by  lying  Spi- 
rits, who  had  promifed  to  fet  her  free.  Indeed  this  Coo- 
feffion  15  diredly  contrary  to  the  Inferences  which  Papjmtr 
could  draw  from  the  Particulars  of  the  Tryal»  namely,  tbc 
JooM  was  infpired  by  God.  He  only  fays,  (he  was  fentec- 
ctd  to  be  burnt  Maj  the  5  i(t,  14}  i.  £uc  as  all  the  reft 
of  the  Fa&s  mentioned  in  the  King's  Letter  exadly  agree 
with  the  Circumftances  of  theProcefs>  I  do  not  fee  why 
fafqnicr'i  Silence  (hould  caufe  this  to  be  called  in  queftion. 

One 
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One  might  make  tmmbeTlefs  Rcfledions  upon  the  Exi« 
mination,  Anfwers  and  Behaviour  of  the  Mdtd  #/  Orleoiu* 
Bm  not  to  tire  the  Reader's  Patience^  I  ihall  conteat  my 
UU  with  making  a  few  Remarks. 

In  the  firft  Place,  it  is  certain  Pafqmer^s  View  in  what  he 
has  related  of  this  Tryal,  was  to  prove  yeans  Infpiration« 
And  therefore  prejudiced  as  he  was,  he  made  no  fcruple  to 
curtail  in  feveral  Places  the  Qmeftions  and  Anfwers.  This 
manifeftly  appears^  in  that  feveral  of  the  Anlwers  have  no 
manner  of  Connexion  with  the  Queftions,  nor  with  one 
another.  For  Inftance,  what  ihe  fays  in  her  Anfwcr  to  th« 
iecond  Queftion,  touching  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  neceflarily 
fuppofes  fome  other  Queftioni  which  Pafquier  thought  nc 
to  omit. 

1.  It  appears  that  he  has  pafled  over  in  Silence  fome  of 
the  Replies :  For  Example)  it  is  faid  in  the  Summary  of 
y#4iiV  Confeffion)  that  (he  bad  boafted  of  feeing  St.  Mi* 
chaelj  and  yet  there  is  no  mention  of  any  fuch  thing  in  the 
Examination. 

3  •  Pafqukr  would  tranfcribc  neither  Joan*%  Letter  to  the 
King  of  EngUni  nor  her  Abjuration  :  Things  of  no  lefs 
Importance  however^  than  all  he  has  produced  open  that 
Subjed.  Much  more  unwilling  was  he  to  mention  the 
Confeflion  ihe  made  before  fhedied)  that  ihe  was  feduced 
.cr  deceived.  Thefe  Omiflioni  give  occafion  to  prefume, 
that  Pafqmer  (ought  in  Jean^s  Tryal  not  fo  much  what 
might  be  of  Service  to  him  in  difcovering  the  Truth,  as 
what  he  believed  would  help  to  prove  his  Opinion.  And 
indeed,  he  ufes  abundance  of  Words  to  draw  from  yoan^s 
Anfwers,  Confequences  favourable  tp  his  Notion,  and  to 
ihow  that  ihe  foretold  nothing  but  what  came  to  pafs,  and 
laid  nothing  but  what  was  exa(5t!y  true.  He  labours  mofl 
of  all  to  prove  by  very  weak  Arguments,  that  the  Duke 
of  Orleans  was  greatly  beloved  of  God.  Among  other 
Reafons  he  alledges  this :  That  God  bad  bleiTed  that  Prince 
with  two  Sons,  who  both  were  illuftrious ;  the  one  Legi« 
timate«  who  was  afterwards  King  of  trance,  by  the  Name 
of  LewisXll ;  the  other  Natural,  namely,  that  great  Gcf- 
neraly  known  at  firft  by  the  Name  of  the  Bajlardof  OrU^ 

ans. 
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M%i  and  aft erwards  by  that  of  £4r/  9f  Zhtftoh  a&d  ZI#fl^«r- 
yf/^«  Bat  all  th€  World  knows  that  this  lad  was  natural 
^rocber  and  noc  Son  of  tb«  Duke  of  Orksns  mentionf  d  I^ 
Joan.  It  is  furprifing  that  a  Man  fo  well  vcrfed  as  P^ 
fmer  in  the  Hiffory  of  ProBce^  (houkl  be  guilty  of  fo  grofs 
a  Miftake. 

Having  related  fuch  Fafts  concerning  tfic  M^dofOrU'^ 
MHS  as  cannot  be  dented,  feeing  they  are  backed  by  inconref^ 
table  Tefttmonies,  nothing  more  remains  but  to  examine 
fhe  three  Opinions  in  this  Matter>  and  ro  efpouft  one  of 
ibenu 

Moft  of  the  French  Writers  maintain^  that  yo^m  was 
fealty  inrpired  and  lent  by  God,  and  ground  their  Opini- 
on upon  thefc  four  principal  Rcafons.  The  Firft  is -the  pof- 
fibiltty  of  the  Thing,  that  God  may  if  he  pleafes  do  foch 
Miracles.  But  this  Point  maybe  granted  them,  and  yet 
they  not  be  able  to  draw  any  Inference  from  the  PcflibJfiry 
ef  the  Thing  for  the  Truth  of  the  Fa<5^. 

The  Second  is,  Joant  own  Evidence,  grounded  upon 
herVifions  of  Saints  and  jingds.  But  tnis  i«.rhe  very 
Thing  in  Queftion,  and  confequently  cannot  be  urged  as  a 
Proof. 

The  third  Reafon  is  taken  from  her  knowinjj  King 
ChMvies  in  difguife  among  his  Courtiers.  This  does  not  Ac- 
fcrye  Notice.  Suppo/mg,  as  a  great  many  do,  that  j^f^ii 
was  perfwaded  to  ad  this  Part,  it  is-  eafy  to  conceive  t^iit 
(he  might  be  \efy  well  informed  how  to  know  the  Kjng, 
though  ill e  h|d  never  feen  him  before. 

Tne  fourth  is  grounded  upon  her  forcteffing  (he  raiffng 
of  the  Siege  of  OrUam,  and  the  Coronation  rf  tHe  King, 
it  a  Time  when  there  was  not  the  leaft  Shadow  of  any  Bke- 
Rhood  of  thefe  Th'mgs,  and  upon  her  PrediSion  coming 
ro  pafs.  This  Reafba  added  to  the  uncommon  Valoilr 
which  (he  fliowed  on  allOccafions,  is  doubtle(s>  tfec  ftrong* 
eft  thn  can  be  alledged  for  this  Opinion.  Neverthekfi  the 
Objcftions  which  lye  againft  this  Argument  are  lb  weighty, 
that  they  very  much  weaken  the  Force  of  it,  ^norwhQDy 
fleAroyit. 

Fiift, 
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Firft^  It  iTiay  be  objcded,  that  it  is  {he  herfelf  who  faid 
in  her  Examination,  and  after  t1ie£veot>  that  (he  had  fore- 
told to  the  King  t  he  raifing  of  the  Siege  of  Orleans,  and  his 
Coronation,  we  have  feen  above  that  Monjlrelet  dots  not 
make  hft  fpeakfo  very  plainly.  He  contents  himfclf  with 
making  her  fay  to  the  King  in  general  Terms,  That  Jbe 
Tvo^d  exalf  his  Dommhfi,  and  drive  his  Enemies  out  pf  she 
Kingdom  i  which  however  flie  did  not  perform,  feeing  the 
Engtijh  Were  not  chafed  out  of  Trasife  tiQ  above  Twenty 
Years  after  her  Death. 

Moreover  Joan  {ays  lo  her  Examination,  that  theR  two 
Things  were  revealed  to  her  by  St.  Catharine  and  Sr.  Mar- 
jf  4rf/.    I  do  not  mean  to  enter  h^re  upon  all  the  Objeftions 
which  may  be  made  to  this  Matter.    I  am  williqg  to  fup- 
pofe  that  God  reveals  fomecimes  to  the  gk)rified  Saints  what 
IS  to  happen  upon  Earth ;  that  he  commands  them  to  aflume 
human  Shape  to  inform  certaio  Perfons  of  the  Future  ;  and 
that  Catharine  and  Margaret  were  of  the  Number  of  thefe 
glorified  Saints,  though  no  Body  can  af&rm  it  with  Cer- 
tainty.    But  however  it  cannot  be  denied  at  leaft  that  Cod 
very  rarely  make^  ufe  of  fuch  Means,,  and  that  when  he  doci 
fo«  it  U  always  with  aView  to  his  Qwn  Glory  or  theOood  of 
liis  Churchy  or  for  the  fake  of  ibme  Perfons  very  eminent  for 
their  Holinefs.    Now  in  the  War  which  was  then  waging 
in  France,  neither  the  Glory  of  Gods  nor  the  Honour  oi 
Keligjon,  nor  the  Good  of  the  Chssrch  were  diiedly  con- 
cerned;   And  Charles  VII,    for  whofe  fake,   upon  the 
prefent  Suppodtion,  God  did  fo  great  Things»  was  famous 
for  any  Tning  fooner  than  a  Holy  Life.    Tae  Difpute  be- 
tween  the  two  Kings  was  purely  about  temporal  Concerns* 
They  both  profeflfea  the  fame  Religion,  and  could  not  tax 
one  another  either  with  Schifm  or  Herejj^    One  cannot  fee 
therefore  wherein  it  could  be  for  the  Glory  of  God,  or  the 
Advantage  of  Religion  or  the  Chnrch^  that  the  Realm  of 
frassce  (Iiould  be  governed  by  a  Prince  of  the  Hcufe  of  Fi^ 
loss,  rather  than  by  a  King  of  Englandf  defcended  by  the 
Female-Line  from  (he  Blood  Royal  of  France.    A  Man 
may  afQrm  as  much  as  he  pleafes,  tnat  the  Ufurpation  of  the 
J^isglijb  was  lo  heinous  and  manifeft^  that  God's  Honour 
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was  codnmed  in  makii^  them  an  Exainple  of  bis  f  uftice. 
Tkkis' fappofit^  t'riusgin  Queflion.  One  oerdonhr 
read  vhzt  has  been  faid  upon  this  Point  fai  the  Reiga  of  £'*• 
WJrWni*  to  be  Satisfied  that  the  Suppofitiod  is  Qot  lb  ma- 
foMlaib  pretended,'  and  that  it  is  liable  to  ftrong  ObjrAi- 
Mk.  Bat  though  it  wertundenialils  rhat  ihefw/</&  wcrt 
RalUfiirpars,  cm  it  be  iffirmed  ih:;t  it  concerns  God's  Ho- 
Baiirtofiunil}i)nahexeniphryii;d  fupernaturalMannrrthe 
heiaowAdsolInjufticccomniMrtclin  the  World  ?  How 
nnny-Ufiupuions  of  Provioces  nJ  Kingdoms  do  we  meet 
vkhin  Hiftory,  without  any  Mirade  interpofing  to  pu- 
Diib  dve  Ufurpws  ?  In  fine,  wc  do  not  fee  that  Chxrlis 
VII  orhis  Succefr6rsdidK.eRgio)i  (o  grejt  Service  as  for 
the  iakc  of  that  God  may  be  {Krtnmed  to  do  v'hat  was  done 
fcytht  Means  of  j'V*»»/,f*'f.  LJefides  thcfr^wAin  ihofe 
I>ay9'«8re  no  better  Chrtftfam,  nor  honcfttr  Men  than  the 
£^lflf.'  AsforihePerfttibf  Ki!i-rt4r/«Vir,  in  whofe 
behitf  it  is  pretendid  thatGod  niimruIouOy  railed  up  the 
Attid-<f  OrUaut,  nofiocty  is  jg,.,'r:^nc  that  he  led  a  mofl  it- 
ittularLife.  To  6^  nothings  the  Mmderof  theDukc

£yes  oi  his  whole  Coilrt  ?  Are  rhcy  fucli  kind  of  Princes 
iriiO«Godufurfly  bonourj  in  a  particular  manner  ?  Tf 
to  all  thefe  Reafons  1*  added  ^xf-'s  ConfdUon  before  hei 
Dcacfa,  that  ffae  was  deceiveii,  {!i:rc  wit!  be  ground  to  be 
fatisfied  tlttt  (hewasnot  infpired.  But  [  infilt  not  on  her 
ConfelTiont  becaule  it  ii  a  difputabte  Point,  fince  it  ii 
groonded  only  opon  the  Teftimooy  of  her  Adverfarics. 
I  come  now  tot  tbe  Opiitton  of  thef  i^fij^,  who  fliffiy

But  there  is  a  Tbird  Opinion  which  is  not  li^bfe  fo  lb 
many  Difficulcies.  If  we  fuppo(e»  thatinthe^EMreiaicjr 
King  Chsrki  was  in*  he  himUl^  his  Qpeem  jf^s  Smrei^ 
or  fome  one  of  his  Mimjkr$9  having  invented  ihii  Conxri* 
vance^  nothinj^  will  be  more  eafy  than  to  re<onctk  At  £• 
vents  with  this  Suppofitioo.  Th9  Bufinefe  was  to  revive 
the  Courage  of  the  FrcM^  disheartened  by  Co  oMoy  Loft9» 
and  it  may  be  of  the  King  himtelf  who  was  thinking  of  r&« 
creating  mto  Uuu^hinu  Is  it  (o  be  wondered  at»  thnt  fach 
ao  Artifice  Aiould  be  made  tt(e  of  to  that  Purpeft  /  Thk 
is  at  leaft  ,as  poffibk  as  the  Apparitions  of  Smw^St  or  as 
tVit^bcrafi.
